We  have  the  honour  to  present  our  Report  for  the  rear 
ended  31st  March  1900,  with  the  statistical  and  other  information 
respecting  the  Local  and  Convict  Prisons  in  England  and  Wales, 
as  required  by  statute. 

2.  In  our  last  year'B  Report  we  referred  to  the  great  andp^n^^* 
far-reaching  changes  which  had  been  recently  introduced  into  1698. 
the  prison  system  of  this  country  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898. 
Sufficient  time  had  not  then  elapsed  for  us  to  be  able  to  judge  of 
the  effect  of  those  changes.  The  Act  having  come  into  full 
operation  on  1st  May  1899,  we  are  now  in  a  position  to  give  an 
account  of  its  first  year's  working.  The  principal  changes  intro- 
duced by  the  Act,  and  the  rules  made  under  it,  may  be  summarised 
as  follows:— (1)  The  classification  of  all  prisoners  not  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  into  three  divisions  according  to  the  gravity  of 
the  offence  and  the  character  of  the  offender ;  (2)  the  assertion 
of  the  principle  that  the  labour  of  prisoners  might,  under  due 
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supervision,  be  in  association,  or,  in  other  words,  the  departure 
from  what  had  been  the  accepted  principle — viz.,  that  the 
detention  of  local  prisoners  with  sentences  not  exceeding  two 
years  should  be  cellular,  as  opposed  to  that  of  long  sentenced 
prisoners,  t.e.,  those  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  which  has 
been,  traditionally,  in  association  ;  (3)  the  new  procedure  for  the 
awarding  of  corporal  punishment ;  (4)  the  power  conferred 
on  ordinary  prisoners  of  earning  a  remission  of  a  portion  of  their 
sentences  by  industry  and  good  conduct ;  (5)  the  power  of 
obtaining  the  remission  of  a  portion  of  sentence  by  paying  a 
corresponding   portion   of  6rie ;    (6)   the    treatment    of  debtor 

frisoners ;  (7)  Hie  appointment  of  Boards  of  Visitors  to  Convict 
'risons ;  (8)  Changes  brought  about  by  the  rules  made  under 
the  Act  in  so  far  as  they  affect  the  daily  life  of  prisoners, 
viz  :— 

(a)  Increased  opportunities  for  instruction  in  school  for  all 

prisoners  certified  on  admission  not  to  have  passed 
the  third  standard,  and  to  be  less  than  40  years  of 
age. 

(b)  Increased  privileges  in  the  matter  of  visits  and  letters. 
{c)  A  more  liberal  distribution  of  books  from  the  library. 
(rf)  The  concession,  under  due  safeguards,  of  the  privilege 

of  talking  as  a  reward  for  well-conducted  prisoners 
in  the  later  stages  of  their  sentences. 

3.  The  Classification  tif  Prisoners. — It  will  be  remembered 
that  Mr.  Asquith's  Committee  on  Prisons,  of  18','4,  expressed  a 
very  decided  opinion  that  "  no  adequate  attempt  had  yet 
"  been  made  to  secure  a  sound  system  of  classification  in  Local 
"  Prisons."  In  our  Report  for  1 896-7  we  informed  the  Secretary 
of  State  that  the  very  satisfactory  results  which  had  followed 
the  separation  of  first  offenders  in  Convict  Prisons  might  be 
anticipated  if  an  analogous  system  were  introduced  for  short 
sentenced  or  local  prisoners  ;  sind,  accordingly,  three  years  ago, 
we  carried  into  practical  effect  the  complete  separation  of  first 
offenders  from  habitual  criminals  by  the  establishment  of  the 
Star  Class  System  in  all  Local  Prisons.  As  to  details  ride 
infra,  paragraph  34. 

4.  The  Prison  Act  of  1898  made  a  further  advance  in 
the  same  direction,  i.e.,  of  differentiation  of  the  treatment  of 
the  offender  according  to  the  varying  circumstances  of  the 
case.  The  principle  of  the  Prison  Act,  18SJ8,  is,  as  stated 
in  the  words  of  the  statute,  that  the  Court  may,  having 
regard  to  the  nature  of  the  offence  and  the  antecedents  of  the 
offender,  direct  that  he  be  treated  in  such  and  such  a  way 
as  prescribed  for  each  classification  by  the  rules  made  under  the 
Act.  The  principle  here  given  expression  to  is  very  far-reaching, 
and,  as  far  as  v/e  are  aware,  is  in  advance  of  the  penal  systems 
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in  force  on  the  Continent  of  Europe.  By  it  is  destroyed,  in 
emphatic  language,  the  theory  that  had  prevailed  largely  hitherto, 
and  had  found  expression  in  divers  reports,  viz.,  that  the  duty  of 
classification  is  a  matter  for  prison  officials,  and  not  for  the 
Court  of  Law  having  the  individual  offender  and  all  the  circum- 
stances of  his  case  fully  detailed  before  it.  It  is  obvious  what 
an  enormous  responsibility  is  thus  thrown  upon  Courts  of 
Law,  and,  as  we  stated  in  our  last  year's  report,  the  degree  of 
success  which  this  new  departure  may  attain  must  depend  on  the 
extent  and  manner  in  which  Courts  of  Law  realise  and  act  upon 
this  responsibility.  We  have  now  before  ns  a  record  of  the 
year's  administration  of  the  new  law.  The  record  will  be  found 
m  Appendices  No.  14a  and  14b.  This  record  is  interesting.  It 
will  be  seen  that  37  out  of  55  male  prisoners  placed  in  the  first 
division  by  Courts  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  were  for  offences 
against  the  Vaccination  Acts,  where  no  discretion  is  left  to  the 
Court,  the  Vaccination  Act,  1898,  making  it  peremptory  that 
offenders  shall  be  so  placed.  With  regard  to  the  second 
division  it  will  be  noted  that  a  very  considerable  effect  has  been 
giffen,  both  by  the  superior  and  the  lower  Courts,  to  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  new  Act ;  the  former  having  sen- 
tenced 335  males  and  73  females,  and  the  latter  1,222  males  and 
440  females  to  the  second  division.  We  think  that,  on  the 
whole,  considering  the  Act  has  been  so  short  a  time  in  operation, 
and  its  provisions  not  fully  known,  this  may  be  regarded  as  a 
fairly  satisfactory  result ;  and  the  more  so  if  we  examine  the 
list  of  offences — e.g.,  the  majority  of  cases  are  for  simple 
larceny,  common  assault,  breaches  of  Elementary  Education 
Acts,  drunkenness,  breaches  of  borough  bye-laws,  Highway  and 
Vagrancy  Acts,  and  attempting  suicide.  Generally  speaking, 
therefore,  the  intention  of  the  Act  may  be  said  to  have  been 
realised;  for  it  was  in  order  to  meet  the  particular  set  of  offences 
where  the  element  of  criminality  may  be  said  to  be  absent  that 
the  power  has  been  conferred  by  statute  on  the  Court  who  may 
so  order  the  sentence,  that  a  differential  prison  treatment,  the 
effect  of  which  at  least  secures  segregation  from  ordinary 
criminals,  must  follow  automatically.  If,  however,  the  details- 
of  these  cases  are  examined,  as  it  has  been  our  duty  to  examine 
them  throughout  the  year,  from  time  to  time,  it  must  be  feared 
that  there  is  still  a  very  imperfect  apprehension  of  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Act,  ex).,  a  case  occurred  during  the  year  where  a 
prisoner  sentenced  to  hard  labour  for  assault,  who  had  been  in 
prison  10  times  for  larceny,  vagrancy,  drunkenness,  &c,  was 
ordered  to  be  treated  as  an  offender  of  flie  first  division. 
Another  prisoner  with  13  previous  convictions,  one  to  penal 
servitude,  was  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  second  division.  On 
the  attention  of  the  committing  justices  being  called  to  the 
matter,  they  replied  that  neither  the  police  nor  the  magistrates' 
clerk  knew  of  the  prisoner's  antecedent:*.  The  Secretary  of 
State  thereupon  informed  the  magistrates  that  it  is  not  right  to 
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make  such  an  order  without  having  positive  information  as  to 
antecedents.  At  one  prison,  out  of  14  offenders  placed  in  the 
second  division,  5  had  been  convicted  more  than  5  times,  1 
actually  27  times,  and  2  out  of  5  women  were  disorderly 
characters.  At  a  prison  in  the  North  of  England,  111  prisoners 
had  been  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  second  division  during  the 
year.  Of  this  number  49  had  been  previously  convicted,  29  of 
whom  had  been  convicted  more  than  once,  4  more  than  10  times, 
and  3  more  than  20  times.  The  governor  of  a  prison  in  the 
Midlands  has  brought  to  our  notice  the  case  of  a  tramp,  sen- 
tenced to  7  days  for  begging,  and  placed  in  the  second  division 
for  no  other  reason,  so  far  as  he  could  judge,  than  that  the  man 
had  a  wooden  leg ;  and  he  reports  that  on  various  occasions  he 
has  noticed  a  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  magistrates  as 
to  the  intention  of  the  new  division  of  offenders,  they  appearing 
to  consider  that  a  sentence  without  hard  labour  is  better,  ensured 
by  making  use  of  the  procedure  for  treatment  in  the  second 
division.  The  governor  of  a  prison  in  Wales  reports  that  he 
has,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  personally  called  the  attention  of 
the  magistrates  to  the  misinterpretation  of  the  Prison  Act, 
leading  to  the  improper  placing  of  prisoners  in  the  first  and 
second  divisions,  and  he  expresses  his  opinion  that  any  failure 
of  the  Act  is  hardly  possible,  were  a  closer  attention  given  to 
the  Secretary  of  State's  letter  to  Chairmen  of  Petty  Sessions, 
of  25th  April  1899.  The  instruction  of  that  letter  is  so  precise 
that,  in  our  opinion,  a  close  attention  to  it  would  be  attended 
with  much  better  results  in  the  administration  of  the  criminal  law, 
and  we  venture  to  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  the  desirability  of  public  attention  being  again  called 
to  it. 

5.  Associated  Labour. — The  changes  which  we  were  about  to 
introduce,  and  which  were  rendered  legal  under  the  new  rules, 
are  adverted  to  generally  in  our  report  for  last  year.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  advert  to  the  controversy  which  was  raised,  both  in 
this  country  and  abroad,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  century, 
around  the  question  of  the  comparative  advantages  of  the 
systems  of  cellular  and  associated  labour  in  prisons.  The  balance 
of  opinion  inclined,  no  doubt,  until  a  comparatively  recent  period, 
in  favour  of  the  cellular  system.  The  reason  why  it  so  inclined 
can,  in  our  opinion,  be  attributed  principally  to  a  very  natural 
desire  to  get  rid  of  the  great  evils  of  unregulated  association, 
and  consequent  contamination,  which  were  to  be  found  in  all  our 
prisons  at  the  beginning  of  the  century  and  to  a  much  later 
period.  The  cellular  system,  i.e.,  continuous  separate  confine- 
ment by  night  and  by  day  in  a  cell  for  periods  up  to  two  years, 
no  doubt  got  rid  of  this  evil.  The  cellular  system  still  remains 
the  law,  subject  only  to  this  modification,  that,  under  the  new 
rule,  prisoners  whose  industry  and  conduct  are  good  may  be 
associated  if  practicable,  i.e.,  where  adequate  means  ezist  for  the 
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strict  and  close  supervision  which  will  effectually  prevent  any 
form  of  association  likely  to  become  deleterious  or  contaminating. 
The  new  rule,  therefore,  is  of  the  nature  of  a  compromise 
between  two  opposing  theories  as  to  the  comparative  advantages 
of  cellular  and  associated  labour.  It  can  only  be  carried  out 
where  the  prison  affords  opportunities  in  the  way  of  work 
rooms,  suitable  corridors,  &c,  for  such  employment,  and  where 
means  exist  for  continual  superintendence.  We  stated  last  year 
that,  in  order  to  develop  this  system  and  to  secure  strict  and 
effective  superintendence,  an  increase  in  our  Local  Prisons  staff 
would  be  necessary,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury  have,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  conceded  to  us  such  an  increase  in  the  warder  class  as 
will,  we  hope,  in  some  measure,  enable  us  to  carry  out  associated 
labour,  without  any  resulting  evil  communication  or  contamination. 

6.  Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Comptroller  of 
Industries  and  to  the  observations  of  the  Governors  of  Local 
Prisons  in  this  connection,  vide  Appendix  No.  17.  It  will  be 
observed  from  the  report  of  the  Comptroller  that  during  the  last 
four  years  the  value  of  prisoners'  labour  in  manufactures  has 
increased  by  no  less  than  30  per  cent. 

7.  Corporal  Punishment, — The  new  procedure,  as  laid  down  Corporal 
by  the  Act  and  the  rules,  has  led,  as  was  anticipated,  to  a  very  par- *■—-- 
considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  corporal  punishments 
inflicted  in  the  Local  Prisons  ;  the  number  for  the  year  being  1 7, 
as  against  44  for  the  preceding  year.  In  Convict  Prisons  there 
have  been  12  cases,  as  against  three  in  the  preceding  year,  when 
the  number  was  abnormally  low.  Full  details  of  each  case  are 
given  in  Appendix  8b.  The  limitation  in  the  number  of  offences 
for  which  corporal  punishment  is  now  permissible,  and  the  pro- 
cedure requiring  the  confirmation  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  have 
not  been  unanimously  accepted  by  Visiting  Committees  as  being 
in  the  interests  of  discipline.  We  have,  however,  no  reason  to 
believe  that  the  changes  made  by  the  law  of  1898  are  not  wise 
and  humane,  and  in  no  way  hurtful  to  the  discipline  of  prisons. 


8.  Remission. — The  power  to  earn  remission  by  prisoners  ___ 
whose  sentences  exceed  six  months  has  operated  most  satis-  rf 
factorily,  and  the  evidence  of  Governors  is  unanimous  that  a 
great  stimulus  has  thereby  been  given  to  the  industry  of 
prisoners,  and  a  great  encouragement  to  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline. We  would  call  attention  to  the  remarks  of  Governors 
of  prisons  on  this  subject.  The  Governor  of  Canterbury  Prison 
reports  that  "  the  power  of  prisoners  to  earn  remission  of  sentence 
"  has  been  eagerly  exerted,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  is  the 
"  strongest  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry.  With  only 
"  three  exceptions  no  prisoner  whose  sentence  entitled  him  to 
"  the  means  of  obtaining  remission  incurred    any  deduction  on 
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"  account  of  misconduct."  The  Governor  of  Lincoln  Prison 
reports  that  "  the  power  to  earn  remission  has  undoubtedly 
"  proved  a  great  incentive  to  good  behaviour,  reports  for  mis- 
"  conduct  against  prisoners  eligible  to  earn  remission  having 
"  been  very  few  indeed."  The  Governor  of  Manchester  Prison 
reports  that  "  the  power  to  earn  remission-  is  a  very  good 
"  measure.  It  acts  as  an  incentive  to  good  conduct  and 
"  industry,  and  is  a  strong  deterrent  to  the  evil-inclined  prisoner ; 
"  it  is  also  interesting  to  the  prisoner  in  that  it  shows  him  that 
"  he  himself  possesses  the  power  of  determining,  to  a  great 
"  extent,  the  duration  of  his  imprisonment,  and  keeps  his  mind 
"  occupied  in  working  out  his  own  early  release ;  that  he 
"  appreciates  this  may  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  there  are  so 
"  very  few  cases  in  which  I  have  had  to  resort  to  the  for- 
"  feiture  of  remission  marks  as  a  punishment."  The  Governor 
of  Pentonville  Prison  reports  that  "  the  power  possessed  by 
"  prisoners  of  over  six  months'  sentence  to  earn  remission  has 
"  been  largely  taken  advantage  of ;  in  most  cases  the  full 
"  remission  allowed  has  been  earned,  thereby  showing  that  the 
"  privilege  is  a  great  incentive  to  good  order  and  industry ;  as 
"  an  aid  to  discipline  it  is  of  great  value."  The  Governor  of 
Wandsworth  Prison  reports  that  "  the  power  to  earn  remission 
"  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  distinct  step  forward  as  an  incentive  to 
"  good  conduct.  As  this  privilege  is  only  offered  to  men  of 
"  more  than  six  months'  sentence,  I  think  the  inference  is  that 
"  it  affects,  for  the  most  part,  men  of  bad  character  and  ante- 
"  cedents ;  yet  about  90  per  cent,  of  these  have  not,  during 
"  the  year,  forfeited  any  marks  toward  remission."  The 
Governor  of  Pentonville  has  found  the  system  so  satis- 
factory that  he  pronounces  himself  in  favour  of  four  months 
being  the  limit.  We  should  be  prepared,  should  further 
experience  corroborate  the  impression  already  derived  from  a 
year's  working  of  the  Act,  that  the  power  to  earn  remission  has 
a  salutary  effect  on  the  mind  of  the  prisoner,  and  is  a  powerful 
contributory  factor  towards  better  discipline  in  prison,  to  advise 
that  there  should  be  a  shortening  of  the  period  entitling  a 
prisoner  to  the  privilege.  It  will  be  remembered  that  there  was 
a  considerable  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  should  be  the 
length  of  sentence  entitling  a  prisoner  to  earn  remission  at  the 
time  the  Bill  was  before  Parliament ;  and  it  was  generally 
understood  that,  should  the  experiment  be  successful,  the 
Secretary  of  State  would  be  prepared  to  go  further  in  the  same 
direction.  During  the  year  3,247  prisoners,  viz.,  3,008  males 
and  239  females,  were  discharged  on  remission  of  sentence  under 
Section  8  of  the  Prison  Act,  1898. 

V.  Discharge  on  Part  Payment  of  Fine. — 9,279  prisoners  were 

*  of   discharged  on  payment  of  fine,  &c,  during  the  year,  as  against 

7,646  in  the  previous  year.     These  latter,  of   course,  paid  the 

fine  in  full,  wnereas  of  the  former  only  4,897  paid  in  full  and 
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4,382  in  part.  The  general  result  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be 
that  while  a  greater  number  escaped  imprisonment  by  payment 
of  fine,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  considerable  number  took  advantage 
of  the  Act  of  1898  to  pay  less  than  the  whole  amount.  It 
remains,  however,  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  a  larger  number 
of  prisoners  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  were  enabled  to  expiate  their 
offences  in  that  way  instead  of  serving  the  whole  of  the  alter- 
native sentences  in  prison.  Tie  Governor  of  Canterbury 
Prison  reports  that  "  the  opportunity  now  given  for  the  part 
"  payment  of  fines  has  not  generally  been  taken  ;  out  of  418 
"  prisoners  received  into  custody  in  default  of  payment  of  fine, 
"  only  18  went  out  on  part  payment.  The  reason  for  this  is 
"  not  apparent,  every  prisoner  has  the  matter  clearly  explained 
"  to  him  on  his  reception.  Their  usual  statement  to  me  has 
"  been  that  they  could  have  obtained  a  portion  of  the  fine 
"  imposed,  if  not  the  whole  sum,  had  they  been  allowed 
"  opportunity  to  procure  it.  From  what  t  have  observed,  the 
"  police,  particularly  the  police  of  the  various  boroughs  of  this 
"  district,  seldom  allow  any  latitude  when  a  fine  is  not 
"  immediately  forthcoming.  The  reason  for  this  can  perhaps  be 
"  understood  in  the  cases  of  defendants  who  are  not  known  and 
"  are  Btrangers,  but  I  have  in  my  mind  more  particularly  cases 
"  of  men  who  lived  and  worked  in  the  district  for  years." 
The  Governor  of  Dorchester  Prison  makes  a  suggestion  that 
"  this  privilege  might  be  more  clearly  explained  to  prisoners 
"  at  the  Police  Courts  than  is  sometimes  the  case ;  it  would 
"  frequently  save  the  prisoner  the  cost  of  conveyance  to  prison 
"  as  well  as  the  stigma  attached  to  commitment,  and  the  State 
"  the  expense  of  the  escort." 

10.  Debtors. — There  is  universal  testimony  as  to  the  good  Debtor 
effect  of  the  new  rules  regulating  the  treatment  of  debtor  prisoner!, 
prisoners.  We  ventured  to  express  the  opinion  in  our  last 
report  that  the  new  rules  would  be  likely  to  result  io  a  diminution 
in  the  number  of  debtors  received  into  prison.  This  anticipation 
is  justified  in  the  result,  for  excluding  those  categories  which, 
under  the  new  law,  are  for  the  first  time  treated  under  the  rules 
for  debtors  there  has  been  a  diminution  of  over  600.  The 
Governor  of  Birmingham  Prison,  who  has  a  long  acquaintance 
with  this  class,  reports  that  "  the  new  rules  compelling  debtors  to 
"  be  employed  at  industrial  work  have  operated  very  beneficially, 
"  both  morally  and  physically.  The  number  of  debtors  com- 
"  initted  from  Birmingham  has  been  reduced  by  upwards  of  30 
"  per  cent."  The  Governor  of  Manchester  Prison  reports  that 
"  Debtors  do  not  like  to  work  :  they  much  prefer  the  old  loafing 
"  and  idleness  in  prison,  consequently  their  average  numbers  are 
"  getting  less."  We  have  received  no  complaints  that  the  new 
regulations  which  impose  the  necessity  of  labour,  and  abolish 
indulgencies  such -as  wine,  beer,  and  meals  from  outside,  are 
operating  harshly  on  this  class  of  prisoner.     On  the  contrary, 
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we  hare  evidence  that  as  a  class  they  welcome  the  opportunity 
of  being  employed  in  some  industry,  and  the  consequent  chance 
they  hare  of  earning  a  little  money  by  their  work, 

11.  Education. — The  result  of  the  increased  facilities  which 
are  being  given  for  the  education  of  prisoners  are  very  satisfactory, 
as  the  following  record  of  progress  during  the  year  affords  good 
evidence : — 

Of  8,698  prisoners  eligible  for  instruction  in  local  prisons, 
1,545  were  illiterate  on  reception,  2,219  were  in  Standard  I., 
2,762  in  Standard  II.,  and  2,172  in  Standard  III.  Of  the 
"illiterates"  under  instruction  during  the  year,  583  passed  to 
Standard  I.,  321  to  Standard  II.,  103  to  Standard  III.,  and  71 
passed  out  of  Standard  III.  Of  those  in  Standard  I.  on  reception, 
802  passed  to  Standard  II.,  401  to  Standard  III.,  and  402  passed 
out  of  Standard  III.  Of  those  in  Standard  II.  on  reception, 
1,052  passed  to  Standard  III.,  and  916  passed  out  of  Standard  III. 
Of  those  in  Standard  III.  on  reception,  1,382  passed  out  of 
Standard  III. 

The  increased  facilities,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  freer 
use  of  library  books,  and  a  greater  latitude  in  the  matter  o£ 
letters  and  visits  have,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  materially  added 
to  the  humanizing  influences  of  prison  life  ;  and  we  are  supported 
in  this  view  by  the  opinion  of  the  Chaplain  of  Wandsworth 
Prison,  whose  experience  has  been  very  great.  He  reportB  that — 
"  the  new  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  prisons 
"  are  undoubtedly  doing  much  towards  elevating  and  humanizing 
"  the  prisoner.  The  greatly  improved  conditions  of  prison  life 
"  render  the  prisoner  easier  to  manage,  and  more  amenable  to 
"  good  advice. ' 

If  such  desirable  results  can  be  obtained  even  slowly  and  by 
degrees,  we  hope  that  the  Secretary  of  State  will  agree  that  the 
great  labour  and  care  which  the  many  new  rules  and  regulations 
in  various  departments  of  prison  life  have  entailed  on  all  members 
of  the  prison  staff  have  not  been  thrown  away, 

12.  Conversation  as  a  Reward  for  Good  Conduct.— The  general 
rule  No.  77,  while  forbidding  all  intercourse  between  prisoners, 
allows  that  the  privilege  of  talking  may  be  given  after  a  certain 
period  as  a  reward  for  good  conduct,  under  reasonable  supervision, 
to  such  long  sentenced  prisoners  as  have  conducted  themselves 
well,  and  who  desire  the  privilege,  and  are  not  deemed  unsuitable 
for  it.  By  the  Standing  Order  under  this  rule  it  is  laid  down 
that  such  prisoners  shall  only  be  allowed  the  privilege  when,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  the  association  is  not  likely  to  bo 
injurious.  There  has  been  some  divergence  of  opinion  among 
Governors  as  to  the  effect  of  this  new  rule,  some  holding  that 
it  might   lead   to   undesirable  communications  passing  between 
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prisoners,  even  though  selected  with  great  care,  while  others  hold 
that  the  privilege  is  one  which  can  properly  be  earned  by  good 
conduct,  without  detriment,  to  discipline  and  without  harm  to 
prisoners  thus  brought  into  association.  It  is  a  very  common 
thing,  as  will  be  observed  from  reports  of  Governors,  for  prisoners 
who  are  entitled,  not  to  desire  this  privilege  ;  the  number,  there- 
fore, earning  and  using  this  privilege  is  comparatively  small,  and 
we  consider  that  the  discretion  of  the  Governor,  if  wisely  and 
carefully  exercised,  should  be  sufficient  to  prevent  any  evil 
following  from  the  introduction  of  this  new  rule.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  when  the  Bill  was  before  Parliament  the 
introduction  of  such  a  rule  was  very  strongly  urged,  but  if  we 
have  any  reason  to  believe,  after  further  observation,  that  any 
evil  is  likely  to  result,  it  will  be  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  matter. 

1 3.  Boards  of   Visitors  for   Convict  Prisons. — The   interesting  Boards  of 
reports   from   the   Governors   of   the   five   Convict   Prisons  at  Visitors 
Borstal,  Dartmoor,  Parkhurst,  Portland,  and  Aylesbury  furnish  *"j  ®aa'*ici 
very   satisfactory   evidence    that    the    very   important  change  "*■ 

introduced  into   these  prisons  by  the  Act  of   1898  is  working 
to  the  public  advantage.     In  our  report  of  last  year  we  stated 
that  "  me  leading  magistrates  aod  others  who  have  been  invited 
11  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  assist  in  the  administration  of 
■'  these   prisons   are   entering    upon    their    new   duties — by   no 
"  means  easy,  or  altogether  agreeable  or  convenient — with  zeal 
and  activity ;  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  public  spirit  mani- 
fested   by   them   will  result  in   the   great   public   advantage 
likely  to  arise  from  the  presence  at  each  Convict  Prison  of  a 
body  of  independent  gentlemen,  unconnected  with  the  official 
authority,   but  working    harmoniously   with    it,    affording    a 
means   for   the  independent  investigation  of  any  matter  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the   Secretary  of  State."     The 
record  of  the   year's  work  confirms  this  anticipation.     It  has 
oeen    no    easy    matter    to    introduce    this    new   machinery    into 
the  old  system,  and  what  we  hope  we  may  call  its  successful 
introduction  has  been  due  to  the  zeal  and  public  spirit  of  the 
honorary  visitors  on  the  one  Bide,  and  to  the  tact,  discretion, 
and  patience  of  the  Governors  on  the  other.     Under   the  new 
system    the    visitors,    in    addition    to    their    statutory    duty    of 
adjudicating  upon  serious  offences,  aro  also  invested  with  the  duty 
of  hearing  appeals    against    punishments  administered  by  the 
Governor,  as  well  as  any  general  complaint  a  convict  may  have 
to  make  as  to  his  treatment.     These  duties  in  a  large  convict 
establishment  are  very  considerable  and  entail  much  time,  and  care, 
and  trouble,   and  we  hope  that  the  satisfactory  way  in  which 
they  have  been  discharged  during  the  past  year  may  be  a  good 
augury  of  the  working  of  the  new  system  in  the  future,  as  we 
believe  that  such  a  system  as  has  been  devised,  viz.,  the  affiliation  to 
the  official  authority  of  an  independent  unofficial  body  of  local 
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magistrates  and  others,  not  only  affords  security  to  a  prisoner 
against  any  chance  of  injustice  or  abase,  but  a  guarantee  to 
the  public  that  things  are  being  ordered  in  the  remote  Convict 
Prisons  of  the  country  in  a  way  that  does  not  fear  inquiry. 


Local  Pbiboss. 

14.  The  number  of  prisoners  received  during  the  past  year  in 
Local  Prisons  under  sentence  of  the  ordinary  Courts  was  153,460, 
besides  1,743  soldiers  and  sailors  sentenced  by  courts-martial. 
There  were  also  12,362  persons  imprisoned  as  debtors,  or  on  civil 
process,  and  1,802  in  default  of  sureties,  making  a  total  of 
169,367.  Of  the  1,802  prisoners  committed  in  default  of 
sureties,  only  two  were  ordered  by  the  committing  Courts  to  be 
treated  under  the  rules  for  offenders  of  the  first  division.  The 
others  were  treated  under  the  rules  for  offenders  of  the  second 
division. 

15.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  the  preceding  year  were, 
respectively,  convicted  by  the  ordinary  Courts,  160,059 ;  by  courts- 
martial,  1,394  j  debtors  and  civil  process,  10,873  ;  in  default  of 
sureties,  1,673  ;  total,  173,999. 

16.  The  population  of  the  prisons  on  the  31st  March  1900  was 
13,484,  having  been  14,156  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The 
average  daily  population  in  1899-1900  was  14,^94,  viz.,  11,795 
males  and  2,699  females.  Tu  the  previous  year  it  was  14,957, 
viz.,  12,285  males  and  2,672  females. 

17.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  following 
comparison  of  the  number  of  prisoners  received  into  prisons  in 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  respectively,  per  100,000  of  the 
population  : —

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28.  The  large  diminution  in  the  number  of  juveniles  under  16 
received  into  prison  last  year  is  no  doubt  to  a  large  extent  the 
result  of  the  Reformatory  Schools  Act,  1899,  which  provides 
that  where  an  offender  is  ordered  to  be  sent  to  a  Reformatory,  he 
shall  not,  in  addition,  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment.  It  may  be 
also  partly  accounted  for  by  the  new  powers  conferred  on  Courts 
of  Summary  Jurisdiction  by  the  Act  of  last  Session,  which 
empowers  them  to  deal  (by  consent)  with  any  charge  of  an 
indictable  offence,  except  homicide,  against  a  boy  under  14  years 
of  age,  by  ordering  a  whipping  in  substitution  for  imprisonment. 
If  the  Bill,  now  before  Parliament,  passes  in  its  present  form, 
this  power  will  be  extended  to  all  cases  of  male  youthful 
offenders  convicted,  either  on  indictment  or  summarily,  for  any 
offence  other  than  homicide,  which  will  probably  have  the  effect 
of  still  further  diminishing  the  number  of  young  offenders  sent 
to  prison, 

29.  The  system  of  collecting  juveniles  in  certain  prisons  con- 
tinues to  work  satisfactorily.  The  new  rules  for  the  treatment 
of  tViis  class  are  strictly  carried  cut,  and  special  care  is  devoted 
to  their  supervision  on  discharge.  We  believe  that  much  good 
has  been  done  throughout  the  country  by  the  earnest  work  of 
the  Governors,  Chaplains,  and  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Societies,  who  have  made  it  their  special  duty  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  rescue  these  young  persons  from  a  relapse  into  crime. 
The  total  number  received  on  conviction  was  1,301.  Of  these 
706  were  in  default  of  fine,  and  595  without  the  option  of  a  fine. 
Only  232  were  sentenced  to  one  month  and  over,  and  thus  came 
within  the  special  jurisdiction  of  the  collecting  prisons.  The 
principal  offences  were  larceny,  gambling,  begging,  sleeping  out,  Ac, 
'930  had  not  been  previously  convicted.  It  is  no  part  of  our 
duty  to  advert  on  the  administration  of  the  Courts  of  Law  ;  but 
it  must  occur  to  any  one  reading  these  figures  that  it  might  have 
been  possible,  at  least  in  some  of  the  cases,  to  have  found  some 
alternative  to  commitment  to  prison,  with  all  it  implies  to  lads  of 
this  tender  age.  It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  more  than  1,000 
of  these  lads  had  little  or  no  education,  although  no  less  than  473 
are  stated  to  have  had  good  homes.  The  lapse  into  crime  is 
attributed  in  192  cases  to  parental  neglect,  and  in  only  265  cases 
to  a  naturally  bad  disposition.  Much  nas  been  done,  and  is  being 
done,  to  save  these  lads  from  a  criminal  life,  but  these  figures 
show,  we  think,  that  much  still  remains  to  be  done!  In  no  less 
than  695  of  these  cases  the  juveniles  were  taken  to  their  homes 
on  discharge  by  agents  of  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies, 
or  handed  over  to  their  friends ;  and  in  tetany  of  these  cases  work 
had  been  previously  found  for  them. 

30.  With  regard  to  young  prisoners  above  the  age  of  16  and 
not  more  than  21,  we  have,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  expressed 
our  opinion  that  an  alteration  of  the  law  which  would  allow  a 
■differential  treatment  of  this  particular  class—  juvenile  adults— 
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on  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Prisons  Committee,  would  be  a 
desirable  reform  in  our  prison  system.  We  have  now  under 
consideration,  and  will  in  due  course  submit  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  a  scheme  for  the  differential  treatment  of  this  class,  under 
the  exiiting  law,  i.e.,  broadly,  a  complete  segregation  from  the 
older  criminals,  aud  by  their  being  made  subject  to  a  special 
system  of  discipline  calculated  to  influence  what  we  described  is 
a  former  report  as  "  very  tough  material."  We  have  already, 
on  a  smalt  scale,  made  this  experiment  at  Bedford  Prison,  where 
a  small  number  of  young  prisoners  have  been  collected  from  the 
London  Prisons,  and  the  results,  so  far,  are  encouraging,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  report  from  the  Governor  of  that 
prison : — 

"  A  Juvenile- Adults  class-  has  been  in  full  operation  for  a 
period  of  three  mouths,  under  my  immediate  supervision,  with 
satisfactory  results,  inasmuch  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  class 
can  now  be  permanently  set  up  for  the  reception  of  youths  from 
16  to  21  years  of  age  with  sentences  from  one  month  to  two 
years.  I  suggest  this  beoause  it  is  more  than  possible  to  get  a 
firm  hold  of  a  lad,  even  with  a  short  sentence,  and  produce  a  good 
moral  effect  on  him  ;  and,  although  it  would  be  impossible  to 
teach  him  a  trade,  he  could  at  least  be  taught  to  be  useful.  This 
has  been  fully  proved  to  me  during  the  five  years  I  have  had 
charge  of  the  juvenile  offenders  m  such  large  numbers,  the 
successful  issue  of  which  leaves  no  room  for  doubt.  Referring 
to  the  eight  youths  received  here  to  experiment  upon,  I  am 
glad  to  say  that,  so  far,  they  have  exceeded  my  most  sanguine 
expectations,  with  one  exception,  who  was  sent  back  to  Penton- 
villfi  Prison,  but  such  a  case  as  his  would  be  rare.  In  view  of 
any  increase  of  this  class,  suitable  shops,  work,  &c,  would  b* 
needed  for  those  with  long  sentences,  whilst  those  with  short 
ones  I  could  fully  employ  at  sackmaking,  &c.  The  scheme 
is  a  commendable  one,  and  worthy  of  any  trouble  or  expense  the 
State  may  incur.  Their  conduct  has  been  good — only  three 
reports,  and  these  for  minor  offences ;  very  willing  to  learn, 
and  gladly  receive  advice  tendered  for  their  good.  They 
appreciate  the  lectures  or  addresses  delivered  periodically,  and 
are  very  attentive ;  indeed,  there  is  a  decided  indication  of  an 
appreciable  change,  but  whether  this  is  permanent  or  not  it  will 
require  time  to  prove.  The  curriculum  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioners has  been  carried  out,  and  answers  well.  It  is  as 
follows : — 

"  To  receive  school  instruction  in  the  schoolroom  two  days 
in  the  week  for  half  an  hour  each  day. 

.  "  To  be  drilled  in  free  gymnastics  three  quarters  of  an  hour 
every  day  except  Sunday. 

"  To  attend  choir  practice  once  or  twice  a  week. 

5SR1 — I  ft  t 
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*'  To  attend  lectures  and  classes  of  moral  instruction  irre- 
spective of  those  held  for  the  general  body  of 
prisoners. 

"  In  addition  to  the  above  these  youths  will  be  visited  in  their 
cells  by  the  chaplain  and  governor  once  or  twice  a  week  for 
straight  talk  and  sound  moral  advice.  The  remainder  of  each 
day  to  be  spent  working  in  association  to  learn  a  trade,  exclusive 
of  one  hour  b  exercise  in  the  fresh  air,  &c." 


The  Governor  reported  again  in  .June  last  as  follows  : — 

"  I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  further  progress  of 
the  remedial  treatment  of  the  juvenile-adults  at  this  prison. 
The  scheme  has  exceeded  the  sanguine  expectations  of  those 
in  immediate  charge  of  them,  and,  although  I  am  unable  to  speak 
hopefully  of  six  of  them,  it  must  not  be  inferred  that  some 
improvement  may  not  be  anticipated  before  their  discharge  fi-om 
prison.  Four  or  the  cases  are  very  encouraging,  as  they  give 
evidence  of  well-doing  in  the  future.  They  are  more  susceptible 
to  good  advice  and  teaching  :  are  beginning  to  gain  self-respect 
and  the  value  of  being  respected  for  their  efforts.  This  is  the 
outcome  of  their  training  here.  They  show  a  decided  spirit  of 
candour  in  what  they  have  made  up  their  mind  to  do  when  ont 
of  prison ;  speak  of  the  past  with  regret,  &c,  and  begin  to 
understand  that  everything  is  being  done  for  their  ultimate 
good.  The  question  of  what  to  do  with  them  on  release  from 
prison  is  a  problem  not  easily  solved  in  view  of  the  present 
system  of  sentences,  which  means  that  as  soon  as  the  youth  is 
released  he  is  free,  and  unless  he  is  fully  willing  to  be  guided  by 
those  who  are  ready  to  help  him,  he  can  go  back  to  his  old 
hauntsi  I  am  strongly  in  favour  of  '  Indefinite  Sentences ' 
where  they  should  remain  in  custody  for  not  lesB  than  12  months, 
and  then  discharged  on  ticket  of  leave,  one  of  the  conditions 
being  a  revocation  if  found  in  bad  company,  &c,  or  being 
suspected.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Church  Army  or  the 
Salvation  Army  would  gladly  take  up  these  special  cases  and 
help  in  the  thorough  supervision  of  these  youths  after  discharge, 
an  element  so  much  needed  to  follow  up  in  an  unbroken  chain 
that  amount  of  training  which  they  gain  in  prison.  This  last  is 
the  most  vital  and  important  part  of  the  whole  scheme.  A  little 
money  spent  in  emigration  and  work  found  them  in  some  of  our 
Colonies  would  be  found  most  helpful." 

31.  The  following  statistics,  showing  the  degree  of  education 
of  prisoners  committed  to  prison  during  the  years  specified,  are 
of  interest,  as  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  educational  status 
of  the  inmates  of  our  prisons  has  been  affected  by  the  operation 
of  the  Elementary  Education  Acts.

32.  These  figures  show  that  14'5  per  cent,  fewer  prisoners 
were  unable  to  read  and  write  in  1898  than  in  1870,  and  that 
those  who  could  read  and  write  imperfectly  had  increased  by 
about  the  same  proportion.  More  than  twice  as  many  prisoners 
were  received  in  1898  who  could  read  and  write  well  than  in  the 
previous  year,  the  exact  numbers  being  7,406  in  1898,  as  com- 
pared with  3,324  in  1897.  There  was  also  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  prisoners  described  as  of  superior  education, 
the  exact  numbers  being  165  in  1898,  as  against  72  in  1897. 

33.  The  following  general  statement  may  be  of  interest  in 
this  connection,  as  showing  the  proportion  of  the  total  number  of 
convicted  prisoners  received  during  the  year  1898  into  prisons  in 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  respectively,  who  could,  or  who 
could  not,  read  and  write  on  reception.  In  the  few  cases  not 
included  the  ability  of  the  prisoner  in  this  respect  is  not 
recorded.

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Segregation        34.  The  complete  separation  of  first  offenders  from  the  habitual 
otto**  criminals,  which  commenced  in  1897-98  by  the  establishment  of 

■offend*-*.  ^  gtar-clasa  system  in  all  local  prisons,  has  been  continued 
during  the  past  year.  In  the  three  years  in  which  the  system 
has  been  in  operation,  23,465  males  and  4,761  females  have  been 
placed  in  the  class,  of  whom  1,666  males,  or  7*1  per  cent.,  and 
529  females,  or  11*1  per  cent.,  have  been  recommitted  to  prison 
under  fresh  sentences.  This  will  not  be  deemed  a  large  pro- 
portion when  it  ia  borne  in  mind  that  it  includes  all  recommittals, 
&.,  for  very  slight  offences  against  social  order,  in  default  of 
payment  of  a  fine,  as  well  as  committals  for  serious  crime. 

35.  The  record  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  shows,  as  in 
former  years,  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  prisoners  conform  to  the 
rules  and  require  no  prison  punishment.  Of  151,335  males, 
140,015  incurred  no  punishment,  and  of  54,080  females,  52.980 
were  not  punished.  Breaches  of  rules  are  confined  to  a  com- 
paratively small  number  of  prisoners,  who  are  disorderly  and 
incorrigibly  idle. 

36.  If  these  figures  are  compared  with  those  given  in  last 
year's  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  punished  is 
practically  the  same,  and  affords  an  interesting  commentary  on 
opinions  which  have  been  freely  expressed  in  more  than  one 
quarter  that  the  curtailment  of  the  power  of  corporal  punishment, 
combined  with  the  association  of  prisoners  for  purposes  of  labour 
to  a  larger  extent  than  hitherto,  would  prove  prejudicial  to  the 
maintenance  of  order  and  discipline  in  prisons. 

37.  The  report  by  the  Medical  Inspector  and  the  medical 
statistics  show  that  during  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  from 
natural  causes  was  118,  being  slightly  higher  than  the  number 
for  the  previous  year,  but  exactly  equal  to  the  average  for  the 
past  20  years.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  no  less 
than  27,  or  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total  number,  died  within 
the  first  week  of  imprisonment.  In  all  but  three  cases  the  fatal 
disease  was  existing  on  reception.  It  has  been  our  duty  more 
than  once  during  the  past  year  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  cases  where  prisoners  were  committed  to 
prison  in  an  almost  dying  state,  and  the  return  giving  the  par- 
ticulars of  prisoners  who  died  within  a  week  after  reception  would 
seem  to  denote  that  greater  care  might  be  exercised  before  such 
cases  are  sent  to  expiate  their  crime  in  a  physical  condition 
which,  though  it  no  doubt  receives  full  and  adequate  attention  from 
the  medical  officer,  could  surely  be  better  attended  to  in  some  other 
place  than  a  prison.  There  have  been  four  deaths  from  enteric 
fever.  Prompt  measures  were  taken  in  each  case  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  the  disease,  and,  where  it  could  be  ascertained,  to 
take  such  steps  as  medical  authority  considered  necessary  to 
prevent  its  recurrence. 
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38.  The  Dumber  of  prisoners  who  were  released  on  medical  Prisoner*  - 
grounds  (exclusive  of  pregnancy)  was  39.  The  particulars  of  "J**"*3  oa 
each  case  are  given  in  Table  B  of  the  medical  statistics.  medical

39.  There  were  eight  suicides  during  the  year.  Suicides. 

40.  Full  details  are  given  as  to  the  cases  of  insanity  of  con-  Oases  of 
victed  prisoners  in  prison  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  from  wwanity. 
the  analysis  of  the  Insanity  Statistics  given  in  Table  D  that, 

as  compared  with  last  year's  return,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  insanity  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of 
cases  having  been  116,  as  compared  with  137  the  previous  year, 
while  the  number  of  those  in  which  the  symptoms  of  insanity 
first  appeared  after  reception  in  prison  was  38,  as  against  52  in 
1898-9;  but  of  these  38,  as  the  Medical  Inspector  points  out, 
17  showed  symptoms  of  insanity  within  a  month  of  reception. 

41.  The  operation    of  the   new   dietary   has   been   carefully  New  prison 
watched,  and!,  so  far  as  our  experience   goes,   we   have   every  dietary, 
reason  to  hope  that  the  object  aimed  at  in  framing  the  new  tables 

has  been  achieved,  viz.,  to  eliminate  the  penal  element  attaching 
to  the  old  dietary,  without  rendering  prisoners'  fare  so  attractive 
as  to  weaken  the  deterrent  influence  of  imprisonment.  The  new 
dietary  for  Local  and  Convict  Prisons,  in  its  final  form,  is  still  the 
subject  of  consideration,  and  will  depend  on  experience,  which  is 
being  furnished,  of  the  operation  of  the  dietary  introduced  in 
May  last  year, 

42.  The  school  of  cookery  referred  to  in  our  last  Report  as  School  for 
having   been   recently  organised  at  Wormwood  Scrubs  Prison  cooks  and 
has,    during   the   past    year,   been   in   full   operation.     Sixteen  bakers, 
officers   have  received   the  advantage  of  a  course  of   training 

in  cooking  and  baking  at  the  school,  and  have  been  appointed 
as  cooks  and  bakers  after  being  examined  and  passed  by  the 
examining  chef  of  the  National  Training  School  of  Cookery, 
We  regard  this  new  departure  as  being  of  great  importance 
and  a  necessary  supplement  to  changes  which  have  been 
introduced  in  the  dietary  of  prisoners.  It  is  of  course  very 
important  that  when  a  scientific  dietary  haB  been  introduced, 
i.e.,  when  it  is  decided  on  scientific  principles  what  is  the  exact 
measure  of  food  necessary  to  maintain  health  and  strength 
among  a  prison  population,  that  this  measure  of  food  shall  not 
only  r>e  accurately  weighed  but  well  cooked,  with  the  view  of 
extracting  its  full  nutritive  value.  This  end  is  more  likely  to 
be  attained  under  a  system  where  no  prison  officer  can  become 
a  cook  except  after  training  and  certification  by  a  competent 
authority  than  under  the  system  that  has  hitherto  been  in 
force,  which  left  it  more  or  less  to  chance,  or  the  desire  of 
any  particular  officer,  whether  he  should  be  appointed  to  the 
office  of  prison  cook.  We  have  received  satisfactory  reports 
from  all  quarters  as  to  the  improvement  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  quality  of  the  prison  cooking. 
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Prison  *t»ff.  43.  Considerable  inconvenience  has  been  caused  to  the 
discipline  staff  owing  to  the  depletion  of  their  ranks  by  the 
calling  out  of  reservists  for  the  war  in  South  Africa.  The 
places  of  these  officers  are  being  kept  open  for  them.  In  the 
meantime  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  temporary  officers 
for  carrying  on  the  routine  work.  We  find  also  that  both  the 
number  and  character  of  the  candidates  seeking  entrance  to 
the  prison  service  have  been  very  considerably  affected  by 
the  war.  We  experience  considerable  difficulty,  not  only  in 
filling  vacancies,  but  in  maintaining  as  high  a  general  level  of 
intelligence  and  physique  as  has  been  possible  during  the  last 
few  years.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  this  difficulty  is  only 
temporary.  The  inspectors  in  their  report  express  the  opinion 
that,  taken  as  a  body,  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the 
subordinate  staff  of  our  prisons,  and  particularly  among  those 
young  officers  recently  appointed,  after  passing  through  the 
training  school. 

44.  Sixty-seven  male  and  45  female  officers  have,  during  the 

J  ear,  passed  through  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  ordinary 
uties  of  prison  officers  and  been  appointed  to  various  prisons. 
Four  officers  have  also  undergone  a  course  of  training  in  hospital 
and  nursing  duties,  and  have  been  appointed  to  the  hospital 
staff  of  various  prisons,  thus  enabling  them  to  enter  at  once 
on  the  important  duties  of  nursing  and  attending  the  sick  with 
some  degree  of  skill  and  experience.  The  superintendence  of 
the  important  Training  School  at  Chelmsford  is  now  vested  in 
Captain  Conor,  lately  Governor  of  Knutsford  Prison,  Major 
Darnell,  who  formerly  presided  over  the  school,  having  been 
promoted  to  be  an  Inspector  of  Prisons.  The  Training  School 
at  Hull  remains  under  the  same  management,  and  the  pains 
taken  in  the  instruction  of  young  officers  by  the  Governor, 
Mr.  Chidley,  deserve  high  commendation,  and  we  have  no 
donbt  are  of  great  public  benefit. 

45.  It   has   become   our  duty   to   call   the   attention   of    the 
in   Secretary  of  State  to  the  increasing  number  of  military  prisoners 

who  are  now  being  sent  to  Local  Prisons.  Although,  under 
the  Army  Act,  a  military  prisoner  may  be  kept  either  in 
military  custody  or  in  a  public  prison,  that  is  to  say,  any  prison 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  which  prisoners  can  be  confined 
under  a  sentence  of  a  civil  court,  it  was  decided  by  Army 
Order,  dated  the  18th  October,  1884,  that  military  prisoners 
convicted  of  an  offence  constituting  a  breach  of  discipline  only 
should  be  committed  to  a  military  prison,  and  not  to  a  Local 
Prison.  The  reason  of  this  Order  is  obvious,  viz.,  to  prevent 
the  association  of  soldiers  guilty  of  some  breach  of  military 
discipline  only  with  the  ordinary  criminal  prisoner,  and  to  save 
him  from  the  stigma  which  is  likely  to  attach  to  a  prisoner 
committed  to  a  prison  where  ordinary  prisoners  are  confined. 
However,  in  spite  of  this  Order,  there  were  in  our  Local  Prisons 


Military 
Local 
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on  the  24th  July,  341  soldiers,  who,  at  the  expiration  of  their 
terms  of  imprisonment,  are  to  return  to  their  regiments.  This 
seems  to  us  to  be  a  matter  deserving  the  attention  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War.  Although  these  prisoners  are 
kept  apart  under  the  rules  for  criminal  prisoners,  yet,  owing  to 
the  structure  of  many  of  our  smaller  prisons,  an  absolute 
segregation  is  impossible,  and  for  this  reason  we  would  urge 
that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  put  an  end  to  this  practice. 

46.  The  same   observations   apply  also   to    naval   prisoners.  Navel 
We  last  year  called  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  P*""""*™ 
the  fact  that  many  naval  prisoners  guilty  ot  offences  against  p^M 
naval  discipline  only,  mostly  lads  of  18  to  21  years  of  age,  first 
offenders,  and  of  good  character,  were  being  committed  in  some 
numbers  to  Local  Prisons,  and  to  Canterbury  in  particular.     On 
the  10th  July  there  were  in  Local  Prisons  no  less  than  221  naval 
prisoners  and  marines,  of  whom  49  will  rejoin  their  ships  at  the 
expiration  of  their  sentences.     The  increase  in  the  number  of 
commitments  of  these  classes  to  Local  Prisons  may  be  due  to 
peculiar  circumstances  of  the  moment,  but  we  think  that  as  a 
matter  of  principle  it  should  be  arranged  that  marines  and  naval 
prisoners  when  guiltv  of  offences  against  discipline  only,  and  who 
will  rejoin  their  regiments  or  ships,  should  be  located  in  some 
special  establishment,  and  not  in  an  ordinary  prison, 


Convict  Prisons. 

47.  The  number  of  male  convicts  received  into  the  Convict  Number  of 
Prisons  from  Local  Prisons  under  fresh  sentences  during  the  year  "Wpt«™ 
ended  31st  March  1900  was  686,  besides  247  with  licences  Jj™*1™ 
revoked  or  forfeited. 

48.  The  number  of  female  convicts  received  into  the  Convict 
Prison  from  Local  Prisons  under  fresh  sentences  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March  1900  was  48,  besides  16  with  licences  revoked 
or  forfeited. 

49.  The  number  of  convicts  received  into  Local  Prisons  under 
fresh  sentences  of  penal  servitude  during  the  same  period  was 
777,  of  whom  277  had  served  previous  sentences  of  penal 
servitude,  a  proportion  of  35-6  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  a 
proportion  of  31*9  per  cent,  during  the  previous  year. 

50.  The  average  length  of  the  sentences  of  all  the  convicts  Avenge 
received  into  Convict  and  Local  Prisons  under  fresh  sentences  length  of 
during  the  year  was  4"92  years  for  males  and  6'15  for  females,  wntences.

57,  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  reported 
to  be  satisfactory. 

68,  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been,  on  the  whole,  good. 
Out  of  3,746  males,  2,575  received  no  punishment,  and  of  194 
females,  159  received  no  punishment.  The  great  mass  of  the 
convicts  behave  well,  misconduct  being  confined  to  a  comparatively 
•.mall  number. 

59.  It  will  be  observed  from  Appendix  8a  that  there  were 
12  cases  of  corporal  punishment.  The  particulars  of  each  case 
are  given  in  Appendix  8  (b). 
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60.  We  have  lately  been    considering  whether  some  better  Education 
system  of  education  than  that  hitherto  existing  might  not  be  of  ooa'noit 
introduced  into  Convict  Prisons.     Under  the  new  rules  a  convict 
undergoing  his  six  months'  sentence  in  a  Local  Prison  receives 
instruction   daily.      There   has   been,   in   consequence,   a   very 
sensible  reduction  in  the  number  of  convicts  requiring  education 

after  transfer  to  a  Convict  Prison.  Recent  returns  show  that  out 
of  152  convicts  eligible  for  instruction  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1899-1900,  92,  or  about  60  per  cent.,  were  passed  out  of 
Standard  III.  during  the  six  months.  This  being  so,  we  think 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  still  further  reduce  the  number  of 
certificated  teachers  in  Convict  Prisons,  by  concentrating  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  convicts  who  require  instruction 
in  one  centre,  and  by  utilising  the  services  of  such  certificated 
teachers  as  will  not  be  required  at  this  centre  in  the  Local  Prisons, 
where  their  services  will  he  most  useful.  At  present  the  time  of 
the  schoolmasters  in  Convict  Prisons,  many  of  whom  are  men  of 
considerable  attainments,  is  almost  entirely  taken  up  with  the 
issue  and  collection  of  prisoners'  letters  and  library  books,  work 
which  may  adequately  be  performed  by  officers  not  possessing 
the  same  capacity  for  teaching.  The  new  scheme  is  not  yet 
completed,  but  will,  in  due  course,  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

61.  We    have    lately   granted    permission    to    well-behaved  Convicts 
convicts,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  governor,  to  retain  in  allowed  to 
their   cells  the   photographs  of   their   respectable   friends   and  "*"*       , 
relations.     We  believe  that  this  small  privilege  will  be  much  fa ttwraBUs. 
appreciated,  and  will  hare  a  humanising  influence. 

62.  We  note  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  Secretary  of  Remission 
State  has  been  largely  availing  himself  of  the  power  vested  in  of  reqnire- 
him  by  section  4  of  the  Penal  Servitude  Act,  1891,  which  ment^n*° 
empowers  the  Secretary  of  State  to  remit  the  requirements  as  ^Wio? 
to  reporting  to  the  police  in  the  case  of  any  convict  on  licence. 

The  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to'  us  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  extent  to  which  this  power  has  been  exercised  during 
the  last  two  years,  and  it  appears  that  during  the  year  1898-9 
the  cases  of  127  licence-holders  were  considered  in  this  con- 
nection. In  115  of  them  satisfactory  reports  were  received 
from  the  police,  and  the  requirement  was  remitted.  During  the 
year  under  report,  139  such  cases  were  under  consideration, 
resulting  in  a  remission  in  99  cases,  most  of  the  remainder 
being  still  undecided,  the  probationary  period  not  having  yet 
elapsed.  We  venture  to  believe  that  the  action  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  this  respect  will  go  far  to  mitigate  the  objections 
that  have  been  raised  from  time  to  time  as  to  the  barrier  placed 
in  the  way  of  discharged  convicts  by  being  compelled  to  report 
themselves  personally  to  the  police.  It  must  also  apt  as  a  great 
encouragement  to  a  discharged  prisoner  to  continue  in  the  path 
of  well-doing  if  it  becomes  clear  to  him  that  he  may  obtain 
some  relaxation  of  the  conditions  attached  to  his  licence. 
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63.  A  new  departure  lias  been  made  this  year  by  the  formal 
certification  of  the  Church  Army  as  an  agency  for  the  assistance 
of  discharged  convicts.  We  are  sanguine  that  the  best  results 
are  likely  to  follow  from  the  admission  of  this  body  of  earnest 
and  experienced  workers  into  this  new  field.  Mr.  Colin 
Campbell,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Church  Army,  has 
thrown  himself  into  this  work  with  great  zeal,  and  bin 
experience  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  to  deal  most  effectively 
with  this  particular  class  of  prisoner.  Preliminary  visitation 
at  the  prison  is  a  part  of  the  new  arrangement,  and  through 
his  efforts  committees  are  being  organised  at  each  Convict 
Prison  to  assist  in  the  work.     The  work  of  aiding  discharged 

Jrisoneis  is  more  a  labour  of  love  in  Convict  than  even  in 
local  Prisons.  The  State  contributes  an  annual  grant  at  the 
rate  of  6rf.  per  head  of  discharged  local  prisoners,  but  hitherto 
no  analogous  contribution  has  been  made  by  the  State  for  the 
assistance  of  a  prisoner  discharged  from  penal  servitude,  the 
reason,  no  doubt,  being  that  the  larger  gratuity  which  it  is 
possible  for  a  convict  to  earn  renders  additional  pecuniary 
assistance  less  necessary.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  State 
owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  societies,  principally  the 
Royal  and  St.  Giles',  who  have  in  the  past  devoted  much  time 
and  expense  towards  the  assistance  of  discharged  convicts — a 
debt  which  is  also  due  to  the  authorities  of  the  Church  Army, 
who  have  now  come  forward  to  give  additional  assistance  in 
this  difficult  and  important  work.

Closing  of  69.  An  important  scheme  is  now  in  process  of  execution  by 

N**B**5 *n^  which  the  old  prison  of  Newgate  will  be  surrendered  to  the 
proposed        authorities  of  the  City  of    London,  who  have  undertaken  to 
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build  upon  its  site  a  new  Central  Criminal  Court.  This  will  re-opening 
involve  considerable  changes  in  the  general  prison  accommoda-  °t  Brixton 
tion  of  the  Metropolis.  Brixton  Prison,  which,  since  it  ceased  to  ™*0Bu 
be  a  prison  for  convicts,  has  been  used  as  a  military  prison  till 
recently,  is  now  being  largely  rebuilt,  and  converted  into  a 
house  of  detention  for  male  prisoners  of  the  Metropolis  on 
remand  and  awaiting  trial,  and  will,  in  this  respect,  take  the 
place  of  Hollo  way  so  far  as  males  are  concerned.  Holloway 
will  thus  be  left  free  to  become  the  house  of  detention  for 
female  prisoners,  as  well  as  the  prison  for  all  metropolitan  con- 
victed females,  who  will,  in  the  future,  be  committed  to  Holloway 
only,  and  not  as  now  to  Holloway  and  Wormwood  Scrubs.  The 
expense  of  this  scheme,  which  will  be  considerable,  has  been  a 
matter  of  arrangement  between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the 
authorities  of  the  City  of  London ;  and  the  public  advantage 
which,  in  our  opinion,  will  ensue  from  the  scheme  is  very  great. 
There  will  be,  for  the  firat  time,  a  house  of  detention  specially 
designed  for  the  custody  of  male  prisoners  only,  and  there  win 
also  be  a  prison  for  the  custody  of  female  prisoners,  convicted 
and  unconvicted. ,  Complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  which  is 
much  to  be  desired  for  discipline  and  order,  will  thus  be  effected, 
and  in  addition  to  this  the  city  authorities  will,  at  their  own 
expense,  erect  on  the  Bite  of  Newgate  the  new  building  for  the 
business  of  the  Central  Criminal  Court, the  design  for  which  has, 
we  understand,  been  submitted  to  competition,  and  which  is  likely 
to  be  a  public  building  of  dignity  and  importance. 

70.  We  have  to  record  the  retirement  of  one  of  the  Inspectors,  BMueeatut 
Major  Arthur  Griffiths,  who  has  for  many  years  been  actively  SfJSflj? 
concerned  with  the  prison  administration  of  this  country,  both  ™nm 
before  and  after  the  passing  of  the  Prison  Act,  1877.     He  was 
specially  connected  with  the  many  changes  resulting  from  that 
Act.     His  recognised  ability,  his  technical  knowledge  of  prison 

S stems,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  were  of  great  value  to  the 
jpartment.

(2.)  When  visiting  the  prisons  periodically,  month  by  month,  wo  h»v» 
ample  opportunities  of  coming  in  close  relations  with  the  superior  officers, 
and  thereby  judging  of  the  seal  and  assiduity  with  which  they  carry  out 
their  duties.  From  these  observations  we  can  confidently  say  that  they 
form  an  excellent 'body  of  officials,  and  that,  considering  the  many  and 
varied  qualities  which  are  required  for  successful  administration,  they  ex- 
hibit a  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

The  Governors  are  ably  supported  by  their  Deputies,  in  whose  selection 
the  greatest  care  is  taken,  and  who  promise  in  their  turn  worthily  to  fill 
the  superior  posts  to  which  they  may  hereafter  be  appointed. 

The  Chaplains  and  Medical  Officer;  fulfil  their  onerous  and  often  difficult 
iutiea  with  great  discretion  and  devotion, 

(3.)  Taken  as  a  body  we  are  of  opinion  that  there  has  been  an  improve- 
ment in  the  subordinate  staff  of  pur  prisons,  and  particularly  amongst  thou 
young  officers  recently  appointed  after  passing  through  a  course  of  train- 
ing in  the  schools  established  for  this  purpose. 

The  present  composition  of  the  staff,  drawn  as  it  is  in  equal  proportions 
Void,  civilians  and  from  those  who  have  undergone  a  period  of  military 
training,  is  admirably  adapted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  service. 
Among  the  civilians  sze  found  men  with  a  good  knowledge  of  various  trades 
and  handicrafts,  thus  enabling  them  to  act  as  instructors  in  conducting  the 
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industrial  operatioiiB  of  the  prisoners.  The  soldier  has  the  advantage  ef 
being  accustomed  to  habits  of  order  and  discipline  and  to  the  management 
-and  control  of  others. 

Among  the  Chief  Warders  are  to  be  found  man;  men  of  proved  ability 
and  integrity,  and  who  fully  justify  the  confidence  reposed  in  them. 

We  are  aware  that  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  of  late, 
-owing  to  exceptional  causes  in  obtaining  an  adequate  supply  of  candidates 
for  the  post  of  Warder,  and  we  should  like-  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  our  opinion  that  some  improvement  in  the  terms  of  the  pension, 
with  a  prospect  of  earlier  retirement,  is  urgently  called  for  in  order  to 
■obtain  a  superior  class  of  candidates,  for  we  cannot  disguise  from  ourselves 
the  fact  that  the  prisons  do  not  attract  the  best  men,  though  there  is  no 
branch  of  the  Civil  Service  where  there  is  greater  need  of  them. 

(4.)  The  efficiency  of  the  members  of  the  Clerical  Branch  is  exemplified 
by  the  manner  in  which  the  Books  and  Accounts  are  kept ;  and  the  order 
and  regularity  of  the  Stores  and  Supplies  show  that  their  duties  are  well 
and  systematically  discharged. 

The  Prison  Buildings  are  in  good  order,  and  many  structural  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out  in  t,h]  cells,  reception  wards,  and  "special 
-cells,"  in  which  the  old  shutters  have  been  replaced  by  sashes  fitted  with 
small  panes  of  glass.  Many  other  works  have  been  completed  in  order 
to  render  the  buildings  in  all  respects  in  thoroughly  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  has  been  increased,  and  in  some  cases 
-entirely  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  fitted  up  with  the  latest  modern 
-appliances. 

In  many  prisons  the  lighting  of  the  cells  is  defective  both  by  day  and 
night,  and  the  ventilation  leaves  something  to  be  desired. 

(5.)  A  considerable  advance  has  been  made  in  the  classification  of 
prisoners,  and  this  change  is  one  which  ia  likely  to  have  far-reaching  re- 
sults. It  Is,  in  fsct,  the  introduction  of  a  system  which  separates,  whila 
in  prison,  the  old  and  hardened  offender  from  the  younger  and  less  ex 
perienced  criminal  ;  this  provides  what  is  called  "  the  Star  Class  "  ;  but  a 
real  and  thorough  separation  of  classes  is  difficult  to  accomplish  in  the 
smaller  prisons,  and  it  demands  untiring  energy  on  the  part  of  the  Staff  to 
provide  for  these  various  requirement.  Any  extension  in  this  direction 
must,  of  necessity,  involve  additional  officers  to  ensure  adequate  super- 
vision. 

(6.)  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  extension  of  the  provisions  of  the  Star 
Class  to  Local  prisons  has  been  attended  with  most  beneficial  results. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that,  under  a  strict  system  of  separation,  the  isola- 
tion of  the  first  offender  is  very  desirable,  as  it  enables  him  to  preserve  his 
self  respect,  and  to  foster  any  feelings  of  integrity  which  may  have  survived. 

In  classification  for  this  purpose  great  discrimination  must  be  used,  aa 
the  antecedent1)  are  frequently  confused  and  misleading  unless  carefully 
sifted.  Under  this  head  frequent  and  exhaustive  inquiries  are  made  as  to 
the  previous  history  of  persons  undergoing  imprisonment  with  a  view  to 
their  correct  classification.  These  inquiries  are  made  through  parents, 
employers,  ministers  of  religion,  and,  failing  these  sources  of  information, 
through  the  police  of  the  district  in  which  the  offender  resided.  The  re- 
sults obtained  are  for  the  most  part  satisfactory,  and  they  form  a  basis  on 
which  to  establish  the  status  of  the  delinquent. 

(7.)  We  think  that  with  men  of  very  bad  prison  antecedents,  and- con- 
stant and  old  offenders,  some  form  of  segregation  would  be  advisable  in 
order  to  protect  the  main  body  from  the  consequences  of  bad  example. 

(8.)  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  results  of  the  procedure  in  the  case 
of  "juvenile  offenders,"  viz.,  boys  under  16  years  of  age.      Under  this 
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system  the  boys  sre  assembled  at  certain  •elected  prisons,  of  which  Bed- 
ford, under  it*  able  Governor,  may  be  taken  en  a  model  of  whet  iuob  estab- 
lishments should  aim  at.  where  they  are  drilled  and  instructed,  and  special 
efforts  are  made  by  the  superior  officers,  sBsistod  by  carefully  chosen 
warden,  to  reform  and  reclaim  them.  The  readiness  with  which  they  fall 
into  habits  of  discipline  and  order  is  very  striking,  and  the  willingness 
with  which  they  cany  out  their  work  is  no  less  remarkable  when  their 
antecedents  are  taken  into  consideration.  The  cultivation  of  garden  ground 
•fiords  one  of  the  best  occupations  for  lads,  as  it  is  both  healthy  and 
instructive. 

In  the  same  way  boys  engaged  at  ihoemaking,  carpentering,  Ac,  show 
great  interest  in  the  trades  taught,  and  apply  themselves  with  diligence  in 
order  to  become  proficient.  Under  favourable  conditions  there  is  no  diffi- 
culty in  securing  attention,  but  the  great  aim  is  to  ensure  constant  activity 
of  mind  and  body,  and  that  no  hoar  of  the  day  should  be  wasted.  These 
desirable  objects  can  only  be  arrived  at  by  much  care,  and  the  exercise  of 
great  firmness  on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  instructing.  Undue  leni- 
ency is  quite  as  harmful  as  unnecessary  severity,  and  is  just  as  likely  to 
lead  to  unsatisfactory  results.  It  can  hardly  he  wondered  at  that  many 
boya  require  correction  ;  on  the  other  hand  the  small  number  committed 
for  various  offences  strikes  us  as  remarkable  when  the  ever  growing  popu- 
lation of  our  large  cities  is  considered. 

The  difficulties  experienced  in  controlling  the  tendencies  of  some  of 
these  lads  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  who  are  in  daily  contact  with 
them,  and  who  are  therefore  enabled  to  form  an  opinion  of  their  character 
and  demeanour.  As  a  rule  they  have  been  allowed  by  their  parents  to 
have  their  own  way  in  everything,  and  from  absolute  neglect  have  frequently 
been  permitted  to  run  wild. 

(9.)  The  introduction  of  a  similar  system  with  regard  to  those  termed 
"  juvenile-adults,"  viz.,  young  men  from  16  to  21  years  old,  is  in  progress, 
and  we  have  little  doubt  that  it  will  be  thoroughly  successful,  for  it  is 
hard  to  believe  that  at  the  age  of  21  a  young  man  can  have  become  a 
confirmed  criminal. 


(10.)  The  several  industries  carried  out  in  our  prisons  have  been  pushed 
forward  with  vigour  during  the  year,  and  an  increased  impetus  has  been 
given  to  their  development  by  the  introduction  of  associated  labour  in  a 
modified  form.  This  is  a  subject  on  which  a  certain  difference  of  opinion 
has  existed,  personally  we  cordially  approve  of  it,  believing  it  to  be  at 
once  a  more  healthy  and  natural  mode  of  performing  work  than  in  the 
wearisome  solitude  of  a  prison  cell,  surrounded  by  four  narrow  whitewashed 
walls.  We  believe,  too,  that  the  output  will  he  largely  increased.  An  old 
prisoner  on  being  asked  which  he  preferred,  association  or  work  in  his  cell, 
replied  that  he  liked  best  working  in  his  cell.  When  further  pressed  for 
his  reason  he  said,  because  in  his  cell  if  he  sot  tired  he  could  have  ten 
minutes  read  at  his  book,  and  could  get  up  and  stretch  himself  and  have  a 
turn  round — impossibilities,  of  course,  under  the  eye  of  an  officer. 

(11.)  To  utilise  to  the  full  extent  this  system  of  work  suitable  workshops, 
machinery,  See.,  are  required.  This  must  require  time  to  establish  and 
organise.  From  what  has  come  under  our  notice  we  think  that  under 
strict  supervision  this  form  of  labour  would  probably  tend  to  an  increased 
output,  but  we  also  think  that  any  relaxation  of  strict  rules  would  injuri- 
ously affect  discipline,  and  would  tend  to  lower  the  general  tone  of  conduct. 

The  available  prison  labour  is  sometimes  limited,  and  it  is  frequently 
impossible  to  secure  suitable  persons  for  the  various  forma  of  industrial 
occupation.       In  many   of  the  agricultural  districts  the   inmates  consist 
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largely  of  the  tramp  clou,  men  advanced  in  yean  and  of  unsound  constitu- 
tion, who  are  detained  only  for  a  few  days.  With  such  material  to  work 
with  satisfactory  industrial  progress  becomes  impossible,  and  it  is  only 
by  means  of  great  effort  that  the  ordinary  routine  om  be  carried  out. 

The  increase  in  the  staff  of  instructors  has  materially  improved  the  work- 
ing capacity,  and  has  done  much  to  secure  the  favourable  results  arrived  at 

(12.)  Many  improvements  have  taken  place  in  the  bathing  arrangements 
during  the  year,  nnd  the  additional  accommodation  given  has  added  much 
to  the  facilities  for  ensuring  cleanliness  and  sanitary  advantages. 

The  supply  of  clothing  has  been  adequate,  and  has  been  well  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  The  re-introduction  of  a  stouter  material  for  trousers 
is  we  think  a  great  improvement,  as  the  material  is  firmer  in  texture  and 
more  likely  to  last  well 

(13.)  The  hours  and  method  of  school  rnstmction  have  been  re-arranged, 
and  additions  have  been  made  to  the  ucholastio  staff.  This  has  had  the 
effect  of  increasing  the  daily  attendance,  besides  placing  on  a  firmer  basis 
the  whole  question  of  educational  advantages.  Up  to  the  present  time  the 
results  obtained  have  been  fairly  satisfactory,  when  the  unpromising  nature 
of  the  instructed  is  taken  into  account.  In  many  cases  the  amount  of 
previous  learning  is  so  small  that  it  is  necessary  to  begin  all  over  again. 
When  to  these  drawbacks  is  added  the  limited  intelligence  often  found 
among  the  agricultural  classes,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  no  small  amount  of 
patience  is  required  to  instil  even  a  rudimentary  knowledge  of  elementary 
subjects. 

(14.)  Special  attention  has  been  given  throughout  the  year  to  ensure 
humane  and  considerate  treatment  towards  the  prisoners,  and  we  are  able 
to  say  that  we  believe  cases  of  harsh  treatment  are  practically  non-existent. 
Seeing  as  we  do,  every  prisoner  in  England  and  Wales,  personally  we  are- 
astonished  at  the  small  number  of  complaints  of  this  sort  made  to  us.  On 
investigation  they  invariably  turn  out  to  be  frivolous  or  vexatious  ;  at  the 
same  tune  each  case  is  carefully  gone  into  and  a  patient  hearing  given  to 
the  prisoner  complaining. 

(15.)  The  members  of  the  Visiting  Committees  throughout  the  country 
have  been  most  assiduous  in  discharging  their  duties,  and  they  have  (fre- 
quently at  much  personal  inconvenience)  devoted  themselves  to  the  various 
subjects  requiring  their  attention.  The  attendance  of  the  members  on  the 
ordinary  occasions  of  inspection  has  been  regular,  and  they  have  not  failed 
to  devote  themselves  to  various  details  of  interior  economy,  matters  of 
which,  from  their  varied  experience,  they  are  often  very  competent  judges. 

(16^  The  Aid  Societies  are  doing  an  admirable  work.  The  Governor 
and  Chaplain  are  always  members— generally  forming  a  sort  of  sub-com- 
mittee— to  whom  cases  which  crop  up  unexpectedly  or  between  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  are  referred.  The  Bociety  is  well  supported  locally  in 
moat  counties,  and  it  is  difficult  to  over  estimate  the  benefits  and  assis- 
tance which  accrue  to  the  prisoners  through  its  labours.  By  their  agency 
large  numbers  of  esses  have  been  assisted,  and  a  vast  amount  of  useful 
enquiry  has  been  undertaken,  in  order  that  no  opportunity  might  be  missed 
in  endeavouring  to  help  those  requiring  assistance.  It  is  to  be  feared  that 
much  well-meaning  endeavour  meets  with  a  very  poor  reward  in  some  cases, 
but  the  untiring  energy  of  those  engaged  in  this  work  shows  no  sign  of 
faltering. 

(17.)  During  the  past  year  we  have  been  required  by  the  new  code  of 
rules  to  visit  the  Convict  Prisons.  This  we  have  done,  reporting  fc»  tM 
Directors  any  matter  which  appeared  to  us  to  require  attention. 

We  have  made  it  our  business  to  inspect  and  inquire  into  the  working 
of  the  several  industrial  departments  as  well  as  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  prisons,  and  we  have  endeavoured  to  promote  the  discipline  and

At  many  prison*  the  excellent  vegetable*  grown  in  the  ground* 
have  formed  an  important  item  in  tie  dietary.

Tba  number  of  prisoners  received  into  the  Lical  Prisons  of  Bngliwd  and 
Wales  for  the  year  OTided,31»t  March,  1900,  amounted  to  184,336  ;  of  those 
135,086  were  males  and  49,250  females,  giving  a  daily  average  population  of 
11,795  males  and  2,699  females,  or  a  total  daily  averaga  of  14,494. 

Comparing  these  numbers  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  it  is  seen  that 
there  is  a  decrease  in  number  of  the  males  received  of  4,581,  and  of  the 
females  283,  and  whilst' there  is  a  decrease  of  490  in  the  daily  average 
number  of  males,  there  is  a  slight  increase  of  27  in  the  daily  average  number 
of  women. 

5,167  males  and  2,478  females  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year, 
being  3*8,  and  5  per  oent.  respectively  of  those  received.  This  number  of 
sick  is  fairly  uniformly  distributed  over  the  whole  country,  though,  as  might 
be  expected,  there  is  a  higher  percentage  to  be  fonnd  in  those  prison 
hospitals  where  the  prisoners  are  principally  received  from  large  towns  than 
when  coming  from  rural  districts 

145  deaths  took  place  in  local  prisons  during  the  year,  118  of  these  were 
dne  to  natural  causes,  the  remaining  27  being  made  up  by  eight  suicides, 
15  executions,  and  four  cases  returned  as  due  to  other  non-natural  causes, 
death  resulting  in  each  case  from  self-inflicted  injuries  prior  to  reception 
into  prison. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  natural  causes,  though  slightly  higher  than  it 
-was  for  the  year  previously,  or  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1898,  is  identical 
with  the  average  number  for  the  last  20  years.  In  the  last  annual  report, 
some  doubt  wa-<  expressed  as  to  whether  the  low  death  rate  of  the  two  years 
1897-98  and  1898-99  would  be  maintained  for  many  years  in  succession. 
Necessarily  large  fluctuations  from  accidental  causes  must  occur  in  connection 
with  small  populations,  bo  that  no  anxiety  is  caused  bj  the  slightly  higher 
rate  this  year. 

I  would  again  draw  attention  to  the  early  demise  of  many  of  these 
prisoners  after  being  sent  to  prison,  no  less  than  27,  or  nearly  a  fourth  of 
the  total  number,  died  in  the  first  week  of  imprisonment.  In  all  but  three 
cases,  the  fatal  disease  was  existing  on  reception,  and,  as  may  be  imagined, 
■  newly  all  were  in  a  very  bad  state  of  health,  the  inference  surely  being  that 
the  prison  was  not  the  place  for  these  poor  creatures  so  near  the  end  of 
their  existence.  Perhaps  it  is  easier  to  say  where  they  should  not  be  sent, 
than  to  point  out  to  What  refuge  such  cases  should  be  consigned.  The 
-  following  is  a  list  of  these  27  cases,  giving  their  age,  cause  of  death,  the  day 
of  imprisonment  rm  which  death  occurred,  the  offence  committed  (it  will  be 
noticed  that  in  nearly  every  case  the  offence  was  directly  dne  to  the  abuse 
of  alcohol),  state  of  health  on  reception,  &c.  (see  pp.  36,  37). 

Table  O  nf  Appendix  16  gives  the  usual  particulars  of  the  cause  of 
death,  and  shows  that  17  resulted  from  tubercular  disease,  as  against  15  the 
year  before.  It  is  noteworthy  that  they  were  all  men,  no  woman  dying 
from  this  complaint  either  this  or  last  year.  During  the  last  10  years,  182 
eases  of  phthisis  have  terminated  fatally,  164  of  this  number  being  males, 
whilst  only  18  females  succumbed.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  for  sex 
amongst  the  general  population  is  equal  for  the  ages  likely  to  lie  found 
amongst  prisoners,  and  after  giving  due  allowance  to  the  larger  number  of 
men  convicted,  am!  to  the  fact  of  their  sentences  being  proportionately  longer, 
there  still  remains  a  much  higher  mortality  from  this  disease  amongst  the 
male  prisoners  than  amongst  the  women.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  very 
evident.     Both  are  subjected  to  the  same  hygienic  conditions  when  in 
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prison,  and  it  ie  clear  that  the  cause  depends  upon  inrouui stances  existing 
prior  to  reception  into  prison,  far  the  larger  majority  already  suffering 
from  the  disease  when  they  come  in.  It  is  possible  that  the  woman  not 
being  so  frequently  the  bread  winner,  the  home,  4c,  can  be  maintained, 
though  she  falls  into  bad  health,  whereas  it  ie  not  so  in  the  case  of  the  man, 
his  capacity  for  earning  wages  being  lost,  the  home  has  to  go,  and  destitution 
results,  destitution  being  one  of  the  allies  of  crime. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  tubercular  disease  in  prison,  and  dealing 
with  the  other  causes  of  death,  I  would  point  out  that  during  the  past  year 
efforts  have  been  made  in  some  of  the  larger  prisons  to  see  if  it  was  prac- 
ticable to  segregate  those  suffering  from  this  disease.  At  first  the  attempts 
were  confined  to  noting  those  oases  so  suffering,  but  whose  general  state  of 
health  did  not  necessitate  admission  to  hospital,  that  is,  oases  where  physical 
signs  of  the  disease  were  detected,  or  in  whose  sputum  the  tubercle  bacillus 
was  found,  thus  indicating  that  they  were  actively  capable  of  disseminating 
the  disease,  and  ensuring  that  these  prisoners  were  not  moved  about  pro- 
miscuously, but  remained  in  occupation  of  the  same  cell;  secondly,  that 
when  this  cell  was  vacated  by  the  tubercular  prisoner  at  the  expiration  of 
sentence,  or  for  any  other  reason,  securing  that  such  eel!  was  immediately 
and  thoroughly  disinfected.  Later  it  was  found  feasible  in  one  prison 
to  restrict  the  location  of  these  prisoners  to  one  ward  of  the  prison,  to  issue 
to  them  hygienic  spittoons  to  expectorate  into,  and  far  the  periodical  collec- 
tion of  these  receptacles  and  destruction  of  their  contents.  In  conjunction 
with  the  medical  staff  of  the  prison,  I  am  watching  the  result  of  this  plan 
with  great  interest,  in  hopes,  should  the  method  be  a  success,  of  gradually 
extending  the  system  to  other  prisons,  and  even  taking  further  measures 
towards  the  isolation  of  phthisical  prisoners.  These  measures  necessarily 
entail  more  work  on  the  Medical  Staff,  and  that,  too,  at  a  period  of  the  day 
when  their  time  is  very  fully  occupied,  viz.,  when  examining  the  receptions 
for  the  day.  This  can  be  the  more  readily  understood  when  the  large 
number  of  receptions  to  be  examined,  approaching,  as  it  not  unfrequently 
does  in  Urge  prisons,  to  a  hundred  or  even  more  on  occaaion  is  remembered, 

fieturning  now  to  other  causes  of  death,  pneumonia  is  found  to  account 
for  20,  16  males  and  4  females.  Pneumonia,  like  all  other  affections  of 
the  respiratory  organs,  is  a  prevalent  cause  of  illness  amongst  prisoners,  and 
is  very  liable  to  run  a  rapid  course  to  a  fatal  termination.  This  is  to  be 
attributed  to  the  general  weak  health,  to  the  insufficient  and  improper  food 
taken,  together  with  intemperate  habits,  which  characterise  so  many  of  the 
prisoners  on  reception.  Nothing  in  the  way  of  epidemic  pneumonia  pre- 
vailed however,  the  oases  of  this  illnesa  being  scattered  throughout  the 
various  prisons,  and  where  more  than  one  case  occurred  in  the  same  prison 
there  was  either  a  considerable  interval  of  time  between  the  caaeSj  or  they 
were  sufficiently  separated  in  locality  as  to  negative  the  idea  of  their  arising 
from  a  common  source  of  contagion. 

Heart'  disease  was  fatal  in  13  cases, — 9  males  and  4  females — being  much 
the  same  number  as  in  former  years  from  this  cause  ;  9  died  from  bronchitis, 
the  same  number  from  apoplexy  ;  7  from  disease  of  the  'kidneys  ;  4  from 
enteric  fever  [with  regard  to  this  cause  of  death,  see  remarks  on  the  subject 
of  infectious  diseases  in  prison  alluded  to  later  on]  ;  3  from  cancer.  The 
remaining  deaths  from  natural  causes  do  not  appear  to  call  for  any  special 
comment. 

Of  the  deaths  from  non-natural  causes,  4  from  self-inflicted  injuries 
received  prior  to  reception  have  already  been  mentioned  ;  16  were  executed, 
12  being  males  and  3  females,  being  five  more  than  is  1898-99,  when  they 
were  all  males— eight  more  than  in  1B97-98,  all  again  being  males,  and  four 
less  than  in  1896-97,  when  there  were  19,  18  males  and  1  female.  The 
remainder  of  the  non-natural  causes  are  accounted  for  by  there  having  been 
8  eases  of  suicide  in  the  various  local  prisons  during  the  year,  7  of  the 
number  feting  males  and  1  female.  For  some  years  there  has  been  a 
freedom,  from  suicide  amongst  the  women,  indeed,  we  have  to  go  back  as  far 
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as  the  yoar  1891-92  for  a  ease,  and  daring  the  put  twenty  .years 
there  have  been  only  10  cases.  The  comparative  immunity  amongst  the 
women,  whilst  a  subject  of  much  satisfaction,  is  not  very  easy  to  explain. 
In  the  general  population  of  England  and  Wales,  the  number  of  men  who 
Minimi t  suicide  is  three  times  as  great  as  the  number  of  women,  this  being 
accounted  for  by  the  relatively  less  harassing  life  led  by  women,  less 
indulgence  in  alcohol  and  vice,  and  in  p.irt  by  look;  of  courage  and  dislike 
to  personal  violence  and  disfigurement — as  to  whether  courage  is  required 
to  commit  self-destruction  is,  however,  a  moot  point.  But  even  taking 
this  ratio  amongst  the  general  population,  and  making  due  allowance  for 
the  larger  number  of  men  in  prison,  and  the  proportionately  longer  time 
passed  in  prison  by  the  man  than  by  the  woman,  the  rate  of  female  to 
male  suicide  in  prison  is  much  loss.  Perhaps  it  may  be  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  in  prison  the  method  of  committing  snioide  is  somewhat  restricted, 
usually,  to  strangulation  or  hanging,  which  is  not  a  method  much  in  vogue 
with  women,  poison  or  drowning  being  the  form  generally  adopted 
by  the  female ;  methods  not  easily  attainable  in  prison.  Secondly, 
the  work  demanded  from  the  female  prisoner  is  much  of  the  same 
character  as  she  usually  performs  out  of  prison,  being  more  or  leas  of  a 
domestic  character ;  whilst  the  work  of  the  man  is  relatively  more 
laborious  and  irksome,  and  also  more  monotonous  than  he  is  usually 
accustomed  to. 

Although  the  actual  number  of  suicides  this  year  is  greater  than  it  was 
last  year,  speaking  generally,  suicide  in  prison  has  materially  diminished 
daring  the  last  few  years,  both  in  actual  numbers  and  also  relatively  to 
population,  and  this,  too,  in  a  progressive  manner.  For  if  the  average 
number  of  suicides  be  taken  in  quinquennial  periods  for  the  last  20  years 

r:r  100,000  of  the  prisoners  received,  they  will  be  found  to  be  11-3, 10-8, 
1  and  41  respectively — these  figures  speak  sufficiently  eloquently  of 
themselves.  Moreover  this  diminution  is  not  what  might  reasonably  have 
been  expected,  for  it  is  shown  in  the  Judicial  Statistics  for  the  year  1898 
(the  last  available)  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
suicides  amongst  the  general  population  of  England  and  Wales.  Thus,  the 
proportion  of  suicides  per  100,000  of  the  population  for  the  forty  years — 
1868-98  at  intervals  of  five  years  are  : —

These  rates  are  the  more  noteworthy  when  the  age  of  the  prison  popula- 
tion is  taken  into  consideration,  excluding  ss  it  does  all  those  of  very  tender 
age,  certainly  under  12  years  of  age — which  are  included  in  estimating  the 
rate  in  the  general  population— a  period  of  life  in  which  suicide  is  very  rate 
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indeed.  The  total  number  of  prison  suicides  mnit,  therefore,  be  considered 
very  small,  more  especially  when  the  fact  is  kept  m  view  that  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  attempting  to  commit  suicide  are  annually  reported  to 
the  police,  tht>  average  for  the  five  years  1893-96  being  no  leas  (ban  1949 

The  number  released  on  medical  grounds  from  the  various  local  prisons 
keeps  fairly  stationary,  thna  in  the  year  1897-98  there  were  110,  in  1898-99 
there  were  98,  and  this  year  92.  More  than  half  of  this  number  were 
liberated  on  account  of  advanced  pregnancy,  who,  if  they  had  been  longer 
detained,  would  probably  not  have  been  fit  for  discharge  at  the  expiration 
of  their  sentence.  Excluding  this  cause,  there  were  39  :  31  males,  and  eight 
females.  The  special  cause  for  their  release,  with  other  particulars,  is 
given  in  Table  B.  of  the  Medical  Statistics,  the  reason  being  principally, 
either  to  permit  the  patient  to  enter  a  general  hospital  so  as  to  undergo  a 
surgical  operation,  or  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  prison  was  in  a 
position  to  certify  that  further  imprisonment  was  endangering  life. 

The  number  of  convicted  prisoners  certified  insane  was  116,  being  21  less 
than  in  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1899,  34  less  than  in  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1898,  and  48  less  than  in  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1897.  The  ratio 
per  1,000  convicted  prisoners  being  for  the  present  year,  '75  ;  in  1899, '84  ;  in 
1898,  -96  J  and  in  1897,  1-09.  This  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
insanity,  in  the  light  of  the  now  generally  accepted  fact  that  insanity  is  on 
the  increase  in  England,  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than  satisfactory.  It 
seems  to  indicate  that  fewer  persons  are  sent  to  prison  who  are  actually 
insane,  or  at  any  rate,  whose  mental  condition  is  open  to  question  ; 
possibly  this  may  be  owing,  in  part,  to  the  less  reluctance  of  friends  and 
relatives  to  certification  than  formerly,  thus  leading  to  a  diminution  of  the 
number  of  lunatics  at  large. 

Of  the  116  certified,  78  were  mentally  unsound  on  reception,  and  17 
more  indicated  symptoms  of  insanity  within  a  month  of  reception.  The 
usual  Tables  with  particulars  of  each  case  of  insanity  are  given  in  the 
Appendix. 

When  referring  to  the  causes  of  death  for  the  year,  it  was  recorded  with 
regret  that  four  cases  were  due  to  enteric  fever.  Perhaps  it  may  not  be 
amiss  therefore  if  a  few  brief  remarks  were  made  on  infectious  disease  in 
prison,  more  especially  alluding  to  its  occurrence  in  the  past  year.  It  is 
inevitable  that  from  time  to  time  infectious  disease  should  be  imported 
into  prison  ;  most  of  the  prisoners,  more  especially  in  large  centres  like 
London,  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  Ac.,  are  drawn  from  the  least  sanitary  part 
of  the  locality,  and  although  the  most  stringent  precautious  are  taken  on 
first  reception  to  ascertain  that  each  individual,  before  being  sent  into  the 
general  body  of  the  prison,  is  free  from  infections  disorder  of  any  kind, 
it  is  at  times  impossible  to  prevent  it,  more  especially  at  the  commencement 
of  the  illness,  or  when  convalescence  is  incomplete,  the  disease  not  being 
manifest.  This  applies  more  particularly  to  enteric  fever,  the  incubative 
stage  of  which  complaint  is  longer  than  that  of  most  of  the  other  infectious 
diseases,  its  onset  most  insidious,  and  the  preliminary  symptoms  often  of  a 
trivial  character.  Again,  a  slight  case  of  this  disease  may  escape  attention 
altogether,  more  especially  when  only  in  prison  for  a  short  period,  yet 
it  is  as  potential  a  cause  of  disseminating  the  infection  to  others  as  [a 
more  severe  one — indeed  more  so,  for  the  bad  case  being  detected,  prompt 
measures  can  be,  and  are,  taken  to  prevent  the  contagion  spreading.  Sundry 
infectious  diseases  have  been  prevalent  in  various  parts  of  England,  notably, 
small-pox  at  Hull,  enteric  fever  in  London.  At  the  former  place  there  was 
a-serious  epidemic  of  small-pox,  many  oases  of  the  illness  being  in  close 
proximity  to  the  prison — 150  yards  away  from  the  prison  wall  only.  I 
think  it  speaks  well  for  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  and  the 
excellence  of  the  precautions  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  prison  that  only 
twice  did  the  disease  effect  an  entrance,  though  the  epidemic  raged  for  many 
months,  and  on  neither  occasion  did  the  infection  spread.    Vaccination  ana

re- vaccination  were  freely  resorted  to  ;  all  officers  and  their  f amilies  were 
thus  protected  and  escaped  being  attacked.  All  prisoners  were  re- vaccinated 
unless  absolutely  refusing.  The  strictest  care  was  taken  with  the  clothing 
■of  all  prisoners,  irrespective  of  class.  It  was  all  subjected  to  rigid  dis- 
infection. The  isolation  hospital  was  kept  ready  for  any  emergency,  on 
several  occasions  proving  of  the  greatest  use  for  observing  doubtful  cases 
for  a  few  days,  and,  when  the  two  cases  did  ocjut,  for  their  due  isolation 
until  removed  to  the  City  Small-pox  Hospital. 

Oases  of  enteric  fever  were  reported  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Wormwood 
Scrubs,  Liverpool  and  Birmingham  daring  the  year.  At  Wormwood  Scrubs 
the  outbreak  can  be  divided  into  two  distinct  sets  of  cases.  The  first  group 
commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  August  and  there  were  in  all  four  cases, 
-one  proving  fatal.  In  January  there  was  a  second  set  of  five  cases,  two  of 
which  terminated  fatally.  I  think,  from  the  investigations  made  that  the 
second  attack  was  not  dependent  upon  the  first  set  of  cases,  but  was 
due  to  a  fresh  importation.  The  first  set  of  roses  all  occurred  within 
a  circumscribed  area,  and  judging  from  the  dates  of  attack,  apparently 
from  a  common  source.  Water  and  milk  were  able  to  be  eliminated 
from  being  suspected  as  the  vehicle  of  the  infection,  and  we  were 
driven  to  the  conclusion  that  an  unsuspected  ca*e  of  the  disease  either 
in  the  stage  of  convalescence,  or  of  a  very  mild  type,  had  imported 
the  typhoid  germ.  Sundry  sanitary  defects  in  connection  with  the 
drainage  were  discovered  in  the  course  of  the  investigation  which  were  duly 
reported,  and  steps  were  at  once  commenced  to  remedy  the  defect*.  The 
second  set  occurred  in  January  last  and  here  we  were  able  to  trace  with 
fairly  clear  evidence  that  the  infection  was  imported  by  one  of  the  cases. 
At  the  time  of  both  these  outbreaks  enteric  fever  was  unusually  prevalent 
in  London.  The  registered  deaths  from  this  disease  being  considerably  over 
the  average.  All  the  cases  were  promptly  isolated,  and  every  precaution 
was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  I  am  glad  to  he  able  to 
report  that  the  prisoners  have,  since  February  last,  been  free  from  disease 
of  an  infections  character,  and  the  work  connected  with  the  drainage  is 
being  pressed  forward  with  the  utmost  expedition.  On  its  completion  I 
believe  it  will  be  f onnd  to  be  thoroughly  satisfactory. 

Four  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  reported  at  Liverpool  at  the  latter  end  of 
September,  1899,  vis.,  two  male  prisoners,  one  female  prisoner,  and  one 
female  officer.  There  was  no  very  palpable  source  of  infection  discovered  for 
these  cases.  Enteric  fever  was  prevalent  in  the  city,  though  not  more  so  than 
is  usual  in  the  autumn  season.  Drainage  works  were,  however,  going  on  at 
the  time  of  the  outbreak,  reconstruction  of  the  prison  drains  being 
necessary ;  and  it  appears  natural  to  connect  the  outbreak  with  this 
circumstance,  as  cause  and  effect,  the  more  usual  ways  of  the  conveyance  of 
the  disease  having  been  negatived.  As  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the 
infection  was  not  convoyed  from  any  one  case  to  the  others,  but  more 
probably  there  was  a  common  cause  for  all.  One  of  the  male  prisoners 
succumbed.  The  utmost  precautions  were  t  iken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  and  no  further  case  has  occurred  since. 

In  the  latter  end  of  September  and  the  beginning  of  October,  three  cases 
-of  enteric  fever  were  reported  at  Birmingham.  All  the  cases  were  located 
in  close  proximity  to  one  another  in  one  ward  of  the  prison,  and;  judging 
from  the  dates  of  their  reception  into  prison  and  the  onset  of  their  illness, 
it  seemed  r.s  if  they  had  been  infected  whilst  in  prison.  The  strictest  inves- 
tigation failed  to  reveal  any  sanitary  defect,  and  no  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  source  of  infection  could  be  discovered.  It  was  considered  probable 
that  the  third  case  was  due  to  personal  communication  with  one  of  the 
other  cases.  Later,  it  transpired  that  the  father  of  one  of  the  prisoners 
affected  had,  earlier  in  the  year,  suffered  from  an  attack  of  the  disease, 
and  that  the  residence  of  both  father  and  son  was  in  a  very  insanitary 
condition.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  here  was  the  true  solution,  though 
I  wss  unable  to  trace  the  method  of  conviiyance.    All  the  oases  nuide  good 
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In  March  last  tbe  Medical  Officer  of  Stafford  Prison  reported  the 
reception  of  a  prisoner  Buffering  from  scarlet  fever.  Tbe  case  was 
promptly  isolated,  and  subsequently  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  in  the 
ttitfn.     The  infection  did  not  spread. 


Again,  at  Nottingham,  the  Medical  Officer  reported  that  a  prisoner  on

Prompt  measures  were  taken  to  isolate  not  only  the  sufferer 


himself  bat  two  other  male  and  two  female  prisoners  who  were  brought  to 
the  prison  in  the  same  van,  and,  happily,  no  officer  or  prisoner  waa 
infected. 

These  instances  will  suffice  to  show  tbe  danger  to  which  the  local  prisons 
are  at  all  times  liable,  and  of  the  extreme  care  that  has  to  be  exercised  to 
prevent  infectious  disease  from  obtaining  a  hold  in  the  prison,  and  indicates 
that  the  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  the  main  satisfactory. 

In  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March  1699,  the  subject  of  the  Prison  Dietaries  was  mentioned,  a  brief  but 
concise  summary  of  their  history  in  the  past  given,  with  an  outline  of  the 
alteration  made  recently  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  A  hope  was  also 
expressed  that  "the  elimination  of  the  penal  element  from  the  dietary 
wonld  not  connote  an  attractiveness  of  prison  fare  which  might  seriously 
weaken  the  deterrent  influences  of  imprisonment."  The  operation  of  the 
New  Dietary  has  been  carefully  watched,  and  I  venture  to  state  my  opinion 
that  so  far  tbe  hope  expressed  by  the  Commissioners  has  been  realised,  for 
there  has  been  nothing  to  indicate  that  there  has  been  sny  keener  anxiety 
for  whole  meal  bread,  suet  pudding,  and  the  other  simple  but  wholesome 
articles  which  now  constitute  tbe  diet  for  the  short  sentenced  prisoner  than 
was  evinced  wben  skilly  fare  was  in  vogue. 

It  is  satisfactory  also  to  record  that  the  experience  gained  of  the  diet 
which  is  now  given  to  these  short  sentenced  prisoners  proves  it  to  be 
sufficient  to  maintain  health  and  strength,  whilst  not  being  unduly 
attractive,  so  that  I  feel  justified  in  saying  not  only  that  no  harm  has  been 
done,  but  much  benefit  has  accrued  by  the  substitution  of  tbe  present  A 
diet  for  the  very  meagre  classes  I.  and  II.  of  the  old  dietary. 

It  is  also  a  significant  fact  that  the  amount  of  extra  food  ordered  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  the  various  prisons  has  been  materially  reduced,  vis,, 
about  60  per  cent.,  owing  to  the  change. 

The  total  number  of  convicts  received  from  the  local  prisons  was  997, 
933  males  and  64  females.  There  was  a  daily  average  of  2,588  males  and 
128  females,  or  a  total  of  2,716. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  hospital  was  2,464,  2,376  of  these  being 
males  and  8tf  females  ;  this  is  an  increase  on  the  numbers  admitted  the 
previous  year.  It  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  severe  attacks  of  influents, 
which  disease  has  been  prevalent  at  all  the  convict  prisons  during  the  year. 
Tbe  Medical  Officer  of  Portland  informs  me  tbat  tbe  epidemic  that 
prevailed  at  that  prison  in  December  1899  and  January  1900  was  the  cause 
of  a  great  deal  of  illness,  not  bo  ramh  in  the  initial  attack  as  in  the  after 
effects,  more  especially  on  the  nervous  system,  and  in  tardy  convalescence. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  natural  causes  was  32,  29  males  and  3 
females,  being  seven  more  than  last  year.  No  death  had  occurred 
previously  amongst  the  females  for  over  two  yean.  One  was  a  case  of 
rapid  consumption,  the  prisoner  being  in  a  bad  state  of  health,  with  the 
disease  present,  when  she  was  received  into  prison  ;  another  was  a  sudden 
death  due  to  rupture  of  an  aneurism,  and  the  third  was  owing  to  brain 
complication  after  a  long  illness  with  gangrene  of  the  foot. 

Amongst  tbe  male  convicts  11  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease,  four 
to  phthisis,  three  to  apoplexy,  three  to  renal  disease,  two  to  bronchitis,  one 
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There  were  two  suicides  in  the  year,  the  same  number  m  last  year. 

Fire  males  and  one  female  were  released  on  medical  grounds. 

Twenty-four  couvicts  were  certified  insane,  being  two  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

In  order  to  provide  more  efficiently  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick  at  the 
female  convict  prison  at  Aylesbury,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a  trained 
hospital  nurse  to  this  prison,  and  the  services  of  one  of  the  staff  nurses  at 
Gay's  Hospital  were  secured,  a  step  which  I  am  sure  will  tend  to  a  very 
large  extent  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  sick  prisoners,  and  also  any  of 
■the  staff  of  officers  who  may  fall  ill. 

At  Aylesbury  the  cooking  of  the  food  and  the  making  of  the  prison 
bread  is  performed  by  a  female  officer,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the 
convicts.  As  it  wss  impracticable  to  send  this  officer  to  Wormwood  Scrubs 
Prison  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  instruction  there  given  to  prison  cooks 
and  bakers,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  National  School  of  Cookery 
to  give  this  officer  instruction,  and  she  went  through  a  practical  course  of 
training  at  that  institution,  with  the  special  object  in  view  of  the  duties  she 
wonld  nave  to  perform  in  preparing  the  ordinary  prison  diets  and  the 
invalid  cooking  required  for  the  sick  in  hospital  ;  and  this  has  been 
-attended  with  good  results. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  satisfactory.

Acting  under  roar  instructions  I  hare  paid  special  or  other  visits  to  kit  tho- 
oonviot  and  local  prison*,  and  have  inspected  all  those  matters  which  belong 
to  the  Chaplains'  Department.  I  have  had  interviews  with  the  chaplains, 
schoolmasters,  and  sonoolmifltreeees  with  reference  to  their  respective  duties  L. 
hare  attended  the  services  in  prison  chapels  ;  have  inspected  the  book*  and 
catalogues  of  the  prison  libraries ;  have  taken  note  of  the  manner,  amount.. 
and  kind  of  instruction  riven  in  the  schools,  and  have  made  myself  acquainted 
with  the  operation*  of   the   Discharged  Prisoner*'  Aid  Societies.    With 


It  is  pleasant  to  record,  as  I  did  last  year,  that  the  number  of  candidates 
for  admission  into  the  clerical  ranks  of  the  prison  tervice  is  still  very  large, 
and  that  it  comprises  man*  clergymen  of  considerable  eligibility. 

The  chaplains,  in  several  instances,  report  that  the  behaviour  of  the 
prisoners  in  the  ohapel  during  the  Services  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and 
that  the  prisoners  pay  to  the  Sanctuary  a  greatly  increased  reverence,  which 
i*  shown  not  only  iu  their  qniet  and  orderly  conduct,  but  also  in  their  treat- 
ment of  their  religious  books,  A  very  frequent  remark  is  made  by  the 
special  preachers  who  come  into  the  prisons,  that  in  few  churches  can  there 
be  found  a  more  attentive  congregation  than  is  seen  in  the  prison  chapel 


The  prisoner*  take  a  great  interest  in  their  services,  and  in  nearly  every 
ease,  respond  most  readily  to  the  influence*  of  a  bright,  muaeal,  and  well- 
eondnoted  service. 


In  one  of  the  northern  prisons,  carol*  were  sung  on  Christmas  Day  by  a 
■elect  choir,  and  the  prisoners  were  both  pleased  and  edified.  The  religious 
services  are  greatly  appreciated,  one  prisoner  remarking  that  "  without  them 
life  in  prison  would  be  unbearable.  In  some  oases  the  Governor  of  the 
prison  reads  the  lessons,  and  there  are  some  Governors  who  help  the  service- 
by  playing  the  harmonium.  Their  regular  attendance  at  the  services  is 
found  to  be  a  "  good  example  and  a  great  moral  support." 

In  another  prison  appropriate  anthems  from  the  Oratorios  have  been 
introduced  with  happy  results.  The  story  leading  up  to  the  subject  of  the 
anthem  has  been  narrated,  and  has  thus  become  a  text  for  an  instructive 
address.  It  is  not  surprising  that  with  an  excellent  demeanour  on  the  part 
of  the  congregation,  punishment  for  misconduct  in  the  chapel  has  in  many 
oases  come  to  an  end. 

The  Commissioners  have  continued,  and  have  almost  completed  their 
labours  in  improving  the  fabrics  and  furniture  of  the  chapels,  and  in  so 
doing  have  accomplished  a  work  that  has  exereiwd  an  unmistakable  influence 
upon  the  prisoners  in  the  direction  of  reverence  for  hallowed  places  and 
things. 

Missions  have  been  held  in  several  prison  chapels,  and  in  all  eases  have 
proved  to  he  very  acceptable  and  edifying  to  the  prisoners.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  have  in  no  few  instances  been  attended  with  a  success  of  a  permanent 
character.  They  have  been  oondnoted  by  experienced  missioners  belonging 
to  the  Church  Parochial  Mission  Society  and  the  Church  Army,  and  they 
have  invariably  presented  highly  satisfactory  features.  Those  who  have- 
kindly  undertaken  these  missions  have  not  been  without  their  mete  of  thankn- 
and  gratitude  from  the  prisoners  for  their  evangelical  message  and  labours 
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Lecture*  have  been  given  in  prisons  by  sealons  tad  educated  Isymen.  mnd 
■*hey  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners.  The  lectured  have  been 
■Moray  on  moral  ■abject*,  inch  as  temperance,  character,  habit,  courage, 
-example,  and  the  like.  One  or  two  of  the  lady  visitors  also  hare  given 
addresses  of  a  practical  and  interesting  character  to  the  women,  which  "  an 
highly  valued  and  productive  of  mauh  good." 

Lectures  hare  also  been  given  on  historical  subjects,  and  in  the  prison  of 
a  university  town  the  inmates  were  treated  by  their  chaplain  to  a  series  of 
addreaaea  on  English  Church  history.  In  some  of  the  prisons  Bible  classes 
are  held  for  the  benefit  of  juvenile  offenders,  who  appear  to  regard  them  as 
exceptional  privileges.  By  the  way  of  oxper'  " "  ' 
character  have  been  held  elsewhere  for  adults. 

Aa  will  be  observed  in  the  Returns  which  appear  in  the  Chaplains'  Reports, 
the  teaching  tn  the  schools  has  generally  been  very  successful.  The  greatest 
progress  is  made  by  the  absolutely  illiterate.  It  is  recorded  that  one  illiterate 
wm  Bo  absorbed  in  and  pleased  with  the  instruction  which  was  given  him  in1 
the  prison  school  that  be  entered  the  First  Standard  and  passed  ont  of  the 
Third  in  the  abort  space  of  eight  months.  In  another  prison  it  is  recorded 
that  ont  of  50  prisoners  that  had  received  instruction  no  less  than  31  had 
passed  into  a  higher  standard  at  their  release. 

The  javenike  seem  to  like  arithmetic  and  to  make  considerable  progress 
in  it :  and,  in  fact,  it  may  be  said  that  the  schoolmasters  find  them  a  highly 
-satisfactory  material  upon  which  to  work.  They  are  very  fond  of  reading, 
and  they  will  read  anything. 

The  very  liberal  supply  of  books,  especially  suited  to  their  tastes  and  needs, 
which  the  Commissioners  have  provided  for  them,  baa  almost  amounted  to  a 
benefaction  to  them.  In  different  ways  the  boys  gratefully  acknowledge 
this  fact,  as  well  aa  express  their  thankfulness  "  for  the  instruction  which 
they  receive  at  the  hands  of  their  preceptor." 

The  net  of  education  is  now  so  skilfully  spread  that  the  numbers  of 
absolute  illiterates  are  distinctly  and  rapidly  diminishing.  One  Chaplain 
states  that  in  his  district  "  not  one  juvenile  offender  has  been  received  daring 
the  year  who  has  not  been  able  to  read.' 

The  difficulties  and  diaconregements  of  the  Schoolmaster  are  to  be  found 
in  connection  with  those  who  have  never  learnt  much  at  the  elementary 
-school,  snd  have  forgotten  the  little  which  they  did  learn.   They  have  so  fax 


passed  through  life  without  making  nee  of  the  three  Ra,  and  they  have 
neither  the  desire  nor  the  patience  to  repair  the  omissions  of  the  past. 
Frequently  the  Cbeptains  have  drawn  attention  to  the  ■'  utter  forgetfulnes* 


the  prisoners  have  of  all  that  they  had  when  at  school,"  remarking  that 
"most  of  those  eligible  for  the  care  of  the  Prison  Schoolmaster  are  unable 
to  do  the  very  simplest  turn."  This  ia  found  to  be  very  much  the  case  with 
the  female  prisoners. 

It  requires  great  discretion  and  tact  on  the  part  of  the  Schoolmaster  to 
keep  snob  men  at  their  work— men  whose  memories  have  never  been 
exercised  and  whose  mental  powers  are  of  the  lowest  order.  Yet  in  spite  of 
suoh  drawbacks  the  records  show  that  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  greatly 
value  tbe  privilege  and  advantages  of  instruction,  and  do  their  best — and  a 
very  creditable  beet— to  profit  by  it. 

The  experiment  of  issuing  tbe  publishers'  catalogues  of  books  instead  of 
a  departmental  catalogue  has  stood  the  test  of  time  and  experience.  What 
was  hoped  of  tbe  plan  has  been  realised,  and  now  the  prison  libraries  are 


duly  and  quickly  furnished  with  books  which  in  number  and  kind  meet  the 
wants  and  wishes  of  every  class  of  reader.    "  The  men  show  their  apr 
ciation  of  the  library  by  their  careful  handling.of  the  hooka  and  by  tl 


ailence  in  the  direction  of  complaints. "    It  speaks  well  for  the  prisoner  that 
~"  he  likes  wholesome  nation  better  than  unwholesome  when  be  can  get  it," 
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and  that  one.  expert  in  " penny  dreadfuls  "  Mid  that  "nothing  can  boat 
Sir  Walter  Scott.'  When  a  man  prefers  "  the  better  "  in  one  direction  then 
is  a  ohanoe  that  he  may  also  prefer  it  in  more  than  one. 

There  is  ntuch  evidence  that  the  number  of  juveniles  who  find  their  way 
to  prisons  is  rapidly  diminishing.  The  general  opinion  amongst  the  prison 
clergy  is  that  moat  of  the  youthful  offenders  fail  into  crime  through  parental 
neglect,  and  bad  example.  One  chaplain  complains  that  there  does  not  seem 
to  be  any  home  or  proper  supervision  of  these  young  people,  and  that 
they  consequently  become  exceedingly  wayward  and  self-willed.  "  In  all 
oases,"  another  says  "the  root  of  the  evil  is  found  at  home." 

"  Very  many  of  them  are  driven  from  home  by  parental  fault,  and  they 
find  refuge  in  the  common-lodging  house  where  often  they  receive  their 
initiation  in  crime.  Their  moral  condition  is  the  natural  result  of  their  early 
surroundings— they  are  brought  up  and  pass  their  lives  in  the  dim  twilight 
pf  heathendom."  Societies  like  the  St.  Giles'  Christian  Mission,  under  Mr. 
Wheatley,  are  trying  with  considerable  auoceas  to  remedy  the  shortcomings 
Of  their  past,  ana  to  introduce  these  youthful  "  waifs  and  strays  "  into  a  life 
of  usefulness  and  respectability. 

From  every  quarter  comes  statements  such  as  these  : — "Drunkards  are 
getting  worse  than  ever,  and  the  usual  seven  days'  imprisonment  has  no 
effect  of  any  kind  upon  them."  "  The  majority  of  prisoners  owe  their 
degradation  to  drink."  "  The  chief  cause  of  crime  is  excessive  drinking,  and 
with  women  the  common  cause  of  assaults."  "  It  is  the  reason  also  for 
many  of  the  convictions  for  desertion  of  wives  and  families."  "One-third 
of  the  women  in  the  prison  owe  their  imprisonment  to  inebriate  mis- 
conduct." "  The  sin  of  drunkenness  is  not  decreasing  amongst  women. 
Short  sentences  have  no  deterrent  effect  upon  inebriates." 

Though  it  is  stated  that  in  one  prison  "  200  prisoners  had  taken,  and  in 
many  cases  kept,  the  pledge,"  yet  the  above  is  sad  reading,  and  it  is  still 
more  sad  reading  when  we  remember,  that,  in  very  many  parts  of  the 


The  labours  of  the  lady  visitors  still  continue  to  be  as  sealous  as  they  are 
snocasaf  ul.  In  one  of  the  Chaplains'  letters  he  says  that  "  nearly  every  ease 
taken  up  by  the  lady  visitor  is  reported  to  be  doing  well." 

These  ladies  take  a  generous  and  practical  interest  in  their  work,  not 
Confining  their  care  and  attention  to  the  occupant  of  the  prison  cell,  bat 
extending  it  to  the  ex-prieoner  when,  amid  the  perils  of  a  regained  liberty, 
■he  wants  a  helping  and  protecting  hand. 

It  is  a  pleasant  duty  for  me  to  state  that  the  Chaplains  have  a  very  keen 
sense  of  what  they  owe  in  loyalty  to  the  Commissioners,  in  spiritual  and 
other  help  to  those  committed  to  their  care,  and  in  obedience  to  the 
commands  of  their  Mother  Church,  snd  that  accordingly  most  valuable 
work  is  being  accomplished  by  them  in  an  exceedingly  efficient  and  yet 
unobtrusive  manner, 

There  is  much  independent  testimony  to  the  increased  and  effectual 
activity  of  D.P.A.8.,  and  their  existence  as  a  most  useful  institution  is- 
becoming  generally  recognised.  A  special  report  relative  to  their  work  I  am 
submitting  to  you.

An  old  crank  honae  has  been  converted  into  a  bath  house  for  12  baths, 
and  a  covered  way  to  it  formed. 

Bndmin.  -Six  warders'  quarters  have  been  completed,  each  containing  a 
living  room,  kitchen,  scullery,  coal  store,  w.c,  and  three  bedrooms. 

A  new  passage  and  doorway  have  been  formed  in  the  male  prison  to  give 
access  to  exercise  ground. 

The  bathroom  and  w.c.  in  chaplain's  quarters  have  been  refitted. 

Bream. — Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  drainage 
~  of  the  prison  and  quarters  of  governor. 

A  new  steam  boiler  has  been  fixed  in  the  cookhouse. 
The  heating  of  the  chapel  has  been  improved. 

Brutal. — The  pass  locks  in  the  male  prison  have  been  renewed. 
The  cooking  arrangements  in  kitchen  have  been  improved,  and  a  new  range 
-of  steam  cooking  pots  provided. 


Cambridge. — Visiting  rooms  have  been  formed  at  the  gatehouse. 
The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  improved,  a  new  boiler  being  fixed  and 
boiler-room  enlarged. 
The  ventilation  of  the  ohapel  has  been  improved. 

-     Canterbury. — Iron  gate*  have  been  provided  for  the  doorways  of  the 
ohapel  and  large  ward  in  male  hospital. 

The  ventilation  and  lighting  of  the  kitchen  have  been  improved. 

A  coal  store  bsa  been  built  for  the  female  prison. 

CarAiff. — The  extension  of  B  wing,  commenced  in  a  former  year,  by  which 
44  cells  will  be  added  to  the  prison,  has  been  continued. 

The  laundry  has  had  a  new  furnace  and  drying  hones  fixed,  and  the 
ventilation  has  been  improved.  The  kitchen  has  been  ventilate  a  and  the 
water-supply  renewed. 

New  gas  and  water  mains  have  been  laid  and  a  new  gas  meter  provided  for 
the  female  prison. 
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The  lighting  of  steward's  stores  has  been  improved. 
Two  "  special "  cells  have  been  formed,  one  in  the  male  and  one  in  the 
female  prison. 
New  pass  locks  have  been  provided  for  the  female  prison. 

CarliiU. — A  bath  and  w.c.  have  been  fixed  in  the  matron's  quarters,  and 
four  w.c.'s  have  been  provided  in  the  male  prison. 

Carmarthen. — A  photographic  studio  has  been  completed. 
The  earth -close  ta  in  the  prison  have  been  replaced  by  w.c. 'a,  and  the 
drainage  has  been  improved. 

Carnarvon. — A  "  special "  cell  has  been  formed  in  the  male  prison. 
Some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  construction  of  a  new  laundry. 

Chelmsford. — The  smiths'  and  carpenters'  shops  have  been  rearranged, 
an  office  formed  for  the  engineer,  and  a  W.C.  ouilt  for  the  use  of  the 
artisans  in  the  shops.  Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  chapel.  A 
new  gas  main  has  been  laid.  A  new  hospital  has  been  commenced.  The 
old  van  house  has  been  pulled  down  and  a  new  one  erected.  The  road  of 
approach  to  the  governor's  house  has  been  improved.  Two  "special  "  cells 
have  been  formed. 

Derby. — Quarters  No.  1,  formerly  occupied  by  a  warder,  have  been 
considerably  improved,  an  old  van  house  has  been  utilised  and  additional 
rooms  built  to  make  the  quarter  suitable  for  a  chief  warder.  Two- 
"  special "  cells  have  been  formed  in  the  male  prison,  and  one  in  the  female 
prison. 

Devize*. — Twenty-four  cells  in  the  male  prison  have  been  fitted  with  new 
doors,  locks,  gas  boxes,  tables,  shelves,  &u.  The  beating  of  the  female 
prison  has  been  improved  by  a  stove  in  the  corridor,  and  a  hydro-extractor 
provided  in  the  laundry. 

Dorchester.— New  gate*,  piers  and  side  railing  have  been  provided  at  the 
entrance  to  the  prison,  and  the  roadway  improved.  A  glazed  frame,  for 
preserving  plants  for  the  prison  grounds,  has  been  provided. 

Durham. — The  heating  arrangements  of  A  and  D  wings  have  been 
reconstructed,  and  new  boilers  provided. 

Exeter. — The  machinery  has  been  removed  from  the  treaciwheel  house, 
and  the  building  baa  been  warmed  and  fitted  op  for  industrial  labour. 

A  w.c.  has  been  built  for  the  prisoners  employed  in  the  kitchen,  and  a 
new  range  provided.  A  new  laundry  is  under  construction  on  the  site  of 
the  Debtors'  Prison,  pulled  down  last  year. 

Bell  communication  has  been  provided  between  the  lodge  and  the  central 
hall. 

Gloucester. — A  "special"  cell  has  been  formed  in  tbe  male  prison.  Im- 
provements have  been  carried  out  in  tbe  chapel  and  stores. 

Sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  ont  in  the  governor's  and 
matron's  quarters.    New  w.c.'s  and  sinks  have  been  provided. 

Hereford. — The  w.c.'s  and  rain-water  pipes  have  been  improved  in  the 
female  prison. 

HoUoway. — The  ventilation  of  the  kitchen  has  been  improved,  as  also  the 
gas  lighting  of  the  offices.  Forty-eight  w.c.'s  and  new  soil-pipes  have  bean 
provided. 
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Hull.— A  lavatory  has  beet*  provided  for  the  magistrates,  "id  13  waiting 
boxo*  have  been  formed  in  the  mala  reoeptiou  wMd. 

Ipswich. — A  "special"  pell  hw  boon  formed  in  the  male  prison.  New 
w.c.'b  and  soil-pipes  have  been  provided  in  the  female  prison.  A  gas 
engine  and  dynamo  have  been  erected  for  experiments  in  electric  lighting. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  execution  apparatus. 


The  corridor  of  the  old  disused  female  prison  has  been  taken  into  nae  and 
fitted  with  gas  lights  and  looms  for  industrial  work.  The  flues  for 
extraction  of  fool  air  in  the  O  wing  have  been  reconstructed. 

A  "  special "  cell  has  been  formed  in  the  male  prison  and  three  in  the 
female  prison. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  drainage. 

Latteatler. — A  new  water-supply  has  been  laid  on  to  the  baths  in  the  male 

Leed*. — Iron  gates  have  been  provided  for  seven  cells  for  observation 
cases.  The  entrance  court  has  been  repaved  with  granite  sets.  The 
corridor  of  the  female  prison  has  been  ventilated. 

Exercise  rings  have  been  formed  for  the  hospital  patients.  A  fire  main 
with  hydrants  baa  been  laid.  A  "  special "  cell  has  been  formed  in  the  male 
prison.    Platform  and  steps  have  been  provided  for  the  altar  in  the  cbapel. 

Leicester. — The  roads  bare  been  repaved  with  granite  sets.  Improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  drainage.  A  portion  of  a  disused  building  has  been 
formed  into  a  mortuary.    A  shelter  has  been  erected  for  the  offioer  in  charge 

of  prisoners  employed  in  stone;  breaking. 

Lewe*. — A  photographic  studio  has  been  built.  Two  rooms  have  been 
fitted  up  in  the  female  prison  for  the  matron,  and  a  bath-room  and  w.c.  for 
the  officers.  The  female  hospital  wards  have  been  improved  and  a  bath- 
room and  w.c.  provided.  , 

Considerable  alterations  have  been  carried  out  in  tbe  building  used  for 
industrial  labour  in  the  matter  of  heating,  storage  accommodation,  w.c. a, 
the  fitting  up  of  looms,  shearing  machines,  warping  machines,  &o.,  and 
drainage,  and  a  tank  has  been  built  for  the  soaking  of  osiers.  Two  "  special " 
cells  have  been  formed.

Liverpool. — The  new,  hospital  for  male  prisoners,  in  band  for  several 
years,  bas  been  completed. 

fifteen  nan  cells  have  been  formed  in  the  basement  of  H  wing. 
Three  "  special"  cells  have  been  formed  in  the  female  prison  and  four  in 
tbe  male  prison.  The  extension  of  B  wing  to  contain  65  cells  has  been 
commenced,  and  carried  up  to  a  height  of  two  storeys.

A  waiting  room  for  tbe  use  of  male  officers  has 
been  formed.    The  ventilation  of  the  bread  store  has  been  improved.

Tbe  enclosure  wall  of  tbe  prison  near  turret  quarters  (No.  5)  has  be<  □  set 
buck,  so  as  to  give  a  better  entrance  and  more  security  to  the  prison.  ■  Con- 
siderable progress  has  been  made  with  the  reccastrnction  of  tbe  drainage. 
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iiaiditone. — Three  old  association  cells  have  been  converted  into  six 
ordinary  cells,  and  tiro  of  these  have  been  matted  for  epileptics.  The 
heating  of  A  and  C  wings  has  been  improved,  as  also  the  water  for 
reception  baths.

Two  "  special "  cells  have  been  formed.

Twelve  stone  breaking  boxes  with  latrine  have  been  constructed.  Six 
waiting  boxes  have  been  formed  in  the  male  reception  ward. 

A  new  bath-house  is  in  progress  for  the  use  of  the  female  warders.  The 
windows  of  the  w.c.  have  been  made  more  secure  by  the  addition  of  guard 
bars.    Two  "special"  cells  have  been  formed. 

Stafford. — Waahhouses  have  been  bnilt  for  the  Chaplain's  and  the  gate- 
keeper's quarters.

£7*1-. — Iron  gates  have  been  provided  for  the  entrance  doors  of  the; 
prison  for  better  ventilation.  The  reconstruction  of  the  female  prison  has 
been  in  progress ;  an  officers'  mesa  room  and  a  sleeping  room  have  been 
formed,  and  a  "special"  cell  built.  A  medical  officer's  room  has  been 
fitted  up  in  the  male  prison. 

Wakefield. — A  "  special "  cell  has  been  formed  in  the  male  prison  and 
one  in  the  female  prison.  Attentions  have  been  made  in  the  platform  and 
steps  to  the  altar  in  the  chapel.

Twenty  cells  have  been  matted  for  epileptics.

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REPORT  Or  THE  COMPTROLLER  OF  INDIJ8TKIE8. 


1.  Two  facta  will  suffice  to  indicate  the  high  degree  of  industrial  activity 
maintained  in  the  manufacturing  department  during  1899-1900.  Firstly, 
the  labour  returns  show  an  inir.'ase  of  no  lees  than  30  psr  cent,  in  the 
average  earnings  per  prisoner  a-  compared  with  what  was  earned  four  years 
ago,  when  the  revision  of  our  manufacturing  method*  was  first  taken  in 
hand  ;  and,  secondly,  notwithstanding  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  workers, 
the  aggregate,  earning;  of  1899-1900  exceel  by  a  sum  of  £3,264  those  of 
1898-99,  which  was  an  exceptionally  successful  year  as  regards  output. 

Even  better  results  would  have  been  accomplished  but  that  we  experienced 
considerable  difficulty,  due  to  the  war  in  South  Africa,  in  obtaining  a 
continuous  supply  of  materials  from  the  various  markets  lo  keep  our  bands 
fully  employed. 

While  not  a  few  of  the  larger  prisons  have  improved  upon  former,  yean*, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  smaller  ones  have  done  especially  well. 

The  entire  value  of  the  labour  of  the  year  in  all  branches — manufactures, 
farms,  buildings,  and  domestic  services— was  £200,977  7k.  id.,  as  against 
£191,507  1U.  'id.  for  the  previous  twelve  months,  showing  a  rise  of 
£9,469  16*.  2d. 

2.  We  have  drawn  upon  the  various  branches  of  the  Government 
service  for  work  to  a  greater  extent  than  at  any  former  period.  Requiai- 
sitions  have  poured  in  upon  us  in  a  steady  and  unbroken  stream.  Not  a  few 
indeed  had  to  be  declined,  because  of  oar  inability  to  cope  with  them  within 
the  time  stipulated. 

3  have  enough  work  on  hand  to  keep  us  busy 

Extensive  supplies  have  been  made  to  the  War  Office,  the  Admiralty,  the 
Tost  Office,  the  Stationery  Office,  the  Office  of  Works,  and  other  Depart- 
ments, and  have  comprised  seamen's  bags,  basket*,  beds,  bolsters,  brushes, 
carpentry,  mail  bags,  castings,  ship-fen iters,  hammocks,  haversacks,  leggings, 
mate,  matting,  neb,  pouches,  sacks,  tinware,  tailoring  goods,  twine, 
firewood,  Ac 

A  considerable  development,  it  may  be  mentioned,  has  taken  place  during 
the  year  in  printing,  bookbinding,  stereotyping,  and  lithographing,  and  large 
orders  have  been  executed  for  various  Government  Departments,  including 
the  binding  of  many  thousands  of  devotional  books  for  the  Army. 

The  Custom  House  has  recently  agreed  to  take  baskets,  boxes,  and  other 
articles  from  us  ;  tbe  Office  of  Works  has  given  us  the  supply  of  certain  of 
the  brushes  it  requires  ;  and  we  have  made  a  new  departure  with  the 
Post  Office  by  taking  np  the  manufacture  of  some  of  the  clothing  used  by 

Urgent  orders  in  connection  with  the  war,  involving  tbe  hurried  manu- 
facture of  large  quantities  of  stores,  have  helped  to  increase  the  trade  of  the 
year,  and  the  energy  and  interest  shown  by  all  hands  in  the  prompt 
execution  of  these  ia  worthy  of  special  record.

We  are  much  indebted  to  the  heads  of  the  virions  Government  Depart- 
ments for  the  spirit  of  friendly  co-operation  they  have  invariably  shown  in 
their  business  dealings  with  as. 

3.  It  is  true  that  the  Government  work  undertaken  thus  far  has  been 
more  or  leas  of  n  simple  and  it  on-technical  character,  but,  after  all,  that  is 
exactly  the  kind  of  work  which  must,  in  the  mnin,  be  looked  to  for  the 
employment  of  a  prison  population,  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  prisoners 
with  shirt  sentences.  No  fewer  than  82j  per  cent,  of  the  males  committed 
to  local  prisons  are  for  sentences  of  a  month  or  under,  while  9774  per  cent, 
are  for  sentences  of  six  mouths  or  under. 

4.  Work  of  a  higher  grade,  however,  such  as  superior  bookbinding, 
printing,  carpentry,  tin  ami  thing,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  Ac,  can  doubtless 
be  obtained  from  official  sources,  and,  when  our  workshop  arrangements 
are  completed,  will  be  uiada  available  for  such  lung  sentence  prisoners  as 
can  be  spared  from  labour  required  for  the  prison  service  itself,  iu  the 
making  and  repairing  of  prison  clothing,  boots,  tinware,  furniture,  and 
other  necessaries,  the  weaving  of  prison  cloth,  flannel,  calicn,  shirting,  Ac, 
the  carrying  out  of  building  work,  the  performance  of  all  sorts  of  domestic 
duties,  and  ho  oil.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that,  with  over  17,000  inmates 
on  our  hands,  these  matters  of  themselves  must  necessarily  absorb  the 
labour  of  a  very  large  section  of  our  effective  strength.  It  ha.",  moreover, 
to  be  remembered  that  we  have  always  with  us  something  like  3,000 
prisoners  who  are  practically  non-workers  (awaiting  trial,  sick,  Ac.) 
besides  2,000  more  who  bein^  in  the  first  stage  of  hard  labour  sentences 
are,  by  the  Act,  relegated  mainly  to  work  of  a  more  or  less  noremunerative 
character.  There  is  still  room,  however,  for  a  further  extension  of 
industrial  training  among  the  balance  of  prisoners  that  will  remain  after 
all  these  things  have  been  taken  into  account,  and  I  see  no  reason  why,  in 
course  of  time,  given  due  facilities,  a  certain  number  of  them  should  not 
be  taken  in  hand  by  skilled  instructors,  and  taught,  not  only  practically, 
bnt  theoretically,  and  without  regard  to  mere  commercial  results,  a  wide 
range  of  useful  and  helpful  handicrafts  whioh  have  not  as  yet  been 
attempted. 

Much  of  the  better  class  of  our  manufacturing  work  was  wont  to  be 
done  in  the  convict  prisons  by  men  undergoing  penal  servitude,  whose 
lengthened  period  of  confinement  gave  an  opportunity  for  tbeir  acquiring 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  trades  they  were  engaged  upon  ;  but  that  is 
no  longer  possible,  owing  to  the   urgent  necessity  that  has  arisen  of  late  for 


5.  Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  extension  of 
associated  labour.  As  yet,  however,  it  can  only  be  said  to  be  in  an  experi- 
mental stage,  the  existing  facilities  offered  by  many  of  our  prisons  for  this 
class  of  work  being  found  somewhat  inadequate.  Even  in  these  circum- 
stances, however,  fairly  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  in  not  a  few 
oases,  and  the  matter  continues  to  be  vigorously  pushed  forward. 

6.  The  demolition  of  treadwheels,  which  is  slowly  proceeding,  will 
eventually  assist  us  in  this  matter,  by  placing  at  our  disposal  for  workshop 

Surposes  the  buildings  in  which  the  treadwheels  have  hitherto  been  worked, 
'nly  29  of  these  machines  now  remain.  They  are  used  by  bard  labour 
prisoners  during  the  first  month  of  imprisonment  in  the  grinding  of  wheat 
and  the  pumping  of  water.  Most  of  them,  however,  are  either  worked  at  a 
loss  or  at  an  insignificant  profit. 

7.  An  interesting  event  in  tbe  industrial  history  of  the  year  is  the 
addition  of  debtors  to  our  working  rank*.  Their  period  of  confinement  is 
geneially  short,  and  ihey  have  necessarily  been  for  the  most  part  set  to 
employments  of  a  simple  nature.    Their  number  is  limited.    The  new  rule 

6931-1  D  * 
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not  only  requires  them  to  follow  some  occupation,  but  at  the  same  time 
abolishes  the  pi ivilega  of  having  tbeirf ood  sent  in  from  the  outside.  Its 
operation  thus  far  has  resulted  in  a  very  marked  reduction  in  the  number 
of  County  Court  and  rate  debtors  in  our  prisons. 

8.  I  desire  to  thank  the  Governors  and  other  members  of  the  prison  staffs 
for  the  assistance  they  have    given  in.  the  general  work  of    industrial

has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  incomes,  in  the  amount  of  money  expended 
upon  discharged  prisoners,  and  in  the  number  of  cases  assisted.  In  several 
instances  the  societies  have  stated  that  their  operations  in  every  way  have 
been  greater  than  has  been  the  case  before. 

The  totil  number  of  cams  dealt  with  during  the  year  by  56  societies  ii 
39,413.  Thirty-eight  societies  arrow  an  increase  of  7,208  oases  aided,  while 
16  state  that  they  have  assisted  1,106  prisoners  lest  than  the;  did  last  Tear. 
It  is  right  to  observe  that  owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  one  or  two  retains 
Are  numbers  cannot  be  accurately  compared  with  those  of  hut  yew,  bnt  M 
far  as  they  go  they  show  that  there  has  been  a  nett  increase  of  6,102  cases 
on  the  year's  labours.  These  numbers  wonld  be  still  farther  increased  bnt 
for  the  fact  that  some  of  the  aid  societies  have  ceased  to  give  breakfasts 
tb  prisoners  on  their  release,  thinking  that  with  the  imprrved  prison  diet 
there  is  now  no  necessity  for  providing  that  kind  of  temporary  aid. 

Heoh  trouble  is  taken  by  several  societies  to  find  employment  for  e» 
prisowers,  sod  in  one  instance  no  leas  than  600  letters  were  written  to 
employers  of  labour  for  their  help  in  this  manner.  One  aid  society  states 
that "  the  women  plaeed  out  in  service  in  this  way  are  doing  remarkably 
well."  Another  iseertain  that  "  finding  employment  for  discharged  prisoners 
h  the  best  form  of  aid  which  can  be  rendered,  and  that  "  if  employers  were 
more  ready  to  give  men  this  chance  there  wonld  be  fewer  men  in  gaol 
to-day."  A  third  says  that  "a  large  number  of  those  who  during  the 
society's  existence  nave  been  aided  are  now  leading  praiseworthy  and 
honourable  lives." 

The  annual  report  of  one  of  the  weaken  societies  states  that  "  only  one 
first  offender  assisted  by  the  society  has  returned  to  prison."  It  also  mentions 
that  one  woman  who  waa  formerly  a  prisoner  bs  now  a  most  active  agent  for 
one  of  thb  rescue  homes.  In  connection  with  another  society  a  very  searous 
hon.  secretary  has  formed  a  band  of  voluntary  helpers  in  different  districts, 
who  make  it  their  business  to  find  employment  for  suitable  cases,  and  to 
exercise  a  friendly  supervision  over  them  after  their  settlement.  The  plan 
baa  answered  well,  and  has  increased  not  only  the  list  of  subscriptions  but 
also  the  local  interest  in  matters  relating  to  the  reclamation  of  the  social 
outcast.  The  returns  of  another  society  show  that  in  the  year  1897  employ- 
ment was  found  for  30  oases ;  in  1898  for  66  cases ;  and  in  1899  for  180 
cases — a  very  creditable  increase  and  record  of  work !  The  labours  of  the 
committee  have  been  so  suoce-sful  in  this  way  that  "  the  society  is  now  in 
a  position  to  offer  work  to  any  man  able  and  willing  to  do  it."  They  record 
With  pleasure  the  fact  that  one  ex-prisoner  himself  has  given  employment 
to  more  than  a  dozen  men  during  the  year.  There  are  employers  who  are 
very  generous  to  their  erring  servants,  and  one  aid  society  is  able  to 
mention  that  "  50  per  cent,  of  the  prisoners  have  been  received  back  into 
their  old  employment." 

t  regret  that  incomplete  returns  prevent  me  from  furnishing  conclusive 
figures,  showing  how  the  ex-prisoners  who  have  been  taken  in  hand  have 
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made  use  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  of  recovering  their  forfeited 
characters,  and  acquiring  a  position  in  a  respectable  mode  of  life.  Yet 
many  of  the  reports  contain  satisfactory  items  such  as  these  :  "  111  ex- 
prisoners  out  of  194  are  doing  exceedingly  well";  "only  10  per  cent. 
of  those  aided  by  the  society  have  returned  to  prison";  only  8  ontof  272 
oases  aided  during  the  year  have  been  re-convicted'';  "4  convicts  were 
aided  against  whom  no  complaints  have  been  made  since  their  release  "; 
otit  of  400  cases  only  two  were. .found  unworthy  of  help  ";  "  two-tbirda  of 
those  taken  in  hand  by  the  society  are  known  to  be  doing  exceedingly 
well." 

But  though  this  is  highly  satisfactory,  there  is  another  aide  of  the  matter 
which  does  not  present  so  pleasant  a  picture. 

All  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  are  more  or  leas  perplexed  bb 
to  what  to  do  with  the  "tramp  "  class.  These  vagrants  are  perpetually  in 
and  out  of  prison.  Giving  them  doles  is  worse  than  useless,  and  food  and 
clothing  afford  but  temporary  and  perhaps  undeserved  relief.  "  They  come 
into  prison  penniless  and  in  rags,  aa  1  they  have  neither  the  wish  nor  the 
intention  to  alter  their  condition.  "  It  i>  of  little  use  to  help  these  tramps, 
who  make  op  the  great  bulk  of  old  offenders."  "  Slight  penalties  with 
such  as  these  are  absolutely  useless  as  deterrents."  As  an  example  of 
the  difficulties  which  the  societies  have  to  encounter  in  dealing  with  this 
kind  of  discharged  prisoner,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  in  one  instance  133 
cases  were  sent  to  a  labour  home,  bat  that  only  27  applied  ;  that  out  of  20 
from  another  prison  only  12  appeared ;  that  from  a  third  26  out  of  37 
failed  to  present  themselves  ;  out  of  126  eases  passed  on  to  a  labour  home 
only  8  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  entering  it ;  and  that 
during  the  year  "no  less  than  943  cases  fell  through  for  divers  causes," 
that  is,  practically  through  the  men's  own  indisposition  to  settle  down  to 
the  demands  of  honest  labour.  "There  are  maoy  men  who  never  intend 
to  work,  but  to  tramp  from  place  to  place."  "  The  fault  is  not  so  much 
in  the  agencies  brought  to  bear  upon  them  as  in  themselves.  Idleness  is 
a  very  fruitful  source  of  crime."  "With  such  as  these  there  is  no  great 
anxiety  to  escape  prison  life  though,  of  course,  it  is  not  liked.  There  is 
almost  an  entire  absence  of  shame  or  of  any  sense  of  sin.  The  ordinary 
prisoner  of  this  class  like  some  of  tiie  old  offenders  does  not  feel  his 
imprisonment  to  any  noticeable  degree." 

One  aid  society  has  made  use  of  the  plan  of  giving,  such  men  "  way- 
tickets,"  which  entitle  the  holder  to  food  and  shelter  at  certain  stages  on 
his  journey.  It  bas  been  found  to  answer  satisfactorily,  and  to  prevent  the 
expenditure  of  money  on  unworthy  objects. 

The  gross  income  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  for  the  year 
is  £19,324  19*.  2d.,  being  a  nett  increase  of  £1,849  19*.  3Jrf-  for  the  year. 
Forty  reports  show  an  increase  of  £2,790  4e.  lOd.  in  their  income,  while  14 
have  to  record  a  decrease  to  the  extent  of  £940  5/.  tiki. 

Altogether,  this  is  pleasant  reading,  indicating,  as  it  does,  greater  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  societies  themselves  and  a  larger  sympathy  and  support 
on  the  side  of  the  general  public.  In  some  cases  the  societies  have  local 
committees  in  important  centre?,  who  collect  subscriptions  for  the  work  and 
look  out  for  employment  for  the  ex-prisoners.  The  result  in  one  district  is 
that  the  last  twelve  months  hare  been  "the  most  successful  that  the  society 
has  had  for  many  years."  Another  society  which  has  adopted  the  plan  of 
holding  its  annual  meetings  in  different  places  states  that  as  a  consequence 
its  subscriptions  have  been  doubled  during  the  year.  Though  it  may  not 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  matter,  yet,  where  this  is  not  done,  the  com- 
plaint is  marie  that  the  "important  towns  do  nothing  for  the  society,"  and 
that,  "  though  many  prisoners  come  fn>m  other  localities,"  nearly  all  the 
subscriptions  come  from  the  town  in  which  the  prison  is  situated.  "The 
Diaclnu'ged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  docs  not  receive  the  support  which  it 
bonld,  and  which  would  make  it  more  efficient  than  it  is." 
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It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  one  society  baa  largely  exceeded  its  small 
income,  that  another  has  been  able  to  raise  only  about  £30  from  one  of  tbe 
richest  communities  in  the  kingdom,  and  that  a  third  ia  on  the  verge  of 

bankruptcy  in  consequence  of  apathy. 

But  all  that  is  mentioned  here  is,  happily,  the  only  one  missing  link  in  the— 
chain  of  praiseworthy  activity  and  gratifying  success  that  are  to  be  seen  in 
connection  with  the  Discharged  Prisoners  Aid  Societies. 

The  gross  expenditure  of  54  aid  societies  for  the  year  was  £16,332  9».  3d. 
This  shows  an  increase  of  £2,796  9*.  6d.  in  36  instances,  and  a  decrease  of 
£517   15».   M.  in  18  others.      The  nett  increase  of  the  expenditure  is '""' 
£2,278  15i.  8d.  for  the  year.    With  reference  to  these  figures,  there  is  not 
mnch  to  remark  beyond  the  fact  that  agents  are  employed  to  look  after  the 

Srisoners  more  than  was  formerly  the  case,  and  that  there  ia  mnch  leas 
taposition  on  the  part  of  societies  to  give  doles,  and  other  only  very 
temporary  assistance,  which  is  of  little  value  to  the  prisoner  and  of  Still  less 
satisfaction  to  the  society. 

The  cash  balances  in  the  bank  have  been  considerably  lessened  daring  the 
year,  and  there  has  been  a  diminution  of  the  reserved  monies  which  were 
intended  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  needy  prisoner.  The  gross  balances 
amount  to  £3,125  Of.  7d.,  showing  a  decrease  of  £1,217  9*.  8Jd.  in  the  ease 
of  27  societies,  and  an  increase  of  £641  7s.  -ijd.  in  the  case  of  27  others. 
There  does  not  appear,  however,  to  be  any  alteration  in  the  policy  of  the 
societies  in  this  respect,  as  28  societies  last  year  noted  decreases,  while  26 
recorded  increases.  Some  of  the  societies  run  their  income  and  expenditure 
on  very  close  hoes,  as  one  balance  is  recorded  at  3*.  3d.

Million  Service)  and  Addressee  in  Piiione. 

The  following  methods  of  dealing  with  applications  from  religions  and 
missionary  bodies  to  hold  mission  services  in  pri.-on-,  or  from  missionerg  or 
lecturers  to  deliver  religions  addresses  to  prisoners,  will  be  adopted  ; — 

(a)  "  Missions,"  strictly  so  oiled,  may  only  be  undertaken  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Established  Church  and  with  the  previous 
authority  of  the  Commissioners  :  ttiev  may  extend  over  a  period  of 
days,  bot  not  more  than  one  such  mi-sion  may  be  held  in  any  one 
year  at  the  same  prison,  and  care  will  be  taken  to  avoid  conflict 
or  competition  between  rival  missiona.  y  bodies. 

(6)  With  respect  to  "Addresses,"  Rule  301  empowers  Visiting  Com- 
mittees to  organize  lectures  and  addresses  in  the  prison,  provided 
they  do  not  interfere  with  prison  discipline,  and  are  directed  to 
the  moral  improvement  of  prisoners.  Any  application,  therefore, 
to  del.ver  an  "address"  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, and  will  be  allowed  if  they  see  no  objection,  every  case 
being  reported  by  the  Governor  to  the  Commissioners. 

(c)  Great  care  will  of  course  be  necessary  in  distinguishing  between 
applications  for  holding  a  religious  "service"  and  delivering  a 
— .  religiooe  "  address."     The  former  can  only  be  authorised  by  the 

Commissioners  and  is  confined  to  organizations  connected  with  the 
Established  Church.  There  is,  howuv.r,  no  objection  to  the 
delivery  of  a  moral  or  religions  a  Idress  in  the  chapel  by  a 
member  of  a  religious  body  other  than  the  Church  of  England, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

(if)  A  missioner  or  lecturer  may  be  allowed  an  interview  with  any 
prisoner  who  may  deaire  to  see  him  during  a  mission  or  after  an 


— Trained  Nonet. 

With  the  object  of  ensuring,  as  far  as  p'mrible,  that  special  help  shall  be 
forthcoming  for  ths  efficient  nursing  of  difficult  and  serious  oases  of  illness 
among  prison  -rs,  the  Governor  will  place  himself  iu  communication  with  the 
authorities  of  any  nursing  institution  that  may  exist  in  the  locality,  and 
make  beforehand  snch  anangements  as  will  secure  the  prompt  attendance  of 
a  skilled  and  trained  nurse  whenever  the  necessity  may  arise. 

In  prisons  where  the  permanent  staff  is  unable  to  provide  the  necessary 

nursing  for  maternity  cases,  special  arrangements  will  be  made  to  meet  the 
deficiency  by  the  engagement,  at  a  reason  ible  rate  of  pay,  of  some  competent 
woman  as  a  temporary  officer,  or  by  obtaining  tue  services  of  a  monthly 
nurse,  not  necessarily  certificated,  bat  so  experienced  as  to  be  able  to  act 
efficiently  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  during  the  actual 
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confinement,  subsequently  visiting  the  patient  twice  a  day  for  such  period 
M  is  considered  necessary  ;  the  other  nursing  being  carried  out  bj  the 
ordinary  staff.  Should  the  case  assume  a  serious  aspect,  it  will  then  come 
under  the  category  of  nursing  a  serious  case  of  illness,  to  which  the  fore- 
going Order  applies. 


Lady  Vititort  to  Pritone. 

Lady  visitors  are  appointed  by  the  Commissioners,  subject  to  the  con- 
currence of  tbe  Visiting  Committee  and  of  the  Prison  Authorities,  with  a 
view  to  the  regular  and  systematic  visitation  of  such  female  prisoners  aa 
may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor  and  Chaplain,  seem  likely  to  be  amen- 
able to,  and  profit  by,  tbe  good  influence  and  advice  that  may  be  offered  to 
them  by  these  means.  When  the  number  of  female  prisoners  justifies  the 
appointment  of  more  than  one  snch  visitor,  care  will  be  taken  by  a  judicious 
distribution  of  duties  to  arrange  that  all  deserving  cases  receive  considera- 
tion, while  at  the  same  time  there  will  be  no  conflict  or  competition  in  the 
attention  given  to  any  individual  case.  It  is  obvious  that  the  moat  practical 
good  is  likely  to  follow  from  such  visitation  if  attention  is  concentrated 
mainly  on  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners  on  discbarge,  and  if  any  influence 
that  may  be  acquired  over  the  prisoner  while  in  prison  is  continued  after 
release,  so  that  prisoners  may  be  assisted  and  strengthened  in  their  endeavour 
to  lead  a  better  life,  and  to  become  useful  and  respectable  members  of  the 
community,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  desirable  that  use  should  be  made 
of  the  services  of  any  ladies  who  may  be  attached  to  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society  of  the  prison.    * 

A  lady  visitor  may,  if  she  so  desires,  read  to  or  converse  with  a  prisoner 
in  her  cell,  but  the  authority  of  the  Governor  shall,  iu  all  cases,  be  obtained, 
where  a  lady  visitor  desires  to  see  any  prisoner  alone. 

A  lady  visitor  may,  if  she  so  desires,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  deliver  any  address  or  lecture  to  selected  classes  of 
prisoners,  on  any  moral  or  useful  subject,  provided  that  no  interference 
thus  takes  place  with  tbe  good  order  and  routine  of  the  prison. 

A  book  will  be  kept  for  the  use  of  lady  visitors  in  which  they  may  make 
any  record  that  they  think  desirable  as  to  the  action  taken  by  them  in  regard 
to  any  prisoner,  ana  in  which  also  they  may  enter  any  suggestions  that  they 
may  have  to  offer  with  regard  to  the  industries  on  which  prisoners  could  be 
employed,  having  regard  to  the  needs  of  the  locality  and  their  welfare  on 
discharge. 

It  has  been  found  advisable  in  practice,  in  order  that  the  assistance  of 
lady  visitors  may  be  most  usefully  directed  and  that  any  dashing  of  duties 
may  be  avoided,  for  such  ladies  to  work  under  the  guidance  of  the  Chaplain 
or  Prison  Minister,  co-operating  with  him  and  seeing  such  prisoners  as  he 
may  request,  in  a  room  provided  for  the  purpose.  It  will,  of  course,  be 
necessary  that  tbe  ladies  should  conform  to  all  prison  rules  aud  orders, 
carrying  on  the  duties  they  undertake  in  conformity  with  the  customs  and 
convenience  of  the  prison,  and  complying  with  any  requests  the  Governor, 
as  head  of  the  establishment,  ana  responsible  for  order,  security,  and 
discipline,  may  make  to  them. 


Juvenile  Offenders. 

The  Governor  will  give  every  assistance  in  his  power  to  find  a  reformatory 
for  juvenile  offenders.  The  duty  of  naming  the  particular  reformatory  may 
be  performed  by  the  magistrate  making  the  order  either  at  the  time  of  com- 
mittal or  within  seven  days  thereafter,  or  it  may  be  performed  by  any 
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member  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  if  the  magistrate  has  not  named  the 
particular  school  within  that  time.  When  juvenile  offenders  are  brought 
to  prison  pending  removal  to  a  reformatory,  the  Governor  will,  if  the 
reformatory  is  named,  at  onoe  send  intimation  to  that  insulation.  If  the 
reformatory  be  not  name],  the  Governor  will  ascertain  whether  steps  are 


le  clerk  or  any  member  of  the  Tinting  Co: 


thit  such  memo  r  ma;  name  the  reformatory.  In  all  cases  communication 
should  be  held  with  the  reformatory  proposed  to  be  named  before  the  actual 
nomination.  In  the  event  of  the  Governor  receiving  notice  from  the 
reformatory  named  that  the  offender  cannot  be  received,  he  will  at  once 
communicate  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  which  made  the  order  bo  tbat 
another  reformatory  may  be  named.  If  any  juvenile  offender  is  received 
into  prison  nuder  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  in  addition  to  detention 
in  a  reformatory,  the  Governor  will  immediately  report  the  case  to  the 
Commissioners,  giving  full  particulars  of  the  conviction. 

When  a  juvenile  offender  under  order  of  detention  in  a  reformatory  is 
received  at  a  prison,  the  Governor  will  notify  the  fact  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  of  the  County  or  the  Town  Clerk  of  tbe  Borough  Quarter  Sessions  (as 
the  cise  may  be)  from  which  such  offender  was  committed,  and  for  which 
the  prison  wherein  each  offender  is  imprisoned  is  appointed  to  be  the  prison, 
and  wiil  request  that  the  County  or  Borough  Treasurer  (as  the  case  may  be) 
may  faj  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  provision  for  the  clothing  of  such 
offender,  either  by  sending  10  the  manager  of  the  reformatory  the  usual 
advance  in  lieu  of  a  suit  of  clothes,  or  otherwise  ;  and  also  to  make  provision 
for  any  payment  req  aired  for  the  ad^nission  of  such  offender  to,  or  main- 
tenance in,  tbe  school. 

If  an  outfit  has  not  been  provided  the  child  will  be  delivered  at  the  school 
in  the  dress  in  which  he  was  received  into  prison  ;  or,  if  that  be  insufficient 
on  tbe  ground  of  decency  or  health,  the  Governor  will  supplement  it  in  any 
way  that  may  be  necessary. 

A  juvenile  offender  ordered  to  be  detained  in  a  reformatory,  must  be  held 
to  be  a  prisoner  until  he  is  delivered  to  the  authorities  of  the  school ;  bat 
when  in  the  reformatory  he  is  not  a  prisoner  within  the  meaning  of  the 
"  Prison  Act,  1877,"  sections  4  and  67. 


Mental  Condition  of  Prtioneri  Awaiting  Trial. 

When  a  prisoner  awaiting  trial  has  been  certified  to  be  insane,  or  is 
believed  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  have  been  iname  on  reception,  or  when 
there  is  any  doubt  as  to  his  mental  condition,  tbe  fact  will  be  communi- 
cated to  the  Clerk  <  i  Assise  or  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  as  the  case  may  be, 
before  the  prisoner  pleads. 


Employment*  /or  Hard  Labour  Prhoners  in  the  Firtt  Stage. 

Tbe  forms  of  "hard  bodily  or  hard  manual  labour"  authorized  for  hard 
labour  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  are  a*  follows: — Stonebreaking,  oakum 
picking  (without  mechanical  appliances),  matmaking  (with  5j  lb.  beater), 
mat  weaving  (with  heavy  loom),  wood-chopping,  treadwheel  and  combined 
crank.  The  treadwheel  and  combined  crank  will  be  used  only  for 
productiva  and  useful  prison  purposes. 

Treadwheel  labonr  will  only  be  enforced  for  gush  number  of  hours  per 
day  as  may  he  actually  required  for  prison  purposes,  but  will  not,  in  any 
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owe,  exceed  six  hours.  When  the  number  of  prisoners  certified  as  fit  for 
the  treadwheel  ia  greater  than  the  wheel  will  accommodate,  the  prisoner* 
will  be  employed  in  rotation.  A  prisoner  will  not  be  placed  on  treadwheel 
labour  before  breakfast,  and  one  half  of  the  allotted  period  will  be.  aa 
nearly  aa  possible,  between  breakfast  and  dinner. 

A  prisoner  employed  at  the  treadwheel  for  a  portion  of  the  dsj  will  be 
required  to  work  during  the  remainder  of  the  day  at  one  of  the  forms  of 
labour  authorized  for  hard  labour  prisoners  in  the  first  stage. 

Crank  labour  will  only  be  enforced  for  such  number  of  hours  per  day  as 
may  he  actually  required  for  prison  purposes,  but  will  not,  in  any  case, 
exceed  six  hours.  When  the  number  of  prisoners  certified  as  fit  for  the 
crank  is  greater  than  the  combined  ciank  will  accommodate,  the  prisoners 
will  be  employed  in  rotation.  The  time  allotted  to  this  class  of  work 
will  be  divided  into  two  periods,  of  which  the  first  will  begin  after 
breakfast. 

A  prisoner  employed  at  the  combined  crank  for  a  portion  of  the  day 
will  be  required  to  work  during  the   remainder  of  the  day  at  one  of  the 

forms  of  labour  authorised  for  hard  labour  prisoners  in  the  first  stage. 


Remission  of  Sentence. 

When  a  prisoner  ia  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment,  and  is  ordered 
to  find  sureties,  or  in  default  to  serve  a  further  term  of  imprisonment  at  a 
result  of  Ike  conviction,  he  will,  assuming  that  the  combined  terms  exceed 
six  months,  be  allowed  to  earn  remission  under  the  rules. 

When  a  prisoner  is  sentenced  to  consecutive  terms  of  imprisonment,  or 
when  a  detainer  imposing  a  fresh  term  is  lodged  with  the  Governor  while  a 
prisoner  is  in  custody  on  another  commitment,  the  entire  period  of  his 
imprisonment  will  be  treated  as  one,  for  the  purpose  of    the  progressive 

stage  system  and  for  remission  of  sentence. 


Discharge  of  Prisoner*  on  Part  Payment  of  Fine*,  Ac. 

The  Governor  will  inform  every  prisoner  received  in  default  of  paying  a 
fine,  Ac,  that  he  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  a  psrt  of  his  sentence  by  paying 
part  of  the  fine,  So. 


Employment  of  Debtors. 

Debtors  may  be  employed  in  association,  or  in  their  cells  with  the  doors 
open,  as  the  nature  of  the  work  may  require.  If  the  former  practice  be 
followed,  the  room  heretofore  known  as  the  Common  Room  for  Debtors 
may  be  properly  used  for  this  purpose.  Debtors  may  be  employed  on 
any  of  the  Prison  Industries  available,  exclusive  of  those  forms  of  labour 
on  which  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  employed  while  in  the  first 
stage,  but  as  there  are  not  the  same  means  of  supervision  and  instruction 
available  for  Debtors  as  for  convicted  prisoners,  the  simpler  and  easier 
industries  will  be  selected,  unless  a  Debtor  desires  to  be  employed  on  any 
special  industry  for  which  the  Prison  offers  facilities.  As  a  rule.  Debtors 
will  not  be  employed  outside  tbe  Debtor's  Wing  unless  there  is  some 
B9S1— 1  H  4 
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very  special  technical  work  which  a  Debtor,  from  a  knowledge  of  a  trade 
might  be  able  to  perform  at  a  Use  cost  than  it  could  be  performed  by 
outside /rte  labour,  and  for  which  there  is  no  competent  ordinary  prisoner 
available. 

The  value  of  the  labour  of  a  Debtor  will  be  baaed  on  the  authorised 
scale  of  labour  rates.  The  deduction  from  his  earnings  will  be  Orf.  per 
diem  for  his  maintenance  and  Jrt.  per  diem  for  the  use  of  tools.  The  net 
payment  to  each  Debtor  will  be  charged  under  the  sub-head  "Gratuities," 
the  Prisoner's  receipt  being  taken.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  exemplary. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

There  were  no  suicides  or  attempts  at  suicide. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  hearthrug  making,  click- 
ing and  closing,  stonebreaking,  sack  making,  knitting,  gardening, 
and  repairs  to  prison  clothing,  &c. 

The  remedial  treatment  of  the  Juvenile  Offenders  continues  to 
give  satisfactory  results,  both  during  their  imprisonment  and  after 
discharge.     During  the  year  267  Juveniles  have  been  received. 

A  Class  for  Juvenile-Adalte  has  been  started  here  by  way  of 
experiment,  and,  in  my  opinion,  promises  well. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  a  good  condition. 

The  supply  of  water  is  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac.  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 
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The    contractors'  supplies    have    been  of    good   quality,   and     (SESu 
punctually  delivered.  Boport 

The  garden  crops  were  not  bo  abundant  as  last  year,  owing 
principally  to  the  extremely  dry  season. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works   well,  and   has  many  i 

advantages. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  undoubtedly  satis- 
factory in  every  way,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners, 
and  is  the  source  of  general  good  conduct  amongst  them. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  frequently  made  use  of,  and  ie  the 
means  of  enabling  a  prisoner  obtaining  his  liberty,  saving  his 
situation,  and  commencing  work  again. 

The  new  procedure  for  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment 
has  not  been  tested  here  yet. ,  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  express 
an  opinion  on  its  working. 

The  chaplain  works  unremittingly  in  the  interest  and  well 
doing  of  the  prisoners,  especially  the  juvenile  offenders,  during 
their  imprisonment,  and  after  discharge. 

The  Beds.  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  carry 
on  its  valuable  and  practical  help  to  discharged  prisoners. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  ont,  and  the  rules 
laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  been  complied  with,  except  in  cases  as  have 
been  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

25;  EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  conducted 
throughout  the,  year.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  the  chapel 
has  been  good. : 

The  following  clergy  have  assisted  in  the  services  :— 
Rev.  0.  F.  Pigot,  late  Chaplain  at  H.M.  Prison,  Wandsworth ; 
Rev.  E.  Gordon,  late  Vicar  of  Atwick,  Yorks ;  Rev.  W.  Parks 
Bradbury,  Curjite  of  St.  Cuthbert's  with  Christ  Church,  Bedford  ; 
Rev,  Norman  Rennet,  Missioner  to  Public  Schools ;  and  the  Rev. 
H.  W.  Evans,  Assistant  Master  at  the  Modern  School,  Bedford. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  given  Temperance  addresses  to 
the  prisoners :— Rev.  C.  E.  Btckmoru,  Vicar  of  Husborne  Crawley  j 
Col.  Wroughton,  late  Indian  Staff  Corps ;  Mr.  Marks,  Ely  Diocesan 
Sec.  C.E.T.8. ;  Major-General  Hastings,  C.B. ;  and  Mr.  Sntcliffe, 
Town  Missioner,  Bedford. 

The  Rev.  Norman  Rennet,  of  the  Church  Parochial  Missionary 
Society,  conducted  a  mission  at  the  close  of  last  July.  As  his 
special  work  is  among  public  school  boys  I  was  particularly 
anxious  to  get  him  here  where  so  many  of  the  prisoners  are 
juveniles. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  by  myself  or  by  my  colleague, 
the  Rev.  W.  Parks  Bradbury  (to  whose  kind  help,  during  an 
illness  of  nearly  two  months,  I  owe  very  much),  on  reception  and 
discharge ;  all  sick  and  punishment  cases  have  been  regularly 
visited ;  other  prisoners  have  been  visited  at  intervals.  In  every 
case  I  have  met  with  courtesy. 

I  have  met  with  much  encouragement  in  my  intercourse  with 
the  class  of  juvenile  adults  established  here  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  If  the  members  of  this  class  receive  sufficient  assistance 
upon  discharge,  I  think  there  is  every  hope  that  most  of  them 
will  do  well  in  the  future. 

There  have  been  313  juvenile  offenders  under  instruction 
during  the  past  year.  The  classes  for  instruction  on  most  Sunday 
afternoons  have  been  appreciated  by  the  juveniles. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  work  with 
much  success.  The  subscriptions  and  donations  are  far  greater 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  Governor  and  Subordinate  Officers  help  me  in  my  work  in 
every  possible  way. 

Almost  every  day  I  take  some  of  the  juveniles  or  juvenile 
adults  for  a  choir  practice  and  instruction,  lasting  an  hour.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good. 

The  improved  scale  of  diet  and  the  physical  exercises  and  drill 
have  told  very  favourably  on  the  juveniles. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  beyond  a  few  cases  of  influenza. 
These  have  not  presented  a  serious  character,  nor  have  they  been 
attended  with  any  complications. 

A  medical  examination  is  made  of  every  prisoner  to  decide 
npon  the  class  of  work  for  which  he  is  fitted. 

The  clothing  and  bedding,  sanitary  arrangements,  heating  and 
ventilation,  have  been  carefnlly  attended  to.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Paring  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1900,  the  discipline  of  the 
prison  has  been  veil  maintained.  With  regard  to  the  operation 
of  the  changes  in  the  system  effected  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898,  the 
triple  division  of  offenders  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
prisoners,  is  conducive  to  good  conduct,  and  facilitates  the 
awarding  of  marks  earned  by  industry.  I  feel  sure  that  had  the 
amount  of  gratuity  been  extended  to,  say,  10s.  for  every  additional 
six  months,  to  a  maximum  of  £2,  the  results  would  have  been 
•ttlll  more  gratifying. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  provision  for  the  part 
payment  of  fines,  no  less  than  221  prise 'jura  having  been  released 
under  Section  9  of  the  Prison  Act,  1898  since  the  1st  May  last. 

The  effect  of  associated  labour  is  very  beneficial  to  the 
prisoners,  but  constant  and  increased  supervision  is  necessary. 
Conversation  at  exercise  is  but  slightly  taken  advantage  of  by 
those  prisoners  entitled  to  the  privilege. 

The  new  rules  compelling  debtors  to  be  employed  at  industrial 
work  have  operated  very  beneficially,  both  morally  and 
physically.  The  number  ef  debtors  committed  from  Birming- 
ham has  been  reduced  by  upwards  of  30  per  cent. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good, 
and  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory.  There 
have  been  no  escapes  nor  attempts  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by  means  of  the 
read-wheel  and  stone-breaking,  the  power  of  the  wheel  being 
utilized  for  grinding  corn.  Other  labour  consisted  of  brush 
making,  carpentry,  hammock  making,  knitting,  mail-bag  making, 
mat  making,  oakum  picking,  sack  making,  shoemaking,  tailoring, 
tinsmi  thing,  wood  chopping,  eyeleting  blankets  for  War  Depart- 
ment, and  employment  in  the  ordinary  services  of  the  prison. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  the  laundry,  at 
needlework,  knitting,  and  bedding  for  the  War  Department. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory.  A  new  bath 
house  is  in  course  of  erection.  The  interior  of  the  mate  prison 
has  been  repainted.  The  heating  apparatus  and  hot  water  pipes 
in  D  wing,  and  the  hot  water  pipes  in  C  wing  have  been  entirely 
renewed-  Four  "  special "  cells  have  been  constructed  in  the 
male  prison  and  two  in  the  female  prison.  The  fixing  of  venti- 
lators to  the  cell  windowB  is  still  in  progress,  and  fixed  cell  tables 
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have  been  fitted  In  C  wing, 
labour  when  available.

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  proper  working  order, 
and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors1  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually 
delivered,  with  one  exception,  as  already  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner.

Daring  the  past  year  the  duties  in  my  department  have  been 
duly  carried  out. 

Daily  service  has  been  performed  in  chapel,  and  two  full 
services  on  Snnday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  at  chapel  has  been  exemplary ; 
they  join  heartily  in  the  singing  and  responses,  and  regard  their 
attendance  at  the  daily  services  as  a  great  privilege. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge  ;  they 
have  been  visited  at  frequent  intervals,  and  have  been  most 
respectful  and  grateful  for  my  ministrations. 

Prisoners  in  hospital  and  under  punishment  have  been  visited 
daily. 

Prisoners  thoroughly  appreciate  the  privileges  conferred  on 
them  by  the  Prisons  Act  of  1898,  especially  the  remission  of 
sentences,  more  frequent  visits,  letters  from  relations  and  friends, 
and  labour  in  association. 

The  Aot  is  calculated  to  effect  the  best  results  by  the  salutary 
reforms  it  sanctions. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  have  been  earnest  and 
regular  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  By  the  aid  of  an 
additional  schoolmaster  the  cellular  instruction  of  prisoners  has 
been  fully  carried  out  in  accordance  with  prison  regulations. 

To  stimulate  prisoners  to  renewed  application  the  Chaplain 
has  held  a  weekly  examination,  which  has  worked  very  satis- 
factorily. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  connected  with  the 
prison  is  again  greatly  encouraged  by  the  good  results  which  have 
attended  its  efforts  for  the  rescue  and  reformation  of  prisoners. 
During  the  year  351  prisoners  have  received  the  society's 
attention,  and  have  been  assisted  with  food,  clothing,  tools,  stock, 
and  materials,  payment  of  railway  fares,  and  in  other  ways. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  is  the  securing  of  employment 
for  prisoners  when  discharged,  and  it  1b  gratifying  to  state  that  in 
this  most  important  matter  the  society  has  been  very  successful 
in  getting  the  co-operation  of  employers  of  labour  to  kindly  find 
work  for  the  men  and  take  back  old  hands. 

This  is  the  only  way  to  restore  their  self-respect,  and  to  encourage 
them  in  habits  of  sobriety  and  industry. 
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The  number  of  re-committals  for  the  year  waa  36,  being  10  per 
cent,  of  the  prisoners  assisted.  16  convicts  have  been  dealt  with ; 
of  these  10  have  been  helped  to  obtain  work,  and,  so  far  as  can  be 
ascertained,  are  going  on  well  -,  the  movements  of  five  are  uncertain* 
and  one  has  been  re-committed. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  dntieg  the  officers  as  usual  have 
rendered  me  every  assistance.

The  general  health  of  the  priBOuenj  haa  been  good,  only  one 
death  having  occurred,  the  cause  of  death  being  attributed  to 
shock,  following  npon  a  very  severe  operation  in  the  case  of  a 
female  prisoner  immediately  before  her  confinement.  As  the 
accommodation  in  the  prison  was  not  deemed  satisfactory  for 
such  a  serious  case,  she  was  removed  to  the  Queen's  Hospital  by 
order  of  the  Acting  Medical  Officer,  bat  unfortunately  death 
supervened  in  a  few  hours. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide  in  the  prison. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

AJ1  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being 
classified  for  labour. 

The  ventilation  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  have  been 
good. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

No  officer  has  been  invalided.  The  officers  of  the  permanent 
hospital  staff  have  worked  well  and  intelligently  in  the  nursing 
and  general  care  of  the  sick  prisoners,  and  the  very  small  death 
rate  is  attributable  in  no  small  degree  to  their  exertions.

As  regards  the  working  of  the  Prisons  Act,  1898, 1  have  received 
no  offenders  of  the  1st  division  and  bat  five  sentenced  to  be 
treated  as  2nd  division  offenders,  most  of  these  seemed  to  deserve 
the  benefit  afforded  by  the  Act 

Remission  of  sentence  was  granted  as  a  reward  for  industry  in 
25  cases,  the  privilege  being  evidently  much  appreciated,  and 
proved  an  incentive  to  good  condnct. 

Only  three  prisoners  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
an  earlier  release  by  part  payment  of  the  fines  inflicted  as  an 
alternative  to  their  sentences ;  the  majority  were  apparently  too 
poor  to  pay  anything. 

The  privilege  of  associated  labour  has  not  been  abased,  and  the 
better  opportunity  it  affords  for  supervision  conduces  to  more 
efficient  work. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  allowed  and  has  not  been 
detrimental  to  discipline. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  daring  the  past  year  has  been  good, 
and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  offences  of  a  serious  nature,  and  no  case 
of  corporal  punishment. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

Hard  labour  during  the  first  28  days  was  enforced  by  means  of 
the  treadwheel,  which  grinds  wheat  for  this  and  other  prisons. 
After  that  period  it  consisted  of  cutting  out  and  sewing  mail-bags, 
coal  sacks,  seamen's  bags,  bolster  cases,  and  hammocks ;  also  fire- 
wood chopping,  gardening,  oakum  picking,  labouring,  and  the 
usual  domestic  employments  of  the  prison. 

The  female  prisoners  are  employed  washing,  knitting  socks, 
and  repairing  clothing. 

The  condition  of  the  existing  buildings  and  fences  is  satis- 
factory. 

The  following  new  buildings  and  repairs  have  been  carried 
out  :— 

Quarters  have  been  erected  for  six  married  warders,  which  were 
certified  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  fit  for  occupation  and  occupied 
accordingly  on  the  29th  September. 

The  boundary  wall  of  the  Governor's  and  Chaplain's  quarters 
has  been  repaired. ■ 
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All  the  prison  skylights  have  been  repaired  and  painted.  j^utIbA 

Wardrobe  cupboards  have  been  made  and  fixed  in  the  female       &*port' 
officers'  bedrooms. 

All  the  cells  and  air-shafts  hare  been  cleaned  and  whitewashed. 

A  W.C.  in  the  Chaplain's  quarters  has  been  prtt  in  a  sanitary 
condition. 

A  bath  with  hot  and  cold  water  supply  has  been  fitted  np  in 
the  Chaplain's  quarters. 

The  basement  tioor  of  the  Chaplain's  quarters  has  been  cleaned 
and  whitewashed. 

The  staircase  and  landing  in  the  principal  warder's  quarters  have 
been  coloured  and  painted. 

A  new  exit  has  been  made  on  the  south  side  of  the  prison  from 
the  corridor  to  exercise  yard. 

The  water  culvert  on  Flax  Moor  has  been  extended  about  12  ft. 
so  as  to  do  away  with  the  hole  that  was  at  one  time  used  as  a 
drinking  place  for  Cattle. 

All  the  joints  in  the  front  gateway   have   been  pointed  in 


All  the  exterior  work  of  the  prison  has  been  painted. 

A  new  flush  cistern  and  fall  pipe  has  been  fixed  to  the  female 
officers*  W.C. 

The  turret  clock  has  been  cleaned  and  the  dial  numerals 
refaced. 

The  water  supply  to  the  prison  kitchen  has  been  connected 
with  the  service  tank  in  the  tower. 

New  water  supply  pipes  have  been  laid  to  die  prison  garden. 

The  arrangements  in  ease  of  fire  have  been  tested  monthly,  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  working  order.  The  supply  of  water 
1b  adequate.  The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been 
sufficient. 

The  contractors'  snpplies  were  good  and  np  to  sample,  also 
punctually  delivered. 

The  dietaries  have  been  good  and  wholesome. 

The  garden  has  been  well  cultivated,  with  result  that   the 

E reduce  has  been  exceptionally  good,  the  crops  of  vegetables 
eing  nearly  enough  for  the  prison  use. 

The  flowers  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  prison  have 
materially  improved  the  appearance  of  the  grounds. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  worked  well  and  has  been 
carried  out  in  conformity  with  the  rules. 

The  juveniles  have  been  well  looked  after,  and  the  rales  dealing 
with  them  have  been  strictly  carried  out. 

Star  class  prisoners  have  been  separated  and  kept  apart  from  all 
other  prisoners. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with,  except  in  snch  cases  as  have  been  specially 
reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

lie  port. 


For  a  prison  population  the  class  of  men  is  very  good ;  of 
females  poor.  The  conduct  of  all,  so  far  as  it  falls  under  my 
observation,  is  excellent. 

The  services  are  bright  and  choral ;  the  responses  hearty,  and 
the  singing  good.  Two  and  often  three  sermons  a  week  are 
preached.  Occasionally  I  exchange  duties  with  neighbouring 
clergy.  All  prisoners  nave  been  visited  frequently  and  regularly. 
Holy  commanion  has  been  celebrated  eight  times  with  an  average 
attendance  of  three. 

Amongst  the  clergy  who  have  kindly  preached  in  our  chapel 
during  the  past  year  are  : — 

Rev.  Canon  Hoskyns,  Canon  Missioner ;  Rev.  Canon  Donaldson, 
Truro;  Rev.  H.  K.  Southwell,  Vicar  of  Bodmin;  Rev.  E.  S. 
Shuttleworth,  Vicar  of  St.  Stephens  ;  all  members  of  the  Diocesan 
Mission  Staff ;  also  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jones,  Curate  of  Bodmin ; 
Rev.  F.  W.  Paul,  Rector  of  Laniost ;  Rev.  W.  S.  Cruddws,  Rector 
of  Withiel. 

The  first  four  of  these  preached  in  Advent,  whilst  the  Rev. 
E.  S.  Shuttleworth  practically  conducted  a  mission,  inasmuch  88 
he  gave  four  Advent  lectures  and  visited  all  who  desired  to  see 
him. 

As  honorary  secretary  of  the  Cornwall  Discharged  Prisoners* 
Aid  Society  I  have  satisfaction  in  pointing  to  the  increase  of 
income,  and  to  the  good  work  done  by  it.  During  the  year  1899 
159  were  helped,  apart  from  those  who  received  gratuity  only. 
Of  these,  61  were  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  known  to  be 
doing  well.     Full  particulars  are  contained  in  the  annual  report. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  done  by  the  lady 
visitors. 

The  superintendent  of  Dr.  Barnardo's  Home  at  Plymouth  has 
provided  for  one  of  our  first  offenders ;  and  the  Church  Army 
Labour  Home  is  of  service.  We  have  arranged  for  the  reception 
of  all  likely  cases  on  payment  of  a  small  capitation  fee. 

The  Governor  and  all  the  staff  have  given  me  every  possible 
assistance  in  my  work.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained.  No 
matter  of  general  interest  has  arisen  with  regard  to  the  operation 
of  the  Prisons  Act,  1JS98.  No  persons  have  been  sentenced  during 
the  year  in  the  1st  division,  and  only  very  few  in  the  second. 
Prisoners  entitled  to  remission  of  sentence  have  a  great  incentive 
to  good  conduct  and  industry.  No  case  of  corporal  punishment 
has  occurred  during  the  year. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  -when- practicable. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good.  The 
prisoners  have  been  generally  well  conducted,  and  there  hare  been 
no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape.  The  labour  of  the  prisoners  con- 
sisted of  pumping  water,  mail-bag  malting,  wood  chopping,  oakum 
picking,  gardening,  and  the  ordinary  domestic  service  of  the 
prison.  When  there  are  no  females  in  custody  the  washing  is 
done  by  the  male  prisoners. 

The  buildings,  fences,  Ac,  are  in  good  and  safe  condition.  The 
sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  have  been  improved,  and  the 
chapel  has  been  heated  by  the  fixing  of  a  Gurney  stove. 

The  fire  apparatus  is  sufficient  and  in  proper  working  order, 
and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  stock  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac.  in  store  and  in  use  has  been 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

With  the  exception  reported  to  the  Commissioners,  the  con- 
tractors' supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  <£££!$& 


The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  regularly  performed, 
and  sermons  have  been  preached  at  the  usual  stated  times.  The 
prisoners  join  heartily  in  the  responses,  and  they  have  shown  an 
intelligent  interest  in  the  prayers  and  sermons. 

I  pay  particular  attention  to  juveniles  ;  they  continue  to  make 
a  distinct  improvement  in  arithmetic.  I  also  teach  juveniles,  who 
are  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Church  Catechism 
and  the  Book  of  Genesis,  to  those  who  are  sentenced  to  two 
months  and  upwards.  It  is  impossible  to  gain  much  influence 
over  a  boy  whose  sentence  is  only  a  month.  One  juvenile  was 
sent  to  sea  at  a  cost  to  our  Society  of  £1  16s.  lid.  Through  the 
kindness  of  the  late  Mayor  of  Cardiff  (Sir  Thomas  Morel),  a  berth 
was  found  for  him  at  a  wage  of  13s.  per  week,  a  good  result  for  a 
small  expenditure. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  when 
sick  and  under  punishment,  and  all  prisoners  are  visited  every 
Monday  morning.    In  most  cases  I  have  met  with  every  courtesy 

Capt.  March,  of  the  Church  Army,  conducted  a  four  days 
Mission  from  Nov.  23rd  to  26th.  His  addresses  from  day  to  day 
were  listened  to  with  great  attention. 

Seven  prisoners,  males  and  females,  have  during  the  year  signed 
the  pledge  of  total  abstention  from  alcoholic  drink.  The 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  its  good 
work.  The  library  is  well  supplied  with  a  selection  of  most 
modern  books,  which  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  thankfulness  to  the  Governor, 
and  all  the  prison  officers  for  their  courtesy  and  hearty  co-operation.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  we  only  admitted  four  cases  into  the  infirmary. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic,  and  no  prisoner  has  attempted 
suicide  in  the  prison.     There  has  been  no  death. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  upon  admission  and 
previous  to  discharge,  and  at  the  times  specified  in  the  Standing 
Orders. 

The  Star  Glass  prisoners  and  boys  under  16  years  of  age  are 
separated,  and  kept  apart  from  other  prisoners. 

The  sanitary  improvements  have  been  completed,  and  are 
thoroughly  satisfactory. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  is  good,  and  great  improvement  has 
been  effected  in  the  chapel  since  the  new  stove  was  placed  there. 

All  prisoners  are  classified  for  labour  according  to  the  state  of 
their  health.

EXTRAGTSJFROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  provision  of  the  PtIboiib  Act,  as  regards  the  division  of 
offenders  into  three  divisions,  has  been  complied  with. 

The  provision  allowing  prisoners  to  earn  marks  towards 
remission  of  sentence  has  been  carried  oat ;  and  that  they  can 
earn  remission  of  sentence  by  industry  and  good  behaviour  is 
understood  by  the  prisoners. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  a  fine  has  been  acted  on, 
and  their  being  allowed  to  pay  part  of  a  fine  is  explained  to  the 
prisoners  on  admission. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  awarded  to  a 
prisoner  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

As  regards  the  new  rules,  the  extension  of  association  labonr 
has  not,  I  think,  affected  the  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison 
detrimentally. 

The  prisoners  are  acquainted  with  the  rules  relative  to  conver- 
sation at  exercise,  but  few  have  applied  for  permission,  and  I  do 
not  think  they  particularly  care  about  the  privilege. 

The  classification  of  prisoners  has  been  carried  out,  the  Star 
class  being  kept  separate,  at  work,  exercise,  and  location  in  the 
building,  from  the  ordinary  class  of  prisoners.  The  debtors  have 
been  employed  in  useful  industrial  work.  The  rules  relating  to 
the  progressive  stage  system  are  complied  with. 

The  privilege  of  extra  letters  and  visits  given  by  shortening  the 
periods  is  taken  advantage  of  by  those  prisoners  entitled  to  it. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good, 
The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  have  been 
no  escapes  and  no  attempts  at  escape.  The  industries  of  the  prison 
affording  labour  to  the  prisoners  have  been,  oakum -picking,  mail 
bag,  coal  sack,  hammock  making,  seamen's  bag  making,  tailoring, 
tow  picking,  wood  chopping,  baking,  gardening,  washing,  knitting, 
needlework,  and  cooking ;  also  on  work  connected  with  the 
buildings. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings,  4c,  is  satisfactory. 
The  appliances  for  nse  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
order  ;  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient. 
The  contractor's  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered 
with  the  exceptions  reported.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  year  ended  March  31st  the  religious  and  moral  con- 
dition of  the  prisoners  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect.  There  has  been  distinct  progress  in  education.  Many 
prisoners  have  advanced  from  one  standard  to  another.  The 
daily  and  ■  Sunday  services  have  been  dnly  performed.  On 
Christmas  Day  and  on  Good  Friday  the  services  have  been  as  on 
Sundays.  Another  interesting  and  earnest  mission  has  been  held 
by  one  of  the  captains  of  the  Church  Army  for  eight  days. 
I  have  no  doubt  the  results  were  good. 

Prisoners  have  been  visited  by  me  regularly  on  reception 
and  discharge  and  at  intervals.  Those  sick  and  under  punish- 
ment have  also  been  visited  regularly.  The  conduct  daring  Divine 
Service  has  been  good.  Many  of  the  prisoners  have  taken  part  in 
services  heartily  and  listened  attentively.  They  have  been 
respectful  when  visited. 

All  the  officers  have  willingly  assisted  me  in  the  performance 
of  my  duties. 

The  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been 
carried  on  satisfactorily  and  with  much  benefit.  I  value  highly 
the  services  of  the  lady  visitors,  and  believe  their  influence  to  be 
decidedly  beneficial. 

The  Prison  Gate  Mission  has  done  much  good  in  encouraging 
those  who  have  left  prison  to  lead  sober  and  better  lives.

Kepon. 


During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1900,  the  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  generally  good.  No  epidemic  has  occurred,  and 
there  has  been  no  genuine  attempt  at  suicide,  and  only  one  feigned 
attempt.  All  prisoners  have  been  examined  before  being  passed 
as  fit  for  hard  labour.  The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been 
sufficient  and  of  good  quality  ;  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good, 
and  the  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  The 
heating  of  the  prison  has  been  efficient  and  a  uniform  temperature 
maintained. 

Latterly,  during  the  past  six  months,  there  have  been  several 
cases  of  whitlow,  some  of  a  severe  nature,  originating  from 
needle  pricks.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  prison  is  in  good  order,  and  the  discipline  has  been  well 
maintained.  Fall  effect  has  been  given  to  all  the  provisions  of 
the  Prison  Act  of  189$.  No  prisoners  have  been  received  com- 
mitted to  the  First  Division,  and  only  34  in  the  Second  Division. 
Sixteen  prisoners  were  eligible  to  earn  remission  of  sentence,  and 
all  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  which  is  a  great  incentive 
to  industry  and  good  condnct,  as  in  no  case  have  marks  been 
forfeited.  Twelve  prisoners  have  obtained  release  by  paying  a 
portion  of  their  fines,  and  no  cases  of  the  abuse  of  this  excellent 
rule  have  come  to  my  knowledge. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
last  three  years,  therefore  I  cannot  give  an  opinion  from  experience 
of  the  new  procedure. 

No  suicides  or  attempts  have  occurred,  and  this  is  no  doubt 
attributable  in  a  great  measure  to  associated  labour  being  carried 
ont  to  a  greater  extent  than  formerly. 

If  prisoners  with  sentences  of,  say,  three  months  and  upwards, 
were  permitted  to  have  a  photograph  of  their  wife,  husband,  child, 
parents,  brother,  or  sister,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  their  rela- 
tives care  to  send  them,  I  am  of  opinion  it  would  have  a 
humanising  influence  on  their  nature,  as  prisoners  have  frequently 
expressed  in  their  letters  a  longing  for  some  such  memento  of 
loved  ones  at  home,  and  I  think  the  granting  of  such  a  privilege 
would  have  beneficial  effects. 

If  male  visitors  were  permitted  in  the  male  prison  under 
somewhat  similar  regulations  as  obtain  with  lady  visitors  in  the 
female  prison,  I  think  they  would  exert  a  great  influence  for  good, 
and  augment  the  excellent  work  already  done  by  the  Chaplain 
towards  the  reformation  of  prisoners. 

The  condnct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  on  the  whole  has  been  satis- 
factory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows  : — 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage — Pumping  water  for  the  service 
of  the  prison,  and  wood  chopping. 
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Other  hard  labour  consisted  of  Back  making,  mail  bag  making,    , 
bricklaying,  carpentering,  labouring,  painting,  glazing,  smithing, 
baking,  cooking,   cleaning,    gardening,  washing,   stoking,   shoe- 
making,  and  tailoring. 

The  prison  buildings,  fences,  Ac,  are  ail  in  geed  repair.  The 
fire  extinguishing  appliances  are  in  proper  working  order.  The 
supply  of  water  has  been  found  sufficient  for  all  requirements, 
and  the  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  in  store  has  been 
adequate  to  the  demand. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  of  good  qaaWty -und 
delivered  in  accordance  with  orders. 

The  system  of  the  Progressive  Stag*;  has  been  strictly  carried 
out,  and  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison 
have  been  rigidly  adhered  to,  except  in  such  instances  where  they 
have  been  deviated  from  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  prison  has  been  regularly  visited  each  week  by  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee.  I  desire  to  place  on 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  lady 
visitors  and  the  hon.  secretary  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society,  who  have  made  it  their  special  business  that  no  deserving 
prisoner,  desiring  aid,  has  been  discharged  from  prison  without 
receiving  assistance.

The  services  have  been  regularly  carried  on  in  the  Chapel. 
Sermons  have  been  preached  twice  on  each  Sunday,  and  from 
time  to  time  on  week-days  also. 

A  coarse  of  simple  addresses  on  "  Stories  from  English  Church 
History  "  has  been  given.  Due  notice  has  been  given  from  time 
to  time  of  the  celebration  of  Holy  Communion.  At  our  celebration 
last  Easter  several  prisoners  made  their  Communion,  one  of  them 
for  the  first  time.  Addresses  have  been  given  to  the  prisoners  by 
several  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  in  Cambridge.  One  always  hopes 
that  old  and  oft  repeated  truths  may  be  driven  home  more 
effectually  when  taught  by  a  strange  voice. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  marked  on 
every  occasion  by  great  reverence  and  attention. 

The  prisoners  have  bean  visited  on  admission  and  discharge,  and 
from  time  to  time  in  their  cells. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  juvenile  offenders. 

The  prisoners  under  School  instruction  have,  as  a  rule,  made 
good  progress,  and  in  several  cases  excellent  progress  has  been 
made. 

The  work  done  by  our  Branch  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  has  been  excellent  in  every  way.  Many  prisoners  have 
been  enabled,  on  their  discharge  from  custody,  to  make  a  fresh 
start  in  life  through  the  kindly  help  given  by  this  Society. 

Our  two  Lady  Visitors  are  deserving  of  the  highest  praise  for  the 
time  and  attention  they  devote  to  the  female  prisoners. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  bear  witness  to  the  constant  and 
valuable  help  given  to  me  by  the  Governor  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties,  and  to  the  kind  sympathy  shown  to  me  by  all  the  subordi- 
nate officers  of  the  prison.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  during  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1900. 

No  epidemic  has  occurred  in  the  prison.  There  has  been  no 
suicide  or  death  from  any  cause. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being 
classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  and  clothing  have  been  sufficient  and  of 
good  quality. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  are  good. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Discipline  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  effect  of  the  triple  division  of  offenders  lias  not  been 
observable  owing  to.  the  small  number  of  prisoners  committed  to 
this  class  of  imprisonment. 

The  numbers  were  as  follows  : — 

I.  Division         2  males. 

It        „  8     „         8  females. 

III.         „  91      „        28 

By  far  the  larger  majority  of  these  were  received  during  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year  when  the  Act  was  new. 

The  power  of  prisoners  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  been 
eagerly  exerted,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  strongest 
incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry.  With  only  three  excep- 
tions no  prisoner  whose  sentence  entitled  him  to  the  means  of 
obtaining  remission  incurred  any  deduction  on  account  of  mis- 
conduct. 

The  opportunity  now  given  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has 
not  generally  been  taken  ;  out  of  418  prisoners  received  into 
custody  in  default  of  payment  of  fine,  only  18  went  out  on  part 
payment.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  apparent,  every  prisoner  has 
the  matter  clearly  explained  to  him  on  his  reception.  Their  usual 
statement  to  me  has  been  that  they  could  have  obtained  a  portion 
of  the  fine  imposed  if  not  the  whole  sum  had  they  been  allowed 
opportunity  to  procure  it.  From  what  I  have  observed  the  police, 
particularly  the  police  of  the  various  boroughs  of  this  district, 
seldom  allow  any  latitude  when  a  fine  is  not  immediately  forth- 
coming. The  reason  for  this  can  perhaps  be  understood  in  the 
cases  of  defendants  who  are  not  known  and  are  strangers,  but 
I  have  in  my  mind  more  particularly  cases  of  men  who  lived  and 
worked  in  the  district  for  years. 

There  have  been  no  cases  incurring  the  infliction  of  corporal 
punishment,  so  that  no  comment  can  be  made  on  the  effect  of  the 
new  procedure. 

Complete  associated  labour  has  not  yet  been  practicable  on 
account  of  the  depletion  of  the  regular  staff  of  officers  through 
various  causes,  mainly  the  calling  up  of  the  Reserve  Forces.  The 
matter  has  already  been  reported  to  you. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  carried  on  under  the  rule, 
[t  has  not  seemed  to  be  a  privilege  much  sought  after,  as  there 
nave  been  numbers  of  applications  by  prisoners  to  be  excused. 
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I  have  endeavoured  to  ascertain  the  reasons.  The  majority  said  Kitrmw, 
they  had  nothing  to  talk  about,  others  that  they  wished  to  avoid  Bepon. 
all  possible  source  of  trouble,  the  trouble  being  false  accusations  — 

or  differences  of  opinion  amongst  themselves.  Bat  I  think  it  is 
that  the  lanrer  class  of  prisoners  at  this  prison  sentenced  to  long 
sentences,  who  are  naval  and  military  offenders,  are  not  habitual 
criminals,  and  they  seem  to  have  little  desire  to  talk  with  each 
other  or  to  become  further  acquainted. 

The  number  of  men  reported  for  talking  at  improper  times 
throughout  the  year  is  remarkably  small,  and  has,  I  think,  with- 
out exception,  been  confined  to  short-sentenced  men. 

The  extra  letters  and  visits  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  only  a 
few  prisoners,  such  as  those  -who  are  better  educated  and  have 
some  home  or  family  ties.  In  reading  letters  1  have  been  impressed 
with  the  worthlessness  of  style  of  the  large  majority,  they  seem  to 
contain  so  little  substance ;  little  impression  appears  to  have  been 
made  on  them  by  the  sentence  they  are  serving,  and  no  effect 
indicated  by  the  treatment  they  have  received,  nor  is  there  any 
expression  of  thought  for  the  future. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Only  one  prisoner 
has  been  brought  before  the  Visiting  Committee  for  punishment 

The  labour  ou  which  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows : — 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  confined  to  treadwheel 
pumping  water  for  the  service  of  the  prison,  and  oakum- 
picking. 
Other  hard  labour  has  comprised  oakum- pi  eking,  glove,  mail- 
bag,  hammock,  and  coalsack  making,  pea  -sorting,  and  garden- 
ing. The  garden  has  supplied  all  the  vegetables  and  more 
than  half  the  potatoes  required. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order.  A  qnantity  of 
pointing  requires  to  be  done ;  this  is  being  reported.  A  new 
heating  apparatus  has  been  placed  in  the  male  prison,  and  the 
result  has  been  very  satisfactory,  a  good  even  temperature  being 
maintained  in  the  coldest  weather  last  year. 

For  the  extinction  of  fire  there  are  fire  hydrants ;  the  hoses,  &c. 
are  in  good  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate  and  of 
good  pressure. 

The  qnantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  eapplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  dietaries  have  been  very  good  during  the  year  ;  there  has 
seldom  been  a  complaint  by  prisoners. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  ont. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape  during  the 
year.

Morning  prayer  has  been  said  daily  and  an  address  usually 
given  each  Wednesday  and  Friday  and  on  saints'  days.  On 
every  Sunday  we  have  had  two  services  and  sermons.  The 
Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  each 
month  and  on  Easter  Day.  I  have  found  the  prisoners  almost 
invariably  reverent  and  closely  attentive  when  in  chapel. 

I  have  daily  visited  all  "  admissions,"  "  discharges,"  and 
"  applications."  Prisoners  ander  punishment  have  been  advised. 
All  sick  cases  and  juvenile  offenders  have  been  seen  regularly, 
and  I  have  endeavoured  to  have  an  interview  once  a  month  with 
all  prisoners  with  a  sentence  exceeding  that  period  of  time. 

Systematic  teaching  and  examining  of  those  eligible  for  the 
newly-appointed  schoolmaster's  attention  is  now  being  under- 
taken. It  is  gratifying  and  also  encouraging  to  find  that  school 
instruction  is  rightly  regarded  as  a  privilege  by  those  I  enter  in 
the  Educational  Register  as  being  in  need  of  it. 

A  Church  Army  Mission  waB  held  from  18th  to  25th  March. 
The  missioner  sent  was  tactful  and  quietly  earnest  and  impres- 
sive. His  addresses  were  undoubtedly  much  appreciated  by  most 
of  those  who  listened  to  him.  I  received  numerous  applications 
for  a  private  interview  with  him.  The  mission  was  closed  by  an 
eloquent  sermon  from  the  Dean  of  Canterbury. 

The  recent  appointment  of  Mrs.  Scott-Huxley  as  lady  visitor  is 
a  happy  one.  She  is  enthusiastic  and  yet  practical.  Having 
been  for  some  years  hon.  superintendent  of  the  Canterbury  and 
East  Kent  Refuge  and  Rescue  Society,  her  assistance  in  one's 
work  amongst  the  female  prisioners  is  invaluable. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  our  Discharged  Prisoner's  Aid 
Society  does  not  receive  more  local  support.  A  large  percentage 
of  the  prisoners  sent  here  by  court  martial  cannot  be  described 
as  habitual  criminals — or  even  criminals  without  the  adjective — 
and  had  the  Aid  Society  Committee  only  more  money  to  handle, 
some  of  the  apparently  very  hopeful  cases  out  of  this  percentage 
might  be  more  thoroughly  and  effectively  assisted.

Daring  the  year  ended  31st  March  1900,  the  prison  has  been  free 
from  cases  of  epidemic,  excepting  one  case  of  measles,  which  was 
successf ally  isolated. 

There  has  been  one  suicide  by  a  male  prisoner,  which  was 
effected  by  suspending  himself  from  the  bars  of  his  cell  ventilator ; 
there  was  also  one  male  prisoner  who  attempted  suicide  by  pre- 
tending to  hang  himself,  this,  I  am  of  opinion,  was  a  feigned 
attempt. 

All  the  prisoners  received  have  been  carefully  examined,  and 
only  those  who  were  fit  passed  for  hard  labour ;  the  bedding, 
clothing,  dietary,  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison 
are  satisfactory. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  is  now  satisfactory,  having  been 
greatly  improved  by  the  new  boiler  substituted  for  the  old  one 
used  in  the  heating  apparatus  of  the  male  prison. 

The  new  arrangement  of  diets  has  been  a  great  success. 
Prisoners,  now-a-days,  rarely  lose  weight.

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well.  Debtors  having  to 
work  at  industrial  labour  is  good,  both  as  a  benefit  to  themselves, 
and  the  industries  of  the  prison.  More  daily  exercised,  much 
more  visiting  by  friends,  more  general  supervision  require  an 
increased  staff,  without  which  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  out 
adequately  the  intentions  of  the  Act. 

Power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  good,  as  it  acts  as  an 
incentive  to  good  conduct  on  the  one  hand,  and  as  a  deterrent  on 
the  other,  in  that  marks  can  be  forfeited  for  misconduct.  Part 
payment  of  fines  works  fairly  well,  but  is  not  largely  adopted,  as 
prisoners  prefer  to  have  the  money  to  spend  when  they  go  out, 
rather  than  let  it  go  towards  a  few  days  decrease  in  sentence. 

There  has  been  no  necessity,  so  far,  to  try  the  new  procedure 
for  infliction  of  corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  is  an  excellent  arrangement,  but  should  be,  as 
far  as  the  industries  go,  carried  out  in  workshops,  not  in  corridors 
and  basements  where  the  teaching,  lighting,  supervision  cannot 
be  as  good,  and  where  other  prisoners  are  constantly  passing  to 
and  fro.  Where  building  and  gardening  to  any  extent  are  carried 
out  as  here  the  difficulty  is  to  adequately  carry  out  such  work 
and  the  industrial  labour  with  the  stage  prisoners  at  my  disposal. 
I  would  suggest  that  a  judicious  selection  be  allowed  for  a  certain 
number  of  hours  per  diem,  when  required,  of  the  1st  stage 
prisoners,  say  thoBe  who  have  not  been  in  prison  before. 

Conversational  exercise  has  been  carried  out,  but  it  is  not  sought 
after,  as  the  old  hand  soon  finds  he  can't  select  his  pal  to  walk 
with,  and  the  better  class  prisoner  does  not  care  to  associate  with 
the  old  hand. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good.

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  gardening,  calico  weaving, 
repairing  sacks,  hammock  and  coal-sack  making  for  the  Admiralty, 
bags  for  the  Post  Office,  grinding  corn  at  tread-wheel,  for  use  here 
and  at  other  prisons,  assisting  in  building  operations,  wood  chop- 
ping for  troops  and  Government  offices,  oakum  picking,  pillow  slip 
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Jfcrtjjjjjj^    making  for  War  Department,  washing,  sewing,  knitting,  cleaning, 
Beport.      Ac.  for  the  ordinary  prison  service. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order. 

B  Wing  extension  has  been  built  np  to  the  B  4  floor  level,  and 
will  probably  be  finished  in  a  few  months. 

A  Bachan  ventilator  fixed  to  the  laundry  W.C.  and  Governor's 
house  W.O. 

Three  sets  of  iron  gates  have  been  fixed  to  improve  the  ventila- 
tion of  kitchen  in  male  prison. 

Two  special  cells  have  been  fitted  np,  one  for  male,  and  one  for 
female  prison. 

New  furnaces  with  boiler,  and  10  new  iron  drying  horses,  Ac. 
have  been  added  to  the  laundry. 

New  locks  to  exterior  doors  and  gates  in  female  prison. 

Large  repairs  to  burst  water  mains. 

Sanitary  alterations  to  Chief  Warder's  quarters,  new  ventilating 
pipe,  and  new  sink  in  kitchen. 

External  painting  of  inside  prison  buildings,  with  colouring  and 
painting  of  A  and  B  corridors  and  under  side  of  dome. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient,  in  proper  working  order,  and 
supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  found  sufficient  to  meet 
all  requirements. 

Contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  coal,  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rales  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
complied  with  to  the  beBt  of  my  knowledge,  except  in  such  cases 
as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to.  or  brought  under  the  notice  of, 
a  Commissioner.

Report 


The  Chaplain's  duties  on  Sundays  and  week-day  a  were  regularly 
performed  throughout  the  year. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  three  times.  The 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  is  generally  good  daring  the  performance 
of  Divine  Service. 

An  8  days'  Mission  wae  conducted  in  this  prison  by  a  Church 
Army  Missioner.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  conducting 
another  Mission  early  in  May. 

School  instruction  was  given  by  the  schoolmaster  and  sohool- 
mistresB  with,  in  some  cases,  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  very  useful 
work  in  helping  deserving  men  and  women  in  various  ways  on 
their  discharge  from  prison.  1  can  testify  from  personal  know- 
ledge that  many  of  the  discharged  prisoners  who  obtained 
assistance  are  now  leading  honest  lives.  I  visited  the  prisoners  on 
admission  and  discharge,  also  those  who  were  sentenced  to  long 
terms  of  imprisonment  as  often  as  practicable. 

The  sick  and  prisoners  under  punishment  were  visited  daily. 
I  paid  special  attention  to  juvenile  offenders  and  those  belonging 
to  the  Star  Class. 

During  the  year  21  boys  under  16  years  of  age  passed  through 
this  prison.    They  could  all  read  and  write. 

Most  of  them  fell  into  crime  through  parental  neglect  and  bad 
example. 

All  the  prison  officers  gave  me  every  assistance  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties.

The  conduct  of  the  officers  during  the  past  year  haa  been  very 
good,  and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  most  satisfactory  through- 
out, the  year.    There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  description  of  labour  at  which  prisoners  have  been  em- 
ployed comprised  stonebreaking,  chopping  and  bundling  firewood, 
making  mail-bags,  hammocks,  pillow  slips  for  the  War  Department, 
picking  oakum  and  cotton,  repairing  prison  clothing  and  shoes, 
baking,  cooking,  cleaning,  stoking  furnaces,  &c,  painting,  white- 
washing, enlarging  female  officers'  quarters,  new  water-closets  male 
side,  and  general  repairs  throughout  the  prison.  Female  prisoners 
have  been  employed  in  washing,  knitting,  and  needlework. 

The  progress  in  the  industrial  undertakings  increases  year  by 
year,  and  is  maintained  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner. 

With  regard  to  the  changes  effected  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898, 
there  is  little  doubt  that  the  power  given  to  earn  remission,  the 
working  in  association,  and  the  improved  dietary  scale  have  been 
in  part  the  cause  of  the  increased  output  and  for  the  very  marked 
improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  prisoner.  The  conversation 
at  exercise  has  not  been  appreciated  by  those  prisoners  who  were 
entitled  to  the  privilege,  many  preferring  to  take  their  exercise  in 
the  usual  way. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  affords  an  excellent  opportunity 
of  classifying  the  great  variety  of  admissions,  providing  the  Courts 
are  able  to  distinguish  rightly  those  who  should  be  kept  entirely 
separate  from  the  more  hardened  criminal. 

The  new  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  and  costs 
seems  to  be  taken  advantage  of. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  the  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
proper  working  order,  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements.

Report. 


Prayers  have  heen  said  daily  in  chapel,  with  sermons  on 
Sundays  and  occasionally  on  week-days.  On  ihe  Wednesdays  in 
Lent  Canon  Bell,  of  the  Cathedral  staff,  very  kindly  gave  a  series 
of  addreBsea  on  "  Some  Attributes  of  the  Almighty,"  which  were 
heard  with  evident  interest.  In  my  absence  on  leave  my  work 
has  been  efficiently  performed  by  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Bird.  Holy 
Communion  has  been  celebrated  three  times  during  the  year,  at 
Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas,  and  other  opportunities  have 
been  given. 

On  Christmas  Day  at  the  afternoon  service  a  lew  friends  sang 
carols  in  the  Chapel,  and  their  efforts  gave  so  much  pleasure  that 
I  hope  to  repeat  the  experiment  in  the  near  future. 

In  March  Capt.  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  conducted  an 
eight  days'  mission  in  the  prison.  He  gave  addresses  daily,  and 
saw  all  the  male  prisoners  at  least  once  privately.  I  was  much 
Struck  with  the  earnest  attention  given  him,  and  though  one  does 
not  look  for  showy  results  it  cannot  be  but  that  much  good  was 
done  in  a  quiet  way. 

All  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and  discharge, 
as  well  as  at  other  times,  and  the  sick  and  those  under  punishment 
have  received  proper  attention. 

The  schoolmaster  has  been  very  successful  in  his  work,  and 
nearly  all  who  have  been  under  his  tuition  have  shown  great 
improvement.     Juvenile  offenders  have  received  daily  instruction. 

The  Prisoners1  Aid  Society  has  been  able  to  help  many  on  their 
discharge,  and  is  doing  useful  work. 

I  have  received  very  great  assistance  from  the  Lady  Visitors  in 
dealing  with  the  women  ;  their  work  is  simply  invaluable. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Governor 
and  other  officers  for  their  ready  and  willing  support,  which  has 
been  a  great  help  to  me.

The  prison  still  continues  in  an  efficient  state  and  the  discipline 
to  be  well  maintained.  The  officers  are  firm  but  kind  -.  do  complaint 
of  any  description  has  been  nude  to  an  Inspector,  or  to  a  member 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  throughout  the  year.  The  daily 
average  number  of  prisoners  has  been  considerably  less  than  in 
previous  years. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  introduction  of  great  and 
important  changes  in  the  prison  system,  by  bringing  into  operation 
the  PriBons  Act  of  1898,  and  the  new  rules  emanating  therefrom. 

Although  the  Act  affords  to  magistrates  discretionary  power  to 
sentence  persons,  according  to  the  gravity  of  their  offence,  to 
detention  in  one  of  three  divisions,  each  varying  in  severity  of 
treatment,  it  would  appear  that,  up  to  the  present  time,  Courts  of 
Justice  have  not  to  any  appreciable  extent  availed  themselves  of 
the  power  conferred  upon  them  in  this  respect,  as  in  this  prison 
only  three  persons  have  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
second  division,  and  none  in  the  first. 

The  privilege  bestowed  upon  local  prisoners  whose  term  of 
imprisonment  exceeds  a  certain  limit  to  earn  a  remission  of  a 
portion  of  their  sentence  is  found  to  be  a  great  stimulus  to 
industry  and  good  conduct,  and  I  think  if  it  were  possible  to 
extend  the  privilege  to  those  with  shorter  sentences,  excellent 
results  would  follow. 

Few  persons  have,  as  yet,  availed  themselves  of  the  provision 
made  for  part  payment  of  fines,  notwithstanding  that  each  prisoner 
received  in  default  of  paying  a  fine  is  informed  that  he  may  thus 
reduce  his  term  of  imprisonment. 

No  case  of  corporal  punishment  has  occurred  dnriug  the  year. 

The  new  rule  requiring  debtors  to  work  has  been  duly  enforced. 
At  first,  this  came  as  a  surprise  to  those  who  had  previously  been 
under  detention  for  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  their  just  debts, 
but  the  knowledge  that  they  have  it  in  their  power  to  acquire  11 
small  sum  of  money  on  discharge  by  industry  is  a  great  incentive 
to  produce  good  work. 

There  has  not  been  a  sufficient  number  of  prisoners  in  custody 
available  to  work  in  association  at  any  particular  industry,  those 
eligible  being  required  to  fill  various  posts  in  the  prison,  such  as 
cook,  mokfr,  cleaiHTs,  gardeners,  &c. 
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Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  permitted  to  those  who  were    n^S" 
eligible  by  the  rales,  hot  it  is  found  that  prisoners  are  not  so  keen       Bepot 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  as  was  at  first  anticipated.         — 
This  1   gather  from   the   fact  that   some   men   have  absolutely 
declined  to  converse  with  a  fellow-prisoner,  stating  they  preferred 
to  exercise  in  silence. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

'The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  also  been  good.  There  have 
been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  labour  in  which  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows  : — Males — pumping  water  by  means  of  the  tread  wheel, 
mail  bag  making,  wood-chopping,  gardening,  repairing  prisoners' 
clothing  and  shoes,  baking,  cooking,  cleaning,  stoking  furnaces,  &c. 
Females — knitting,  washing  and  repairing  prison  clothing  and 
bedding. 

The  buildings,  fences,  Ac,  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
photographic  studio  in  course  of  erection  last  year  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  external  painting  of  the  prison  has  been  carried  out 
entirely  by  prison  labour.  The  stone  steps  leading  from  the 
basement  to  No.  3  landing  have  been  cut  and  lined  with  York 
stone.  Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements.  New  pedestal  w.c.'s  have  been  introduced,  and 
fixed  in  both  male  ana  female  prisons,  in  place  of  the  dry-earth 
closets  so  long  in  use.  Drains  have  been  relaid  where  necessary, 
the  old  iron  traps  removed,  and  replaced  by  others  of  glazed  stone- 
ware, and  the  rain-water  pipes  generally  disconnected  from 
the  drains. 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good  working 
order,  and  there  is  a  fair  supply  of  water. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c„  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements.  The  contractors'  supplies 
have  been  good  and  pnnctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out,  and 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  tasks  and  awarding  of  marks  in 
connection  therewith. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  heen 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner.

,Chapla!i?n 


The  Sunday  and  daily  services  have  been  regularly  conducted 
throughout  the  year,  and  sermons  have  been  delivered  as  required. 
The  services  seem  to  have  an  increasing  interest  for  them,  now 
that  the  prisoners  are  more  able  to  join  in  the  chanting.  During 
the  year  I  have  introduced  choral  services  on  Sundays  and  the 
Greater  Festivals ;  and  in  these  the  prisoners,  male  and  female, 
join  most  heartily  and  appreciatingly. 

The  work  of  the  schoolmaster  has  proved  highly  satisfactory. 

Prisoners  have  been  regularly  visited  when  ill,  or  when  under- 
going punishment,  also  upon  reception  and  discharge,  as  well  ag 
frequently  at  other  times. 

I  have  received  every  consideration,  assistance,  and  kind  co- 
operation from  the  Governor,  and  all  the  other  members  of  the 
prison  staff.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE   MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  general  health  of  tbe  prisoners  has  been  good ;  and  although 
there  were  several  cases  of  influenza  in  the  immediate  neighbour- 
hood of  the  prison  during  the  autumn  and  the  early  part  of  the 
winter,  no  case  occurred  in  the  prison. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  kind,  and  there  has  been  no 
case  of  suicide  or  attempted  suicide.  The  mental  condition  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

All  prisoners  are  weighed  on  admission — regularly  about  the 
last  day  of  every  month,  and  whenever  a  loss  of  weight  is 
suspected. 

In  some  of  my  previous  reports  I  have  drawn  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  decrease  in  the  weight  of  prisoners 
while  undergoing  No.  J  diet,  it  had  been  necessary  in  a  large 
number  of  cases  to  increase  the  diet.  I  have  now  to  report  that 
since  the  new  order  of  diet  has  come  into  force,  whereby  No.  1 
diet  ia  done  away  with,  and  every  prisoner  has  from  the  beginning 
of  his  imprisonment  a  more  liberal  diet,  I  have  not  had  occasion 
to  order  an  increase  in  diet  except  in  a  very  few  cases. 

I  visit  the  prison  twice  daily.  During  the  morning  visit  I  see 
_the  complaining  sick  and  prisoners  for  discbarge.  Daring  the 
evening  visit  I  pass  in  the  receptions,  and  see  any  fresh  case  of 
illness. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  good.  The  bedding  has 
been  sufficient.  During  the  winter  months  every  prisoner  has  an 
extra  blanket. 

The  food  has  been  of  good  quality.  The  water  has  been 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  of  good  quality.  The  prison  is  now 
connected  with  the  town  supply,  so  that  when,  owing  to  the  want 
of  prisoners,  the  pumping  is  not  proceeded  with  we  are  certain  of 
a  sufficient  supply  of  water. 

During  the  year  ending  March,  1899,  I  eeut  you  a  Special 
Report,  suggesting  certain  improvements  in  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ment of  the  prison.  The  work  was  recently  taken  in 'hand,  and 
great  progress  has  been  made  with  it.  Vast  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  sewage  disposal,  in  the  ventilation  of  the 
sewers,  the  disposal  of  rain-water,  Ac.  All  the  work  will  be  soon 
finished.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  <*s£?' 


The  state  of  the  prison  has  been  good  and  the  discipline  well 
maintained. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  I  believe  to  be  a  wise  and 
beneficent  classification  of  criminale.  There  have  been  no 
committals  to  the  "  first  division  "  and  only  three  males  and  two 
females  to  the  "second  division.1' 

The  power  to  earn  remission  I  consider  an  excellent  incentive 
to  industry  and  good  conduct,  and  I  venture  to  think  that  it  might 
be  advantageously  extended.  That  is  to  Bay,  all  prisoners  with 
sentences  of  six  months  and  over  might  earn  one-fourth  remission 
of  the  whole  sentence. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  proves  an  equitable 
one. 

Associated  labour  under  proper  supervision  is,  in  my  opinion, 
ameliorating  and  softening  in  its  influence,  in  contrast  with 
continuous  cellular  labour  for  lengthened  periods. 

Conversation  at  exercise  appears  to  me  a  very  questionable 
provision.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  grant  the  privilege  once 
in  this  prison.  In  the  case  of  habitual  criminals  it  is  most 
undesirable  to  permit  it.  In  the  other  class  the  superior  prisoner 
prefers  silence  to  conversation  with  his  inferior  in  status  and 
intelligence. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 
That  of  the  prisoners  has  also  been  very  good,  with  one  exception, 
that  of  an  ex-convict  awaiting  trial. 

There  were  no  escapee,  nor  any  attempts  except  the  ex-convict 
referred  to,  whose  purpose  in  breaking  out  could  only  have  been 
to  set  away  if  possible.     It  was  a  desperate  one  however. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  Btage  has  been  carried  out  by  stone- 
breaking  (at  a  very  fair  profit)  and  oaknm  picking.  Other  labour 
by  male  prisoners  consisted  of  making  baiters,  mail-bags,  firewood 
chopping,  and  picking  oakum.  In  the  latter  the  prisoners  so 
employed  were  unfit  for  industrial  work.  Female  prisoners  have 
been  employed  at  knitting,  needle  aiid  laundry  work. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory  as  a  whole.  A 
new  laundry  \t  in  course  (if  erection.  The  inside  boundary  wall 
has  been  almost  entirely  repointed,  and  a  "  special  "  cell  provided 
for  male  prisoners.

Extract* 


The  authorized  religious  services,  with  sermons,  have  been 
regularly  held  throughout  the  year  on  Sundays  and  week-days. 

The  demeanour  of  the  prisoners  during  Divine  Service  is 
excellent ;  due  in  a  great  measure,  no  doubt,  to  the  restrictions  of 
discipline ;  partly  also  to  the  interest  taken  by  them  in  the 
services,  which  are  unquestionably  appreciated. 

If  one  looks  for  convincing  tangible  results  from  these  efforts 
to  reclaim  men's  lives,  I  fear  there  is  not  much  in  the  way  of 
encouragement,  but  I  do  not  know  that,  all  things  considered, 
there  is  greater  cause  for  depression  than  is  the  case  in  connection 
with  Christian  efforts  and  work  under  other  conditions  and  cir- 
cumstances. 

There  is  amongst  prisoners  a  sad  amount  of  indifference,  and 
multitudes  go  away  unmoved,  but  this  is  not  peculiar  to  spiritual 
work  in  prison,  it  is  the  experience  of  every  Christian  minister  in 
a  greater  or  less  degree. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  invited  some  of  the  local  clergy  to 
address  the  prisoners. 

There  have  been  six  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with 
an  average  of  5 '5  communicants. 

The  sick  have  been  visited  daily  in  the  cells  and  in  the 
infirmary,  and  short  services  held  in  the  latter  place  when 
necessary,  which  is  not  often  the  case,  as  frequently  there  is  not 
more  than  one  prisoner  there. 

Long-time  prisoners  are  seen  in  their  cells  at  regular  intervals. 
I  try  at  all  times,  without  giving  aggressive  prominence  to  the 
character  of  one's  mission,  to  lead  men  to  think  and  talk  without 
restraint  of  spiritual  things.  This  can  he  done.  Prisoners,  after 
all,  though  stained  with  the  guilt  of  many  crimes,  are  human 
beings,  with  the  needs  and  feelings  of  ordinary  men,  and  if  treated 
as-snch,  will  respond  to  the  influence  of  kindness.  — - 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  repairs  and  structural 
alterations  which  are  now  being  proceeded  with  in  our  chapel 
will,  when  completed,  not  only  considerably  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  interior  of  the  building,  but  will  make  it  more 
worthy  of  the  sacred  purposes  for  which  it  is  used. 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  gone  on  smoothly  and  well.   Every 

prisoner  eligible  for  instruction  is  now  attended  to,  and  no  effort 

is  spared  to  get  men  to  pass  out  of  the  required  third  standard.

An  illiterate,  whose  age  may  be 
Beport.      from  35  to  40,  is  not  a  promising  subject. 

I  think  when  all  deductions  are  made  for  want  of  capacity,  age, 
Ac,  what  has  been  accomplished  amply  justifies  the  prominence 
given,  to  the  work. 

Our  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  which  is  on  a  sound 
financial  basis,  is  able  to  report  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  assisted  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  practical  and  experienced  men  devoted  to 
the  work  for  the  work's  sake,  are  prepared  at  all  times  to  deal 
generously  with  cases  considered  deserving  and  worthy  of 
relief.  Aided  by  the  Government  grant,  the  society  has  un- 
doubtedly before  it  a  career  of  much  usefulness. 

I  thankfully  acknowledge  the  many  acts  of  kindness  and 
sympathetic  help  shown  me  by  the  Governor  and  the  entire 
official  staff.

The  triple  division  ©f  offenders,  the  power  to  earn  remission  of 
sentence,  and  the  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  are 
beneficial  arrangements  for  prisoners. 

I  have  not  yet  had  any  prisoners  whom  I  considered  would 
benefit  by  being  allowed  to  converse  at  exercise. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  fair,  and  there 
have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  for  the  1st  stage  has  been  enforced  by  means  of  the 
treadwheel  which  grinds  wheat,  producing  a  supply  of  wholemeal 
for  this  and  several  other  prisons.  The  remainder  of  the  prisoners 
were  employed  at  mail-bag  making,  wood  chopping,  tailoring,  &c. 

The  buildings  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  temporary  wood  shed  which  will  shortly  cease  to 
be  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  good  order,  and  there  is 
a  plentiful  Bnpply  of  water. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  found  sufficient  to  meet 
requirements. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors'  have  been  good,  and  delivered 
with  punctuality. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  properly  complied  with.

The  services  on  Sundays  and  week-days  have  been  conducted 
with  regularity.  Two  sermons  have  been  preached  on  Sundays 
and  on  Christmas  Day,  and  addresses  have  been  given  on  certain 
week-days.    The  prisoners  are  very  attentive  and  well  behaved. 

The  hospital  has  been  visited  each  day  and  prayers  said  in  tbe 
wards,  with  occasional  addresses  and  readings. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
visits  made  to  such  as  are  under  long  sentences. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  young  and  to  those 
convicted  for  the  first  time,  with  good  results  in  many  cases, 
where  I  have  been  able  to  commend  them  to  some  clergyman  or 
other  friend  on  their  discharge.  In  all  cases  prisoners  have 
received  me  with  respect  and  listened  attentively  to  my  advice. 

The  school  instruction  has  been  regularly  carried  on. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  good 
work.  I  have  been  glad  to  have  been  myself  instrumental,  in 
several  instances,  in  procuring  work  for  men  and  women  on 
their  discharge.  I  have  also  frequently  had  communications  from 
prisoners,  after  they  have  left,  expressing  gratitude  for  what  may 
have  been  done  for  them  whilst  in  prison,  several  seem  to  be 
justifying  the  efforts  made  on  their  behalf  by  continuing  to  lead 
a  respectable  life. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Governor  and  all  the  officers  of  th  >  prison 
for  their  courtesy  and  ever  ready  assistance.

The  discipline  has  been  well  maintained. 

No  prisoners  have  been  comaiitted  to  this  prison  to  be  classed 
as  offenders  of  the  first  division,  and  only  one  male  and  one 
female  as  offenders  of  the  second  division. 

Tike  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  much  appreciated,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  is  a  great  inducement  to  industry  and  good  conduct. 

Very  few  tines  are  paid  here ;  only  two  prisoners  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  provision  for  part  payment. 

The  prisoners  appear  to  enjoy  associated  labour,  and  some  the 
conversation  at  exercise  ;  others  ref  on  the  latter  altogether. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  prisoners  have  behaved  well  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making, 
wood  chopping,  repairing  all  kinds  of  prison  clothing,  shoes, 
bedding,  and  utensils,  cleaning,  gardening,  oakum  picking,  and 
building  work  ;  also  washing  and  repairing  clothing  and  bedding 
and  pillow-slip  making  for  the  War  Department, 

Hard  labour  of  the  first  class  has  been  carried  oat  by  means  of 
the  Ireadwheel,  which  grinds  corn  for  this  and  other  prisons ;  also 
a  crank  which  pumps  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  vegetables  for  the  use  of  the  prison 
during  the  year  have  been  supplied  from  the  prison  garden. 

Tho  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

A.  hydro-extractor  has  been  fixed  in  the  laundry  and  new  doors 
and  gas  boxes  fixed  to  24  cells. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  in  any  part  of  the  prison 
are  adequate  and  in  good  working  order,  and  there  is  a  good  supply 
ot  water. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually 
delivered,  with  two  exceptions  which  have  been  reported.

Thirty-three  juvenile  offenders  have  been  received  daring  the 
year,  eight  of  whom  were  committed  direct  to  this  prison.  They 
have  been  employed  at  gardening,  sawing  wood,  and  mail-bag 
making,  and  generally  appear  happy  and  contented,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  the  majority  of  them  benefit  by  their  imprisonment. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  oat. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
wmplied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  snoh  oases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Com- 
missioner.

Services  have  been  held  in  the  chattel  twice  on  Sundays,  with 
sermons. 

In  the  summer  a  mission  was  held  by  (he  Church  Army.  The 
missioner  addressed  the  prisoners  each  day  and  twice  on  Sundays. 
His  addresses  were  listened  to  attentively,  and  seemed  to  make  an 
impression. 

I  have  visited  each  prisoner  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
have  spoken  to  them  all  once  a  week,  and  have  had  longer  inter- 
views with  them  from  time  to  time. 

Two  men  before  leaving  prison  have  taken  the  pledge.' 

The  number  of  juvenile  prisoners  has  not  been  large.  Most  of 
them  have  afterwards  returned  to  their  homes,  bnt  a  few  have 
been  helped  in  other  ways. 

I  have  superintended  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners,  meeting 
with  ready  assistance  from  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress.

The  Prisons  Act  of  1898  has  in  trod  u  mid  many  changes  in  prison 
administration,  to  some  of  which  I  will  briefly  refer. 

It  mast,  however,  be  remembered  that  in  a  small  prison  such  as 
this  a  very  limited  opportunity  in  vouchsafed  of  judging  of  the 
effect  of  some  of  the  variations. 

Triple  Division  OP  Offenders. — Xo  prisoner  under  Division 
I.  has  been  received  into  this  prison,  mid  but  six  under  Division 
II. 

Power  to  Earn  Remission*. — The  working  of  this  provision 
is  being  followed  with  interest,  and  whatever  else  may  result  an 
increased  and  improved  output  of  work  and  better  conduct  is 
already  assured. 

To  every  prisoner,  old  or  young,  star  class,  or  recidivist,  the 
aim  once  in  prison  is  to  get  oat  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  as  by 
this  means  the  detention  may  be  shortened  by  good  conduct  and 
industry,  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  attain  so  desired  a  result. 

Part  Payment  of  Fines. — This  privilege  might,  I  think,  be 
more  clearly  explained  to  prisoners  at  the  Police  Courts  than  is 
sometimes  the  case ;  it  would  frequently  save  the  prisoner  the 
cost  of  conveyance  to  prison  as  well  as  the  stigma  attached  to 
commitment,  and  the  State  the  expense  of  the  escort. 

Associated  Labour  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  with 
satisfactory  results.  It  affords  the  instructing  officer  a  better 
opportunity  of  imparting  instruction  and  superintending  the  work, 
and  the  privilege  of  labouring  in  association  is  appreciated. 

COKVERSATION  AT  EXERCISE.— A  further  privilege  has  been 
sanctioned  for  well  behaved  prisoners,  who  are  allowed,  after  six 
months  of  their  sentence  has  expired,  a  period  of  exercise  each 
waek  in  which  conversation  with  another  prisoner  is  permitted. 
It  is  too  early  to  judge  the  result  of  an  innovation  obviously 
fraught  with  many  doubts  and  difficulties. 

I  have  safeguarded,  as  far  as  possible,  a  palpable  objection,  by 
personally  selecting  the  companion  for  each  prisoner,  hoping  in 
this  way  to  minimise  any  moral  contagion  that  may  arise  from  a 
conversation  which  cannot  be  overheard  nor  controlled. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory  and  the 
number  of  reports  few,  none  being  of  a  serious  nature.

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape ;  neither 
deaths,  suicides,  nor  corporal  punishment. 

Hard  bodily  or  hard  manual  labour  has  been  enforced  in  wheat 
grinding  by  the  treadwheel.  When  the  number  of  men 
physically  fit  has  been  too  few  to  man  the  wheel,  recourse  has,  of 
necessity,  been  had  to  oakum ;  but  only  under  Buch  circumstances 
has  oakum  been  picked  by  any  prisoner  sufficiently  intelligent  to 
do  work  of  an  industrial  nature. 

Ordinary  labour  lias  been  carried  out  in  the  various  services  of 
the  prison,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  a  large  number  of  mail-bags 
for  the  General  Post  Office  and  hammocks  for  the  Army  Transport 
Service  in  connection  with  the  war  in  South  Africa.  In  addition, 
many  outer  and  under  garments  have  been  capably  made  up  on 
account  of  some  of  the  large  manufacturing  prisons. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  usefully  employed  in  laundry 
work,  prison  repairs  to  clothing,  and  cleaning. 

The  payments  to  debtors  for  their  labour,  less  a  small  sum  for 
maintenance,  is  a  new  rule  which  has  been  much  appreciated,  and 
the  regulation  requiring  them  to  work  is  a  salutary  reform. 

Building  Work. — No  building  work  of  any  magnitude  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year;  but  sundry  repairs  bare  been 
undertaken,  and  the  prison  buildings  and  officers'  quarters  are  in 
excellent  order. 

Much  garden  work  has  been  done  in  the  beautiful  grounds 
surrounding  the  prison,  the  necessary  expenditure  having  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  garden  area  inside  the  walls  is  being  increased  by  an 
attempt  to  grow  potatoes  in  the  exercise  yards,  and  a  success  is 
confidently  anticipated. 

A  splendid  crop  of  leeks,  carrots,  parsnips,  and  onions  was 
produced  last  season,  sufficient  not  only  for  our  own  requirements 
but  a  balance  was  available  for  transfer  to  a  neighbouring  prison. 

The  fire  appliances  appear  to  be  ample  and  are  in  good  order. 
The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  is  sufficient  10 
meet  all  reasonable  demands. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually 
delivered,  with  one  exception  which  was  duly  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  in  every 
particular. 

The  rules  as  to  the  "  star  class  "  have  been  carried  out.  Forty- 
one  prisoners  have  been  admitted  into  the  class,  and  three  of  the*e 
have  been  recommitted  to  this  prison. 

A  lady  visitor  has  recently  been  appointed  to  this  prison,  ami 
her  intercourse  with  the  female  prisoners  will  be  snre  to  have  a 
good  result. 

A  great  deal  of  additional  labour  and  responsibility  has  been 
thrown  upon  all  ranks  of  officers  by  the  in  trod  actio 
rules  arising  from  tin-  Prisons  Act  of  Iff" 
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undertaken  generally,  and  the  consolidation  of  returns  and 
reduction  of  much  unnecessary  work  by  the  Commissioners  has 
negatived  to  some  extent  the  increase  thereby  occasioned. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  prisons  have 
been  carried  out  in  their  entirety,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
and  belief,  except  In  such  cases  as  have  been  specially  reported  to, 
or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  industrial 
employment  of  the  prisoners,  which  has  been  chiefly  grinding 
wheat  for  the  supply  of  wholemeal  to  Durham  and  Newcastle 
Prisons,  stonebreaking  for  the  Durham  Urban  Authority,  ham- 
mock making  for  the  Admiralty,  mail-bag  and  box  making  for 
the  Post  Office  Department,  weaving  dowlas  and  sacking,  cement 
bag  making,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  and  token  string  making, 
ship-fender  making,  tin-ware  manufacturing,  and  oakum  picking. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  needlework, 
knitting,  and  laundry  work.

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory,  the  boiler  house 
has  been  re-arranged  and  new  boilers  fixed  iu  A  and  D  wards. 

The  hydrants  and  hose  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order 
and  the  Bupply  of  water  is  sufficient. 

The  quantity  of  bedding,  &c,  in  store  has  been  fonnd  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

There  appears  to  be  considerable  misunderstanding  and 
divergence  of  practice  in  regard  to  the  recently  introduced 
classification  of  prisoners  into  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  divisions. 
Numerous  cases  have  occurred  of  habitual  offenders  being 
Bdhlenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  2nd  division,  and  one  man,  an 
illiterate  labourer,  of,  to  say  the  least,  a  very  indifferent  character, 
who  had  previously  been  twice  here  as  an  ordinary  prisoner, 
actually  appeared  under  a  sentence  of  14  days  in  the  1st  division 
for  assault ;  and  he  has  since  returned  under  a  sentence  of  hard 
labour  for  drunkenness.  I  presume  it  is  intended  that  this 
division  represents  the  former  "  1st  class  misdemeananis,"and  that 
the  2nd  division  should  consist  of  those  who  are  not  habitual 
criminals,  in  fact,  such  as  would  be  considered  eligible  for  the 
star  class.  Men  and  women  who  have  been  well  known  as 
ordinary  prisoners  unexpectedly  appear  in  the  garb  of  the  2nd 
division  so  often  that  I  have  been  compelled,  so  to  speak,  "  in 
self-defence,"  to  sub-divide  them  into  star  and  ordinary,  resulting

in  the  anomalous  appearance  of  prisoner*  in  the  already  select 
costume  of  the  2nd  division  with  the  additional  distinction  of  red 
stare,  in  order  to  avoid  their  mixing  with  notoriously  habitual 
criminals  in  the  same  division.  I  endeavour  by  this  means  to  at 
any  rate  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  rales.  I  need  hardly  say  that 
this  results  in  inconvenience  in  carrying  out  the  orders  as  to 
location,  Ac.  Had  these  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  as 
before  these. divisions  were  instituted,  either  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  it  would  have  been  in  my  power  to  place  them,  if 
found  suitable,  in  the  star  class — and  placed  them  at  work 
accordingly — but,  being  in  the  2nd  division,  they  cannot  be 
associated  with  the  ordinary  prisoners  as  now  represented  by  the 
3rd  division. 

I  may  mention  the  following  cases  picked  out  of  very  many  i — 
One  man  appeared  in  the  2nd  division  after  having  been  six  times 
previously  in  prison  as  an  ordinary  prisoner,  and  nine  times  in 
addition  charged  before  magistrates.  Another  having  been  three 
times  tried  by  Court  Martial  and  discharged  the  army  as  incor- 
rigible, appears  in  the  2nd  division  upon  conviction  of  wilfnl 
damage.  Another  after  having  been  three  times  previously  in 
prison,  in  addition  to  seven  appearances  before  magistrates  for 
assaults,  loitering,  gambling,  &c.  All  these  men  are  labourers — 
illiterate,  and  clearly  habitual  law  breakers  and  disreputable 
characters. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  chapel  services  have  been  duly  performed  daily,  with 
sormous  at  each  service  on  Sundays,  morning  and  afternoon,  and 
one  address  or  more  during  the  week.  The  services  are  mnch 
appreciated,  the  attention  being  remarkable.  I  am  indebted  to 
the  cathedral,  university,  and  parochial  clergy  for  ao  kindly 
preaching  here  at  special  seasons  and  on  special  occasions.  One 
mission  held  last  autumn,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  W.  Bryan 
Brown,  produced  many  permanent  results,  besides  arousing  a 
spirit  of  reflection  and  inquiry  in  a  large  number  of  prisoners. 

Every  prisoner  is  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  long- 
term  prisoners  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals,  while  the  sick  and 
those  under  punishment  are  visited  daily.  The  cell  to  cell  visita- 
tion is  a  great  source  of  delight  and  interest  to  me,  as  my  visits 
are  always  welcome. 

The  education  of  prisoners  requiring  instruction  has  been 
carried  out  as  laid  down  by  the  Commissioners,  with  good  resulta; 
and  the  new  scheme,  giving  to  every  prisoner  eligible  four  hours 
instruction  weekly,  works  admirably,  and  will  soon  show  an 
appreciable  result  in  reducing  the  number  of  those  requiring 
instruction.  Prisoners  who  have  passed  out  of  school  are  en- 
couraged to  continue  their  studies  subsequently  ;  and  those  who 
are  fairly  educated  are  furnished  with  high-class  educational  books 
for  self-culture. 

The  Book  of  Moral  Instruction  has  in  many  cases  led  prisoners 
to  reflection,  conducive  to  entire  reformation.  Copies  are  still 
asked  for  and  are  given  privately  on  discbarge. 

Temperance  work  is  fairly  successful.  About  5  per  cent,  of 
those  discharged  signed  the  pledge  ;  many  keep  it  for  months, 
and  some,  so  far,  have  kept  it  permanently. 

The  work  done  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is 
most  satisfactory,  and  permanently  good  results  are  many.  We 
have  some  400  or  500  cases  doing  well  in  different  parts  of  the 
world,  who  correspond  with  us  at  intervals.  We  sent  out  some 
five  dozen  Christmas  cards  to  those  whose  addresses  were  known, 
and  in  many  cases  deep  acknowledgments  of  gratitude  were 
received  in  reply.  Over  1,000  cases  came  under  the  operation  of 
the  society  during  the  pai-l  year.  The  success  of  our  society  is 
greatly  owing  to  the  efficiency  and  earnestness  of  our  agent,  who 
is  thoroughly  adapted  to  his  work,  being  shrewd  and  discreet,  but 
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at  the  earns  time  he  is  large-hearted  and  sympathetic  ;  and  having 
been  a  working-man  himself,  and  possessing  great  local  know- 
ledge, he  is  able  to  assist  those  given  into  his  care  in  a  way  which 
would  be  impossible  to  anyone  else.  Another  secret  of  onr 
success  is  the  hearty  interest  taken  in  the  work  by  ladies  and 
gentlemen  all  over  the  county,  and  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the 
police  and  clergy  all  over  the  diocese. 

My  intimate  knowledge  of  the  people  here,  and  their  dialect, 
lends  a  special  interest  to  the  work ;  and  the  many  expressions 
of  gratitude  and  affection  are  very  cheering  ;  and  I  feel  that  both 
my  pulpit  exhortations  and  private  appeals  carry  weight.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

OOoef* 


Daring  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  prisoners  has  generally 
been  good.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  There  has  been  no 
flotcide,  and  only  one  attempt,  by  a  lad,  which  was  evidently 
feigned.  All  prisoners  are  stripped  and  examined  before  being 
passed  for  hard  labour.  The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been 
sufficient  and  of  good  quality.  The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is 
good,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  very  satisfactory,  and  all 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating,  the  prison  being  kept  at 
as  uniform  a  temperature  as  possible.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March  the  state  and  discipline  of 
the  prison  have  been  good,  and  no  matters  of  general  or  public 
interest  have  occurred  daring  the  year. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  is  an  excellent  one,  but  is 
hardly  as  yet  taken  advantage  of  or  understood  by  magistrates. 
There  have  been  few  second  division  prisoners  and  some  would 
have  been  better  in  the  star  class  of  third  division,  and  one  case 
occurred  of  an  "  idle  and  disorderly  person  "  being  placed  in  the 
first  division  "  because  it  was  his  first  offence."  He  was  here  for 
neglecting  his  children  and  had  sufficient  funds  to  provide  himself 
with  f  arnitnre,  food,  and  attendance  if  he  had  wished. 

The  privilege  of  earning  remission  for  local  prisoners  is,  I  believe, 
a  very  great  improvement  and  certainly  tends  to  industry  and 
good  condnct. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  seldom  been  taken 
advantage  of,  though  all  prisoners  are  informed  of  it  on  reception 

Conversation  is,  I  consider,  a  retrograde  step.  It  is  not  possible 
to  gauge  the  character  of  all  those  who  become  entitled  to  the 
privilege  or  to  make  any  really  satisfactory  selection  of  pairs,  and 
I  am  convinced  much  mischief  is  done. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  bas  been  very  good. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  have  been 
no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

First  stage  hard  labour  is  carried  out  by  wood  chopping.  After 
that  period  labour  consists  of  glove  making,  rug  making,  and 
making  coal-sacks,  mail-bags,  bolster  cases,  and  hammocks  for  the 
Admiralty,  War  Office,  and  Post  Office,  and  of  making  clothing 
for  the  Prison  Department.  Female  prisoners  are  occupied 
entirely  at  sewing  and  laundry  work. 

Prison  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order.  The  appliances 
in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  working  order,  and  the  supply  of 
water  is  adequate.  The  supplies  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  have 
been  found  sufficient,  and  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good 
and  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  com- 
plied with  in  every  instance.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


All  prisoners  entitled  to  school  instruction— whether  convicts 
or  local  prisoners — have  been  placed  in  school  and  received  the 
authorized  amount  of  attention  from  the  schoolmaster. 

Prisoners,  as  a  role,  take  an  interest  in  their  school  exercises, 
and  make  as  much  progress  as  can  be  expected  from  those  who  pay 
no  attention  to  such  matters  when  oat  of  prison.  Arithmetic— of 
which  most  prisoners  are  ignorant  on  reception — is  soon  acquired 
in  its  simpler  rules. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  were  regularly  performed 
throughout  the  year.  During  my  three  months'  sick  leave  the 
Rev.  F.  J.  Bleashy,  late  Curate  of  Bickleigh,  Devon,  acted  as  locvin 
tenens,  and  performed  the  duties  with  considerable  diligence. 

All  prisoners  were  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  daily 
visits  paid  to  those  in  sickness  and  under  punishment.  Cellular 
visits  were  made  at  frequent  intervals;  first  offenders,  juveniles, 
debtors,  and  other  special  cases  bting  visited  several  times  a 
week. 

'  Prisoners,  as  a  rule,  were  very  attentive  and  well-behaved  at 
the  chapel  services,  and  always  respectful  when  visited  in  their 
cells. 

The  Boiy  Communion  was  administered  7  times  during  the 
year  to  20  convicts,  and  41  male  and  7  female  local  prisoners. 

The  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continnes  to  perform  its  useful 
work ;  and  its  operations  have  been  a  boon  to  many  needy 
prisoners  on  their  discharge  from  prison.  Local  interest  in  the 
working  of  the  society  seems  like  increasing ;  and  this  is  due  to 
the  fact  of  having  a  large  representative  committee,  and  giving 
publicity  to  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  meeting. 

The  local  star  class  male  prisoners  form  a  very  hopeful  set  of 
men.  Their  location  together  in  one  division  affords  me  the 
opportunity  of  paying  them  frequent  visits.  They  are  grateful 
for  the  attention  shown  them.  And  one  can  see,  in  the  altered 
tone  of  mind  nnd  thought,  the  good  results  that  are  gradually 
ueing  effected.  Several  of  this  class,  during  the  year,  have 
returned  to  their  homes  as  reformed  characters. 

The  following  interesting  features  of  our  work  may  be 
ootid  : — 

(i.)  A  young  man  sentenced  for  burglary  was  on  discharge 
placed   in   a    labour  home.     After  a    few   months    he 
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obtained  a  situation  as  agent  to  a  man nfactu ring  firm. 
His  success  in  canvassing  for  orders  brought  him  in  a 
short  time  promotion,  and  he  is  now  superintendent 
of  agents  within  a  given  district. 

(ii.)  A  prisoner,  whose  mind  apparently  has  been  brought 
into  new  conditions,  resolved,  whilst  still  in  prison,  to 
make  restitution  for  the  wrongs  he  had  done,  and  return 
the  sum  of  £11  10*.  Od.  to  the  person  from  whom  he  had 
fraudulently  obtained  it.  The  Governor,  through  the 
police,  communicated  with  the  person  wronged,  and 
restored  to  her  the  money,  to  her  great  satisfaction  and 
the  relief  of  the  prisoner  concerned. 

This  is  an  evidence  of  the  salutary  effect  of  the 
discipline,  and  the  influence  of  the  moral  and  religious 
teaching. 

(iii.)  All  juvenile  and  youthful  offenders  are  placed  undar 
the  care  of  the  schoolmaster  for  instruction,  which  is 
calculated  to  accentuate  the  reforming  aspect  of  the 
discipline  applied  to  this  class.  Cellular  religious 
instruction  is  given  them  daily.  The  agent  of  the  Aid 
Society  escorts  them  on  discharge  to  their  homes,  and 
gives  the  parents  admonitions  concerning  them. 

The  officers  have  all  exhibited  a  readiness  to  assist  me  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties.

There  has  been  no  epidemic,  and  the  general  health  of  the 
prison  good.

-  With  refers  Bee  to  the  ehangoe  made  by  the  Prisons  Act,  l?We, 
offenders  of  the  second  division,  and  offenders  of  the  third 
division,  who  are  in  the  star  class,  being  prisoners  of  similar 
antecedents,  it  might  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  former  If  they, 
could  be  associated  for  the  purposes  of  labour,  exercise,  Ac,  with 
the  latter  class.  This  applies  all  the  more  forcibly  to  a  small 
prison  like  this  where  it  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  to  have 
only  one  prisoner  of  the  second  division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  been  found  to  be  a 
great  incentive  to  industry  and  good  conduct. 

Four  prisoners  have  been  released  on  part  payment  of  fines. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
year,  bo  that  1  am  unable  to  express  an  opinion,  from  experience, 
as  to  the  new  procedure. 

The  associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  by  the  employment 
of  the  prisoners  in  firewood  making,  mail-bag  making,  gardening, 
and  in  jobbing  and  cleaning  about  the  grounds  of  the  prison.  The 
prisoners'  conduct  while  so  employed  has  been  good,  and  they 
appear  to  value  the  privilege  and  to  derive  bonefit  from  the 
association. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  granted  in  certain  cases,  and 
no  ill  effects  appear  to  have  resulted  therefrom. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes,  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  labour  in  which  prisoners  have  been  employed  has  been  as 
follows : — 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage — treadwheel,  cranks,  and  wood- 
cutting. Other  hard  labour  has  consisted  of  gardening,  oakum 
picking,  mail-bags,  bundling  firewood,  fender  making. 

Females  have  been  employed  at  laundrywork,  knitting,  and 
needlework. 

The  buildings,  fences,  &c,  are  in  good  condition. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  and  the  supply  of  water 
are  adequate.

The  daily  and  Sunday  lerricee  have,  through  the  past  year, 
been  duly  performed  by  myself  and  my  assistant  curates. 

The  services  have  been  exceedingly  hearty,  and  are  greatly 
appreciated,  and  the  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  both  on  Sundays 
and  at  other  times,  and  in  their  cells,  has  been  almost  uniformly 
attentive  and  respectful.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been 
celebrated  three  times.  Three  female  children  have  been 
baptised. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Revs.  Canon  Scobell  and  C.  H.  Sharpe 
for  preaching  to  the  prisoners. 

The  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and  dis- 
charge, and  at  other  times,  and  those  sick  and  under  punishment 
have  also  received  due  attention. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  relieved,  during  1899, 
45S  men  and  64  women  with  money,  123  men  with  food,  and  i 
with  lodgings,  55  men  and  10  women  with  clothing,  7  men  and 
2  women  with  tools  and  stock,  IK  men  and  3  women  with 
railway  fare,  and  sent  3  women  to  homes.  The  society  has  this 
year  made  a  donation  to  the  Church  Army  Home,  which  is  always 
ready  to  receive  eligible  prisoners. 

The  education  of  prisoners  is  duly  carried  on,  with  results  as 
in  accompanying  table. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  the  Governor  and  other 
officers,  to  whom  I  desire  to  express  my  best  thanks.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


About  Christmas  there  was  a  severe  epidemic  of  influenza, 
which  was,  however,  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  staff.  It  was 
followed  by  extreme  weakness  and  depression,  and  I  feel  it  my 
dnty  to  note  the  extreme  willingness  and  zeal  shown  by  the 
officers  in  returning  to  their  work  and  continuing  their  duty  while 
struggling  against  this  weakness. 

One  female  attempted  suicide  and  was  shortly  after  transferred 
to  an  asylum.  It  is  a  disputed  point  as  to  whether  the 
attempted  suicide  and  subsequent  depression  was  feigned.  I 
am  strongly  of  opinion  that  she  was  suffering  from  mental  disease. 

As  hitherto,  all  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being 
passed  for  hard  labour.  The  dietary,  bedding,  ventilation,  and 
general  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  good.    The  health  of  the 

Erisoners  has  been  good ;  undoubtedly  the  new  dietary  has  been 
eneficial  to  their  health  and  welfare,  and  in  almost  every  case 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  weight  on  discharge.

The  new  rales  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the  Prisons 
Act,  1898,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May,  1899,  by  which  three 
divisions  of  criminal  offenders  are  now  received  into  prison. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  conducive  to  industry  and  good 
conduct. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  taken 
advantage  of  in  a  few  instances. 

No  corporal  punishment  for  prison  offences  has  been  necessary 
at  this  prison  during  the  past  year. 

In  my  opinion  a  larger  amount  of  work  is  obtained  by  associated 
labour  than  in  cells,  as  the  prisoners  are  undei  constant  supervision, 
and  work  at  a  more  uniform  pace. 

Conversation  of  prisoners  in  the  fourth  stage,  and  who  have 
served  six  months  of  their  sentence,  should,  I  think,  be  limited  to 
prisoners  in  the  "  star  class,"  who  look  upon  it  as  a  boon,  but  as 
regards  habitual  offenders  it  is  a  retrograde  movement,  as  after  the 
first  two  or  three  conversations  their  list  of  subjects  is  exhausted, 
and  they  go  back  npon  the  old  lines  as  to  how  they  committed 
certain  robberies,  Ac.  In  fact  I  had  an  instance  in  which  this 
actually  occurred,  so  under  these  circumstances  I  submit  that  con- 
versational exercise  can  be  of  no  good  but  harm  to  this  class  of 
prisoner. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  very  good. 

Tlie  conductof  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good,  only  seven 
prisoner*  were  punished  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  nor  attempts  to  escape. 

The  inale  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  hammock  making, 
mail  b  ir  making,  pea  sorting,  pumping  water  (for  the  service  of 
the  prison),  nick  making,  sack  mending,  and  repairing  prison 
clothing  and  shoes.  The  female  prisoners  at  knitting,  sewing, 
and  washing.

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  they  have  for  the  most  part  zealously  discharged  their  duties. 

The  conduct  of  the  male  prisoners  has  been  generally  good,  and 
the  female  prisoners  have,  with  but  few  exceptions,  been  well 
behaved. 

The  great  majority  of  the  male  prisoners  at  this  prison  are  on 
remand  or  awaiting  trial. 

Necessary  outdoor  work  and  cleaning  prison  vanB  is  done  by 
a  few  convicted  men  detained  here  for  that  purpose. 

The  convicted  female  prisoners  who  have  but  short  sentences  to 
undergo  are  employed  in  cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  repairing 
prison  clothing,  knitting,  needlework,  and  making  mail-bags  and 
stamping  pads  for  the  General  Post  Office. 

There  have  been  five  officers  called  up  to  the  Army  Reserve. 

The  washing  for  other  Government  departments  forms  a  very 
suitable  industry  for  the  short-time  prisoners. 

The  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  good. 

The  stage  system  and  the  regulations  regarding  juvenile  offenders 
and  star  class  prisoners  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  monthly  practice  with  the  fire  extinguishing  appliances  has 
been  continued  during  the  year.    The  supply  of  water  is  ample. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  in  store  and  in  use  is 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commis- 
sioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  ended  it  1st  March  matin*  watt  said  daily ;  and 
on  all  Sundays,  as  well  as  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day, 
there  were  two  services  followed  by  a  sermon.  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  say  that  the  prisoners  behaved  reverently  in  the  chapel, 
and  seemed  to  listen  with  interest  to  the  exhortations  of  the 
preacher.  I  think  that  in  very  few  churches  could  there  be  found 
a  qnieter  or  more  attentive  congregation. 

The  sick  were  seen  every  day,  and  twice  in  each  week  prayers 
were  read  in  both  hospitals,  and  a  short  homily  was  given. 

The  prisoners  were  visited  in  their  cells  on  admission  and  at  all 
times  when  they  applied  to  see  the  Chaplain ;  and  the  convicted 
prisoners  were  also  interviewed  before  their  discharge.  Whenever 
prisoners  awaiting  trial  were  lodged  in  H.M.  Prison,  Newgate,  the 
customary  services  were  held,  while  those  lying  nnder  sentence  of 
death  were  specially  dealt  with. 

The  men  eligible  for  instruction  during  the  past  year  were  not 
many  ;  they  were,  as  a  rule,  desirous  to  learn,  and  I  am  satisfied 
with  the  progress  they  made. 

I  noticed  that  boys,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  illiterates, 
could  read  well,  but  that  in  writing,  and  especially  in  arithmetic, 
they  had  fallen  below  the  standard  in  which  they  had  been  passed 
by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Schools.  No  doubt  the  vigilant  perusal  of 
cheap  publications  accounts  for  their  proficiency  in  the  first  of 
those  branches  of  education.  As,  however,  penmanship  and 
calculations  are  generally  unnecessary  in  their  avocations,  they 
have  through  want  of  practice  lost  the  knowledge  of  those  sub- 
jects they  had  acquired  in  the  national  or  hoard  schools. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Pugh,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  kind  help  the 
Governor  and  other  officers  have  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties. 

I  have  pleasing  reports  from  the  managers  of  the  homes  into 
which  girls  from  this  prison  were  admitted  on  their  release.  In 
many  cases  the  matrons  speak  highly  of  those  who  were  sent  to 
their  institutions  by  me. 

Owing  to  illness  and  other  causes  the  visits  of  the  lady  visitors 
have  not  been  so  frequent  as  formerly  ;  but  as  the  agent  of  one  of 
them  was  always  ready  to  meet  discharged  women  at  the  gate  and 
do  tor  them  what  was  needful,  I  do  not  consider  that  the  irregu- 
larity of  the  visits  was  very  disadvantageous.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  was  fairly  good.  There 
was  no  serious  epidemic  of  influenza,  bat  a  good  man;  cases 
occurred.  One  prisoner  had  an  attack  of  measles,  contracted 
before  reception  ;  and  there  was  one  case  of  erysipelas. 

Many  of  the  prisoners  required  hospital  treatment  or  observa- 
tion, on  account  of  their  bad  physical  or  mental  condition  when 
received. 

No  case  of  saicide  occurred.  There  were  nine  attempts  made 
in  the  prison  ;  it  is  doubtful  if  any  'were  genuine. 

Prisoners  were  carefully  examined  before  being  classified  for 
labour 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality,  and  according  to  the  authorised 
scale.    Extras  allowed  in  a  few  cases. 

The  ventilation  has  been  improved  by  the  alterations. 

The  general  sanitary  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  was  carefully  attended  to. 

1,192  prisoners  were  examined  specially  as  to  their  mental  con- 
dition ;  418  of  these  were  remanded  for  medical  examination  and 
report ;  160  of  these  were  considered  to  be  insane,  and  148  of 
weak  mind  ;  403  were  remanded  for  having  attempted  suicide. 

Twelve  prisoners  died  from  natural  causes ;  the  majority  of 
these  were  in  bad  health  when  received,  and  died  within  a  short 
period.  Four  prisoners  (two  males  and  two  females)  were  executed 
at  Newgate  prison. 

No  prisoner  was  released  on  medical  grounds. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  (all  females,  with  one  ex- 
ception) have  been  examined  as  to  their  fitness  for  inebriates' 
reformatories.

1  cannot  apeak  too  highly  of  the  conduct,  energy,  and  attention 
to  their  dnties  of  the  officers  of  every  rank.  ■ 

The  conduct  and  industry  of  the  prisoners  have  been  good,  and 
with  very  rare  exceptions  labour  tasks  have  been  fully  and  easily 
performed. 

The  reports  hare  been  for  trivial  offences. 

The  power  to  earn  a  remission  of  part  of  sentence  has  been  fully 
appreciated,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  prove  a  great 
incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

In  regard  to  the  part  payment  of  fine,  the  change  in  the  law  is 
an  nndoubted  advantage  to  the  prisoner,  and  many  have  availed 
themselves  of  it  here. 

I  have  so  few  long-sentenced  prisoners  eligible  for  associated 
labour  (never  up  to  this  date  exceeding,  say,  8  or  10)  that  I  cannot 
speak  from  experience  as  to  its  value  or  otherwise  if  carried  out 
to  any  great  extent. 

I  cannot  speak  with  any  authority  as  to  the  benefit  to  the 
prisoner  or  danger  to  the  safety  of  the  prison  in  allowing 
talking  at  exercise ;  the  most  I  have  had  at  one  time  has  been 
three. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  during  the  year. 

All  snppli&t  by  contractors  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  and  furniture  have  all  been  good  and 
sufficient,  and  every  cell  is  fully  eqnipped. 

Hard  labour,  for  the  first  28  days,  has  been  carried  out  by  tread- 
wheel  (accommodating  54  men) — grinding  wheat  and  pumping 
water. 

Females  were  employed  at  knitting,  needlework,  and  washing. 

Males  were  employed  at  tailoring  and  shoemaking  for  the  prison, 
manufacture  of  plank  beds  for  other  prisons,  hammocke  for  the 
Admiralty,  mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  and  bolster  oases  for 
the  War  Office. 

The  present  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order.  We  are  within 
three  minutes'  walk  of  a  branch  station  of  tbe  Hull  City  Police 
Fire  Brigade,  and  in  telephonic  communication  with  head  quarters 
of  some  anil  all  branches.

__  The  progressive  stage  system  has  received  most  careful  super- 
vision, and  is,  I  believe,  strictly  carried  ont. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  in  good  and  efficient  working 
-order.  In  addition  to  the  examination  by  the  officers  in  charge  of 
wards,  they  are  carefully  overhauled  by  an  officer  specially 
detailed  once  a  month ;  all  fresh  air  culverts  are  thoroughly 
cleaned  ont,  and  limewashed  once  a  quarter ;  the  space  between 
top  of  cells  and  under  slates  of  roof,  over  the  whole  of  the  prison, 
is  thoroughly  cleaned  down  and  limewashed  once  a  year,  and  all 
.sanitary  arrangements  are  in  good  working  order. 

I  have  given  care  and  attention  daily  to  the  officers  on  probation, 
and  have  endeavoured  to  instruct  them  in  the  various  duties  re- 
lating to  subordinate  officers  on  the  lines  already  reported  to  you, 
which  have  been  rigidly  adhered  to. 

Four  new  washing  up  troughs,  with  slate  backs,  Ac,  have  been 
fixed  in  the  kitchen. 


The  corridor  rails  and  under  the  landings  of  male  and  female 
wings  have  been  painted. 

The  clerk's  office  has  been  painted. 

Mew  wash  basins  have  been  fixed  in  the  Visiting  Justices' 
lavatory. 

The  rules  and  standing  orders  and  laws  relating  to  prisons 
have  been  strictly  carried  out  daily  during  the  year.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


With  the  exception  of  a  short  time,  owing  to  an  outbreak  of 
small-pox,  there  has  been  daily  service  conducted  in  this  prison, 
with  two  foil  services  on  Sundays  and  address  on  Wednesdays. 

The  prisoners  have  been  visited  regularly  on  admission,  before 
discharge,  and  frequently  at  other  times,  while  prisoners  sick  or 
under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily. 

The  instruction  has  been  carried  out  according  to  order  with 
favourable  results,  and  the  education  is  highly  appreciated. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  has  been  all  I  can  desire,  both  in 
chapel  and  in  my  frequent  visits  to  their  cells,  where  I  always 
receive  a  hearty  welcome. 

I  have  received  uniform  kindness  and  assistance  from  all  the 
officers  of  the  prison,  who  are  most  willing  to  help  In  every  way, 
and  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  connected  with  this  prison  is  in 
most  excellent  working  order,  and  does  a  great  amount  of  good 
work,  especially  in  finding  employment  for  prisoners  on  dis- 
charge. 

One  other  very  interesting  part  of  my  work  here  is  in 
connection  with  the  school  of  young  officers,  where  I  find  so- 
much  good  may  be  done  for  their  moral  and  spiritual  welfare.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  very  good,  the 
number  of  influenza  oases  being  small. 

I  examine  all  prisoners  on  reception  as  to  fitness  for  different 
classes  of  labour,  and  also  prior  to  discharge.  All  prisoners  are 
inHpected  once  a  week. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  suicide  or  attempts. 

The  food  throughout  the  year  has  been  of  good  quality  and 
well  cooked. 

All  prisoners  with  sentences  of  two  months  and  upwards  have 
have  been  weighed  each  month. 

Small-pox  has  been  prevalent  in  the  city  the  whole  year.  Two 
cases  only  have  occurred  in  the  pTison,  and  these  under  order 
from  the  Home  Office  were  discharged  to  the  City  Small-pox 
Hospital.  A  large  number  of  consenting  prisoners  were  re- 
vaccinated,  also  the  whole  staff. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  good  and  sufficient. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  excellent,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  in  full  and  efficient  working  order.

The  various  changes  made  in  the  system  under  the  Prisons  Act, 
18SI8,  have  been  brought  into  operation  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  prisoners  of  the  1st  division  committed, 
bat  53  2nd  division  and  94  Hrd  division  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 
.  Fifteen  prisoners  have  been  released  on  remission  of  sentence, 
earned  by  industry  and  good  conduct,  and  in  only  two  cases  have 
prisoners  eligible  for  this  privilege  been  reported  for  misconduct 
or  idleness. 

The  provision  for  release  on  payment  of  part  of  fine,  Ac,  has 
been  considerably  taken  advantage  of,  no  lees  than  16  prisoners 
having  been  released  in  this  manner. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  the  Visiting  Committee  to  meet  in 
connection  with  the  hew  procedure  for  the  infliction  of  corporal 
punishment. 

Under  the  new  rules  associated  labour  has  been  carried  out 
daring  the  year,  the  prisoners  being  employed  in  the  corridors  of 
the  prinon.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  su  employed  has  been 
always  good,  and  both  this  change  and  the  conversation  at  exercise 
appear  to  be  much  appreciated  by  all  classes  of  prisoners.

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The  quantity  of  clothing,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  fonnd  sufficient, 
and  the  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  ont,  and  the  roles 
laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied 
with,  except  in  snch  cases  as  have  been  reported  to,  or  brought 
under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  prisoners  have,  during  the  past  year,  attended  daily  the 
chapel  service*,  and  also  those  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday.  Their  behaviour  has  always  been  good,  and  I  fully 
believe  they  much  appreciate  the  services.  Saints  days  are 
marked  by  the  use  of  the  (Ante)  Communion  Office. 

The  education  of  those  prisoners  entitled  to  receive  it  has  been 
well  carried  out  by  the  schoolmaster-warder. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  and  admonished  on  admission 
and  discharge,  and  at  frequent  intervals  during  their  imprison- 
ment. My  visits  have  always  been  received  respectfully  and 
often  with  manifest  welcome  and  gratitode. 

Visits  paid  to  prisoners  after  their  discharge,  and  kindly  interest 
shown  in  their  welfare,  have  in  several  eases  resulted  in  permanent 
reformation  of  life.  Miss  Garratt,  the  lady  visitor,  has  been 
most  indefatigable  and  painstaking  in  her  labours  on  behalf  of 
the  female  prisoners,  both  daring  their  imprisonment  and  after 
discharge,  and  marked  successes  have  attended  her  efforts. 

We  are  still  indebted  to  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
for  the  daily  visit  of  their  agent  to  meet  the  male  prisoners  and 
conduct  them,  if  necessary,  to  the  railway,  and  also  for  relief  in 
cases  of  necessity  and  suitability. 

The  Church  Army  Labour  Homes  still  prove  a  harbour  of  safety 
for  some  of  oar  male  prisoners.

Medical 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  year  ending  March  31 
has  again  been  satisfactory.  There  has  been  no  epidemic,  vary 
few  cases  of  serious  illness,  and  no  deaths.  . 

Every  prisoner  on  reception  was  carefully  examined  as  to  his 
fitness  for  hard  labour. 

The  dietary  has  been  sufficient,  and  of  good  quality.  Extra 
diet  has  been  ordered  for  individual  prisoners  when  considered 
necessary. 

The  drainage  of  the  prison  lodge  was  defective  and  has  been 
repaired  ;  in  other  respects  the  sanitary  arrangements  have  been 
satisfactory.

Daring  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1900,  the  conduct  of  the 
officers,  with  but  very  few  exceptions,  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  bolster  making,  bookbinding, 
cotton  sorting,  hammock  making,  knitting,  mailbag  making, 
needlework,  rug  making,  shoemaking,  tailoring. 

All  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  The  appliances  in  case  of 
tire  are  sufficient  and  the  water  supply  adequate,  provided  the 
wheel  remains  in  proper  working  order  and  there  are  sufficient 
prisoners  to  work  the  same. 

The  contracts  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  progressive  stage  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily, 
and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  all  rules  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  has  not  been  long  enough  in 
operation  to  enable  me  to  criticise  it  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 
The  second  division  appears  to  be  quite  misunderstood  by  many 
administering  justices,  and  by  their  clerks,  from  assizes  down  to 
petty  sessions,  and  in  some  instances  1  have  had  old  convicts 
placed  in  the  second  division,  the  idea  being  not  so  much  the 
severance  of  the  culprit  from  the  habitual  criminal  as  the  nature 
of  the  offences  of  which  convicted  and  the  intention  of  a  milder 
punishment.  In  several  instances  the  warrants  of  commitment 
order  the  second  division  prisoner  hard  labour,  which  would  also 
tend  to  prove  the  Act  is  not  thoroughly  understood. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  I  consider,  in  every  way,  to  work 
well.  It  holds  out  hope  to  the  prisoner,  and  is  an  incentive  to 
industry  and  good  conduct. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  undoubtedly  but  just,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  is  but  seldom  abused. 

Corporal  punishment. — -No  oaae  has,  I  am  glad  to  he  able  to 
report,  come  under  my  notice.

Divine  Service  has  been  conducted  throughout  the  year,  with 
sermons,  morning  and  afternoon,  on  Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and 
Christmas  Day,  in  addition  to  the  daily  morning  prayers,  which 
have  been  carried  ont  in  accordance  with  your  instructions.  The 
Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  several  occasions. 

Prisoners  admitted  and  discharged  have  been  seen  daily,  and 
the  sick  in  hospitals  visited.  The  juveniles  have  received  special 
attention. 

The  eight  days'  mission,  held  here  from  January  14th  to  the 
2ist  inclusive,  by  Captain  Hanson,  of  the  "  Church  Army  Prison 
Mission,"  was  carried  out  with  very  encouraging  results,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  with  lasting  good  in  many  cases. 

The  education  of  those  eligible  for  instruction  has  been  carried 
ont  according  to  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  books  issued  from  the  library  weekly  are  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  prisoners. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  for  Cheshire  has  done, 
and  is  doing,  valuable  work. 

The  lady  visitor,  Miss  Wright,  has  done  valuable  work  in  pro- 
viding female  prisoners  on  their  discharge  with  homes,  and  in 
nearly  every  case  they  are  doing  well. 

The  Governor  and  the  other  officials  have  helped  to  make  my 
work  pleasant  by  their  wilting  and  ready  help.

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  triple  division  of  prisoners  is  being  carried  out,  although 
few  prisoners  have  been  received  other  than  those  of  the  third 
division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  a  great  inducement 
to  good  conduct  to  prisoners  sentenced  to  long  terms  of  imprison- 
ment. 

In  this  prison  part  payments  of  fines  have  not  been  numerous. 

No  corporal  punishments  have  been  inflicted. 

Associated  labour  of  male  and  partly  female  prisoners  is  carried 
out  as  much  as  is  practicable,  so  far  without  any  ill  effects. 

The  few  prisoners,  whose  sentences  permit  it,  selected  for 
conversation  at  exercise  usually  do  not  care  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  privilege  extended  to  them.  I  cannot  speak  favourably  of  the 
few  cases  in  which  prisoners  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege, 
as  in  one  instance  a  prisoner  was  afterwards  proved  to  have  incited 
another  to  accompany  him  when  they  both  left ;  this,  however, 
was  frustrated. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  as  a  whole  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Hale  prisoners  are  employed  at  wood  chopping,  picking  oakum, 
making  coal-sacks  and  mail-bags,  hair  picking,  cleaning,  &c. 

Female  prisoners  are  employed  at  washing,  making  up  prison 
clothing,  cleaning,  &c. 

The  buildings  are  in  a  fair  state  of  repair. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  Ac.,  in  store  are  sufficient  and  have  been 
found  to  m,eet  all  requirements. 

Contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered, 
two  cases  excepted,  which  have  been  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rales  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  com- 
plied with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT, . 


Morning  prayer  has  been  conducted  daily  in  the  prison  chapel, 
and  an  address  given  once  or  twice  a  week. 

The  morning  and  afternoon  services  on  Sundays,  Christmas 
Day,  and  Good  Friday  have  been  duly  conducted,  with  sermon  at 
each  service.  The  prisoners  join  heartily  in  the  responses,  and 
their  condnct  has  been  exemplary.  The  attention  with  which 
they  listen  to  the  sermons  and  addresses  is  remarkable  ■,  and  it 
is  evident  that  they  appreciate  the  efforts  which  are  made  for  their 
morel  and  spiritual  welfare. 

A  mission  was  conducted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  one 
of  the  Church  Army  missioners.  The  prisoners  much  appreciated 
this  special  effort,  and  gladly  received  the  missioner  when  he 
visited  them  in  their  cells. 

AH  the  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  their  admission  and  dis- 
charge, and  at  other  times.  The  sick  and  those  under  punishment 
have  received  special  attention. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carefully  attended  to. 

The  library  books  have  been  freely  circulated. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  good 
work.  Every  deserving  case  receives  careful  attention  at  the  hands 
of  the  Governor,  and  is  laid  before  the  committee  at  their  weekly 
meeting. 

The  Governor  and  the  whole  staff  of  prison  officials  have  done 
.  what  was  in  their  power  to  aid  the  Chaplain  in  his  work  at  all 
times.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  many  cases  of  Influenza,  hut  no  other  infections 
disease  has  appeared. 

__  There  have  been  no  cases  of  suicide.     One  woman  made   a 
pretended  attempt. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  on  admission. 

The  food  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good  quality. 

There  was  great  scarcity  of  fresh  water  for  some  weeks  during 
the  summer  owing  to  the  drought.  Great  attention  was  paid  to 
the  drains,  which  were  frequently  flushed  with  tank-water.  The 
inmates  Buffered.no  ill  effects. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  good,  and  the  general 
sanitary  arrangements  satisfactory. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  maintenance  of  a  uniform 
temperature  in  the  buildings.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  KEFOKT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  maintained. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  change  brought  about  under 
the  new  Act  as  regards  the  triple  division  of  offenders  is  very 
much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
separation  of  the  classes  prevents  contamination  by  the  habitual 
criminal  of  those  who  have  previously  held  good  characters. 
The  power  to  earn  remission  is  greatly  valued,  and  has  had  a  very 
marked  effect  on  the  conduct  of  those  prisoners  entitled  to  it. 

Much  advantage  is  taken  of  the  privilege  of  part  payment  of 
fines,  and  I  feel  sure  when  it  becomes  more  widely  known  many 
more  will  readily  avail  themselves  of  it. 

The  new  procedure  as  regards  the  infliction  of  corporal  punish- 
ment will,  I  think,  be  a  success.  Associated  labour  would  be  a 
great  help  to  the  men,  they  would  take  more  interest  in  their 
work,  and  it  would  relieve  the  monotony  of  constant  confinement 
in  their  cells,  but  I  have  very  little  means  of  testing  this  as  there 
is  little  or  no  accommodation  in  the  prison  tit  for  such  labour, 
although  it  is  greatly  needed.  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  wheel- 
honse  is  to  be  converted  into  a  weaving  shed.  After  that  is  done 
and  got  into  full  working  order  I  shall  be  able  to  report  upon 
associated  labour  in  this  branch  of  prison  employment. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  as  a  whole  has  been  most  satis- 
factory. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

The  labonr  at  which  the  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows  : — Treadwheel,  hammock  making,  mail-bag  making,  coir 
teasing,  oaknm  teasing,  wood  chopping,  pillow  case  making,  wool 
clipping,  picking  wool,  joinering,  gardening,  tailoring,  washing, 
needlework,  knitting,  weaving  flannel  and  bed  rugs. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  now  in  good  repair.  The  court- 
yard has  been  relaid  and  now  presents  a  neat  and  cleanly 
appearance,  which  has  been  long  needed. 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  in  proper  working  order,  and 
are  tested  periodically,  and  since  the  new  mains  have  been 
provided  a  good  supply  of  water  is  obtainable. 

The  supply  of  bedding  and  clothing  lias  been  sufficient  to  meet 
all  requirements.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1900,  the  Chaplain's  duties  in 
Ihi  prison  have  been  performed  according  to  the  regulations,  the 
Sunday  and  daily  serviced  having  been  duly  conducted.  The 
prisoners  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  the  sick  and  those 
under  punishment  visited  daily,  and  all  other  prisoners  in  their 
cells  as  often  as  time  and  other  duties  would  permit.  In  all  my 
personal  intercourse  with  the  prisoners,  whether  in  their  cells  or 
elsewhere,  I  have  been  received  with  civility  and  treated  with 
respect.  With  regard  to  their  behaviour  in  chapel  nothing  or  little 
objectionable  meets  my  eyes  or  ears.  The  chapel  services  were 
conducted  by  clergymen  unconnected  with  the  prison  on  62  days 
during  theyi  ar,  one  of  them  beine  the  Canon  Missioner  of  this 
diocese.  We  had  also  a  ten  days'  mission  from  January  27th  to 
February  5th,  which  gave  great  pleasure  and,  I  hope,  permanent 
benefit  to  all  within  the  prison  wails.  The  missioner  was  most 
zealous  and  devoted.  He  conducted  19  services  in  the  chapel, 
preaching  at  eai-h,  and  gave  two  separate  addresses  in  the  laundry 
and  kitchen.  He  also  visited  all  prisoners  who  were  desirous 
to  see  him  in  th-ir  cells. 

The  work  of  education  has  been  carried  on  without  intermission 
during  ihe  year,  with  results  which  are  appended.  Few  of  the 
men  really  wish  to  learn  under  any  circumstances;  they  lose 
patience,  and  say  they  are  being  punished  ;  that  they  have  all  the 
education  they  need  for  their  life  in  this  v.  orld.  It  requires  great 
discretion  and  tact  on  the  part  of  the  schoolmasters  to  keep  them 
at  their  work.  I  fear  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  so  but  for  the 
fear  of  the  loss  of  the  remission  of  part  of  their  sentence  for  bad 
conduct. 

I  have  received  from  the  Governor  and  all  the  other  officers  of 
the  prison  all  the  help  which  they  could  give  me  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  my  work. 

I  attended  the  monthly  meetings  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and  think  it  is  doing  a  quiet 
bat  very  useful  work.

The  conduct  of  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  reports  against  prisoners  and  their  conduct  will 
compare  favourably  with  past  years. 

The  diets  of  the  prisoners  are  well  cooked,  the  ingredients  are  of 
good  quality,  nn  complaints  having  been  recorded  against  the 
contractors. 

Prisoners  passed  for  first  class  hard  labour  were  employed  at 
stonebreaking  (of  which  there  has  been  a  good  supply)  and 
pnmping  water  for  flushing  purposes. 

Those  passed  for  industrial .  labour,  also  those  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  only,  and  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  stage 
prisoners  were  employed  at  road  making,  wood  cutting,  mail-bag 
making  for  the  postal  authorities,  making  seamen's  bags  and 
hammocks  for  Admiralty,  wool  and  oakum  picking,  vegetable  nut 
cracking,  washing,  needlework,  and  in  the  services  of  the  prison. 

The  several  classes  of  prisoners  have  been  located  in  accordance 
with  instructions. 

A  mortuary  is  in  course  of  construction,  a  part  of  the  old  prison 
near  the  gateway  being  taken  for  this  purpose. 

A  new  drain  has  been  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the  prison,  a 
flushing  tank  has  also  been  built  at  the  head  of  it,  and  answers  its 
purpose  very  well. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  road  round  the  prison,  after  a  deal  of 
trouble,  caused  by  obsolete  drains,  gas  and  water  pipes,  Ac.,  is  now 
progressing  satisfactorily.

Morning  prayer  has  been  said  daily  throughout  the  year,  some- 
times with  short  addresses. 

On  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day  there  were  two  services 
and  sermons. 

Easter  Day  there  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 
Each  communicant  was  carefully  prepared  beforehand.  The 
services  have  been  hearty  and  the  men  attentive.  Choir  practice 
has  been  held  once  a  week,  and  the  singing  has  been  well 
taken  np. 

Education  has  been  progressing  well  and  steadily.  The  majority 
of  those  eligible  evince  great  eagerness  to  learn.  The  utter  forget- 
fulness  of  all  they  learnt  whilst  children  at  school  is  most  marked, 
especially  in  arithmetic.  Most  of  those  eligible  for  instruction  are 
unable  to  do  the  very  simplest  sum. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  short  stories  and  magazines  from 
the  library.    All  books  have  been  nicely  catalogued  and  arranged. 

Every  prisoner  has  been  seen  on  admission  and  discharge.  Sick 
cases  and  those  under  observation  or  punishment  have  been 
visited,  as  well  as  those  who  have  made  application  to  see  the 
Chaplain.  I  have  been  much  strnck  with  the  attentive  way  in 
which  they  have  listened  to  my  advice  in  their  cells. 

Visiting  prisoners  in  cells  has  revealed  to  me  the  unmistakable 
fact  that  drink  is  at  the  bottom  of  most  crime. 

I  have  taken  29  total  abstinence  pledges  daring  the  past  three 
months  from  the  men  in  cells,  and  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Society's 
agent  has  taken  many  more. 

I  am  afraid  that  hardly  half  keep  their  pledges,  and  am  strongly 
of  opinion  that  the  only  thing  to  do  with  our  confirmed  drunkards, 
both  men  and  women,  is  to  send  them  to  inebriate  homes,  where 
they  can  live  a  good  healthy  active  life,  and  be  forcibly  detained 
until  such  time  as  they  may  be  considered  more  or  less  able  to 
stand  up  against  temptation. 

The  prison  is  very  fortunate  in  having  secured  a  lady  visitor 
who  works  so  hard  on  behalf  of  the  female  prisoners. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  of  the  Church  Army 
Labour  Home.  I  have  sent  many  men  from  the  prison  to  the 
home,  and  often  go  down  to  the  home  to  see  how  they  are  getting 
on.     They  appear  to  conduct  themselves  well  there  and  to  be 
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:129 


anxious  to  please,  whilst  the  welcome  they  extend  me  does  one's 
heart  good.     I  could  wish  there  were  a  similar  home  for  women. 

I  have  made  a  point  of  writing  to  the  clergy  of  Leicester  and 
neighbouring  parishes  to  get  them  to  visit  certain  cases  on  their 
discharge.    This  has  been  productive  of  good  results. 

The  agent  of  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  an  invaluable  man, 
with  heart  and  soul  in  the  work.  Many  prisoners  have  to  thank 
him  for  a  new  life  and  happiness. 

I  have  been  treated  with  great  courtesy  by  all  the  officials  in 
the  prison  during  the  short  time  I  have  been  Chaplain.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  year  ending  March  31st  the  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  generally  good,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  release  any 
prisoner  on  medical  grounds. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic. 

There  have  been  two  attempts  at  suicide,  one  being  due  to 
alcoholism,  and  the  other  In  a  prisoner  found  guilty  but  insane. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  on  reception  before  being 
pat  to  work. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  and  heating  of  the  cells  are  good. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  generally  satisfactory. 

A  great  improvement  is  now  being  effected  in  the  pavement  of 
the  prison  yard.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  year  ending  31st  March 
has  been  fully  maintained,  and  changes  brought  in  by  the  Prisons 
Act,  1898,  have  been  carried  oat. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  has  not  fully  shown  results,  as 
the  2nd  division  seems  not  to  have  been,  quite  understood  by  the 
committing  magistrates,  who  have  comparatively  only  recently 
begun  to  act  upon  it. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  undoubtedly  most  helpfnl  from 
a  disciplinary  point  of  view,  and  gives  a  great  incentive  to  good 
behaviour  and  industry. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  finwt  ban  been  bat  slightly 
taken  advantage  of. 

The  new  procedure  for  infliction  of  corporal  punishment  creates 
a  delay  in  dealing  with  a  serious  offence,  which  I  think  would  be 
better  promptly  dealt  with. 

Associated  labour  has  not  been  as  folly  carried  out  as  provided 
for  in  the  rales.  So  far  as  it  has  been  practicable,  it  has  been 
carried  out,  and  I  have  seen  no  bad  results  ;  it  doubtless  greatly 
mitigates  the  punitive  part  of  a  sentence,  but  it  is  healthful  to 
the  prisoners,  and  prevents  their  becoming  sullen  and  morose. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  carried  out,  and  I  have  seen 
no  bad  results  from  it,  nor  do  I  apprehend  any  so  long  as  care  is 
taken  to  prevent  badly  behaved  prisoners  being  allowed  this 
privilege. 

The  lady  visitor's  work  among  the  female  prisoners  shows 
an  increasing  record  of  good  results,  with  some  very  touching 
instances  of  thankfulness  from  the  prisoners. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  male  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  the  female 
prisoners  fair. 

There  have  been  three  attempts  to  escape,  but  no  escape. 

The  labour  in  which  prisoners  have  been  employed  has  been 
as  follows : — 

Hard  labour  for  males. — Stonebreaking,  wood  catting,  and 
oakum  picking  (without  mechanical  appliances). 
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Veraofri  Industrial  labour. — Oakum  picking,  coal  sacks  and  hammocks, 
{•port.  mail-bags,  nose-bags,  small  mats  and  rugs,  bundling  firewood, 
knitting,  tailoring,  and  shoemaking,  War  Department  bedding. 

Females  have  been  employed  at  laundry  work,  knitting,  and 
needlework. 

The  buildings,  fences,  Ac,  are  in  good  repair. 

The  water  supply  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  bedding,  clothing,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  punctually  delivered  and 
good. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  and  con- 
tinues to  work  admirably. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  hare  been 
complied  wilh. 

The  regulations  for  the  star  class  have  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  following  alterations  have  been  carried  out  or  completed, 
viz. : — New  photo  studio  ;  alterations  to  female  reception,  hospital, 
matron's  quarters,  and  mat  shed  ;  fitting  two  special  cells.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  h'KHOKT. 


The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  curried  on  with 
good  results.  Some  of  the  men  in  the  star  class  have  expressed 
their  gratitude  for  the  instruction  given  them.  Many  of  the  men 
who  on  their  admission  to  prison  could  neither  read  nor  write, 
liave  on  their  discharge  been  able  both  In  read  and  write  and  do 
ordinary  sains  with  ease. 

As  regards  the  religions  instruction,  a  great  deal  of  good  has 
been  done  among  the  star  convict*  ;  they  are  much  more  accessible 
thnn  the  ordinary  convicts  and  many  of  them  feel  their  imprison- 
ment very  keenly. 

The  ordinary  convict,  aw  a  rule,  docs  uoi  seem  to  fuel  his 
imprisonment  in  any  marked  degree — the  shame  of  it  appears  to 
influence  hiiu  but  very  little,  if  at  all.  Most  of  the  habitual 
criminals  have  regular  sets,  either  in  London  or  home  large  town, 
with  whom  they  work  in  their  particular  line.  In  that  net  the 
most  successful  law  breaker  is  the  person  mosi  esteemed  and 
honoured  ;  the  opinion  of  tin-  outside  public  is  a  matter  of  no 
concern. 

The  religious  services  have  been  performed  ilaily  in  the  prison 
chapel,  and  also  on  Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day. 
The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  on  every  third 
Sunday,  and  the  attendance  has  been  good.  All  prisoners  have 
been  seen  by  me  on  reception  and  discharge  :  the  sick  and  those 
under  punishment  have  been  visited.  Sunday  S'jvjee  and  also 
daily  service  has  been  read  in  die  hilinriary  diirma  Hie  time  that 
/  the  sick  have  been  detained  there.     Them  her  prisoners  laui'ljeen 

/  frequently  visited.     The  Rev.   K.   B.   Hodgson,  Head  Master  of 

Lewes  Grammar  School,  has  visited  the  prison  as  special  preacher. 

The  Chaplain  has  invariably  received  every  assistance  from  the 
/  officers  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  work  done  by  the  Sussex  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  has  been  very  successful.  Apart  from  habitual  vagrants, 
there  are  many  who  are  eager  to  make  tr  fresh  start  in  life,  to 
these  the  society  hold  out  a  helping  hand.  During  the  past  year 
the  society  has  received  great  assistance  in  the  way  of  providing 
work  for 'prisoners  from  the  Church  Army,  the  Royal  Society, 
and  Mr.  wheatley. 

There  are  two  classes,  however,  [or  whom  the  society  can  do 
bat  little— vagrants  and  habitual  drunkards.  These  latter  appeal 
to  me  to  be  now  getting  worse  than  ever,  and  the  usual  seven 
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days'  imprisonment  has  no  effect  upon  them  of  any  kind.  I 
would  respectfully  suggest  that  habitual  vagrants  should  be 
compelled  to  learn  a  trade  whilst  in  prison,  and  not  be  released 
till  they  had  earned  at  that  trade  sufficient  to  pay  for  their 
education  and  cost  of  detention.  Drunkaids  seem  to  need  a 
patting  an  end  to  their  drinking  habits  for  a  long  period,  so  that 
the  craving  for  drink  may  receive  some  check,  and  abstinence 
obtain  a  certain  hold  upon  them.

The  services  in  chapel  have  been  conducted  daily.  A  sermon 
is  preached  every  Hunuay  morning,  and  an  address  has,  with  few 
exceptions,  been  given  on  all  of  the  mornings  daring  the  week. 
By  an  arrangement  made  with  Archdeacon  Howl  (late  Chaplain), 
who  is  vicar  of  a  Lincoln  parish,  the  sermon  on  every  alternate 
Sunday  is  preached  by  himself  or  his  curate  in  the  prison  chaneL 
I  have  also  received  help  in  this  way  on  two  occasions  from  one 
of  the  priest  vicars  at  the  Catliedral,  and  on  the  Snnday  afternoons 
during  Lent  the  Prison  Gate  Missioner,  who  is  a  licensed  lay- 
leader  in  this  diocese,  has  given  a  course  of  addresses  during  the 
afternoon  service.  The  prisoners  take  a  hearty  part  in  the 
services.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  on  Easter  Day 
and  other  Sundays  during  the  year. 

I  have  also  baptised  in  chapel  the  infant  child  of  one  female 
prisoner,  born  in  prison,  and  one  adult  female  prisoner. 

The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  held  two  confirmations  during  the  year 
in  the  prison  chapel,  on  the  2nd  July  confirming  two  male 
prisoners,  on  the  llth  February  confirming  three  male  and  one 
female  prisoners.  On  each  occasion  he  also  gave  an  address  to 
the  whole  body  of  prisonei-s. 

During  the  year  one  man  was  condemned  to  death  and  executed 
at  this  prison.  I  visited  him  daily,  and  during  the  last  fortnight 
before  the  carrying  out  of  th©  death  sentence  the  Bisiiop  of 
Lincoln  paid  him  visits  almost  daily. 

All  prisoners  reported  to  me  have  been  seen  on  reception  and 
discharge ;  all  prisoners  reported  to  me  as  sick  or  undw  punish- 
ment have  been  visited  daily  ;  and  the  other  prisoners  have  been 
regularly  visited  in  their  cells. 

All  juveniles  and  older  prisoners  eligible  for  school  instruction 
have  been  regularly  taught  by  the  schoolmaster.  I  have  examined 
them  on  discharge,  or  when  expedient  before  their  discharge,  and 
they  have  in  most  cases  made  satisfactory  progress. 

The  lady  visitors  liave  been  most  assiduous  in  their  work 
among  those  female  prisoners  whom  I  have  requested  them  to 
see.  and  their  help  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  to  me. 

The  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been 
very  valuable.  Many  prisoners  have  been  assisted  into  regular 
work  through  theagem. 
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The  trustees  of  the  Rebecca  Hnssey  Charity  have  always  moat 
kindly  helped  in  any  case  in  which  I  have  applied  to  them  for 
monetary  assistance. 

The  Gharch  Army  Labour  Homes  have  always  been  ready  to 
receive  any  prisoners  when  I  have  applied  on  their  behalf,  and  I 
have  made  great  use  of  tho  home  at  Sheffield  in  particular.  The 
-Chnrch  Army  Labour  Homes  are  most  valuable  adjuncts  to  prison 
work. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  That  I  have  always  received  every  help 
and  encouragement  in  my  work  from  the  Governor,  and  every 
assistance  from  the  other  officers  of  the  prison.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  daring  the  past  year  has 
been  good. 

Influenza  and  bronchitis  have  been  the  chief  diseases,  although 
there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  the  former  inside  the  prison. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide  or  any  attempt  thereat. 

The  prisoners  are  all  carefully  medically  examined  before 
being  pat  to  labonr. 

The  ordinary  prison  bedding  is  sufficient  and  satisfactory  la 
quality. 

The  dietary  is  of  good  quality,  not  many  prisoners  lose  weight. 

The  ventilation  of  the  prison  is  excellent,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  satisfactory. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  receives  special  attention.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  this  prison  during  the  past  year 
have  been  most  aatiaf actory. 

The  officers,  as  a  body,  have  loyally  carried  out  their  duties  and 
have  shewn  great  personal  interest  in  giving  effect  to  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  Prisons  Act,  1898,  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
have  realized  the  changes  which  were  involved  in  the  treatment 
of  the  various  classes  of  prisoners  by  carrying  ont  to  each  the 
.spirit  of  that  Act. 

The  Act  has,  undoubtedly,  proved  a  fresh  departure  in  prison 
discipline,  and,  after  a  year's  trial,  must  be  pronounced  a  complete 
success,  although  the  carrying  out  of  its  provisions  has  caused  a 
great  strain  and  anxiety  to  those  responsible,  the  more  so  as  the 
additional  classes  in  which  the  offenders  are  placed  and  their 
division  have  necessitated  increased  supervision. 

To  thiB  may  be  added  the  increased  responsibilities  entailed  by 
associated  labour  and  the  conversation  allowed  to  certain  prisoners 
at  exercise. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has,  undoubtedly,  been  a  great 
incentive  to  the  better  class  of  prisoners,  both  as  to  good  conduct 
and  industry. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

That  the  prisoners,  as  a  body,  have  undoubtedly  appreciated 
their  treatment  under  the  new  Act,  may  be  fairly  recognised  by 
the  decrease  in  the  punishments  and  the  general  good  behaviour 
of  the  prisoners,  and  although  there  was  one  Herions  case  of  an 
assault  upon  an  officer  there  has,  as  a  rule,  been  less  insubordina- 
tion, due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  employment  of  the  "  first  stage  " 
prisoners  in  their  cells  instead  of  the  treadwheel. 

There  was  no  corporal  punishment  inflicted  during  the  past 
year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  following  manufactures,  Ac,  have  been  carried  on  during 
the  year,  viz. : — Making  mail-bags  and  twine  for  the  Post  Office, 
Ac. ;  making  hammocks  and  beds  for  the  Admiralty  Department ; 
weaving  neckerchiefs,  sheeting,  and  shirting;  making  plank  beds, 
coll  stools,  tablen,  and  other  carpentry  work,  various  zinc  and  tin 
niensils  ;  cotton  sorting,  sack  mending,  gromet  making,  opening 
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nltrM*5  man  ilia  knots,  shew  making,  tailoring,  knitting,  needlework, 
Beport.  washing  clothing  and  bedding,  cooking,  baking,  and  repairs  to  all 
—  kinds  of  prison  buildings,  Ac. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  is  good  and  the  boundary  -vails 
satisfactory,  but  these  require  repointing ;  the  roadways  and 
exercise  yards,  in  consequence  of  the  enlargement  of  the  prison, 
are  mnch  cut  up  by  carte,  Ac. 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  ample  and  the  water  supply 
adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  issued  and  in  store  has 
been  found  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  priBon. 

The  contractors'  supplies,  as  a  rule,  have  been  good  and  punc- 
tually delivered  ;  whenever  an  inferior  supply  has*  been  tendered 
a  Board  has  been  assembled  and  the  goods  have  been  rejected. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  Leon  duly  carried  nut,  and  the 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  be>-n  in  every  instance 
complied  with,  except  in  such  cnseB  as  have  received  the  special 
sanction  of  the  Commissioners.

The  educational  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
satisfactory  progress  in  tuition  has  been  made. 

The  Sunday  and  weekday  services  have  been  duly  performed. 

Prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge.  The  sick 
and  those  under  punishment  have  been  duly  visited,  and  other 
prisoners  have  been  seen  at  frequent  intervals. 

Prisoners  have  been  attentive  at  the  chapel  services,  and  have 
participated  in  them  with  heartiness.  They  have  always  shown 
to  me  in  my  visits  the  utmost  respect. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  at  such  times 
and  to  such  persons  as  my  judgment  dictated. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been  most  active, 
liberal  in  grants,  and,  in  many  cases,  effective  in  results.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  past  year  the  officers  have  been  well  conducted 
and  attentive  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  three  of 
them  have  rejoined  the  colours  as  reservists  and  one  joined  the 
Imperial  Yeomanry. 

The  prisoners  have  been  industrious  and  orderly,  especially  BO 
since  May  last,  the  result  of  the  prospective  privilege  of  obtaining 
a  remission  of  their  sentence. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  thereto. 

labour  in  the  1st  stage  has  consisted  of  treadwheel  (the  labour 
power  of  which  is  used  for  grinding  corn)  and  stonebreaking. 

Other  employments  have  been  gardening  (about  5  acres),  basket 
making,  weaving  Dutch  carpet  and  materials  for  sacks,  sack  mak- 
ing, bin  cloths,  hop  pockets,  and  balling  coir  for  hop-growers, 
chopping  wood  for  the  Post  Office,  War  Department,  prison,  and 
private  customers,  hammock  making  for  the  Admiralty,  laundry 
work,  knitting,  making  new  and  repairing  old  garments  for 
prisoners  of  both  sexes. 

The  total  value  of  earnings  of  prisoners  employed  in  the 
various  branches  of  industry  and  prison  employments  for  the 
year  is  £2,245  0*.  tid. 

Two  new  quarters  for  officers  are  in  course  of  erection,  the 
other  buildings  throughout  the  prison  are  in  good  repair.  Some 
improvements  in  the  water  supply  by  the  Maidstone  Water 
Supply  is  under  consideration. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  and  the  water  supply  from 
large  tanks  are  considered  adequate. 

The  stores  and  all  supplies  thereto  by  the  contractors  have  been 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  the  meat  supply,  which  was 
referred  to  you  in  a  special  report  in  February  last.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  Service  has  been  conducted  throughout  the  year,  viz.,  on 
Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day,  with  a  sermon  at  each 
service.  We  have  been  able  also  to  make  the  services  more 
attractive  and  enjoyable  by  having  at  special  seasons  appropriate 
anthems  from  classical  works.  These  efforts  at  improved  musical 
service  have  been  productive  of  very  excellent  results, 

Every  day  throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a  service  in 
chipel.  On  certain  days  of  the  week  I  have  given  addresses,  and 
also  instruction  on  the  Creed  and  other  portions  of  tin-  1'raver 
Book. 


Holy  Communion  lias  been  duly  celebrated,  and  I  have  found 
that  this  Sacrament  has  been  much  valued. 

The  library  has  during  the  year  been  carefully  attended  to — 
the  worn-out  books  being  condemned  and  other  new  and  useful 
hooks  and  periodicals  add-'d. 

Si'fitutf  Iiistfurfi'in. — 1  find  that  prisoners  are  anxious  10  itvail 
themselves  of  ihia  mwna  of  improvement.  Only  recently,  I  was 
asked  by  a  prisoner,  whom  I  had  passed  out,  to  be  allowed  to  ngain 
attend  school.  The  progress  made  during  the  p;ist  >var  ha-  Tieen 
most  satisfactory  and  liLlily  encouraging,  in  regard  buth  i..>  untie 
and  female  prisoners  under  instruction.  Knowing  ihe  iinpnriiince 
of  this  work,  I  have  devoted  the  most  careful  personal  superin- 
tendence to  it,  myself  examining  all  prisoners,  ami  teaiing  >-ach 
oue  in  each  subject  individual!;-.  This  year  above  JO  j j--i*  cent, 
have  made  solid  progress  snch  progress  as  can  be  exhibited  in 
tabulated  statement. 


The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  useful 
work  with  nnabatid  vigour.  It  has  helped  those  who  really 
required  and  merited  help;  it  has  been  the  means  <>i  bridging 
over  the  most  difflculi  time  in  the  life  of  one  who  lias  been  in 
prison — the  period  immediately  after  discharge  before  work  is 
obtained ;  and  it  has  given  a  new  start  in  life  to  many  who  had 
fallen  into  distress  through  sickness,  or  in  consequence  of  hard 
times  and  temporary  scarcity  of  employment.     During  the  past 
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vear  790  prisoners  have  applied  for  assi stance  on  their  discharge.  Bxtnum. 
Of  these  608,  viz.,  427  meu  and  181  women,  received  timely  help.  °jh$£* 
This  is  an  increase  of  H2  on  the  number  assisted  in  1898-9.  — 

The  lady  visitor  continues  to  give  moat  valuable  help  to  the 
prisoners — alike  by  counsel,  by  kindly  sympathy,  by  untiring 
work,  and  by  excellent  practical  addresses  on  interesting  subjects 
from  time  to  time.  Eighteen  addresses  have  been  given  during 
the  past  year.  I  am  told  that  the  lectures  are  listened  to  with 
marked  attention,  and  that  the  women  look  upon  it  as  a  privilege 
to  be  allowed  to  be  present.  A  number  have  been  reclaimed  by 
being  sent  to  homes  where  they  have  done,  and  are  doing, 
remarkably  well.  The  lady  visitor  visits  regularly,  and  is  able  to 
interview  all  female  prisoners  who  may  be  selected  for  that 
purpose.  All  possible  arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  employ- 
ment of  prisoners  on  discharge,  and  in  the  case  of  young  girls,  for 
their  being  received  into  suitable  homes. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  juvenile  population  of  our 
prison  is  gradually  diminishing,  there  having  been  only  19  con- 
victions of  boys  during  the  last  year.  Of  these  one  has  been 
thrice  convicted  and  another  twice,  so  that  really  only  111  boys 
have  been  admitted  within  these  walls  during  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1900.  in  the  previous  year,  1898-99,  there  were 
24  cases.  In  almost  all  cases  of  juvenile  offenders  the  real  root 
of  the  evil  is  found  at  home.  There  has  been  want  of  training, 
and  yet,  too  often,  the  culprit  is  treated  as  if  he  were  really  the 
only  responsible  person,  whereas  the  neglect  of  mother  and  the 
drunkenness  of  father  are  the  real  causes  of  his  degradation, 
downfall,  and  distress. 

The  Mission. — On  Sunday,  January  21st,  a  lay  missioner  from 
the  Church  Army  commenced  an  eight  days'  mission,  which 
proved  successful,  and  was  productive  of,  I  trust,  permanent  good. 

The  missioner  secured  the  attention  and  won  the  interest,  of  thti 

congregation  from  the  commencement  of  the  "mission,  which  be 
retained  to  the  close.  The  addresses  were  interesting,  and  were 
listened  to  with  close  and  careful  attention.  The  missioner's 
interviews  also  with  prisoners,  in  company  with  the  Chaplain, 
were  much  appreciated,  and  I  feel  assured  that  the  kindly 
sympathy  which  was  shown  and  the  wise  counsel  which  was 
given  will  be  much  blessed. 

Special  Advent  and  Lenten  Sen-ices. — In  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  I  arranged  a  series  of 
special  services  during  Advent,  and  on  the  afternoons  of  the 
Sundays  in  Lent.  During  Lent  the  Chaplain  gave  a  series  of 
addresses  on  "  The  Lord's  Prayer."  These  addresses,  and  also  the 
addresses  from  the  different  preachers  who  kindly  assisted,  were 
greatly  appreciated  and  were  productive  of  much  good. 

Results  and  Injfttence. — Every  year  I  see  the  moBt  encouraging 
results  of  the  work  in  the  Chaplain's  department,  both  in  his  own 
special  sphere — in  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  those  under 
his  charge — and  also  in  the  educational  department,  in  raising 
prison  life  and  prison  existence  to  an  entirely  higher  platform  and 
5931—4  >11 
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an  increasingly  elevated  atmosphere.  I  am  constantly  receiving1 
testimonies — both  written  and  verbal — of  the  powerful  influence 
exerted  by  the  Chaplain's  department  for  good.

The  power  to  earn  remission  is,  I  consider,  a  very  good  measure. 
It  acts  as  an  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry,  and  as  a 
strong  deterrent  to  the  evil  inclined  prisoner,  it  is  also  interesting 
to  the  prisoner  in  that  it  shows  him  that  he  himself  possesses  the 
power  of  determining  to  a  great  extent  the  duration  of  his 
imprisonment,  and  keeps  his  mind  occupied  in  working  out  his 
own  early  release,  that  he  appreciates  this  may  be  seen  from  the 
fact  that  there  are  so  very  few  cases  in  which  I  have  had  to  resort 
to  the  forfeiture  of  remission  marks  as  a  punishment. 


The  provision  for  the  part-payment  of  fines  is  apparently  a 
great  boon,  and  a  very  large  number  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  must  have  a  decided  effect  in 
reducing  the  average  of  the  prison  population.  A  comparison  of 
the  returns,  I  have  got  out,  of  the  payment  of  fines  last  year  and 
this,  is  interesting  in  this  respect. 

As  regards  the  triple  division  of  offenders  early  in  May,  1899, 
one  male  and  three  females  were  committed,  having  been  placed 
in  the  first  division  by  the  committing  magistrates,  the  male  for 
being  drunk,  he  came  from  a  common  lodging  house,  and  was 
without  a  shirt,  one  of  the  females  was  committed  for  drunken- 
ness, another  for  abusive  behaviour,  and  the  third  for  cruelty  to 
children,  all  three  were  of  the  working  class.  These  are  the 
whole  of  the  commitments  during  the  year  to  the  first  division. 

There  has  been  a  good  average  of  commitments  to  the  second 
division.  With  regard  to  these  my  observations  lead  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  a  greater 
discrimination  be  used  in  the  committals  to  this  division,  much 
misconception  still  seems  to  exist  as  to  the  object  of  the  Act  in 
reference  to  this  particular  class. 

As  it  now  stands,  it  is  a  mixture  of  first  offenders  and  habitual 
criminals,  it  ie  in  itself  a  sort  of  a  miniature  prison,  many 
prisoners  (first  offenders)  who  are  now  committed  to  the  second 
division  and  are  classed  with  habitual  criminals  would  formerly 
have  been  placed  in  the  star-class,  and  thus  cut  off  altogether 
from  the  habitnals.  To  make  this  part  a  success,  classification  in 
the  division  itself  is,  in  my  opinion,  essential. 
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1  cannot  speak  very  fully  in  the  present  report  on  the  effect  of  J***»gft 
associated  labour,  as  the  associated  labour  is  rather  restricted  at  jm££^ 
present,  bnt  will  be  developed  as  circumstances  allow.  As  for  as  — 
I  have  been  able  to  observe,  I  may  say  that  I  think  it  may  have  a 
beneficial  effect  with  regard  to  the  prisoner  himself,  as  anch 
labour  seems  to  have  a  tendency  to  make  him,  or  her,  more 
cheerful,  and  to  dispel  the  rather  gloomy  looks  one  sometimes 
sees  on  the  faces  of  those  left  to  their  own  thoughts  all  day  long 
in  the  cell,  bat  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  prisoners  do 
not  care  for  associated  labour  of  the  industrial  sort,  and  would 
prefer  to  work  in  their  cells,  giving  as  their  reason  that  they  do 
not  care  to  be  subject  to  the  gaze  of  their  fellow  prisoners  all  day 
long.  If  the  effect  on  the  labour  itself  is  to  be  considered,  I 
should  certainly  say  that  a  better  result  is  obtained  in  the 
industrial  class  of  work  from  cellular  labour,  as  prisoners  in 
.  nnmerous  instances  return  considerably  more  than  their  maximum 
task  daily  when  so  employed,  which  is  not  often  the  case  in 
associated  labour. 

Conversation  at  exercise  may,  in  my  opinion,  result  in  much 
harm  unless  a  very  judicious  and  careful  watch  is  kept  on  the 
class  of  prisoners  admitted  to  this  privilege,  as  a  wise  discretion 
is  left  to  the  Governor  in  this  matter,  I  may  say  ihat  power  is 
used  to  the  utmost  possible  extent  and  am  exceedingly  careful 
and  guarded  in  my  selection  for  this  indulgence,  at  the  same  time 
I  am  much  struck  with  the  many  who  decline  the  indulgence, 
who  say  they  want  no  association  here,  and  prefer  to  keep  to 
themselves. 

Debtors  do  not  like  to  work,  they  much  prefer  the  old  loafing 
and  idleness  in  prison,  consequently  their  average  numbers  are 
getting  less. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  lias  been  fairly  good. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  of  the  first  sta#e  his  been  enforced  by  the  tread- 
wheel  which  accommodates  1Mb1  prisoners  and  grinds  flour  for  the 

prison. 

Other  labonr  consists  of  making  coal  sacks  and  bags,  hammocks, 
seamen's  bags,  all  f<*r  the  Admiralty,  barrack  l>eds  for  the  War 
Office,  mail  bags  for  the  Post  Office,  shoemaking,  tailoring, 
repairing  clothes  and  shoes,  smith  and  tinsman's  work, 
carpentering  (new  work  and  repairs),  picking  oakum  and 
cotton. 

Female  prisoners  are  employed  in  private  washing,  sewing, 
knitting,  making  surplices  for  all  the  prisons,  and  bod-case 
making  for  War  Office,  painting  cells  and  corridors. 

The  ■  hydrants  and  hose  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good 
working  order. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  and  strictly  carried 
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The  juvenile  offenders  and  prisoners  in  the  star-class  have  been 
carefully  looked  after,  and  the  roles  dealing  with  these  classes 
have  been  strictly  adhered  to — a  fair  proportion  of  stage  prisoners 
in  the  star-class  are  employed  on  outdoor-labour. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  4c,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  generally  good. 

The  following  works  have  been  completed  during  the  year  : — 

Three  of  the  exercise  yards  have  been  laid  out  for  grass,  but 
this  climate  kills  the  grass  in  winter,  bo  that  fresh  seed  has  to  be 
sown  each  spring. 

A.  second  padded  cell  in  male  hospital  has  been  completed,  and 
a  special  cell  made  on  D  2. 

Alterations  in  chapel  completed. 

700  ceils  have  been  painted. 

New  glass  roof  put  up  near  end  of  female  laundry,  3  fresh  air 
inlets  put  in,  and  2  extraction  ventilators  fixed  on  roof. 

Hot  water  pump  fixed  for  feeding  steam  boilers. 

New  key  safe  made  and  fixed  for  male  prison,  old  safe  fixed  in 
matron's  office. 

Two  new  Keith's  boilers  for  heating  male  prison  erected. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly 
reported  to,  or  brought  nndor  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  chapel  services  have  been  strictly  carried  out  according  to 
rules,  and  the  behaviour  of  the  men  and  women  all  that  can  be 
desired.  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  four  times  in 
the  year,  and  Capt.  Davey,  Church  Army,  conducted  a  successful 
mission  last  December.  Prisoners  have  also  had  an  opportunity 
of  hearing  other  clergymen  when  I  was  absent  from  home. 

Scholastic  work  and  the  distribution  of  books  is  ably  and 
efficiently  carried  out  by  the  schoolmasters,  and  I  have  had  no 
complaints  from  prisoners  except  the  women,  who  do  not  relish 
being  kept  iu  their  cells  two  hours  twice  a  week.  I  am  not 
altogether  pleased  with  the  large  number  of  strong,  healthy, 
able-bodied  men  who  plead  destitution  and  throw  themselves 
upon  the  Society.  Still,  a  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  a 
very  necessary  adjunct  to  prison  work,  and  I  cannot  hut  admire 
the  zeal  with  which  the  Society  works,  and  also  the  pleasure  the 
ladies  take  in  the  welfare  of  the  female  prisoners. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  male  and  female 
prisoners,  but  the  crimes  are  those  usually  met  with  in  large 
commercial  centres.  There  are  also  many  reformative  influences 
in  Manchester  outside  the  prison,  it  has  been  well  said  that  to 
■empty  oar  prisons  we  must  begin  at  the  outside. 

The  whole  staff  of  this  prison  have  rendered  me  every  assistance.

Influenza  was  prevalent  the  last  quarter  of  1899,  and  one 
prisoner  died  of  complications  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  few 
oases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  daring  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year,  but  fortunately  all  recovered. 

A  severe  case  of  enteric  fever  broke  out  last  June,  but  he  com* 
pletely  recovered,  and  when  convalescent  was  transferred  to  the 
care  of  bis  parents.  The  source  of  the  infection  could  not  be 
traced,  and  no  other  cases  happened. 

A  prisoner,  received  in  August,  was  suffering  on  reception  from 
delirium  tremens,  and  seriously  ill ;  be  was  at  once  removed  to 
hospital,  and  died  fifty-five  hoars  after  admission  of  cardiac 
failure. 

There  were  no  suicides,  bnt  ten  attempts  were  made  ;  of  these 
one  was  genuine  probably,  five  doubtful,  and  four  feigned  :  the 
method  generally  adopted  was  by  strangulation. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  and  clothing  have  been  sufficient,  and  of 
good  quality ;  also  the  cellular  ventilation  has  been  fairly  good, 
and  the  general  sanitary  condition  satisfactory. 

All  prisoners  on  reception  were  carefully  examined. 

The  heating  of  the  prisons  and  hospitals  has  been  sufficiently 
warm  and  comfortable.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  rales  for  the  triple  division  of  offender*  have  bean  duly 
carried  out.  There  have  been  no  offenders  of  the  lat  division. 
As  to  offenders  of  the  2nd  division,  though  gaining  to  a  great 
degree — still  they  are  at  a  disadvantage  la  the  way  of  working  in 
association  and  talking  at  exercise — owing  to  the  smallness  of 
their  numbers  and  length  of  sentences. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has,  in  my  opinion,  been  an 
incentive  to  extra  Real  on  the  part  of  prisoners  in  their  labour, 
and  also  as  to  their  behaviour. 

The  provision  as  to  part  payment  of  fines  hss  been  greatly 
taken  advantage  of,  337  prisoners  having  availed  themselves 
of  it — vie.,  345  males  and  i*2  females — in  sums  varying  from  Kid. 
and  upwards.  This  provision  has  entailed  considerable  increase 
of  work  both  on  the  clerical  and  discipline  staff. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment 
since  the  new  procedure  in  regard  to  It  came  into  force. 

Associated  labour  has  been  found  to  work  well,  and  I  think 
more  work  is  turned  out  and  that  this  privilege  is  appreciated 
by  the  prisoners. 

The  Btar  class  have,  so  far,  been  the  only  prisoners  permitted 
to  talk  at  exercise,  as  those  of  the  ordinary  class  entitled  to  this 
privilege  have  not  been  considered  fit  for  it. 

The  condnct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good,  that  of  the 
prisoners  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape,  with  the 
exception  of  a  prisoner  on  remand  who  escaped,  when  being 
brought  back  from  court,  outside  the  prison  gate. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by  stone- 
breaking,  wood-chopping,  and  oakum-picking. 

Other  labour  consists  of  making  gas-tube,  hammocks,  mail-bags, 
sacks,  ship-fenders,  sponge-cloth,"  ffic,  and  the  ordinary  repairs  of 
clothing,  utensils,  &c,  and  also  of  work  in  connection  with  the 
prison  buildings. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  knitting,  washing, 
and  needlework. 

During  the  past  year  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
various  industries.  Hammock-making  for  the  Admiralty  is  a 
new  industry — 2,000  of  these  having  been  made  for  the  Transport

female  prisons. 

Areas  in  male  hospital  and  staircase  leading  to  Isolation  Ward 
covered  in  with  wire  netting. 

The  state  of  bnildings  is  good. 

There  is  a  fire-engine  at  the  police  station  close  iit  hand. 

The  supply  of  clothing  has  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  as  a  rule. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  ont. 

Forty-one  juveniles  were  received  during  the  year,  of  whom 
six  were  released  from  court,  one  sent  to  Dr.  Barnado's  Home, 
and  one  to  Sunderland  Reformatory. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  best  of  my  belief  and  ability.

Daring  the  past  year  1117  duties  have  been  performed  in 
accordance  with  the  rales  of  the  service,  and  I  have  received 
every  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  same. 

Divine  service  has  been  held  in  chapel  both  morning  and 
afternoon  every  Sunday,  on  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day. 
I  have  also  conducted  afternoon  service  on  the  Lord's  Day. 
Morning  Prayer  has  been  said  daily  in  chapel  by  myself  and  my 
substitutes  when  absent  on  leave.  On  all  these  occasions  the 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  and  their  attention 
satisfactory. 

The  infirmaries  have  been  daily  visited  by  me.  Jnveniles  and 
prisoners  under  observation  have  received  special  attention  at  my 
hands.  All  prisoners  entitled  to  instruction  have  received  the 
same  under  my  direction  from  the  school  master  and  school- 
mistress. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  zealous 
manner  in  which  the  lady  visitor  to  this  prison  has  ministered  to 
the  needs  of  the  unfortunate  women  who  have  found  their  way 
into  this  place. 

The  Bishop  of  Newcastle  preached  in  the  prison  chapel  on  the 
last  Sunday  of  December,  1899. 

The  appointed  agent  of  the  local  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  has  daily  visited  the  prison  in  order  to  attend  to  the  needs 
of  prisoners  to  be  discharged. 

I  welcome  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  representative  of  the 
Church  Army  who  is  always  ready  to  further  the  welfare  of 
those  who  have  fallen.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  No  epidemic  has 
occurred.     There  has  been  no  attempt  at  suicide. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
labour. 

For  exceptional  reasons — senility,  frequent  imprisonment,  loss 
of  weight,  and  continuous  imprisonment — an  increase  of  diet  has 
been  necessary.  The  dietary  has,  with  these  exceptions,  been 
sufficient  and  of  good  quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  due  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  (&5£5t 


The  Dew  roles  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the 
Prison  Act,  1898,  for  the  government  of  local  prisons,  were 
brought  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1899,  and  the  improved  dietary 
was  issued  on  that  date. 

No  offenders  of  the  "  Brat  division  "  were  received. 

Only  one  (a  female)  of  the  "second  division  "  was  committed 
during  the  year,  bnt  four  juvenile  offenders,  who  were  ordered  to 
be  placed  in  the  second  division,  were  received  on  transfer  from 
other  prisons.  With  one  exception  they  had  all  been  previously 
convicted,  and  I  venture  to  think  these  oases  would  have  been 
more  properly  classified  by  the  Visiting  Committee. 

At  one  time  there  were  only  three,  and  at  another  only  five, 
juveniles  in  custody,  and  on  both  occasions  they  were  divided 
into  three  classes,  which  entaile  I  an  amount  of  work  upon  the 
staff  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  advantage  which  could  possibly 
accrue  from  such  sub-division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  acted  as  a  great 
incentive  lo  industry  and  good  conduct  to  nearly  every  prisoner 
who  was  eligible  to  earn  it,  and  it  has  only  been  necessary  to 
forfeit  marks  for  remission  in  the  case  of  two  notoriously  ill- 
conducted  violent  prisoners  during  the  year.  Prisoners  are  most 
anxious  to  earn  the  fullest  possible  remission,  and  usually  succeed 
in  doing  so.  Nothing  restrains  a  long-sentenced  prisoner  so  much 
as  the  fear  of  losing  marks  for  remission,  and  in  the  case  of  one 
female  prisoner  who  was  formerly  notorious  for  her  violence,  Bhe 
conducted  herself  so  well  that  she  earned  the  fullest  possible 
remission. 

Under  the  rule  for  part  payment  of  fine  a  few  prisoners  have 
obtained  their  release  sooner  than  they  otherwise  would  have 
done,  but  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  full  amount  of  the  fine 
would  have  been  paid.  The  number  released  on  payment  of  fines 
was  exactly  the  game  as  last  year. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the  year 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  give  full  effect  to  the  rules  with 
regard  to  associated  labour,  but  from  the  limited  experience  I  havt 
had  of  it  I  believe  the  prisoners  like  it ;  beyond  this  I  am  unable 
to  see  any  advantage  in  it.  There  in  certainly  no  emulation  with 
regard  to  either  the  quantity  or  quality  of  work  produced  amongst 
those  so  employed.

Comparatively  few  prisoners  became  entitled  to  converse  at 
exercise,  and  in  the  case  of  some  of  these  the  privilege  could  not 
be  granted  owing  to  there  being  no  other  prisoner  of  their  class 
eligible  for  it  at  the  time.  In  four  cases  it  bad  to  be  withheld 
owing  to  the  bad  records  and  known  violence  of  the  prisoners. 
In  one  case  it  was  declined,  and  I  think  wisely  so,  by  a  prisoner 
who  was  anxious  to  lead  a  better  life,  and  I  believe  few  of  those 
who  are  really  desirous  of  doing  so  would  wish  to  avail  themselves 
of  it. 

Mot  a  single  Nonconformist  prisoner  has  applied  to  be  visited. 
under  rule  59,  by  a  minister  of  bis  own  persuasion,  although  care 
has  been  taken  to  make  such  prisoners  acquainted  with  the 
privilege  on  their  admission. 

The  new  rules  with  regard  to  debtors  are  undoubtedly  a  great 
improvement  upon  the  old,  which  allowed  them  to  spend  the 
greater  part  of  the  day  in  idle  gossip. 

Twenty-nine  juvenile  offenders  were  received  from  other 
prisons  and  four  from  the  committing  courts,  against  a  total  of 
forty-six  for  the  preceding  year.  Thirteen  of  these  boys  had 
wretched  homes  and  yet  not  one  of  them  could  be  induced  to 
enter  any  institution,  and  I  cannot  bnt  think  it  would  have  been 
much  better  to  have  sent  many  of  them  to  reformatories,  and  so 
removed  them  from  their  evil  surroundings  and  drunken  parents. 

The  sub-committee  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
meet  weekly,  and  no  deserving  case  is  ever  refused  aid. 

The  Church  Army  is  at  all  times  ready  to  admit  any  suitable 
case  into  their  various  labour  and  lodging  homes,  and  the  one 
recently  opened  at  Middlesboro'  will  be  of  great  service  to  this 
prison. 

There  has  been  ample  employment  for  all  prisoners.  The 
industries  were  the  same  as  last  year  with  the  addition  of 
hammock  making  for  the  War  Department,  which  was  recently 
introduced. 

It  is,  I  think,  to  be  regretted  that  skilled  workmen  cannot  be 
employed  at  their  trades  until  they  have  passed  out  of  the  first 
stage.  Very  few  prisoners  of  this  class  are  committed  for  more 
than  a  month,  but  I  Delieve  if  such  men  could  be  set  to  work  at 
tbeir  various  trades  as  soon  as  they  were  received  much  valuable 
work  would  be  done,  especially  for  the  building  department,  and 
a  very  considerable  savin"  effected  without  in  any  way  lessening 
the  deterrent  effects  of  imprisonment ;  for  I  believe  that  nothing 
enables  men  of  this  class  to  realize  the  folly  of  their  ways  so  much 
as  working  at  their  own  trades  "  without  pay." 

I  would  further  suggest  the  advisability  of  putting  long 
■  sentenced  prisoners  to  some  useful  industry  at  the  commencement 
of  their  sentences  instead  of,  as  at  present,  employing  them  at  one 
of  the  authorized  forms  of  hard  labou"foramonth,  and  at  the  end 
of  that  period  commencing  to  teach  them  some  industrial  work 
upon  which  they  might  have  been  more  profitably  employed  from 
the.first. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good  and  they  have, 
rendered  every  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  new  rules. 
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The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  fair  considering  the  rough 
low  class  from  which  they  are  drawn.  Vagrants  and  disorderly 
paupers,  of  which  an  increasing  number  are  received  here,  are 
responsible  for  most  of  the  punishments  for  idleness.  The  prison 
has  frequently  been  more  than  half  empty,  and  the  daily  average 
for  the  year  is,  I  believe,  the  lowest  on  record. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape. 

The  buildings  generally  are  in  excellent  order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water. 

The  supply  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  ample,  and  the 
supplies  from  contractors  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
roles  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Daily  prayers  have  been  said  throughout  the  year.  On  Sundays, 
morning  and  afternoon  services  with  sermon  at  each,  also  on 
Christmas  Day,  and  on  Good  Friday.  On  Saint's  days,  and  other 
Holy  days.  Ante  communion  service  with  an  address  on  the 
subject  of  the  day.  On  Fridays,  during  Lent,  the  Vicar  of  North- 
allerton, assisted  the  Chaplain  in  giving  a  series  of  addresses. 
A  Bible  class  for  the  juveniles  has  been  held  every  Saturday 
morning. 

The  several  services  must  make  a  lasting  impression  for  good 
on  some  of  the  prisoners,  many  of  whom  have  been  virtuously 
brought  up  to  lead  a  Godly  and  a  Christian  life,  but  when  they 
left  the  parental  roof  seem  to  have  left  their  religion  behind  them, 
and  followed  after  the  multitude  to  do  evil,  yet  the  seed  sown  in 
childhood  in  watered  in  the  day  of  trial  in  the  services  of  the 
Sanctuary,  and  we  hope  brings  forth  the  fruit  of  good  living. 

The  majority  of  the  prisoners  never  go  to  a  place  of  worship 
when  at  liberty  ;  but  here  they  look  upon  the  services  as  a  great 
privilege,  and  their  behaviour,  devotion,  reverence,  and  the  hearty 
way  in  which  they  join,  show  that  there  is  some  realisation  of  the 
object  of  Divine  worship. 

The  prisoners  always  receive  me  respectfully,  and.  as  a  rule,  are 
very  open  minded  and  frank  in  their  confessions.  It  is  very 
seldom  that  I  come  across  a  man — perhaps  with  the  exception  of 
a  debtor  now  and  again — but  acknowledges  that  his  degradation 
is  due  to  his  own  folly,  and  having  found  ont  the  "cause  of  his 
offence,"  I  am  able  to  reason  with  him,  and  show  him  how  to 
overcome  the  weak  point  in  his  character. 

Every  prisoner  is  visited  On  his  admission  and  discharge,  and 
once  a  week  during  his  imprisonment.  Juveniles  are  visited  twice 
a  week.    The  sick,  and  those  nnder  punishment,  daily. 

Education  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  schoolmaster 
and  the  matron.  This  great  privilege  is  not  as  highly  appreciated 
as  one  would  have  expected ;  'out  of  27  adults  eligible  for  school 
instruction,  13  declined  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity ; 
nine  out  of  these  13  were  over  30  years  of  age.  It  is  very  seldom 
that  a  prisoner  over  30  years  of  age,  especially  if  his  sentence  be 
three  months,  is  eager  to  be  under  instruction.  A  first  offender, 
aged  21,  sentenced  to  12  calendar  months,  came  into  prison  totally 
ignorant ;  did  not  even  know  his  alphabet ;   on  his  discharge  in 
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Extract*,  February,  be  passud  a  creditable  III.  Standard  examination,  and 
Report!"  n's  Partm8  words  were,  "  my  time  here  has  been  the  best  spent 
—         time  in  my  life,  it  baa  made  a  man  of  me."    Juveniles  do  well  at 

school,  but  as  most  of  them  are  here  for  a  short  time,  they  do  not 

gain  a  Standard. 

Lihrary  books  are  appreciated,  and  are  calculated  to  do  the 
prisoner  good.  To  be  alone  with  one's  thoughts  is,  I  am  told,  a 
very  trying  part  of  imprisonment.  There  is  a  tendency  for  the 
prisoner's  thoughts  to  be  meditating  some  evil.  Books  take  away 
that  feeling  of  loneliness,  and  counteract  the  evil  thought,  for  most 
of  oar  library  books  have  some  good  moral,  and  the  majority  of 
the  works  of  fiction  show  that  goodness  is  always  more  profitable 
than  evil. 

Discharged  Prisoners1  Aid  Society  still  continues  to  do  good 
work,  aid  is  some  form  or  other  is  never  refused  to  a  suitable  and 
deserving  case.  Juvenile  offenders  who  come  here  clothed  in  rags, 
are  always  sent  home  decently  clad.  The  agent  is  very  assiduous 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

A  great  number  of  oar  prisoners  are  of  a  very  low  type,  some  so 
low  as  if  everything  that  is  manly  is  wanting  in  them. 

The  majority  owe  their  degradation  to  drink. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  younger  class  have  received  their 
initiation  to  crime  in  common  lodging  houses.  Lads  without 
parents,  who  are  beyond  parental  control  seek  a  shelter  in  these 
dens  which  are  the  resort  of  thieves,  and  there  they  are  taught  the 
art  of  thieving,  and  through  their  crime  become  inhabitants  of 
our  prisons. 

Idleness  brings  in  a  number  of  persons — men  who  seem  to  have 
made  up  their  minds  never  to  work,  but  tramp  from  place  to  place, 
these  are  the  worst  kind  of  prisoners,  very  low  type.  Bad  homes, 
wretched  surroundings,  drunken  parents,  these  are  the  causes 
Which  send  in  a  large  number  of  our  juveniles. 

These  are  the  people  among  whom  we  work — the  degraded — it 
seems  sometimes  hopeless  work,  but  the  fault  cannot  be  in  the 
agencies  brought  to  bear  upon  them,  but  in  the  men  themselves  ; 
we  receive  a  little  encouragement  now  and  again,  letters  testifying 
to  the  good  received  during  a  stay  in  prison. 

The  Governor  and  all  the  officers  have  rendered  every  assistance 
to  the  Chaplain  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  for  which  be  is 
very  grateful.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  and  of  the  prison  staff  has 
been  good. 

No  epidemic,  and  no  case  of  suicide  occurred  doling  the  year. 
One  case  of  attempted  suicide  was  reported,  but,  on  investigation, 
was  considered  to  have  been  undoubtedly  feigned. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
hard  labour . 

Dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good  quality. 

Ventilation,  heating,  and  general  sanitation  of  the  prison  has 
been  satisfactory.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  haB  been  very  good. 
There  has  been  only  one  instance  of  a  prisoner  being  confined  in  a 
special  cell,  he  was  subsequently  certified  insane ;  and  the  canvas 
restraint  jacket  has  been  employed  only  once. 

A  sentence  of  capital  punishment  was  carried  out,  bat  none  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  number  of  prisoners  other  than  those  of  the  third  division 
is  here  so  small  that  the  effect  of  the  triple  classification  cannot 
well  be  ganged. 

The  earning  of  remission  by  prisoners  is  undoubtedly  an 
incentive  to  diligent  work  and  good  behavionr,  and  the  power  of 
cancelling  snch  marks  is  a  very  effective  lever  for  disciplinary 
control. 

Associated  labour  must  necessarily  be  beneficial  in  its  effects, 
which  is  very  marked  in  certain  natures.  The  officer  in  charge  is 
bettor  able  to  note  the  diligence  or  otherwise  of  the  individual 
prisoners,  and  the  suspension  of  this  privilege  as  a  means  of 
punishment,  other  than  dietary,  is  a  useful  penalty.  I  should 
attribute  a  recent  decrease  in  the  number  of  reports  and 
punishments  largely  to  the  extension  of  this  labour.  In  the 
March  quarter  of  last  year  the  prison  offences  were  16  in  number. 
In  the  corresponding  quarter!  of  this  year,  with  a  similar  average 
of  prisoners,  there  have  been  only  seven.  Again,  although  the 
number  of  "  complaining  sick "  has  not  decreased,  there  have 
been  fewer  cases  in  hospital. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  have  been 
no  attempts  to  escape. , 

The  prisoners  are  employed  at  hammock  making,  ahoemaking, 
sack  mending,  and  wood  chopping.  The  last  industry  has  lately 
been  extended:  by  a  contract  to  supply  the  military  authorities 
here.  The  number  on  oakum  picking  is  kept  as  low  as  possible. 
The  females  arje  employed  in  the  laundry,  in  knitting,  sewing,  and 
making  under-clothing. 

The!  prison  buildings  are  in  good  condition  generally. 

Thej sanitary-  arrangements  of  the  prison  and  cells  are  good. 

The!  photographic  studio  has  been  finished,  and  proves  satis- 
factory, i 

The]  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  good  order,  while  the 
supply  of  water  is  adequate.

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  conducted  as  ordered. 
There  has  been  a  sermon  at  each  service  on  Sundays,  Christmas 
Day  and  Good  Friday.  I  have  also  preached  once  or  twice  a  week 
on  week  days.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  announced  as 
directed,  and  celebrated  when  there  have  been  applications.  The 
services  are  now  fully  choral,  and  the  Hinging  hearty  and  con- 
gregational. The  interest  and  attention  of  both  officers  and 
prisoners  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

Tbe  library  books  are  issued  regularly,  and  are,  to  my  personal 
knowledge,  read  with  interest.  There  is  a  frequent  demand  for 
books  on  shorthand,  made  by  those  who  are  beyond  the  standard 
for  school  instruction. 

The  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
duly  admonished.  All  sick,  applications,  punishments  and  ob- 
servation cases  have  been  visited  daily,  as  also  juveniles.  I  have 
systematically  visited  every  cell  once  a  month ,  in  addition  to  those 
cases  which  I  have  seen  more  frequently. 

In  February  I  was  granted  permission  to  have  a  class  for  youth- 
ful offenders  twice  a  week.  There  are  now  eight  youths  attending. 
I  have  spoken  to  them  on  such  subjects  as  "  Moral  Courage," 
"  Duty,"  '•  Work,"  "  Purpose,"  "  Hight  Thinking."  They  appear 
to  take  an  intelligent  interest 

The  school  instruction  has  been  carried  out  according  to  the 
rules.  I  have  personally  examined  » 11  prisoners  on  reception,  and 
those  entitled  to  school  instruction  I  have  also  examined  on  dis- 
charge or  when  able  to  pass  into  the  fourth  staLdard.  I  have  also 
given  personal  supervision  to  the  actual  instructing  of  the  prisoners 
by  the  schoolmaster. 

Juveniles  have  had  an  hour's  schooling  daily  in  their  cells 
under  my  personal  supervision.  They  receive  suitable  library 
books  on  admission,  and  are  under  my  individual  care  and 
attention. 

The  Simple  Catechisms  granted  to  me  by  yon  for  the  use  of 
juveniles  have  been  found  most  useful. 

There  was  an  execution  at  this  prison  in  August  last.  The 
prisoner  was  visited  daily,  and  the  execution  attended  by  the  Rev. 
A.  W.  Thompson. 
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I  always  endeavour  to  teach  the  prisoners  to  look  upon  their 
incarceration  as  a  God-given  opportunity  for  thought  over  the 
wasted  opportunities  of  the  past,  and  urge  them  to  make  it  a  time 
of  solemn  resolution,  aud  to  seek  divine  grace  and  strength,  so 
that  they  may  look  back  upon  their  imprisonment  as  a  time  from 
which  they  derived  help.  That  these  efforts  have  not  always 
been  unsuccessful  is  borne  witness  to  by  the  many  who  have  on 
discharge  thanked  me  for  the  help  they  have  received  from 
sermons  and  conversations  while  in  prison.  Such  thanks  coming 
from  those  who  have  no  material  object  to  gain,  in  the  way  of 
clothes  or  gratuity,  are  probably  genuine.  The  following  are 
'extracts  from  letters  received  among  many  others  : — 

(1.)  "  I  thank  you  very  much  for  your  kindness.  I  will  always 
think  of  you  as  a  good  and  kind  friend  to  prisoners  in  despair." 
(This  prisoner  ha-1  attempted  suicide  while  in  prison). 

(2.)  "  I  shall  always  look  back  on  my  ten  months  with  feelings 
of  joy  ;  n°t,  however,  at  the  reason  for  my  enforced  leisure ;  but 
because  I  was  there  brought — aye,  mainly  by  you  (and  I  gladly 
lay  the  charge  at  your  door) — bronght  to  think,  and  as  you  have 
more  than  once  pointed  out,  when  a  man  begins  to  do  that,  he  ia 
not  far  from  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  rendered  assistance 
to  some  154  prisoners,  747  have  had  a  free  breakfast,  and  1,017 
have  been  met  on  their  discharge  from  prison. 

I  have  always  found  the  prisoners  respectful,  attentive  to  my 
ministrations,  and  glad  to  receive  me.  Many  have  thanked  me 
on  their  discharge  for  my  efforts  to  improve  their  moral  and 
spiritual  welfare. 

The  schoolmaster  has  been  most  attentive,  and  has  performed 
all  his  duties  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

The  matron  as  schoolmistress  has  given  every  attention  to  the 
instruction  of  the  prisoners  under  her  care. 

I  have  at  all  times  received  every  assistance  and  courtesy  from 
the  Governor  and  other  officers.

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

Due  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  heating  of  the  prison, 
and  the  temperature  has  been  kept  uniform. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  fairly  good.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


I  am  of  opinion  that  the  new  division  of  offenders  into  three 
classes  is  a  good  system  ;  the  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence 
is  a  very  great  stimulant  to  prisoners  to  behave  and  work  well  as 
a  general  rule. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  availed  of  by 
many  prisoners. 

For  the  most  part,  prisoners  greatly  appreciate  the  privileges  of 
working  in  association  and  being  allowed  to  converse  at  exercise, 
as  the  solitary  seclusion  presses  acutely  npon  those  prisoners  who 
are  not  old  offenders,  so,  the  hope  of  working  in  association  is 
mnch  cherished  by  these,  and  indnoes  them  to  behave  well. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  for  the  most  part  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempted  escapes. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  hammock  making,  sack 
and  mail  bag  making,  wood  chopping,  tailoring  and  shoe  repairing, 
gardening,  oakum  picking,  water  pumping,  and  the  ordinary 
prison  services,  white-washing,  Ac. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  generally  is  good. 

The  appliances  for  nse  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  excepting  in  one  case  duly  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioners,

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  performed 
throughout  the  year.  The  prisoners  have  joined  well  in  the 
services,  but  the  number  able  to  take  part  has  been  small.  The 
singing,  especially  of  hymns,  is  evidently  enjoyed  by  the  prisoners, 
and  all  have  been  very  attentive  to  the  sermons  and  addresses. 
Their  attention  and  singing  are  marked  features  in  the  chapel 
services,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  not  a  few 
cases  prisoners  after  their  discharge  are,  according  to  information 
received  from  clergymen  and  others,  living  far  better  lives,  both 
with  respect  to  temperance  in  particular  and  to  their  conduct 
generally. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  eligible  has  been  carried  on 
regularly  and  with  very  fair  results,  and  has  been  tested  by 
examination  from  time  to  time. 

The  prisoners  have  been  duly  and  regularly  visited  upon 
reception,  discharge,  when  sick  or  under  punishment,  and  also  on 
application.  Whilst  undergoing  their  sentences  they  have  also 
been  visited  at  intervals  varying  from  two  to  four  weeks.  They 
have,  as  a  rule,  been  both  attentive  to  admonition  and  respectful  in 
conduct.  They  not  infrequently  consider  the  law  harsh  or  even 
unjust,  and  still  more  frequently  fail  to  perceive  any  moral  fault 
in  their  crimes. 

1  The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  difficult 
but  beneficial  work. 

I  am  again  happy  to  state  that  I  have  received  every  assistance 
and  ooartesy  from  .'11  the  prison  officers,  and  that  we  have  worked 
together  in  perfect  harmony  throughout  the  year.

Doling  the  year  ending  31st  of  March,  1900,  the  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  good.  No  epidemic  has  occurred,  or  suicide 
attempted  or  feigned.  Every  prisoner  has  been  caref  ally  examined 
before  being  passed  for  hard  labour,  and  the  diet  and  bedding 
are  sufficient  and  of  good  quality.  The  ventilation  of  the  cells 
and  the  general  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  efficient  and 
satisfactory,  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating  of  the 
prison,  and  a  uniform  temperature  maintained.

The  state  and  discipline  of  tbe  prison  during  the  past  year  have 
been  satisfactory.  The  changes  brought  about  by  the  Prison  Act, 
1898,  have  been  beneficial,  and  prisoners  have  not  been  slow  to 
recognise  the  benefits  conferred  on  them. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  much  valued,  and  has 
been  an  inducement  to  prisoners  who  have  come  under  its  pro- 
vision to  behave  well  and  to  be  industrious.  It  appears  to  me  to 
i  powerful  incentive   especially  when  prisoners  are  not  old 


The  system  of  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  largely 
availed  of  in  this  prison,  and  on  the  whole  has,  I  think,  proved 
beneficial,  and  it  is  certainly  more  humane. 

The  substitution  of  A  diet  for  No.  1  has  been  attended  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  Since  its  introduction  the  need  for  extra 
diets  has  diminished  almost  to  vanishing  point. 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  several  prisoners  whom  I  have  offered 
the  privilege  of  conversing  at  exercise  have  declined  it. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
past  year. 
The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 
The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  has  generally  been  good. 
There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 
There  were  no  suicides  or  attempts  at  suicide. 
Prisoners  have  been  employed   at  stone-breaking  and  oakum 
picking  for  hard  labour  in  the  first  stage..    Other  prisoners  are 
employed  at  oakum-picking  with  aid  of  a  fiddle,  fibre  and  hair- 
picking,  making  coal  sacks,  mail-bags,  pillow  slips,  bed  cases  and 
hammocks,  repairing  roads  In  the  prison  grounds,  making  and 
repairing  prison  clothing,  gardening,  and  in  the  ordinary  service 
of  the  prison. 

The  buildings  and  fenced  are  in  good  condition.  Four  new 
quarters  for  officers  have  been  built  and  occupied  during  the  past 
year,  and  they  are  ranch  appreciated. 

Appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient,  and  have  been 
regularly  tested,  and  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water.  The 
quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  sufficient  for 
all  requirements.  All  available  ground  is  placed  under  cultivation 
and  the  produce  is  used  in  the  prison. 
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The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory,  and  punctually 
delivered,  except  in  one  case  which  was  brought  to  notice. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
continues  to  work  well. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
duly  carried  out  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  reported  or  brought  to  notice.

The  services  have  been  duly  performed  both,  on  Sundays  and 
Week  days.  Each  Sunday  two  sermons  have  been  preached,  and 
an  address  given  each  week  day.  I  have  taken  courses  on  the 
creed — the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  First 
Lessons,  and  the  Types ;  and  I  have  made  it  a  special  effort  to 
make  the  addressee  as  practical  as  possible.  Many  prisoners  have 
thanked  me  (or  the  instruction  they  have  received. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  the  Chapel  has  been  generally 
good,  and  the  greater  number  have  taken  a  willing  part  in  the 
singing  and  the  recitation  of  the  Psalms. 

There  are  always  some  who  cannot  take  a  part  because  they 
cannot  read  fluently. 

The  education  has  been  punctually  and  regularly  carried  on, 
and  many  have  expressed  great  pleasure  at  the  opportunity 
afforded  them  of  improving  themselves ;  on  the  other  hand  some 
have  objected  to  the  fonr  hours'  teaching  and  have  wished  me  to 
let  them  off.  This  I  have  refused  to  do  unless  I  found  they  were 
making  no  progress  and  were  incurably  dull. 

I  have  seen  all  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  I  have 
regularly  visited  the  sick  and  those  under  punishment.  I  have 
conducted  a  service  and  given  an  address  in  the  Infirmary  when 
the  patients  were  unable  to  attend  Chapel. 

The  Church  Army  Mission,  conducted  by  Captain  Hanson,  was 
well  received,  and  I  hope  has  resulted  in  permanent  good. 

The  chief  cause  of  crime  is  excessive  drinking,  both  amongst 
men  and  women.  The  drinking  amongst  women  is  a  common 
cause  of  assaults,  and  of  men  leaving  their  homes  and  refusing  to 
provide  for  their  families.  The  drinking  amongst  men  has  led  to 
many  terrible  crimes.  We  have  had  one  murder  case  and  two 
cases  of  manslaughter  from  this  cause. 

We  have  had  one  execution  during  the  year.  The  convict 
expressed  great  sorrow,  and  I  admitted  him  to  Holy  Communion. 

I  have  to  sincerely  thank  the  Governor  and  the  other  officers, 
male  and  female,  for  the  help  they  have  given  me. 

I  have  been  much  pleased  with  the  work  done  by  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society.  The  agent  is  very  earnest  and  attentive, 
both  in  meeting  the  prisoners  at  the  gate  and  in  following  them 
up  after  their  discharge.  The  Governor  and  I  are  members  of 
the  Committee  and  regularly  attend  the  monthly  meetings.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole 
Two  prisoners,  one  male  and  one  female,  have  been  discharged 
on  medical  grounds.  There  has  been  no  epidemic.  A  few  caset 
of  influenza  were  isolated. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  to  commit  suicide. 

All  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  together  with  all  other 
receptions,  are  carefully  examined  prior  to  being  put  to  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  cells  has  been  attended  to.

The  division  of  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  as  directed. 
The  offenders  in  the  1st  division  have  only  been  on  a  limited 
scale,  but  most  have  elected  to  do  a  little  work  during  imprison- 
ment. 

The  offenders  of  the  2nd  division  committed  here  are  also  few 
in  number,  at  no  period  sufficient  numbers  to  work  in  association, 
but  have  had  their  cell  doors  open  a  portion  of  each  day. 

The  offenders  of  the  3rd  division  are  different,  although, 
however  few,  they  can  be  utilised  in  association,  or  have  their 
cell  doors  open,  with  the  ordinary  class  of  prisoners  as  may  be 
found  necessary. 

Debtors,  as  a  rule,  do  not  care  for  much  work,  and  their 
sentences  are  only  short,  therefore  they  cannot  be  put  to 
employment  of  that  description  in  which  they  can  earn  much 
gratuity. 

Very  few  unconvicted  prisoners  care  to  do  any  work. 

Remission  of  sentences  is,  of  coarse,  valued  by  those  who  have 
sentences  of  sufficient  length  to  get  the  advantage,  although  in 
one  case  a  man  was  liberated  in  the  morning,  and  was  again  in 
custody  before  night  for  a  fresh  offence,  and  received  a  sentence 
which  extended  beyond  the  date  of  his  original  sentence. 

The  provision  as  to  the  part  payment  of  fines,  has  not  been 
very  liberally  taken  advantage  of — only  part  payment  in  10  cases 
during  the  year. 

As  regards  associated  labour,  the  prisoners  do  not,  so  far,  take 
fall  advantage  of  working  on  the  landing  ;  only  about  one  fifth 
care  to  sit  outside  in  the  corridor,  they  prefer  to  have  cell  doors 
open,  or,  in  some  cases  in  cold  weather,  will  shut  themselves  up 
and  keep  the  heat  in. 

Conversation  at  exercise  is  almost  a  dead  letter  in  this  prison. 
For  the  pa»t  two  months,  out  of  six  men,  five  object  to  it. 

The  juvenile  offenders  ana  star  class  have  been  carefully 
attended  to,  and  the  regulations  relating  to  the  same  have  been 
carried  out. 

The  prisoners  have    been   employed   as  follows :    viz.,    hard 

labour  in   tiist  stage,  stonebreaking,   wood  sowing  and  oakum 

picking.     In  later  stages :  wood  chopping,  mail-bags,  coal-sacks, 

coal-bags,  pt»  sorting,,  gardening,  oakum  picking,  laundry  (when 
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not  sufficient  women),  and  the  service  of  the 'prison, 
prisoners  :  laundry,  knitting,  needlework,  cleaning,  &c. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  and  that 
of  the  prisoners  fairly  satisfactory. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  buildings  and  fences  generally  are  in  fair  condition.  The 
old  punishment  cell  for  females  has  been  converted  into  a 
special  cell  and  duly  certified  as  such. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  Ac.  have  been  sufficient  for  all 
requirements. 

["The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order  and  fairly 
satisfactory,  and  are  tested  monthly.  The  supply  of  water  for 
their  use  is  adequate.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Morning  prayers  have  been  duly  said.  With  very  rare  excep- 
tions a  short  address  has  been  given  at  the  daily  service. 

There  have  been  the  usual  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday  services,  with  sermon  on  each  occasion.  The  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  was  administered  on  two  occasions,  in  the  case  of  the 
infant  children  of  prisoners,  while  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  celebrated  fonr  times,  namely,  at  Christmas,  Easter, 
Whitsuntide,  and  on  first  Sunday  in  March.  Assistance  has  been 
given  by  Rev.  L.  R.  Phelps,  Fellow  of  Oriel  College;  Rev.  H.  A. 
Harvey,  late  Vicar  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene  ;  Rev.  H.  S.  Probyn, 
Chaplain  of  Wycliffe  Hall ;  and  Revs.  A.  E.  Negus  and  V.  E.  Hea- 
grove,  Assistant  Curates  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish.  The  two  last 
named  have  also  assisted  during  the  week,  and  have  performed 
their  duty  very  satisfactorily. 

The  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  their  admission  and  dis- 
charge and  frequently  on  other  occasions. 

All  sick  and  punishment  cases  have  been  reported,  and  have 
been  carefully  visited. 

The  educational  work  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the 
schoolmaster. 

The  Benefaction  Fund  has  done  good  work  during  the  year, 
relieving  in  a  great  variety  of  ways  247  male  and  60  female 
prisoners.  The  fund  has  also  made  grants  to  several  institutions 
which  greatly  help  our  prisoners  on  release,  chief  among  which 
should  be  mentioned  the  Church  Army  Labour  Home  and  the 
Oxford  Refuge, 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  have  to  record  that  I  have 
received  most  efficient  and  willing  help  from  all  the  nfficws.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has,  on  the 
whole,  been  very  good. 

Only  one  prisoner  has  Buffered  from  epidemic  disease,  namely, 
erysipelas.  He  was  carefully  isolated,  and  all  proper  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  the  disease  attacking  other  prisoners,  and  in  this 
we  were  successful. 

The  diet  has  been  much  improved  under  the  new  regulations, 
and  the  prisoners  have  distinctly  felt  the  benefit  of  the  change. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  are  excellent,  and  to 
this,  in  great  measure,  may  be  attributed  the  general  good  health 
of  the  prisoners.

•  The  {state  of  the  prison  has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
The  employment  of  bo  many  temporary  officers  as  substitutes  for 
those  members  of  the  permanent  staff  who  have  rejoined  the 
army  for  service  in  South  Africa  has  made  it  difficult,  I  may  say 
impossible,  to  maintain  each  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
discipline  as  one  could  have  wished.  These  officers  have  to  be 
taken  on  at  short  notice,  and,  being  without  experience,  have 
much  to  learn  before  they  can  exercise  proper  influence  and 
control  over  those  committed  to  their  charge  ;  but  notwithstand- 
ing all  this,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  discipline  has  been  well 
maintained  and  the  errors  committed  have  not  been  of  a  serious 
character. 

The  Prison  Act,  1898,  has  now  been  in  operation  sufficiently 
long  to  allow  of  an  opinion  being  formed  on  its  merits,  and, 
personally,  I  think  the  changes  introduced  by  it  have  been 
beneficial. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  has  worked  satisfactorily  ;  the 
men  of  the  second  division  (there  are  none  of  the  first  division 
here)  have  conducted  themselves  well  and  seem  to  appreciate 
being  separated  from  the  lower  class  of  prisoners.  As  a  rate 
these  men  are  of  a  better  social  position,  and  better  behaviour 
can  reasonably  be  expected  of  them,  but  I  think  that  separating 
them  from  the  others  and  giving  them  a  distinctive  dress,  have 
tended  to  raise  their  tone. 

The  above  remarks  apply  also  to  the  men  of  the  star  class,  who 
give  little  trouble,  being  both  industrious  and  well  behaved. 

The  power  possessed  by  prisoners  of  over  six  months  sentence 
to  earn  remission  has  been  largely  taken  advantage  of ;  in  most 
cases  the  full  remission  allowed  has  been  earned,  thereby  showing 
that  the  privilege  is  a  greet  incentive  to  good  order  and  industry  ; 
as  an  aid  to  discipline  it  is  of  great  value,  and  I  should  like  to  Bee 
it  extended  to  sentences  of  four  months. 

Some  few  of  the  prisoners  have  preferred  to  take  their  exercise 
in  a  solitary  manner,  but  the  great  majority  of  these  entitled  to 
the  privilege  of  talking  have  availed  themselves  of  it,  and  seem 
to  have  appreciated  it.  They  have  behaved  very  well  during  the 
exercise  and  have  walked  and  talked  in  a  quiet  and  orderly 
manner,  in  fact  I  cannot  call  to  mind  a  single  report  of 
misbehaviour. 
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Extract*         When  first  the  practice  was  introduced  I  was  a  little  doubtful 

itojlort. "    as  to  whether  it  might  not  be  harmful,  but  I  have  seen  no  evil 

arising  from  it,  and  as  it  is  a  kind  of  reward  for  good  conduct 

and  a  relief  to  the  monotony  of  a  long  sentence  I  am  in  favour  of 

a  continuance  of  it. 

Great  advantage  has  been  taken  df  the  provision  for  the  part 
payment  of  fines,  large  numbers  who  have  been  unable  to  pay  the 
whole  have  paid  part,  and  no  gained  an  earlier  release  from 
prison. 

I  can  speak  very  favourably  of  the  system  of  associated  labour. 
The  prisoners  are  constantly  under  the  eye  of  the  officer  in  charge 
of  them,  are  more  easily  instructed  in  their  work,  and  the  spirit 
of  competition  comes  into  play  and  causes  each  man  to  try  and 
$qual  or  beat  his  neighbour  ;  the  men  like  to  work  in  association, 
and  a  knowledge  that  the  Governor  will  pnt  them  to  work  in 
their  cells  if  they  misconduct  themselves  is  a  great  inducement 
to  good  conduct. 

The  fact  that  with  a  less  number  of  prisoners  the  earnings  this 
year  have  exceeded  those  of  last  year  by  no  leas  than  £2,329  7s.  4d. 
speaks  well  for  associated  labour. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good.

The  works  on  which  the  prisoners  were  employed  were 
grinding  corn,  baking  and  bookbinding  for  this  and  other  prisons, 
joiners',  smiths',  and  tinmans'  work,  mail-bag  and  brush-making, 
mattress  and  bolster  making  for  the  War  Department,  shoe- 
making,  tailoring  and  basket-making.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
fibre  picking  and  wool-sorting  have  been  done  by  men  whose 
mental  capacity  was  too  low  or  whose  sentences  were  too  short  to 
permit  of  their  being  employed  at  skilled  labour. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order.  The  following  works 
have  been  done  during  the  year : —

refitted  throughout ;  Roman  Catholic  Chapel  and  Stores 
heated  with  hot  water  :  stokeriee  altered. 
Front  gate  and  Central  Hall. — Electric  bell  communication 
A,  R,  C,  and  D  Wings. — 300  cast  iron  shelves  fixed  in  cells. 
Front  gate. — Cubicles  altered  to  make  record  room. 
Exercise  wings. — A  and  B  wings  relaid  with  concrete  slabs. 
Corridors,  wings,  Protestant  Chapel,  Roman  Catholic  Chapel, 
stores  and  bakehouse  painted. 
The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in   good  order  and 
sufficient  for  the  pnrpose.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 
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There  has  been  a  sufficient  supply  of  clothing  and  bedding. 

The    contractors'    supplies     have    been    good,     and    properly       '*22* 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
roles  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
enforced  and  observed.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THK  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  duties  of  the  Chaplain's  department  have  been  fulfilled 
during  the  year  without  interruption.  There  has  been  a  short 
service  each  week-day  morning  ;  and  full  service  has  been  held 
on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon,  with  a  sermon  at  each  service.  The  Holy  Communion 
has  been  administered  monthly,  and  on  the  chief  Sunday  festivals. 
The  Rev.  E.  E.  Barber,  Vicar  of  Downton,  Herefordshire,  preached 
on  the  afternoons  of  Trinity  V.  and  VI.  The  prisoners  seem 
attentive,  and  their  conduct  is  outwardly  fair,  when  assembled  in 
chapel. 

A  Church  Army  MisBioner  commenced  an  eight  days'  mission 
on  April  23rd.  He  addressed  the  prisoners  on  April  23rd  and  30th 
at  the  morning  and  evening  services  in  the  chapel ;  daily  at  the 
usual  morning  service ;  and  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  he 
delivered  a  short  address  in  the  hospital.  The  prisoners  were 
informed  that  they  would  be  allowed  to  have  an  interview  with 
the  Missioned  on  spiritual  matters  ;  and  eleven  prisoners  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  The  Missioner  was  also  permitted 
to  see  and  converse  with  those  who  were  about  to  be  discharged. 

All  the  prisoners  admitted  during  the  year  have  been  seen  and 
conversed  with,  and  on  the  day  previous  to  their  discharge,  have 
been  interviewed.  In  addition  to  this,  the  prisoners  sentenced  to 
Long  terms  have  been  visited  every  throe  months ;  and  constao  t 
opportunity  has  been  offered  to  all,  on  their  application,  for  private 
instruction  and  advice.  The  prisoners  are  respectful  when 
visited,  and  not  (infrequently  express  their  gratitude.  The  hos- 
pital has  been  daily  visited,  and  special  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  sick.  The  prisoners  located  in  the  observation  cells  have 
been  visited  week  by  week.  The  prisoners  undor  punishment 
have  been  daily  visited. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  on 
Intermediate  examinations  have  been  held  to  test  the  progress  of 
those  who  have  benefited  by  the  teaching  given,  and,  if  found 
competent,  they  are  passed  out  from  farther  instruction. 

With  regard  to  the  juvenile  offenders,  they  receive  daily 
instruction  for  one  hour.  Library  books  have  been  supplied  to 
them  on  admission ;  during  their  sentences  attention  and  cam 
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■*m*2"*f  have  been  devoted  to  them ;  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
b^otl  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  provision  has  been  made  for  their 
—         protection  and  care  on  discharge. 

The  spiritual  and  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners  is  each  as 
might  be  expected  from  their  home  environment.  They  are 
brought  up,  and  pass  their  years,  in  the  dim  twilight  of  civilized 
heathendom.  Shamelessness,  conceit  begotten  of  ignorance,  and 
blossoming  into  unbelief  and  irreligion,  are  the  difficulties  that 
confront  those  who  would  lead  them  aright.  Still,  there  is  some 
little  improvement  to  be  remarked  now  and  again  in  our  discharged 
prisoners.  Tho  Chaplains  themselves  know  that  the  former 
prisoners.  A.  C.  A.  and  E.  W.,  are  struggling  in  the  right  path. 
A  most  satisfactory  letter  has  been  received  from  F.  M.,  who  Is 
employed  as  the  manager  of  a  small  business.  The  Missionary  of 
Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  who  from  time  to  time  corres- 
ponds with  the  Chaplain,  reports  that  W.  T.  H.,  who  was  dis- 
charged in  1898,  has  "  turned  out  a  most  bright  case  "  ;  and  that 
A.  G.  R.  is  doing  well  and  writes  s—u  I  shall  do  my  utmost  to 
atone  for  the  one  great  sin  of  my  life." 

The  Metropolitan  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  have, 
during  the  past  year,  aided  1,305  oat  of  1,808  applicants  for 
assistance  on  discharge.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


Beport. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  has  Dot  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison. 

There  has  not  been  any  suicide. 

All  prisoners  pass  through  a  most  searching  examination  on 
admission,  previous  to  being  classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  ventila- 
tion of  the  cells  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
The  heating  of  the  prison  is  likewise  good,  and  maintains  a 
uniform  temperature. 

The  new  dietary  has  made  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  prisoners,  which  has  been  considerably 
enhanced  since  the  abolition  of  the  tread-wheel.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  (££££, 


The  division  in  which  the  prisoners  were  to  be  placed  was 
rarely  named  by  the  courts. 

The  power  to  earn  a  remission  of  sentence  has  been  folly 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners  concerned,  and  has  eliminated 
misconduct  and  stimulated  industry. 

The  new  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  to  obtain 
release  has  not  effected  the  readier  payment  of  penalties,  in  fact 
fewer  amounts  have  been  paid  than  in  previous  years. 

No  case  of  misconduct  has  occurred  for  which  the  prisoner 
would  have  been  liable  to  corporal  punishment  under  the  new 
rules.     One  prisoner  was  "  birched  "  under  the  old  regulations. 

The  privilege  of  associated  labour  for  Ion  .'-term  prisoners  has 
had  a  most  beneficial  effect,  the  former  dull  stupid  look  has 
disappeared,  and  a  spirit  of  alertness  is  now  noticeable. 

Conversation  at  exercise  is  valued  as  a  change  by  some  only ; 
I  consider  that  habitual  offenders  should  be  debarred  from  this 
privilege. 

The  improved  dietary  for  short-term  prisoners  was  a  most 
important  improvement  during  the  year;  the  good  effects  have 
been  very  noticeable,  none  of  these  prisoners  now  complain  of 
hunger,  and  with  sufficient  food  no  difficulty  is  now  experienced 
in  getting  a  good  day's  work  done  by  them. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very 
good,  short-term  prisoners  only  offending  against  the  rules. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempted  escape. 

One  male  prisoner  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 

Hard  labour  in  first  stage  has  been  enforced  at  stone-breaking 
for  the  Corporation  of  Plymouth. 

Productive  industries  have  been  coal- sack  and  hammock 
making  for  the  Admiralty,  firewood  chopping  for  the  War  Departs 
men  t,  and  mail-bag  making  for  the  Post  Office.  Other  employ- 
ments have  been  in  building  operations  and  prison  services. 

The  buildings  are  in  a  fair  state  of  repair ;  the  heating  apparatus 

has  been   renewed ;  new  drains  have  been   laid  to   Governor's 

Quarters ;  the  internal  paintwork  of  the  prison  has  been  renewed 

by  prison  labour ;  two  special  cells  have  been  provided  in  the 

5931—4  2  E 
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female  prison ;  new  water  mains  and  fire  hydrants  have  been 
obtained ;  new  bathrooms,  boiler  house  with  duplicate  boilers, 
and  steam-cooking  apparatus  in  kitchen,  are  approaching  com- 
pletion, and  man;  minor  improvements  effected. 

The  remainder  of  the  ground  of  the  female  prison  has  been 
cleared  and  brought  nnder  cultivation. 

The  now  hydrants  and  tire  hose  form  an  efficient  fire  service ;  a 
strong  pressure  of  water  is  at  alt  times  instantly  available  at  each 
hydrant. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  in  good  condition,  and  sufficient 
has  been  provided  to  meet  ail  requirements. 

The  supplies  from  contractors  were  of  standard  quality,  and 
delivered  punctually. 

The  stage  system  continues  to  work  well,  the  new  privilege  of 
earning  a  remission  of  sentence  nnder  it  has  overcome  misconduct 
and  idleness  by  prisoners  with  long  sentences. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  prisons  have 
been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  Service  has  been  conducted  daily ;  also  on  Sundays, 
Christinas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  morning  and  afternoon,  with 
sermons.  Judging  from  the  reverence,  attention,  and  the  hearty 
manner  in  which  the  prisoners  take  part  in  the  services  I  am 
confident  the  privilege  is  highly  appreciated.  Many,  not  only  on 
their  discharge  from  prison  but  who  now  reside  in  the  Three 
Towns,  have  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the  benefits  received  at 
the  chapel  services. 

There  have  been  three  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion 
during  the  year,  the  average  number  of  communicants  being  six. 

I  have  been  kindly  assisted  by  the  following  gentlemen,  who 
preached  very  impressive  and  helpful  sermons  : — Rev.  Prebendary 
T.  H.  Howard,  Rev.  W.  Howard  Coates,  Rev.  1>.  Davies,  Rev.  T. 
Barnard,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Gobs,  licensed  lay  reader.  In  February 
last  we  were  favoured,  for  the  second  time,  with  an  "  eight  days' 
mission"  from  the  Church  Army.  Captain  Mulholland's  ail  dresses 
were  simple,  practical,  and  effective,  free  from  anything  approach- 
ing sensationalism,  and  were  listened  to  throughout  the  whole 
mission  with  great  attention. 

I  trust  that  much  lasting  good  has  resulted  from  the  services 
and  his  interviews  with  the  prisoners.  At  the  same  time  I  should 
like  to  add  that  if  missions  were  conducted  by  some  of  our  own 
experienced  prison  chaplains,  who  have  more  knowledge  of  prison 
life  and  the  character  of  the  prisoners  than  an  "outsider,"  I 
believe  excellent  results  would  follow  and  the  success  would  be 
still  greater. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  admission  and  discharge,  the 
star  class,  those  under  21,  juveniles,  and  remands  receiving  special 
attention  ;  others  at  frequent  intervals  in  their  cells  and  exercise 
ground.  My  ministrations  and  visits  have  been  invariably 
received  with  respect  and  gratitude. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  the  influence  for  good  does  not 
terminate  on  their  discharge,  as  many  of  the  prisoners  retain  the 
effects  of  the  discipline  and  teaching  received.  It  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  mention  only  three  : — 

(1.)  "  In  reference  to  my  case  you  will  find  I  have  been 
awaiting  trial  exactly  fifteen  weeks  to-day.  I  would  beg  leave 
to  say  that  during  this  most  trying  time   I   have  found  your 
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services  and  also  your  visits  a  very  great  blessing.  Your  kind 
words  have  often  helped  to  heal  an  aching  heart  and  cheer  me  on  * 
toward  a  brighter  future.  I  might  also  mention  that  I  have 
received  the  greatest  consideration  from  the  Governor  and  the 
officers  during  this  time,  for  which  I  offer  them,  through  you,  my 
best  thanks.  In  conclusion  I  would  offer  yon  my  heartiest  thanks 
for  having  cheered  and  consoled  me  in  my  time  of  humiliation  to 
return  to  a  better  life." 

(2.)  "  I  do  feel  that  I  owe  a  debt  to  the  Almighty,  in  which  I 
feel  sure  you  will  heartily  join  with  me  in  my  prayers  for  restora-. 
tion.  My  whole  future  will,  with  His  help,  be  given  toward 
achieving  an  honest  and  upright  name  ;  I  will  do  my  best  and 
feel  sure  I  shall  yet  succeed.  I  am  at  present  staying  with  my 
dear  wife's  parents.  Cin  1  express  to  you  in  words  with  what 
delight  my  dear  wife  received  me  ?  1  think.  Sir,  that  probably, 
with  your  great  experience,  you  will  quite  understand.  And 
now,  Sir,  in  conclusion,  I  want  to  try  and  thank  you  again  for  the 
way  you  always  tried  to  cheer  and  help  me  on  in  my  most  painful 
situation.  May  God's  blesdng  rest  upon  yon  and  yours  is  the 
heart's  prayer  of ." 

(3.)  "  I  am  writing  to  let  you  know  that  on  leaving  last  Friday 
morning  I  found  my  brother  and  a  gentleman  waiting  for  me, 
who  both  gave  me  a  very  hearty  reception  and  at  once  put  me  at 
my  ease,  and  did  everything  in  their  power  to  prevent  my  feeling 
the  strangeness  of  my  position.  I  must  now  thank  you  for  the 
great  kindness  you  have  shown  and  the  interest  you  have  taken 
in  me,  and  I  am  very  grateful  that  you  succeeded  in  getting  me 
to  see,  both  from  your  sermons  and  our  conversations,  which  I 
always  looked  forward  to,  the  true  value  of  prayer  and  also  the 
partaking  of  the  Holy  Communion,  which  1  can  now  see  forms 
the  most  powerful  aid  that  man  can  have  to  resist  the  many 
temptations  of  this  world.     Again  thauking  yon." 

The  secular  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  conducted  by 
the  schoolmaster  with  diligence  aud  ability.  The  "  test "  examina- 
tions which  I  have  held  between  their  admission  and  discharge 
were  very  satisfactory. 

The  distribution  of  library  books  has  been  duly  attended  to ; 
the  books  are  changed  weekly — in  special  cases  oftener.  Story 
books  and  works  of  travel  are  always  in  great  demand.  I  am 
thankful  io  say  the  library  is  greatly  appreciated  and  it  is  a  very- 
important  aid  in  my  work. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  meets  monthly,  and 
continues  to  give  valuable  assistance  to  all  deserving  cases.  All 
applications  are  subjected  to  a  careful  examination  by  the  sub- 
committee, and  no  case  which  presents  iny  prospect  of  good 
results  is  refused  help.  The  lady  visitors  report  that  many  of  the 
discharged  female  prisoners  who  availed  themselves  of  the  help 
of  the  Society  are  now  doing  well. 

The  Church  Army,  which  has  a  very  successful  branch  in 
Plymouth,  has  again  during  last  year  kindly  taken  cases  recom- 
mended by  the  Governor  and  myself  under  their  special  care. 
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■ofctp'wi         '^'ie  ^dy  visitors  have,  under  my  guidance,  carried  on  their 

Beoori      useful  work  with  much  success.    1  am  thankful  to  report  that 

several  females  on  their  discharge  were  persuaded  by  the  lady 

agent  to  enter  the  Salvation  Army  Home  in  Plymouth,  and  ara 

uow  living  useful  and  better  lives. 

I  cannot  conclude  my  report  without  most  sincerely  thanking 
the  Governor  and  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  prison  for  the 
unvarying  kindness  and  assistance  given  me  in  the  performance 
of  my  important  duties.

During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1900,  there  has  been  no 
sickness  of  a  serious  nature  in  this  prison.  There  has  been  one 
case  of  suicide.  No  prisoner  has  been  released  on  medical 
grounds. 

Five  prisoners,  all  charged  with  attempting  suicide,  have  been 
associated  in  the  infirmaries. 

The  food,  clothing,  and  bedding  have  been  of  good  quality,  and 
generally  sufficient. 

Ventilation  and  -wanning  have  been  well  attended  to.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  state  of  the  prison  has  been  most 
satisfactory,  the  discipline  very  good. 

The  Division  of  offenders  has  been  strictly  carried  oat  and  has 
worked  well. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  in  my  opinion  a  great 
incentive  to  hard  work  and  good  conduct  and  has  no  doubt 
prevented  many  breaches  of  discipline. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  baa  worked  satisfactorily,  and  has 
been  taken  advantage  of  by  many  who  could  manage  to  pay 
part. 

No  case  of  flogging  has  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

Work  in  association  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and 
from  my  own  observation,  while  so  employed,  they  work  better, 
wishing  to  complete  certain  work  before  others  near  them,  which 
introduces  in  a  small  way  an  element  of  competition. 

My  opinion  of  talking  at  exercise  is  not  altogether  favourable, 
I  think  that  many  complaints  are  originated  and  fostered  daring 
such  conversation. 

Altogether  during  the  past  year  the  treatment  of  the  prisoners 
effected  by  the  Prison  Act,  1H98,  has  been  most  satisfactory,  and 
the  extra  work  caused  by  it  has  been  well  dealt  with  by  the  staff. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  excellent,  and 
of  the  prisoners  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  yep  divine  service  has  been  regularly  conducted 
in  the  chapel  by  my  colleagues  and  myself.  On  each  week-day 
morning  a  short  address,  often  in  the  nature  of  more  or  less  con- 
secutive instruction,  is  given  by  me  and  the  two  colleagues,  who 
specially  assist  me  in  the  work  of  the  prison,  white  on  Sundays 
the  sermons  are  always  preached  by  ottiers  of  my  large  staff  of 
curates.  By  this  means  both  consecutive  teaching  and  variety  of 
voice  and  treatment  are  secured.  Certainly  the  prisoners  are 
always  most  attentive,  and  give  many  proofs  of  interest.  A  prac- 
tice of  the  Sunday  music  is  always  held  on  Wednesdays,  after 
morning  service. 

In  this  small  prison  there  is  always  variety  of  voice  and  appeal, 
and  it  is  always  possible  to  deal  with  those  undergoing  long  sen- 
tences with  special  attention  to  their  own  individual  character. 

The  secular  instruction  of  the  few  prisoners  who  require  it  has 
been  carried  on  regularly,  and  care  has  been  taken  to  maintain  the 
improvement  of  the  library.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that 
prisoners  like  healthy  fiction  quite  as  eagerly  as  unhealthy  when 
they  can  get  it.  One  expert  in  ''penny  dreadfuls"  told  me  that 
"  nothing  can  beat  Sir  Walter  Scott." 

The  work  of  the  chaplains  has  been  assisted  by  two  lady 
visitors,  whose  constant  care  of  the  females  his  been  beyond 
praise ;  and  by^he  police  court  missionary  and  a  lady  agent  of 
the  British  Women's  Temperance  Society,  who  meet  every  prisoner 
at  the  prison  gaie  on  his  or  her  discharge. 

The  Labour  Home  for  men  continues  to  be  invaluable  help  to 
the  work  of  the  local  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and 
during  the  past  year  a  small  Labour  Home  for  women  has  been 
opened  with  so  far  very  satisfactory  results.  It  is  a  matter  of 
much  thankfulness  that  there  are  these  means,  so  satisfactory,  for 
helping  hopeful  and  promising  prisoners  on  their  discharge. 

I  desire,  with  much  more  than  the  usual  formal  recognition,  to 
express  my  thanka  for  the  unfailing  and  considerate  assistance  of 
the  Governor,  and  to  add  that  the  other  officers  and  the  staff 
of  the  prison  are  always  willing  and  obliging  in  their  aid.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  very  favourably  as  to  the 
health  of  prisoners  generally.  The  amount,  of  sickness  of  a  severe 
nature  had  been  very  small.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  of 
casual  sickness  are  due  directly  to  alcoholism,  bat  yield  readily  to 
medical  treatment  and  the  enforced  abstinence.  Some  few  cases 
arising  from  constitutional  debility,  or  other  diseases  traceable  to 
a  long  career  of  intemperance  are  less  tractable,  and  are  discharged 
unimproved.  I  make  frequent  visits  to  the  kitchen,  and  thoroughly 
examine  the  rations,  which  I  Invariably  find  to  be  of  good  quality 
and  well  prepared.  The  closets,  latrines,  sinks,  Ac,  receive 
periodical  inspection,  and  daring  the  hot  weather  they  are  specially 
supervised  and  disinfected.  The  drainage  of  the  prison  having 
recently  been  overhauled  and  modified  is  now  most  satisfactory, 
and  as  near  to  perfection  as  it  is  possible  for  modern  scientific 
sanitation  to  bring  it.  The  exercise  grounds  are  open  and  spacious, 
and  as  all  spare  space  is  cultivated,  the  prisoners  not  only  have  an 
abundant  supply  of  fresh  vegetables  of  all  kinds,  but  also  the 
advantage  of  the  fresh  air  purified  by  their  growth,  as  well  as 
the  moral  effect  of  the  refining  influences  produced  by  seeing 
flowering  plants  wherever  they  can  be  conveniently  placed.

A  high  degree  of  cleanliness  has  been  enforced  in  every  part  of 
the  prison,  whiln  discipline  has  been  maintained  without  recourse 
to  severe  punishments.  Most  offences  arise  from  breaches  of  the 
rales,  confined  usually  to  a  certain  class  of  prisoner  of  inferior 
intellect  or  habitually  idle.  Adverting  to  the  changes  introduced 
by  the  Prison  Act  of  18D8,  it  is  premature  to  report  on  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Act  as  regards  the  placing  of  offenders  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  without  hard  labour  in  Divisions  I.  and  II.,  as  the 
power  has  not  been  exercised  to  any  extent,  but  undoubtedly  the 
power  given  to  prisoners  to  earn  remission,  after  the  first  six 
months  of  sentence,  has  afforded  additional  zest  for  work,  and 
strengthened  the  maintenance  of  discipline.  Advantage  also  has 
been  taken  by  many  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  of  the  pro- 
vision for  part  payment  of  fines.  It  often  happens  that  a  prisoner 
is  able  to  pay  a  portion  of  a  fine  though  not  all.  The  new 
procedure  dealing  with  cases  requiring  the  infliction  of  corporal 
punishment  has  not,  so  far,  been  tested. 

As  regards  associated  labour  in  this  prison,  there  is  at  present 
only  one  shop  where  tinsmiths,  blacksmiths,  and.  joiners  can  work 
at  their  trades  together,  and  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to 
extend  this  system  to  all  industries,  as  it  is,  the  stage  prisoners 
have  been  brought  down  daily  for  associated  labour  to  the  base- 
ment of  the  Halls  till  mid-day,  which  is  found  to  be  an  incentive 
to  greater  industry,  ai.d  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners  them- 
selves, while  better  supervision  iB  exercised  over  them  than  if  they 
were  working  in  their  cells.  It  has  also  been  arranged  for  two  or 
three  hours  in  the  afternoon  for  cell  doors  of  all  prisoners  in  the 
2nd  stage  and  upwards  to  be  left  open,  and  where  possible  learners 
are  brought  out  on  the  landings  to  work.  A  great  improvement 
under  the  new  Act  is  noticeable  in  the  case  of  debtors,  who  now 
are  required  to  work,  instead  of  being  able  to  idle  their  time  away 
daily  in  association.  The  privilege  of  conversing  at  exercise  once 
a  week  after  the  first  six  months  of  sentence  has  expired,  is  hardly 
now  taken  advantage  of  by  either  males  or  females.  At  first  there 
were  applicants  for  the  privilege,  more  as  an  experiment,  but  these 
mostly  asked  in  a  short  time  to  be  allowed  to  resume  the  ordinary 
exercise,  possibly  realising  that  too  close  an  intimacy  with  a  fellow 
prisoner  might  prove  inconvenient  after  release. 

During  the  past  year  the  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has 
been  very  good,  and  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally 

satisfactory.

Hard  labour  daring  the  first  28  days  has  been  enforced  by  means  IE?1' 
«f  the  tread-wheel,  grinding  -wheat,  for  this  and  other  prisons, 
and  of  oakum  picking.  After  that  period  the  male  prisoners  have 
been  employed  at  weaving,  sorting  cotton,  making  mail-bags  for 
Postal  Stores,  coal  sacks  and  seaman's  bags  for  the  Admiralty,  bed 
making  for  War  and  other  Departments,  tinsmithing,  gardening, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  bookbinding,  building,  general  repairs  to 
furniture  and  clothing,  and  the  usual  prison  services.  The  female 
prisoners  have  been  employed  in  making  prison  clothing,  laundry 
work,  knitting,  cleaning  and  sorting  cotton. 

The  prison  garden,  about  half  an  acre,  has  supplied  nearly  all 
the  vegetables  required  in  the  prison,  except  potatoes. 

The  buildings  and  fences,  Ac.  are  in  good  order,  and  the  follow- 
ing repairs,  alterations,  and  additions  have  been  made. 

Extensive  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  to  the 

Governor's  quarters. 

The  laundry  has  been  thoroughly  renovated ;  new  washing 
boilers,  and  hot  and  cold  water  services  fixed,  and  a  new  furnace 
to  the  drying  chamber  bnilt. 

New  Galton's  grates  have  been  fixed  in  the  general  wards  of  the 
male  and  female  hospitals.  The  general  and  isolated  wards  cleaned 
And  painted. 

The  passages  and  rooms  forming  the  general  entrance  to  the 
Chaplain's  room  and  chapel  have  been  repaired  and  painted. 

A  special  cell  for  males  has  been  formed  in  the  basement  of 
B  wing. 

All  the  female  officers'  and  matrons'  quarters  have  been  cleaned 
and  papered  and  painted,  and  a  new  hot  water  service  provided 
for  the  bath  and  lavatory. 

The  sanitary  appliances  to  the  male  officers'  quarters  have  been 
repaired  and  renewed  as  required. 

All  the  extraction,  and  fresh  air  inlet  culverts  to  the  male  and 
female  wards  have  been  cleaned  and  lime-washed. 

The  hydrants  and  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  bas  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements,  and  the  supplies  from  the  contractors 
have  been  generally  good,  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  number  of  prisoners  treated  as  first  offenders,  and  admitted 
to  the  Star  Class  in  the  past  year  was  159  males  and  44  females,  of 
whom,  25  males  and  five  females  were  received  into  prison  on  a 
second  conviction. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  awarding  of  marks,  the  work  has 
been  tasked  according  to  scale.

EXTRACTS  FBOM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 


Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  held  in  the  chapel  at  the 
times  appointed  by  the  prison  rules,  week-days  and  Sundays,  with 
the  exception  of  one  week,  February  12  to  17,  when  the  daily 
services  were  suspended  at  the  desire  of  the  medical  officer,  in 
order  to  check  the  probability  of  infection  from  the  then  prevailing 
malady — influenza. 

The  Sunday  services  were  uninterrupted. 

An  address  is  delivered  on  Wednesdays,  after  the  Litany,  as 
well  as  on  Holj  Days  and  in  Holy  Week.  An  easy  course  of 
sermons1  on  "  Battles  in  the  Christian  Warfare  "  has  been  given  on 
the  Sundays  in  Lent,  and  addresses  on  the  "  Struggles  of  the 
Christian  Life"  on  the  Wednesdays  during  the  same  season. 
These  have  been  very  closely  listened  to,  especially  when  illus- 
trated by  the  incidents,  legitimately  used,  which  have  happened 
during  the  present  South  African  crisis. 

A  mission  was  held,  under  Captain  Hanson,  of  the  Church 
Army,  from  May  14  to  May  21 — eight  days.  One  could  not  but 
be  struck  by  the  eager  attention  which  was  given  by  the  congre- 
gation. These  services  were  followed  up  by  a  systematic  visitation 
of  each  wing,  male  and  female,  by  Captain  Hanson,  whose  inter- 
views were  conducted  privately. 

The  mission  was  concluded  on  Whilsun-day  by  a  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  which  was  attended  by  eight  communicants. 
While  the  conditions  attending  such  a  mission  will  always  preclude 
tabulated  results,  we  may  be  encouraged  by  the  demeanour  of  the 
prisoners  and  the  remarks  subsequently  made  to  hope  that  the 
bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  under  such  circumstances,  may  yet  be 
found  after  many  days. 

This  at  least  can  be  said,  that  the  consequences  of,  and  escape 
from,  crime  were  clearly  set  forth,  and  if  the  opportunity  of  profit 
be  let  sip  the  fault  must  be  imputed  to  one  source  only — the 
individual. 

The  following,  amongst  my  clerical  brethren  here,  have  been  so 
good  as  to  conduct  services  in  chapel,  and  to  vary  the  routine  by 
their  presence: — The  Revs.  J.  M.  Bowen  and  J.  Foster,  of  St. 
Jnde's  Church ;  C.  M.  Clarke  and  W.  J  Rogers,  of  Christ  Church  j 
W.  Horn,  of  St.  Luke's ;  and  J.  Carruthers,  of  Emmanuel  Church. 
The  fact  that  punishments  for  chapel  offences  are  practically 
unknown  renders  any  comment  on  the  hehaviour  of  those  present 
n-'edless.  The  accessories  nf  public  worship  have,  by  the  liberality 
of  H.M.  Commissioners  of  Prisons,  become  so  complete  that  order 
and  decency  in  public  worship  follow  as  corollaries. 
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Three  infants  have  been  baptised  during  the  past  year.  Four  ^"JJJJ1* 
administrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  have  taken  place,  the  SworZ" 
average  of  attendance  being  six,  <"~~ 

A  choir  practice  is  held  weekly  in  the  chapel,  which  affords  an 
opportunity  of  introducing  fresh  chants  and  tunes,  and  conduces 
to  the  strengthening  of  the  singing  amongst  the  general  body  of 
the  inmates. 

The  educational  net  has  been  so  skilfully  spread,  under  the 
new  regulations,  that  none  can  or  ought  escape  its  meshes. 

Every  admission  is  tested,  and  after  Quarter  Sessions  a  second 
examination  is  held,  in  order  to  correctly  classify  those  eligible. 
A  monthly  test  for  progress  and  promotion  is  in  nse.  The  objects 
of  the  educational  scheme  are  carried  out  as  far  as  possible  in  their 
integrity. 

Total  illiteracy  is  distinctly  decreased  ;  there  has  not  been  one 
case  of  a  juvenile  offender  who  was  unable,  at  least,  to  read  on 
admission  ;  and  of  adults  exempted  for  various  reasons  this  claim 
is  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  Very  few  juveniles  are  sentenced 
to  a  longer  term  than  seven  days  here,  so  that  little  progress  can 
be  made  with  them. 

The  moral  instruction  and  cellular  visits  being  so  combined  I 
include  them  under  one  bead.  No  one  can  truthfully  allege  that 
a  prisoner's  claims  in  respect  to  moral  attainments  are  overlooked. 
The  hymn  in  the  chapel  service,  or  the  chapter,  if  the  prisoner 
happens  to  be  reading  when  seen,  affords  a  topic  on  which  to 
found  a  few  words,  which,  like  the  sower's  seed,  may  fall  on  a 
receptive  mind ;  but  the  chaplain's  great  aim  must  be  to  win  the 
confidence  of  his  charges  before  his  moral  teachings  are  likely  to 
be  effective.  By  this  means  advancement  in  the  knowledge  of 
better  things,  or  how  to  successfully  resist  their  besetting  tempta- 
tions, may  be  more  hopefully  awaited. 

7,714  visits  have  been  made  in  the  period  under  review. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  reception  and  before  discharge,  and 
visited — those  undergoing  two  months'  detention  and  upwards — 
as  frequently  as  circumetanceB  allow.  Their  behaviour  towards 
me  is  invariably  quiet  and  respectful.  ~ 

*  The  infirmaries  are  daily  visited  when  serious  cases  are  located 
therein,  and  at  frequent  intervals  when  otherwise  occupied. 

The  occupants  of  the  special  celts  are  likewise  specially  seen  j 
but  I  am  glad  to  state  these  occasions  occur  very  infrequently. 

The  incentive  to  good  behaviour  afforded  by  the  provision  of 
earning,  by  good  conduct,  a  remission  of  a  part  of  the  sentence  is 
exercising,  very  visibly,  a  most  wholesome  influence  on  the 
prisoners  of  both  sexes. 

The  library,  that  important  appendage  to  the  prison  system, 
continues  ils  beneficent  agency  very  fully. 

Under  the  salutary  system  now  in  force,  by  which  till  obsolete, 

useless,  nnd  unserviceable  literature  is  periodically  weeded  out, 

a  store  of  valuable  instruction  nnd   e.itertainment   in  provided, 

which,  as  an  incentive  to  good  bsfUiionrand  an  alleviation  to  the 
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monotony  of  leisure  time,  is  an  ameliorative  agent  of  the  very 
highest  value. 

The  Preston  and  Mid-Lancashire  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  is  doing  a  very  noble  work,  and  year  by  year  assisting  an 
increasing  proportion  of  prisoners.  Not  only  are  the  funds  most 
carefully  administered,  but  the  pains  taken  in  following  up  the 
cases  after  aid  has  been  dispensed  is  a  most  valuable  factor  in  the 
Society's  operations.  Its  organization  and  operations  are  carried 
on  in  the  most  exact  and  business-like  style  under  the  wise  and 
judicious  management  of  the  committee.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
fulfil  the  raiaon  oVetre  of  its  existence — and  its  wide-spread 
influences  and  powerful  agency  for  good  are  only  the  effects  of 
the  sapient  control  which  is  manifested  in  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs — and  in  its  efficiency  in  the  great  work  of  charity  which  it 
fulfils. 

It  only  remains  for  me,  in  drawing  these  remarks  to  a  conclusion, 
to  add  that  it  gives  me  great  gratification  to  notice  that,  so  far  as  I 
can  discern,  the  moral  atmosphere  of  this  prison  (if  I  may  be 
allowed  the  phrase  in  Buch  a  connection)  is  distinctly  healthy. 
The  absence  of  outbursts  of  fury  is  very  marked. 

Complaints,  to  me,  are  of  extremely  rare  occurrence,  and  then, 
as  a  rule,  terminated  by  a  few  explanatory  words. 

The  influence  of  the  discipline  officers  over  their  charges  always 
appears  exercised  in  a  kindly  sympathetic  way,  and  with  good 
Intention  and  purpose.  The  aitaviter  in  mode,  fortiter  in  re 
seems  the  ruling  principle  obtaining  here.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  main- 
tained, I  consider  this  satisfactory,  as,  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  year,  a  large  number  of  temporary  officers  have  been 
employed. 

The  power  to  earn  remission,  and  the  provision  for  the  part 

Eyment  of  fines  work  well  and  are  much  appreciated.    There 
ve  been  no  cases  involving  corporal  punishment  during  the  year. 
Associated  labour  is  carried  out  in  the  morning  and  afternoon 
with  good  results,  and  the  privilege  has  not  been  abused. 

The  prisoners  entitled  to  conversational  exorcise  at  this  priBon 
are  mostly  court-martial  prisoners,  discharged  the  army,  and  cannot 
be  classed  as  habitual  criminals.  It  is  evidently  appreciated,  and 
no  reports  have  resulted  from  it. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  very  good. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 
There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 
The  prisoners  at  hard  labour  in  the  first-stage  have  been  em- 
ployed at  stone-breaking,  oakum  picking,  wood  cutting,  and  the 
combined  crank  for  Hushing  purposes.     The    latter   lias    been 
discontinued  since  December. 

The  prisoners  at  industrial  labour  are  employed  at  sack  making 
for  the  Admiralty,  mail  bags  for  post-office,  eyelet-holing  blankets 
for  the  War  Office,  and  gardening.    The  females  in  the  laundry 
and  sewing. 
The  fire -appliances  are  in  Rood  order  and  tested  monthly. 
The  clothing  and  tedding  fiaTe  been  sufficient. 
The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order,  and  the  following 
repairs,  alterations,  and  additions  have  been  made  : —

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  .carried  out  and  ~ 

particular  attention  paid  to  the  awarding  of  marks. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  in 
every  case,  to  the  best  of  my  belief,  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  recent  concessions  of  remission  earned  by  prisoners  of 
-over  six  months'  sentences  or  obtained  by  part  payment  of 
alternative  fines  are  working  well. 

A  happy  decrease  is  noted  in  the  number  of  juveniles,  who 
were  only  9  males  and  1  female  against  25  and  3  of  the  year 
before.  And  while  three  are  of  14  years,  the  rest  are  1 5.  The 
girl  only  was  sentenced  to  a  Reformatory  School.  One  boy  was 
remanded  in  custody  for  a  week,  then  committed  for  trial  and 
bailed  out.  Two  had  sentences  at  Quarter  Sessions  of  three  and 
six  months  respectively  and  were  duly  transferred  to  Devizes 
prison.  Two  others  received  short  sentences  of  seven  days,  three 
of  fourteen  days,  and  one  of  twenty-one  days.  Presumably  their 
offences  were  not  serious.  Certainly  the  time  was  too  short  to 
benefit  them  by  instruction  or  to  transfer  them  for  any  useful 
purpose  to  a  special  prison,  and  the  desideratum  for  this  is  at 
least  a  month's  sentence.  My  own  opinion  is  that  if  a  juvenile's 
offence  is  sufficiently  serious  to  send  him  to  prison,  which  should 
only  be  after  conviction,  a  three  month's  sentence  should  then  be 
the  minimum,  if  there  is  to  be  reasonable  hope  of  improvement 
under  any  special  discipline  iu  a  separate  prison. 

These  comments  may  well  accompany  the  appended  return  of 
instruction  given  to  those  eligible.  The  total  daily  average 
number  under  instruction  during  the  year  was  35,  the  highest 
number  any  time  47  and  the  lowest  17.  Calculations  as  to  the 
rate  of  progress  are  weighted  by  as  many  as  17  who  made  and 
could  make  no  step  forward  at  all,  being  amongst  those  transferred 
to  Other  prisons.  Eleven  more  made  scarce  any  improvement, 
being  dull,  indifferent,  or  uncaring.  Nine  others  I  find  were  not 
accurate  and  not  good  at  mental  exercises.  The  residuum  re- 
sponded well  and  expressed  themselves  gratefully,  while  still  the 
most  backward  at  least  received  suggestions  and  counsel  towards 
improvement. 

The  library  for  prisoners  has  been  well  reinforced  and  is  in 
good  condition,  and  quite  answers  to  our  requirements  for  the 
reduced  number  of  prisoners.  The  proportion  of  the  different 
classes  of  works  is  being  graduated  more  and  more  to  the  desired 
scale. 

Divine  service  has  been  regular  twice  on  Sundays  and  once 
daily  through  the  week,  with  music  on  saints  days  and  chief  holy 
days  and  the  service  chorally  rendered,  a  number  of  prisoners 
selected  for  choir  ha*  .ng  uceiuuonal  practice.   Invitations  have  been 
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given  to  the  prisoners  at  intervals  for  preparing  them  for  Holy 
Communion,  bat  only  the  two  festivals  of  Eaater  and  Whitaun 
could  be  actually  observed.  Addresses  and  instructions  are  given 
on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays.  1  have  received  help  from 
eight  neighbouring  clergy  men,,  but  it  has  mostly  been  to  enable 
me  to  take  leave  of  absence  and  by  way  of  exchange  of  duties. 

I  have  regularly  visited  prisoners  on  reception  and  for  discharge, 
also  the  sick  and  under  punishment,  and  from  time  to  time  all 
prisoners  in  their  cells  and  have  held  short  services  and  instruc- 
tions in  the  infirmary  when  it  has  been  in  use. 

The  -work  of  the  three  lady  visitors  requires  tact  and  discretion 
which  develops  by  practice,  and  I  believe  the  ladies  lend  them- 
selves to  it  with  their  best  endeavours.  1  have  received  much 
assistance  from  them.  , 

I  gladly  record  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  co-oper- 
ation 1  have  invariably  received  from  all  the  officers. 

Our  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  of  which  I  am  honorary 
secretary,  has  continued  its  very  needful  work  with  its  two  com- 
mittees and  two  agents  (both  male  and  female).  I  have  forwarded 
the  annual  report  thereof,  which  will  well  compare,  I  am  sure, 
with  any  other  society  of  the  kind,  and  therein  will  be  found 
many  records  of  encouragement  and  some  good  s 
by  reports  up  to  date.

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  beeii  good  and  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  neither  any 
offence  of  a  serious  nature,  and  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

Hard  labour  for  the  first  28  days  has  been  carried  out  by  pump- 
ing water  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  and  stonebreaking,  bnt  owing 
to  the  competition  of  machinery,  Ac.  in  the  neighbourhood,  and 
my  inability  to  obtain  any  more  remunerative  employment,  the 
earnings  of  prisoners  show  but  a  small  profit,  although  showing 
an  increase  on  those  of  last  year.  The  labour  after  that  period 
consisted  of  making  halters,  coir  scrubbers,  and  picking  oakum, 
the  latter  to  a  small  extent,  and  that  by  prisoners  who  were 
excused  by  the  Medical  Officer  on  account  of  old  age  or  other 
infirmity  bb  unfit  for  industrial  work.  Mail-bag  making  has  lately 
been  introduced. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  washing,  repairing 
clothing,  and  cleaning. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory  and  in  good  state 
of  repair. 

The  fire  appliances  appear  to  be  sufficient,  and  are  in  thorough 
working  order.    The  supply  and  pressure  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually 
delivered.  Vegetables  have  been  produced  from  prison  garden, 
which  was  cultivated  by  the  prisoners. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  and  continues 
to  work  well.  The  remission  system  which  has  been  introduced 
during  the  year,  will  act  as  a  great  incentive  to  good  conduct  on 
the  part  of  the  prisoners ;  and  consequently,  will  be  of  a  great 
assistance  in  maintaining  the  discipline  and  good  order  of  the 
prison. 

The  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the 
prison  have  been  complied  with  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief.

The  religious  and  moral  condition  of  prisoners  varied 
considerably,  some  were  very  ignorant,  others  were  not.  Religious 
and  moral  instruction  was  given  to  those  that  required  it. 

Divine  service  daily  in  chapel.  Sunday  j  Divine  services  were 
duly  and  regularly  conducted  in  both  languages,  9.45. a.m.  and 
2.30  p.m.  The  singing  and  responses  were  heartily  entered  into, 
and  all  the  prisoners  were  attentive. 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Reeoe,  Rector  of  Llanf  wrog,  and  John  Fisher, 
Curate  of  Ruthin,  officiated  once  on  week-days. 

As  the  clergy  of  this  neighbourhood  are  single-handed,  it  is 
rather  difficult  to  procure  a  substitute. 

Deserving  oases  were  assisted  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society. 

All  prisoners  were  seen  on  their  reception  and  on  the  day  prior 
to  their  discharge.  Sick  prisoners  and  those  under  punishment 
were  seen  daily,  other  prisoners  being  very  frequently  visited,  and 
all  were  very  grateful  to  me  for  my  visits. 

The  prison  staff  rendered  me  every  assistance  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.

o£$£A  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Throughout  the  year  I  have  conducted  the  cbapel  services  on 
Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  a  sermon  being  given 
in  the  afternoon.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  on  the 
Sunday  after  Christmas  Day.  The  morning  week-day  services 
have  been  regularly  held,  with  a  weekly  address.  The  demeanour 
of  the  prisoners  at  the  services  is  generally  satisfactory ;  a  con- 
siderable number  of  those  who  can  read  join  in  the  responses  and 
singing ;  observable  attention  is  paid  to  the  addresses,  the  subject 
of  temperance  being  frequently  brought  forward. 

My  missionary  work  has  been  carried  on  by  daily  visits  to  the 
inmates,  the  longer-term  prisoners  being  conversed  with  about 
once  every  three  weeks.  Special  cases,  such  as  those  of  mental 
derangement,  or  men  committed  for  attempted  suicide,  are  visited 
more  frequently,  according  to  their  needs.  Prisoners  not  un- 
frequently  express  their  gratitude  for  the  efforts  made  for  their 
good.  I  have  paid  special  attention  10  the  youthful  prisoners,  who 
have  received  frequent  religious  instruction  and  advice.  All  are 
visited  at  reception  and  discharge,  and  their  eligibility  for  assis- 
tance by  the  Local  Aid  Society  regularly  engages  my  attention. 
In  the  course  of  my  duties  I  have  admonished  115  males  for 
drunken  disorders  (the  proportion  being  about  one-sixth  of  the 
total  receptions),  many  of  them  being  re-committals.  A  few  of 
these  took  abstinence  pledges  after  their  discharge.  The  library 
has  been  carefully  attended  to  and  the  books  distributed  or 
changed  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  I  have  found  the 
religions  manuals  of  great  service  in  the  instruction  of  the 
youthful  prisoners.  I  have  visited  the  sick ;  the  cases  have  been 
exceedingly  rare ;  one  invalid  prisoner  who  died  in  the  infirmary 
received  the  Holy  Communion,  The  case  of  a  youthful  prisoner, 
neglected  by  his  relatives,  and  pronounced  to  be  incapable  of 
pleading  to  the  indictment  of  murder  on  account  of  insanity, 
received  my  special  attention. 

I  have  superintended  the  educational  instruction  given  by  the 
schoolmaster,  who  has  carried  out  his  work  with  great  care  and 
ability.  The  difficulties  which  sometimes  occur  through  the 
dullness  or  indifference  of  men  whose  schooling  had  been 
neglected  have  been  overcome  by  his  patient  perseverance. 

I  have  observed  with  satisfaction  a  diminution  of  the  number  of 
men  to  be  admonished  for  breach  of  the  game-laws. 

The  inmates  of  the  females'  prison  have  been  regularly  visited 
by  me.  About  one-third  of  the  number  have  been  women  com- 
mitted for  inebriate  misconduct,  some  having  been  repeatedly 
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449 


convicted.  A  certain  number  have  been  afterwards  placed  in 
temperance  homes,  in  most  instances,  however,  with  disappointing 
results.  I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  very  serviceable 
co-operation  of  the  lady  visitor,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  the 
religious  instruction,  and  in  recomm  -nding  cases  suitable  for  being 
placed  in  reformatory  institutions.  I  beg  to  record  my  grateful 
sense  of  the  invaluable  assistance  rendered  by  the  ludy  visitor  in 
support  of  my  ministrations  to  the  female  prison  r  who  under- 
went the  sentence  of  death  for  murder. 

The  Church  Army  Mission,  conducted  in  the  prison  last 
December  by  Mr.  Skinner,  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the 
ordinary  religious  ministrations.  The  missioner's  friendly  addresses 
and  appeals  (especially  in  regard  to  temperance)  were  admirably 
adapted  to  the  prisoners'  circumstances  ;  also,  his  kindly  manner 
appeared  to  enlist  the  sympathy  of  the  officers  in  the  missionary 
work. 

In  support  of  the  cause  of  the  reformation  of  prisoners  the 
Certified  Aid  Society  continues  to  render  excellent  service ;  its 
operations  during  the  year  have  been  attended  with  much 
encouraging  success.  By  means  of  the  weekly  meetings  of  the 
Bab- committee  every  case  comes  under  consideration  shortly 
before  the  prisoner's  discharge. 

I  have  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  courteous  facilities  invariably 
accorded  to  me  by  the  Governor,  and  his  kindly  support  in  my 
work.

During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1900,  the  health  of  the 
prisoners,  on  the  whole,  has  been  good.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic  sickness. 

Three  cases  have  been  treated  in  hospital   daring  the  year. 

Sentence  of  death  has  been  carried  out  on  one  female  prisoner. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  at  suicide. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  have  been  efficient. 
The  water  supplied  from  the  local  water  works  has  been  sufficient 
in  quantity  and  pure  in  quality.  The  temperature  of  the  prison 
has  been  maintained  at  a  uniform  rate. 

The  dietary  and  clothing  have  been  regulated  according  to 
requirements  of  existing  standing  orders,  and  have  proved 
sufficient.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 
The  changes  effected  by  the  Prisons  Act  of  1K98  have  been  duly 
carried  out.  With  regard  to  the  triple  division  of  offenders,  those 
prisoners  sentenced  nnder  Divisions  1  and  2  have  been  few,  the 
majority  of  committals  having  been  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  or 
without,  in  which  latter  case  they  have  been  placed  in  the  third 
division.  The  power  to  earn  remission  lias  been  eagerly  taken 
advantage  of,  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  general  good  conduct 
of  the  prisoners  has  increased. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  with  good  results.  Con- 
versation at  exercise  has  been  in  operation,  but  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  rather  tends  to  encourage  gossip  and  other  objectionable 
talk  than  in  improving  the  mind  of  those  engaged  in  it. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows  : — Stonebreaking 
for  those  at  bard  labour  in  the  first  stage,  and  mail-bag  making, 
weaving  sheeting,  knitting,  washing,  and  other  work  in  the 
ordinary  service  of  the  prison  for  those  passed  for  industrial 
labour. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings  are  good.  New  cell 
bell  pulls  have  been  fixed  in  the  male  and  female  prisons,  also 
iron  shelves  in  all  the  cells. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements.  The  appliances  for  nse  in  the 
case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper  working  order,  and  the 
supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually  de- 
livered. The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  tven 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  havo  o"en 
reported  or  brought  nnder  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  year  have 
Iji.en  good.  The  number  of  prisoners  affected  by  the  changes 
introduced  by  (1)  the  Prison  Act  of  1898,  and  (2)  the  new  rules, 
has  in  this  prison  (in  which  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  sentences  are 
for  14  days  and  under)  been  too  small  to  admit  of  any  confident 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  results  of  their  operation,  but  it 
has  been  observed  that,  where  remission  marks  were  available. 
they  were  highly  valued  by  the  prisoners,  and  that  in  several  cases 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  provision  for  part  payment 
of  fines. 

Committing  magistrates  have  practically  made  no  use  of  the 
provision  for  placing  offenders  in  the  2nd  division,  and  it  has 
therefore  been  left  as  heretofore  to  the  Governor  to  effect  the 
separation  of  non-habitual  from  habitual  criminals,  by  means  of 
recommendations  to  the  Visiting  Committee,  for  the  inclusion 
of  the  former  in  the  "  star  "  class. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  although  45  prisoners  only  appear 
as  passed  into  that  class,  a  considerable  number  of  others  were 
practically  treated  as  members,  though  their  sentences  were  too 
short  to  admit  of  their  being  brought  before  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  visits. 

As  regards  associated  labour,  the  requirements  of  the  prison 
in  respect  of  cooking,  cleaning,  washing,  &c.,  have  continued  to 
necessitate  the  employment,  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity, 
of  the  large  majority  of  the  comparatively  few  prisoners  available 
for  such  labour. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  and  the 
prisoners  have  given  very  little  cause  for  complaint 

I  have  observed  with  pleasure  the  personal  interest  taken,  as  a 
role,  by  the  former  in  expediting  delivery  when  large  orders  for 
work  have  been  on  hand,  and  also  the  good  tone  existing  between 
the  former  and  the  latter,  the  treatment  of  prisoners  by  officers 
having  been  devoid  both  of  harshness  and  of  familiarity. 
There  have  been  no  escapes  nor  attempts  at  escape. 
The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stonebreaking,  hair  and 
oakum  picking,  halter,  mail-bag  and  sack  making,  wood  chopping, 
washing,  tailoring,  knitting  and  needlework,  and  repairs,  &c,  to 
buildings,  as  well  as  in  the  ordinary  service  of  the  prison.

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  performed 
during  the  year.  All  prisoners  have  teen  visited  regularly  on 
the ir  reception  and- discharge.  The  juveniles  have  been  visited 
usually  daily  ;  and  all  those  in  for  sentences  of  two  months  and 
upwards  have  been  frequently  visited,  often  every  fortnight, 
whilst  the  total  numbers  have  been  low.  The  prisoners  have 
been  attentive  at  the  services,  and'  respectful  when  visited.  The 
officers  have  rendered  me  every  assistance  in  the  discbarge  of  my 
duties. 

The  new  books  for  the  library  that  have  been  selected  from  a 
wider  range  of  catalogues  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
prisoners. 

As  we  have  no  paid  agent  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  the  work  has  been  done  by  the  Governor  and  chaplain. 
The  Salop  Police  Conrt  Missioner  has  done  much  useful  work  by 
visiting  Shropshire  prisoners  at  their  own  homes,  but  as  regards 
the  other  counties  in  this  Prison  District  they  are  not,  as  a  rule, 
followed  up.  , 

Seven  female  prisoners  have  been  sent  to  Homes,  and  three  or 
fonr  are  doing  well.  One  male  was  sent  to  a  Labour  Home  and  is 
reported  as  doing  well. .      .  . ;  —  .--; 

The  appointment  of  Miss  Lloyd  as  lady  visitor- promises  to  be 
of  great  service  in  the  future.  She  visits  all  the  female  prisoners 
once  every  week.     ,  ; 

The  practice  adopted  by  many  Benches  of  Magistrates  of 
sending- -men -to -prison  for-seven-days  or- fourteen -dayspover- and ■-■ 
over  again,  for  beiug  "  drunk  and  disorderly,"  does  not  lead  to 
their  reformation.  A  more  extended  use  of  Inebriates'  Homes 
would,  in  my  judgment,  prove  more  useful  in  reforming 
drunkards.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  following  industries  have  been  curried  on  daring  the 
year; — Bed-case  making,  Coal-sack  making,  Mail-bag  making. 
Hammock  making.  Tailoring,  Ac,  Knitting,  Weaving,  Shoe 
making,  Brush  making,  Oakum  picking,  Cotton  picking.  Carpentry, 
Smithing,  Wheat  grinding,  and  Wood  chopping. 

First  stage  hard  labour  hue  been  enforced  upon  the  treadwheel 
for  wheat  grinding,  and  upon  the  industries  of  wood  chopping 
and  oakum  picking. 

Ten  cells  have  been  converted  into  five  bedrooms  for  female 
officers. 

Eight  cells  have  been  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  violent  prisoners. 

New  locks  have  been  furnished  to  218  cells. 

A  wash-house,  pantry,  and  other  conveniences  have  been  added 
to  the  quarters  of  the  gatekeeper.  In  the  cook-house  six  new 
boiling  pans  have  been  set  to  replace  others  which  were  worn  oat. 

Electrical  communication  has  been  installed  between  the  various 
portions  of  the  prison  buildings.  The  grounds  have  been  levelled 
and  relaid,  and  cement  exercise  rings  have  taken  the  place  of  the 
worn  stone  ones  near  the  crescent  prison.  Racks  have  been 
erected  in  the  general  store  and  in  th<>  storage  rooms  for  the 
clothing  of  prisoners.  The  old  foot  bridge  to  the  County  Asylum 
grounds  having  become  unsafe,  a  new  one  has  been  constructed. 
A  more  efficient  ventilator  has  been  placed  on  the  work  shop. 
The  conversion  of  the  old  pump  house  into  a  place  for  associated 
labour  at  shoemaking  has  been  completed. 

Associated  labour  has  been  made  more  and  more  to  take  the 
place  of  the  cellular  system,  without  any  disadvantage  to  the 
maintenance  of  discipline. 

The  rule  for  allowing  conversation  between  prisoners  at  exercise 
has  been  applied.  The  privilege  is  valued  by  those  who  have 
not  been  often  in  prison  more  than  by  the  habitnal  criminal.  So 
far  as  I  am  aware  it  han  led  to  no  abuse. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory.  No  escapes 
were  effected.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THK  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  education  of  prisoners  has  been  carried  on  with  as  much 
regularity  aw  possible. 

I  have  carried  on  both  the  Sunday  and  ■week-day  services  with 
all  possible  regularity.  During  my  absence  for  a  month  on  sick 
leave  my  duties  were  performed  by  the  vicar  and  curate  of  St. 
Thomas'  Church,  Stafford. 

When  on  duty,  I  have  without  any  intermission  seen  all 
prisoners  after  reception  and  before  discharge.  I  have  also  visited 
the  sick  daily,  as  well  as  those  under  punishment ;  and  from  time 
to  time,  as  I  was  able,  I  have  seen  the  prisoners  in  their  cells. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  most  satisfac- 
tory. I  have  always  found  them  attentive  and  interested, 
performing  their  share  of  the  service  with  outward  reverence. 

When  engaged  in  cell  visitation  I  have  also  found  the 
prisoners  most  willing  to  receive  me,  and  respectful  both  in 
manner  and  language. 

1  have  received  every  kindness  and  assistance  from  officers  of 
all  ranks  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

The  two  lady  visitors  attend  at  the  prison  weekly,  and  so  far  as 
the  younger  female  prisoners  are  concerned  they  are  able  to  render 
effective  help. 

The  two  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  which  work  in 
connection  with  this  prison  have  performed  their  duties  as  here- 
tofore. The  two  agents  visit  weekly,  and  see  every  prisoner  who 
desires  an  interview.

Daring  the  past  year  the  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has 
been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making, 
firewood  chopping,  weaving  shirting,  grinding  wheat,  knitting, 
needlework,  repairing  alt  kinds  of  prison  clothing,  shoes,  bedding, 
and  utensils,  gardening,  oakum  picking,  and  bnilding  work. 

New  closets  have  been  placed  in  A  wing,  also  in  the  female 
prison,  and  a  new  suite  of  locks  fixed  on  the  outer  doors  of  the 
male  prison. 

The  new  hospital  is  now  certified  and  ready  for  occupation. 

The  appliances  for  nse  in  case  of  fire  are  in  proper  working 
order  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 


The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  good  work. 

No  first  division  prisoners  have  been  received. 

Two  prisoners,  classed  as  offenders  of  the  second  division,  were 
committed  at  Quarter  Sessions,  and  lit  from  Petty  Sessional 
Courts. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  taken  full  advantage  of, 
and  is  a  great  inducement  to  prisoners  to  work  and  behave  well. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  largely  taken  advantage  of. 

Associated  labour  is  appreciated  and  is  an  incentive  to  work  ; 
as  also  the  conversation  at  exercise.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  usual  work  at  the  prison  chapel  has  been  duly  carried  out. 
On  Sunday,  as  is  customary,  two  services  have  been  held,  and  the 
daily  service  is  now  choral  with  hymns.  An  address  is  given 
every  Thursday  in  addition  to  the  two  Sunday  sermons.  The 
singing,  already  excellent,  has  been  improved  by  \  new  harmo- 
nium. I  should  also  say  that  the  behaviour  of  the  men  has  been 
most  reverent. 

As  I  am  assisted  in  the  work  by  my  two  fellow  clergy  the 
services  BT6  atwayfffresh.  We  shro-vary  the  services  a  little -so  as 
to  prevent  monotony. 

Prisoners  have  been  duly  seen  on  reception  and  discharge ;  the 
sick  and  punishment  cases  regularly  visited.  Special  efforts  are 
made  with  those  whom  we  hope  to  reclaim. 

The  education  of  prisoners  has  been  duly  and  efficiently  carried 
out,  under  my  direction,  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  I  should  like  to 
say  how  much  the  chaplains  value  the  constant  courtesy  and 
kindness  of  the  Governor  and  the  staff.  Our  work  is  made  easy 
by  the  good  discipline  prevailing. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  be  indis- 
pensable. I  still  continue  my  plan  of  letters  of  recommendation 
with  reply  forms  as  mentioned  in  my  last  report. 

Our  female  prisoners  aro  well  looked  after  by  our  lady  visitor, 
who  has  for  so  many  yeafs~wTEh~  "marked  success  faithfully  and 
hopefully  carried  on  her  sad  and  painful  duties. 

Temperance  work  is  based  on  the  principle  that  the  weak 
brother  should  attempt  short  spells  of  trying  to  do  without  drink. 
Intemperance  is  at  the  root  of  much  of  our  social  wieckage. 

I  should  also  say  that  our  library  will  compare  favourably  with 
larger  collections  for  varied  interest.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THB  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  ^ISSS^ 


During  the  past  year  the  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  lias 
been  steadily  maintained,  marks  for  remission  of  sentence  having 
proved  a  great  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  who  had  money,  or  could  get  any  from 
their  friends,  availed  themselves  of  the  provisions  for  the  part 
payment  of  fines. 

The  effect  of  associated  labour,  on  the  whole,  has  been  [satisfac- 
tory. I  had  a  few  applications  from  prisoners  who  preferred  the 
solitude  of  their  cells  on  the  grounds  that  they  could  turn  out 
more  work,  as  their  attention  was  distracted  by  other  workers 
when  in  association. 

No  prisoner  desired  to  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  of  conver- 
sation at  exercise  under  the  new  rnle. 

No  prisoner  has  been  received  as  an  offender  of  the  first 
division.  Regarding  offenders  of  the  second  division,  I  note  that 
some  of  the  prisoners  committed  to  this  class  had  previous  convic- 
tions, or  their  antecedents  were  unknown  to  the  police. 

The  condnct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  perfectly 
satisfactory,  and  that  of  the  prisoners  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  description  of  labour  at  which  prison  oris  have  been 
employed  comprised  stone  breaking,  making  mail-bags  and  labels 
for  the  General  Post  Office,  hammocks  for  the  Admiralty,  tailoring, 
gardening,  repairing  shoes,  cooking,  baking,  laundry  work  and 
needlework,  besides  plenty  of  work  for  prisoners  in  connection 
with  the  building  department  when  available. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  repair. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  all  in  proper  order,  and 
the  water  supply  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  .fee.,  in  store  has  always  been 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good,  aud  punctually 
delivered.  The  prison  garden  lias  supplied  all  the  vegetables 
required  except  potatoes. 

The  progressive  stage  system  lias  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance  except  in  such  nines  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commis- 
sioner.

Morning  prayers  have  been  said  daily  in  the  chapel,  and  Divine 
service  has  been  held  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  with  a  sermon  at  each 
service.  I  have  also  given  addresses  every  Wednesday  morning. 
The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  twice  dnring  the 
year.  The  prisoners  have  been  most  attentive  when  assembled  in 
chapel,  and  they  join  heartily  in  the  prayers,  and  the  singing  has 
been  exceptionally  good. 

The  prisoners  have  been  seen  and  admonished  on  admission  and 
discharge,  and  all  other  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  an  average 
once  a  week. 

I  have  paid  special  attention  to  juveniles  and  star- class 
prisoners,  and  all  have  been,  without  exception,  respectful  dnring 
my  visits  to  them. 

The  sick,  and  those  under  punishment,  were  visited  daily. 

Secular  instruction  has  been  given  by  the  schoolmaster,  and,  in 
some  cases,  much  progress  has  been  made,  and  they  exhibited  a 
great  desire  to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunity  of  learning. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  the  Governor  and  other 
officers  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  during  the 
past  year. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  on  admission,  and  inspected  the 
following  day  before  being  classified  for  an;  labour. 

The  food  has  been  of  excellent  quality  and  well  cooked. 

The  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison 
have  been  good. 

The  -water  is  excellent. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  have  been  sufficient,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  an  extra  blanket  being  given  in  a  few  cases. 

I  inspect  all  prisoners'  clothing,  cells,  and  food  once  a  week. 

I  visit  the  prison  twice  daily,  and  oftener  if  required.

During  the  year  hard  labour  in  the  1st  stage  has  been  carried 
out  by  means  of  the  treadwheel  for  the  raising  of  water  for  clean- 
ing purposes  and  for  flushing.  Other  labour  was  weaving  canvas 
and  dowlas  in  cells,  weaving  cloth  by  power  looms  for  prisoners* 
clothing,  blankets  and  huckaback  for  prison  use,  twine  spinning, 
also  moulding  and  castings  for  English  and  Scotch  prisons  and 
War  Department,  tinsmiths'  work,  painting,  joiners'  work,  garden- 
ing, oakum,  hemp,  and  cotton  picking,  wool  clipping,  tailoring, 
and  Bhoemaking,  mail-bags  for  the  Poet  Office,  and  coir  matting 
was  made  for  the  Admiralty. 

Females  were  employed  in  washing,  mending,  knitting,  and 
making  male  aud  female  underclothing. 

The  conduct  of  the  several  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been,  with  few  exceptions, 
good. 

The  dietaries  have  been  good  and  wholesome,  and  the  con- 
tractors' supplies  have  been  according  to  contract  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  relieve  all 
deserving  cases. 

The  Progressive  Stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been  com- 
plied with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner. 

With  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  changes  in  the  system 
effected  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898,  the  power  to  earn  remission  is 
doubtless  a  great  incentive  to  industry  and  good  conduct ;  and  I 
have  observed  that,  in  the  case  of  a  prisoner  committing  a  breach 
of  discipline,  and  1  punish  him  by  forfeiture  of  remission  marks, 
in  addition  to  other  punishment,  he  feels  the  former  acutely. 

The  provision  as  to  part  payment  of  fines  appears  much  appre- 
ciated by  prisoners,  the  greater  part  of  whom  avail  themselves 
of  it. 

The  new  rule  as  to  associated  labour  in  the  case  of  prisoners 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  without  hard  labour  works  well,  and 
enables  this  class  of  prisoners  to  be  employed  in  association  at 
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once  instead  of  losing  their  Bervicea  for  28  days,  as  prisoners  sen- 
tenced to  hard  labour.  Offenders  of  2nd  division  are  placed  in 
association  when  necessary,  and  this  works  very  well  also. 

The  provision  allowing  conversation  at  exercise  is,  I  find,  not 
mnch  appreciated,  having  had  several  prisoners  decline  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege,  admitting  that, in  all  probability,  they 
wonld  be  concocting  plans  for  the  future.  The  average  is  6  to  8, 
who  exercise  together  one  day  of  the  week. 

The  new  rale  requiring  debtors  to 'work,  allowing  them  to 
receive  their  earnings,  is  a  very  great  improvement,  and  mnch 
appreciated  by  them.

During  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1900,  there  have  been  the 
nsnal  dally  services  with  two  services  and  sermon  at  each  on 
Sundays  ;  also  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday.  Notice  of  Holy 
Communion  is  given  from  time  to  time. 

The  Church  Arm;  have  held  an  eight  days'  mission.  The 
plain,  common-sense  addresses  of  the  missioner  were  listened  to 
with  evident  interest,  and  his  words  mast  have  been  helpful  to 
many.

I  gratefully  place  on  record  the  establishment  of  a  Police  Court 
Mission  for  Wakefield  and  Dewsbury. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  the  longer 
sentenced  visited  occasionally  in  their  cells.  The  hospitals,  and 
those  under  punishment,  are  visited  daily.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


There  were  4  cases  of  influenza  in  the  first  and  16  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year,  but  no  other  disease  of  an  epidemic 
character. 

There  has  been  no  snicide,  bat  4  men  and  2  women  made 
attempts,  none  of  which  were  believed  to  be  genuine. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  good  and  sufficient.  The 
recent  increase  in  the  dietary  has  shown  a  marked  influence  on 
the  number  of  prisoners  applying  for,  or  requiring,  extra  food. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison. 

There  have  been  7  deaths  daring  the  year,  which  gives  a  higher 
percentage  than  usual.  I  should  wish,  however,  to  draw  attention 
to  the  fact  that  do  less  than  ">  of  these  cases  were  in  a  very  bad 
state  of  health  when  admitted,  2  at  them  being  unconscious  when 
first  seen,  and  4  of  them  dying  within  nine  days  or  less  from  the 
disease  they  were  suffering  from  when  received  here.  I  have 
before  had  occasion  to  express  a  feeling  of  regret  that  it  should  be 
considered  necessary  to  commit  such  cases  to  prison.

All  prisoners  who  have  been  received  here  with  an  instruction 
or. them  to  be  treated  in  1st  .ivision  have  been  received  from 
ime  Court.  There  have  also  been  treated  as  such  six  persons 
under  Vaccination  Act. 

Of  prisoners  re  eived  with  instruction  for  them  to  be  treated  in 
2nd  division,  it  m,iy  be  worth  notice  that  it  is  the  exception  for 
anyone  to  misconduct  himself. 

Of  prisonera  in  3rd  division,  a  glance  at  statistics  seems  to  point, 
to  the  fact  that  a  very  large  number  are  eligible  for  the  star  class, 
from  being  classified  as  not  previously  convicted ;  but  a  very  large 
proportion  are  men  whose  antecedents  are  not  known  and  cannot 
be  traced.  About  3  per  cent,  of  the  admissions  have  been  sub- 
mitted by  me  to  the  Visiting  Committee  for  decision  as  to  being 
placed  in  Star  class,  and  about  16  per  cent,  of  those  so  submitted 
have  been  rejected  by  the  Committee.  The  proportion  of  men  in 
Star  class  is  less  than  in  previous  years,  owing  possibly  to  the  fact 
that  men  ordered  to  be  placed  this  year  in  the  2nd  division  would 
probably  in  former  years  have  been  Star  class  men.  The  general 
conduct  of  Star  class  men  is  certainly  better  than  that  of  other 
men  in  3rd  division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  in  my  opinion  a  distinct  step 
forward  as  an  incentive  to  good  conduct.  Ab  this  privilege  is 
only  offered  to  men  of  more  than  six  months'  sentence,  I  think 
the  inference  is  that  it  affects,  for  the  most  part,  men  of  bad 
character  and  antecedents  :  yet  about  IK)  per  cent,  of  these  have 
not  during  the  year  forfeited  any  marks  toward  remission. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  largely 
used,  and  though  I  recognize  that  the  liberation  of  the  bread- 
winner may  often  keep  a  home  together  and  bring  food  to  the 
family  ;  there  have  been  many  instances  when  the  payment  of 
part  of  a  tine  has  been  accomplished  with  great  deprivation  to 
other  members  of  a  family,  who  thus  bear  vicariously  the 
punishment  of  the  offender  who  escapes  a  remnant  of  his  sentence. 

The  effect  of  associated  labour  is,  in  my  opinion,  another  great 
step  forward  in  the  treatment  of  a  prisoner  as  a  man,  and  is  much 
appreciated. 

Conversation  at  exercise. — It  was  rather  remarkable  that  for  the 
first  few  occasions  it  was  difficult  to  see  or  hear  that  the  men 
were  talking — scarcely  a  lip  moved,  there  was  no  smile,  no 
gesticulation,  no  sound — now  there  is  more  freedom,  more  sound, 
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■xfeM*.      more  pleasure.    One  man  wrote  to  his  wife  :  "  I  do  so  enjoy  my 

■•pan       weekly  chat  with  another  man  ;  at  my  age  (65),  if  I  had  a  rough 

—  fellow  I  would  ask  the  Governor  to  excuse  me  altogether."     The 

average  number  at  the  weekly  exercise  has  been  116.    Daring  the 

year  38  men  asked  to  be  excused.    The  chief  reason  given — "  I 

do  not  care  to  associate  with  men  in  prison." 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners. — I  think  there  has  been  a  larger 
number  of  cases  of  insolent  replies  to  officers,  hesitation  to 
perform  dnty  ordered,  and  breaking  of  furniture,  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
proper  working  order  and  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  generally 
punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  (££5S& 


During  November  an  eight  days'  mission  was  conducted  by 
Captain  Da  vey,  of  the  Church  Army.  The  discourses  and  visits  of 
the  missioner  produced  a  lasting  impression  upon  several  of  the 
prisoners,  some  of  whom  are  now  in  correspondence  with  the 
missioner.  Through  his  kindly  help,  men  on  their  discharge 
have  obtained  employment,  and  at  the  present  time  are  in  good 
situations. 

We  have  had  eight  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
total  number  of  Communicants  being,  for  the  year,  97.  The 
general  demeanour  of  the  men  in  the  chapel  has  been  very  good, 
and  the  conduct  of  the  Communicants  in  their  daily  round  of 
dnty  very  satisfactory. 

Although  the  discharges  and  receptions  which  the  chaplains 
must  interview,  advise  (and  in  the  case  of  receptions,  ascertain  the 
educational  status  of  each  prisoner,  as  well  as  other  particulars), 
amounted  to  21,893,  we  have  found  time  to  visit  from  cell  to  cell 
as  many  as  8,290  prisoners,  as  well  as  1,225  applicants  who,  for 
various  reasons,  requested  to  see  the  Chaplain.  The  total  number 
of  prisoners  interviewed  by  the  Chaplain  and  Assistant  Chaplain 
was  31,408. 

There  were  two  executions.  The  preparation  of  prisoners  under 
sentence  of  death  entails  much  anxiety  and  extra  daily  work,  and 
it  certainly,  more  than  anything  else,  impresses  one  with  the 
reality  and  solemn  responsibility  of  ministerial  work. 

The  library  is  well  stocked  with  literature  which  is  not  only 
wholesome  and  instructive,  but  also  entertaining. 

The  appreciation  of  prisoners  for  the  books  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  they  are  handled  carefully,  and  that  there  is  an  entire 
absence  of  complaints. 

The  various  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  have  done  good  work. 
Many  of  the  men  have  had  valuable  assistance  from  the  Surrey 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  which  has  been  able  to  do  much  effective 
■work,  by  the  Royal  Society,  Church  Army,  and  Mr.  Wneatley. 

The  Sheriff's  Fund,  which  has  kindly  awarded  monthly  grants, 
I  have  found  most  helpful. 

The  Church  Army,  as  well  as  some  of  the  parochial  clergy,  have 
very  willingly  and  substantially  given  assistance  and  advice  to 
prisoners'  wives  and  children  who  have  been  in  great  need.  The 
Sheriff's  Fund  Committee  nave  made  liberal  grants  for  this 
purpose  in  particular  cases. 
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VstrMta,         The  new  rales  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  Prisons 

^JJJJSl*     are  undoubtedly  doing  much  towards  elevating  and  humanizing 

—         the  prisoner.     The  greatly  improved  conditions  of   prison  life 

render  the  prisoner  easier  to  manage,  and  more  amenable  to  good 

advice. 

The  prisoners  feel  it  to  be  a  great  boon  to  be  allowed  to  work  in 
association  outside  the  cells,  tinder  strict  supervision,  hut  the 
intelligent  and  non-criminal  class  know  that  so  long  as  they  can 
thus  work  in  association  the  necessity  for  talking  one  to  the  other 
does  not  exist. 

It  is  thought  by  some  that  the  improvement  in  the  conditions 
of  prison  life  will  tend  to  greatly  reduce  the  prison  population. 
I  donbt  it.  I  would  rather  say  that  the  prison  population  will 
decrease  in  proportion  to  the  improvement  in  the  social  condition 
of  the  working  classes,  and  therefore  all  the  efforts  which  are 
made  to  give  them  comfortable  homes,  and  to  induce  them  to  live 
temperately  and  save  their  earnings,  will  tend  materially  to  empty 
our  prisons. 

The  school  statistics  for  the  past  year  are  appended.  The 
increased  time  given  to  each  scholar  has  had  excellent  results. 
Definite  progress  is  made,  and  the  work  of  teaching  is  much  more 
encouraging  than  it  has  hitherto  been.

The  state  of  the  prison  is  satisfactory  in  every  respect  and 
discipline  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  Prison  Act  of  1838,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  May, 
1899,  has  been  in  operation  daring  11  months  of  the  year  under 
report  with  satisfactory  results. 

Committing  authorities  have  availed  themselves  of  the  power 
of  .classifying  prisoners  to  a  limited  extent. 

The  privilege  given  to  prisoners  of  long  sentence  to  earn  a 
remission  of  sentence  has  operated  as  a  strong  incentive  to 
industry  and  good  condnct. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  taken 
advantage  of,  but  it  has  not  materially  added  to  the  number  of 
fines  paid. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  bring  into  play  the  new 
procedure  for  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Visiting  Committee  six  "  Addresses  " 
on  the  following  subjects  have  been  delivered  at  the  Prison, 
which  have  been  listened  to  with  marked  attention  by  the 
prisoners: — 1.  "Total  Abstinence";  2.  "Character";  3.  "Tem- 
perance"; 4.  "The  action  of  alcohol  on  the  human  frame"; 
5.  "Habit";  6.  "Courage." 

Associated  labour,  in  gardening  and  bagmaking,  has  been 
successfully  carried  on  by  prisoners  in  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  stages. 

The  privilege  of  working  in  association  is,  I  think,  appreciated 
by  the  prisoners  themselves,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that,  provided 
there  are  sufficient  officers  to  superintend  and  to  maintain 
discipline,  associated  labour  is  more  humane  and  less  likely  to 
affect  the  health  of  the  prisoners  in  body  or  mind  than  cellular 
labour,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  labour  instructor  that  better 
work  and  more  of  it  is  tnrned  out  by  working  the  bagmakers  in 
association  than  was  formerly  the  case  under  the  cellular  system. 

There  are  not  many  prisoners  eligible  for  the  privilege  of  talk- 
ing at  exercise,  and  of  these  only  a  very  few  could  be  safely 
entrusted  to  communicate  their  opinions  to  others. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been — males,  good  ;  females, 
very  fair.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Two  services  (with  sermon)  were  held  every  Sunday,  as  also  on 
Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday. 

Daily  prayers  were  duly  conducted  throughout  the  year.  I  gave, 
aa  a  rule,  two  addresses  weekly,  one  always  being  on  the  urgent 
subject  of  temperance,  and  I  have  received  many  pledges,  verbal 
and  written,  of  "  total  abstinence." 

There  has  been  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  nearly 
every  month. 

The  behaviour  and  attention  at  Divine  service  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 

Six  different  clergymen  have  preached  in  the  chapel  during  the 
year. 

All  the  prisoners  were  visited  on  reception  and  discharge, 
daily  when  sick  or  under  punishment,  and  from  cell  to  cell 
systematically  and  frequently. 

In  accordance  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners,  I  have 
held  a  class  weekly  for  youthful  offenders  (under  iX),  with  an 
average  attendance  of  five ;  also  one  for  women,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four.     The  behaviour  has  been  all  that  could  be 
desired, and  the  attention  and  interest  well  sustained. 
I  confidently  expect  abiding  results  from  this  effort. 
Beginning  in  last  September,  a   monthly   lecture  (with   one 
exception)  has  been  given  in  the  chapel.

The  lectures  were  practical  and  forceful,  and  in  each  Instance  I 
have  good  reason  to   believe  that  impressions  were  made  for 
good. 
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This  is  a  very  useful  auxiliary,  of  which  I  am  only  too  pleased, 
co-operating  with  the  visiting  Justices  and  Governor,  to  avail 
myself. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  continuing  this  good  work. 

The  number  of  receptions  of  juveniles  was  17  (including  three 
girls),  as  against  25  for  year  ending  March,  1899,  and  36  for  year 
ending  March,  1898. 

Of  these  17,  two  were  remands  (discharged),  one  was  birched  by 
police  without  farther  sentence,  and  another  was  sentenced  to 
one  day  only. 

The  longest  term  given  was  only  two  months  (»>,,  excluding 
four  reformatory  cases). 

There  was  no  re-conviction  of  any  juvenile  that  was  discharged 
during  the  year. 

I  have  been  surprised  at  th^  respectability  of  some  of 
their  homes  that  I  have  personally  visited.  Youthful  instability 
with  weak  parental  authority  is  a  large  factor  in  juvenile 
criminality. 

There  were  18  discharges  from  prison.  All  were  conducted  to 
their  homes,  clothing  supplied  when  needed,  employment 
invariably  procured,  and  all  were  committed  to  the  oversight 
of  the  agent  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and,  in 
some  instances,  to  additional  supervision. 

I  am  now  trying  to  arrange  with  persons  of  leisure  to  act  as 
voluntary  visitors  (in  various  districts)  of  discharged  juveniles, 
and  also  of  selected  cases  of  youthful  offenders. 

Kindly  interest  after  discharge  is  much  needed  in  many  of 
these  youthful  cases.  I  am  trying  to  look  after  a  limited  nnmber 
of  them  personally. 

I  gave  frequent  religious  instruction  to  juveniles  in  their  cells 
when  there  was  not  a  sufficient  number  to  form  a  class. 

We  have  a  library  for  juveniles. 

The  educa'ion  has  been  diligently  carried  on  by  the  school- 
master and  the  appointed  wardress.  The  stipulated  time  has 
been  bestowed  upon  it. 

Those  who  had  passed  into  Standard  IV.  were  encouraged  to 
continue  their  studies,  and  good  progress  was  made. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  11  cases  that  remained  in  their 
original  standard,  and  aitnouirn  some  progress  was  made,  they 
were  either  too  dull  or  the  sentence  too  short  to  admit  of  progress 
to  the  extent  of  one  standard.  Some  of  the  juveniles,  for  instance, 
were  sentenced  to  14  days  only. 

In  noticing  the  general  progress  made,  it  should  be  noted  that, 
of  the  52  cases  eligible  for  education,  only  nine  were  sentenced  to 
terms  exceeding  three  months. 

The  progress,  however,  justifies  the  extension  of  instruction  to 
three  months'  cases.

The  books  have  been  regularly  distribnted  according  to  rales. 

The  magazines  are  most  in  request,  and  most  fruitful  in  good 
impressions. 

There  are  six  Lady  Visitors  (one  of  whom  paid  a  weekly  visit  of 
about  two  hours).  Their  influence  has  been  refining,  and  their 
help  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  me  in  both,  my  temporal  and  spiritual 
work  among  the  female  prisoners,  many  of  whom  rarely,  if  ever, 
come  undf  r  the  influence  of  Christian  ladies  when  outside  prison. 
On  this  account  I  think  that  addresses  to  the  females  by  ladies, 
not  necessarily  Lady  Visitors,  would  be  advantageous. 

The  Sub-committee  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
sal  weekly  and  investigated  all  cases  for  discbarge  daring  the 
following  week. 

Of  the  1,613  discharges  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1899,  4»4  received  assistance  in  some  shape  or  form,  with  an 
expenditure  of  £213  10s. 

Employment  was  secured  for  180  cases,  about  two-thirds  remain- 
ing at  their  places  and  turning  out  well. 

An  agent  for  males  and  another  for  females  met  all  discharges 
at  the  prison  gates,  conducting  those  who  were  going  by  rail  to 
the  station,  and  following  to  their  homes  all  necessary  local 
cases.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

No  epidemic  occurred,  and  there  was  no  attempt  at  suicide, 
real  or  feigned. 

Every  prisoner  before  passing  to  hard  labour  was  carefully 
examined. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  except  in  special 
cases,  and  ench  have  been  provided  for. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the 
sanitary  arrangements  good. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory  ;  the  tempera* 
tare  has  been  kept  up  to  56°  Fahrenheit.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  year  has 
been  good. 

To  some  prisoners  the  power  to  earn  remission  is,  no  doubt,  a 
boon,  bnt  to  some,  certainly  not  There  are  those  who  do  not 
care  to  leave  prison  before  the  time,  and  they  arrange  accordingly  ; 
others  are  able  to  return  more  quickly,  and  do,  before  their 
original  sentence  has  expired. 

The  effect  of  associated  labour  most  be  to  make  prison  life 
more  bearable  to  the  prisoner,  bnt  till  the  workrooms  have  been 
provided  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  more  than  allow  prisoners, 
not  in  the  first  stage,  to  sit  working  at  their  cell  doors. 

The  principal  work  done  in  this  prison  Is  making  bags  of 
different  kinds  for  the  Navy  and  Post  Office,  and  it  is  necessary, 
at  certain  times,  to  sew  these  bags  when  well  stretched  out,  and 
this  can  only  be  done  where  there  are  the  necessary  hooks,  &c,  as 
there  are  in  the  cells. 

Conversation  at  exercise. — It  is  not  possible  to  report  favourably 
on  the  revival  of  this  indulgence,  because  friendships  are  made 
which,  probably,  are  not  always  desirable.  There  is  proof  of  this, 
because  letters  come  from  prisoners  who  have  gone  out,  to 
prisoners  who  have  not,  making  arrangement  to  meet  or 
reminding  them  of  arrangements  already  made.  These  letters 
are  not  given  or  mentioned.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  prison 
population  is  increased  by  a  certain  class  of  poor  who  come  to 
prison  for  medical  treatment  and  for  what  they  can  get  from  the 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  from  whom  some  demand,  almost, 
assistance  as  a  right.  Also,  others  come  from  the  workhouse 
because  they  say  their  treatment  in  prison  is  better. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  during  the  year  has 
been  good.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally 
good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape  from  the 
prison,  bat  one  female  escaped  from  the  escort  taking  her  for 
trial. 

There  was  one  suicide  during  the  dinner  hour,  by  strangulation. 

The  following  labours  have  been  carried  on,  viz. : — Hard  labour 
in  the  first  stage  has  been  pumping  water  for  prison  nse  from  the 
deep  well  by  crank.  The  tread  wheel  has  not  been  used.  Other 
labour  has  consisted  of  bag-making,  various,  viz.,  coal  sacks  for 
the  Navy,  also  seamen's  bags,  mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  nose- 
bags, and  bag  mouths.  Tailoring  and  repairs  for  males  and 
females,  laundry  work,  gardening,  and  needlework. 
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There  ia  always  plenty  of  work  to  be  done.  The  roofs  inside 
of  both  male  and  female  prisons,  and  the  walls  hare  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  down  and  re-coloured,  also  the  centre  hall. 
The  prison  grounds  re-gravelled,  and  new  walls  built  round  the 
big  garden,  to  replace  the  old,  built  originally  without 
foundations. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good 
working  order. 

The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  but  not  always 
punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with,  any  exception  has  been  brought  to  notice.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  religions  and  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners,  daring  the 
past  year,  presents  no  new  features.  Drink  is,  as  usual,  the  cause 
of  most  of  the  crime. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  regulations  at  present  in  force,  and  with  very 
good  results. 

The  increased  introduction  of  periodicals  inio  the  prisoners' 
library  is  a  great  improvement.  Such  works  open  np  an  entirely 
new  class  of  subjects,  and  exercise  a  stimulating  effect  upon  the 
minds  of  the  readers  themselves. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  performed.  In 
addition  to  the  Sunday  sermons,  I  give  a  short  practical  address 
at  each  week-day  service — occasionally  substituting  a  course  of 
lectures.  They  were.  I  think,  useful  to  some  of  my  hearers. 
Mr.  Boone,  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  O.E.T.8.,  has  occasionally 
preached  very  suggestive  and  practical  sermons.  Holy  Com- 
munion has  been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month 
and  on  Easter  Day.  Last  year  a  mission  was  held  here  by 
Captain  Hutton,  of  the  Church  Army,  from  which,  I  hope,  some 
good  results  flowed.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that,  so  far  as 
the  religious  life  of  a  prison  is  concerned,  nothing  in  the  way  of 
tabulated  results  can  be  regarded  as  trustworthy.  The  actual 
outcome  of  all  that  is  now  being  done  for  the  prisoner's  welfare 
can  only  be  known  in  the  future,  when,  as  a  free  man,  he  has 
once  again  to  face  those  temptations  which,  in  the  days  of  his 
previous  liberty,  had  proved  too  strong  for  him. 

The  prisoners  have  been  resrularly  visited  on  reception  and 
discharge. 

The  sick,  and  those  under  punishment,  have  been  visited  daily. 
A  short  service  of  reading,  exposition,  and  prayer,  being  held 
nearly  every  day  in  the  hospitals. 

The  other  prisoners  have  been  visited  at  frequent  intervals,  and 
every  opportunity  lias  been  given  them  to  consult  me  as  to  any- 
thing in  which  they  require  explanation  or  advice. 

They  have  been  attentive  at  the  services,  and  respectful  when 
visited. 

I  have  received  every  possible  assistance  from  all  the  officers  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory. 
The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  good. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good.     One 
prisoner  received  corporal  punishment  for  assault  on  an  officer. 
There  has  been  neither  an  escape  nor  an  attempt  to  escape. 
The  following  work  has  been  completed  :— 
A  section  of  the  new  system  of  drainage. 
Disconnecting   all  rain-water  pipes  from  drains  and  fixing 

open  glazed  channels. 
Fixing  new  water-closets  in  A,  0  and  reception  wings. 
External  painting  of  a  part  of  the  prison. 
Reconstructing  hot  water  circulating  pipes  and  fixing  new 

retort  is  the  reception  wing. 
Fixing  new  boiler  to  heating  apparatus  in  D  wing. 
Fixing  new  cooking-pots  and  steamers  in  kitchen. 
A  new  special  cell  baa  been  provided. 
The  Governor's  house  has  been  repapered  and  painted. 
The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings  are  satisfactory. 
The  power  to  earn  remission  has  acted  as  an  incentive  to  good 
conduct 

Thirty-two  male  and  12  female  prisoners  availed  themselves  of 
the  provisions  for  the  part  payment  of  fines. 

Prisoners  who  have  earned  the  privilege  of  being  allowed  to 
converse  at  exercise  have  been  most  orderly,  and  so  far  as  can 
be  observed,  no  prisoner  has  abused  this  privilege.  I  submit, 
however,  that  extending  this  privilege  to  prisoners  must  be 
prejudicial,  when  it  is  considered  what  are  the  probable  subjects 
of  their  conversation. 

The  rnlos  relating  to  prisoners  of  the  several  divisions  have 
been  carried  out. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  to 
the  best  of  my  belief,  the  rales  laid  down  for  the  government  of 
the  prison  have  been  complied  with  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  distinctly  reported  to  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a 
Commissioner. 
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The  appliances  for  use  in  the  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
proper  worjring  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  quantities  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  in  store  have  been 
found  sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  chapel  services  have  been  regularly  held.  The  prisoners* 
attention  and  demeanour  have  been  good,  the  singing  and 
responses  being  most  hearty.  I  have  several  times  availed 
myself  of  the  services  of  the  city  and  catheJral  clergy,  whose 
ministrations  have  been  gladly  welcomed. 

The  prisoners  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  almost  without 
exception  they  have  listened  respectfully;  sometimes  eagerly,  to 
the  counsel  given. 

Some  200  total  abstinence  pledges  have  been  taken  daring  the 
year.  Many  of  these  have,  to  my  personal  knowledge,  been 
kept. 

There  have  been  three  baptisms  during  the  year,  one  being  a 
male  adult  at  the  point  of  death,  of  whose  faith  and  penitence 
there  was  reason  to  hope. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  two  occasions. 

Daring  the  year  an  eight  days'  mission  was  preached  by 
Captain  Skinner,  of  the  Church  Army.  His  plain  and  earnest 
words  were  received  by  the  prisoners  with  considerable  interest, 
several  of  whom  were  influenced  for  good. 

The  prison  library  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put 
into  a  more  satisfactory  condition.  This  change  for  the  better 
has  been  eagerly  welcomed. 

The  Visiting  Committee  and  the  lady  visitors  have  rendered 
most  effective  help  in  sending  out  special  cases  with  increased 
possibilities  for  making  a  new  start  in  life.  I  gladly  put  on 
record  my  personal  gratitude. 

The  educational  work  has  been  zealously  and  efficiently  done 
by  the  clerk  schoolmaster.  I  have  received  from  him  and  from 
all  the  officers  of  the  prison  the  most  loyal  and  courteous  help. 

On  the  whole  the  work  has  been  most  encouraging.  There 
have  been  many  cases  which  have  given  reason  for  hope  and,  in 
not  a  few  cases,  following  them  up  has  shown  that  in  persevering 
they  have  proved  the  genuineness  of  their  penitence. 

I  may,  perhaps,  say  that  on  preaching  a  Harvest  Thanksgiving 
sermon  in  a  neighboaring  tuwn  there  were  four  ex-prisoners  in 
the  congregation,  all  of  whom  were,  by  the  testimony  of  their 
paiish  clergyman,  leading  a  better  life.  Such  cases  certainly 
make  one  more  hopeful  over  those  which  are  generally,  but 
surely  wrongly,  described  as  "  hopeless."

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  yew  has  been 
satisfactory. 

As  regards  the  operation  of  the  changes  in  the  system  effected 
by  {he  Prison  Act  of  1898,  I  may  say  (hat  no  offenders  of 
Division  I.  have  been  received  here,  and  the  rales  pertaining 
to  offenders  of  Division  II.  have  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Associated  labour  has  been,  and  is,  carried  oat  so  far  as  is 
practicable. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  on  sentences  has  been  taken 
advantage  of  by  the  prisoners,  and  bnt  few  oases  have  occurred 
since  its  introduction  where  it  was  necessary  to  forfeit  marks 
towards  remission. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  widely 
taken  advantage  of  by  prisoners1  friends. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  perfectly 
satisfactory.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  on  the 
whole  been  also  satisfactory.  There  was  an  attempt  made  by  a 
male  prisoner  to  escape,  bat  it  was  ineffectual.

(ft^SA  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


We  hnve  two  services  daily  in  the  chapel,  also  prayers  in  both 
infirmaries  daily.  On  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday, 
we  have  four  services,  also  services  in  both  infirmaries.  I  have 
evidence  that  our  church  services  are  really  appreciated  by  the 
major  portion  of  prisoners  of  both  sexes ;  they  are  very  attentive 
as  a  rule ;  some,  I  regret  to  say,  pay  little  or  no  heed  to 
instructions,  pnrtly  through  ignorance  and  partly  through  utter 
carelessness;  however,  I  am  not  a  little  encouraged  by  letters 
received  from  prisoners  after  discharge,  bearing  testimony  to  the 
fact  that  they  nave  been  mnch  benefited  by  the  religious  instruc- 
tion received  coupled  with  advice  and  counsel  given  in  our 
personal  cellular  visitations. 

We  have  cei  e  brat  ion  t,  of  Holy  Communion  once  a  month,  also 
on  the  great  festivals.  The  average  attendance  is  about  nine. 
The  conduct  of  prisoners  is  very  devout. 

The  work  of  school  instruction  is  carried  on  satisfactorily.  In 
the  first  place  my  staff  of  schoolmasters  has  been  increased  ;  and 
secondly,  each  prisoner  receives  four  hours'  instruction  per  week, 
instead  of  only  two  as  formerly  ;  the  result  being  that  a  larger 
percentage  is  passed  out  into  the  4th  standard,  consequently  do 
not  receive  school  instruction,  at  the  same  time  they  are  helped, 
if  requested,  towards  further  improvements.  I  am  satisfied  all 
the  teachers  do  their  work  conscientiously.  Prisoners,  as  a  rule, 
readily  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  afforded  by  school 
instruction  and  make  good  progress.  Many  young  men  and 
women  are  very  ignorant,  I  can  only  account  for  this  by  the  fact 
that  they,  by  some  means,  manage  to  evade  the  School-board 
attendance  officers. 

There  is  a  good  work  carried  on  by  means  of  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  ;  indeed,  I  do  not  think  that  there  ever 
was  a  time  in  which  so  much  was  done  to  assist  prisoners  on  their 
discharge  as  the  present ;  moreover,  I  am  satisfied  that  good 
results  follow,  since  very  few,  to  whom  material  aid  has  been 
given,  have  returned  to  this  prison.  By  material  it  id  I  mean 
tools  provided  to  work  with,  work  found  both  on  laud  and  sea, 
clothes  given,  goods  for  hawking  purposes  such  as  fish,  flowers, 
and  greengroceries,  food,  &c,  my  plan  is  to  help  in  kind  rather 
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than  actual  money.  Help  has  been  afforded  in  one  way  or 
another  to  2,162  gri Boners  and  their  wives  and  children  during 
the  past  year. 

The  voluntary  efforts  of  our  lady  visitors  are  very  beneficial, 
and  the  prisoners  generally  appreciate  their  kindness.  To  what 
extent  they  keep  in  touch  with  prisoners  after  their  discharge  I 
am  not  prepared  to  say.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  in  a  place  like 
London.  Moreover,  the  migratory  character  and  habits  of  the 
people  increase  the  difficulty  tenfold.  I  know,  however,  that  the 
ladies  do  try  to  keep  in  touch  with  them  when  possible,  and  the 
letters  they  receive  testify  that  they  are  not  altogether  unsuccessful. 
I  am  sure  the  ladies  deserve  onr  most  grateful  thanks  for  their 
labour  of  love. 

The  sending  of  juveniles  and  youthful  offenders  to  Bedford 
Prison,  and  so  separating  them  from  the  "  old  hands  "  and  their 
surroundings,  also  teaching  them  a  trade,  is  undoubtedly  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  The  result  remains  to  be  seen,  but  I  am 
convinced  it  is  right  in  itself.  The  difficulty  will  be  in  placing 
them  ont  on  the  expiration  of  their  sentence,  after  having  taught 
them  their  trade.  What  I  fear  is  they  may  fell  Into  the  hands  of 
professional  criminals,  by  these  I  mean  those  who  boldly  declare 
that  it  is  their  business  to  prey  upon  society,  and  they  do  it  to 
live,  just  as  any  other  man  would  follow  his  business. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  sin  of  drunkenness  is  by  no  means 
decreasing,  especially  among  women,  hut  am  hopeful  for  a  better 
state  of  things  when  the  "new  Act"  dealing  with  such  cases, 
shall  be  in  fnll  operation,  and  suitable  buildings  erected  in  which 
the  poor  creatures  should  be  detained  for  two  or  three  years, 
there  would  then  be  some  prospect  of  a  cure.  At  present,  when 
I  speak  to  prisoners  on  the  subject  they  laugh  at  me,  saying, 
"They  can't  give  me  a  very  long  time  for  having  a  drop  of 
drink."  Certainly  7,  14  days,  1,  or  2  months  are  absolutely 
useless,  beneficial  only  so  far  as  giving  the  patient  time  to  recover, 
then  to  return  to  the  drink  with  increased  zest.

EXTRACTS  fcROM  T&E  MEfiltJAL  OFFICER'S  EtEPORT. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  daring  the  year  ending 
3ist  March,  1900,  was  fairly  good. 

No  case  of  suicide  occurred.  Six  cases  of  attempted  suicide 
were  reported  ;  with  one  exception,  them  were  undoubtedly 
feigned. 


The  work  on  the  new  perJeeta]  w.o;'b  and  soil-pipee  hi  the  halls 
was  well  advanced  towards  completion,  and  sanitary  matters 
generally  received  special  attention. 

All  prisoners  were  thoroughly  examined  on  reception,  and 
before  being  passed  for  labour.

The  bedding  and  clothing  were  good  and  sufficient.

With  regard  to  the  triple  division  of  offenders,  24  prisoners 
have  been  sentenced  to  be  treated  in  the  second  division.  This, 
so  far  as  can  be  seen,  has  worked  well.  No  prisoner  in  the  second 
division  has  been  re-convicted. 

The  power  to  earn  a  remission  is  most  satisfactory,  prisoners 
being  most  anxious  to  do  their  tasks  and  not  to  lose  marks. 
Also  the  part  payment  of  fines  is  taken  advantage  of  and  is  most 
satisfactory. 

Associated  labour  under  proper  supervision  works  well. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  has  been  good.  No  escapes  or 
attempts  have  been  made. 

Hard  labour  of  the  first  class  has  been  enforced  by  treadwheel, 
and  sawing  wood,  and  second  class  by  chopping  and  bundling  wood 
for  the  War  Department. 

Oakum  picking  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  is  enforced  only 
for  cell  labour  after  locking  up. 

Female  prisoners  first  class  labour  is  washing  and  laundry 
work  ;  second  class,  knitting  and  sewing. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  the  alterations  in  the  old  cells 
are  going  on  and  are  nearly  completed. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient,  and  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been 
duly  conducted  by  myself  and  my  assistant  curate  and  the 
prisoners  have  occasionally  been  addressed  in  the  chapel  by  one 
or  two  of  the  local  clergy.  The  services  in  the  chapel  have 
been  considerably  brightened  by  the  introduction  of  musical 
responses,  and  the  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  show  their 
appreciation  of  this  change  by  the  hearty  manner  in  which  they 
sing  the  responses,  psalms,  and  hymns. 

The  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and 
discharge,  as  well  as  those  sick,  and  under  punishment.  Of  this 
latter  class,  I  may  say  there  have  been  very  few  cases,  indeed, 
I  am  ha^py  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  excellent,  both  in  chapel  and  whenever  I  have  come 
in  contact  with  them. 

I  have  received  the  greatest  possible  kindness,  assistance,  and 
courtesy  from  all  the  officials,  from  the  governor,  downwards. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  good 
work,  and  many  prisoners  during  the  past  year  have  been  given 
a  fresh  start  by  its  good  offices.    ■'

The  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  year  ending  March  31st, 
1900,  has  been  generally  good,  no  epidemic  has  occurred,  and  no 
suicide  or  attempt  at  suicide. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good ;  the  general  sanitary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory,  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
heating  of  the  prison.

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  they  have  diligently  performed  their  duties. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good. 

The  following  is  a  list  oC  articles  manufactured  daring  the 
year  by  prison  labour : —

With  reference  to  the  Prison  Act  of  1898,  the  change  in 
administration  brought  about  thereby,  which  has  chiefly  affected 
thid  Prison,  is  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Visitors. 

At  first  I  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
of  indep-ndent  members  who  would  only  be  responsible  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  would  prove  to  be  a  source  of  embarmssmeut 
rather  than  a  benefit,  as  a  form  of  dual  contr.il  would  be  intro- 
duced which  might  lead  to  the  clashing  of  conflicting  orders. 
After  a  period  of  probation,  if  I  may  so  term  it.  of  upwards  of  a 
year,  I  am  glad  to  find  that  my  forebodings  have  not  been  realized, 
and  I  cannot  now  speak  too  highly  of  the  advantages  derived 
from  the  appointment  of  this  Board. 

A  large  portion  of  the  work  which  was  formerly  done  by  a 
Director  on  the  occasion  of  his  monthly  visit,  is  now  performed 
by  the  Board  of  Visitors.  At  each  monthly  meeting,  any  prisoner 
wishing  to  see  the  Board  is  allowed  to  do  so,  and  a  considerable 
number  are  consequently  interviewed  privately  every  month. 
This  privilege  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  prisoners  themselves. 
They  feel  that  they  can  lay  their  grievances,  often  imaginary,  but 
often  very  real  to  themselves,  before  a  body  who  are  acting 
entirely  in  their  interests,  and  whose  motives  are1  pnrely 
philanthropic,  with  the  certainty  that  their  case  will  be  thoroughly 
inquired  into,  and  their  grievance,  if  real,  redressed.  Whatever 
the  ruling  of  the  Board  mpy  be  they  are  nearly  always  satisfied, 
as  they  know  that  the  decision  arrived  at  is  quite  unbiased  by 
official  routine,  and  as  a  consequence,  1  notice  that  a  n.oro 
contented  spirit  now  prevails  amongst  the  general  body  of 
prisoners. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  bearing  testimony  to  the  kind  way  in 
which  the  Board  have  always  supported  me  in  my  authority. 

The  good  work  which  has  been  df>ne  by  our  lady  visitors — 
Her  Grace,  Adeline,  Duchess  of  Bedford,  Lady  Battersea,  and 
Mrs.  K.  Pair — is  beyond  all  praise.  The  kindly  sympathy  which 
they  so  freely  give,  and  their  words  of  encouragement  cannot  but 
have  a  softening  influence  upon  the  most  hardened  criminal. 
For  tiiose  who  by  their  good  conduct  in  prison  have  shown  that 
they  have  a  desire  to  redeem  the  past  and  intend  to  lead  an 
houesit  and  respectable  life  on  their  discharge  from  prison, 
situations  and  homes  have  been  found,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that  many  a  prisoner  his  been  prevented  from  drifting  back 
into  crime  in  consequence  of  the  help  thue  afforded  to  her. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory,  and 
the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  good. 
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There  have  been  three  deaths.  One  of  these  cawed  was  suffering 
from  advanced  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  her  reception,  and 
another  died  suddenly  from  the  rupture  of  u  thoracic  aneurism  of 
long  standing. 

In  December  the  prison  was  visited  by  a  severe  epidemic  of 
influenza  :  fifty-three  prisoners  and  eleven  officers  were  attacked, 
bnt  alt  made  good  recoveries. 

One  prisoner,  suffering  from  chronic  mania,  was  removed  to 
Broadmoor  Criminal  Lunatic:  Asylum. 

There  were  no  genuine  attempts  at  suicide,  but  there  were  two 
attempts,  both  made  by  the  same  prisoner,  which  were  un- 
doubtedly feigned. 

One  prisoner,  suffering  from  gastric  ulcer  was  released  on 
medical  grounds. 

The  health  of  the  staff  has  been  good,  and  uo  officer  has  been 
invalided.    One  died  after  a  few  hours'  illness  of  acute  peritonitis. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  the  rules  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with  iu 
every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to  or 
brought  under  the  notice  of  a  director.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  services  with  sermons  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday,  and  morning  prayers  and  an  instruction  have  been 
continued  without  intermission. 

Regular  services  have  been  held  in  the  infirmary  ward,  and 
particular  care  afforded  the  indisposed  at  all  times. 

There  have  been  14  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion. 

On  reception,  and  frequently  for  some  months  prior  to  liberty, 
prisoners  have  been  interviewed  in  order  to  form  some  opinion  of 
disposition  and  character  and  fitness  for  recommendation  to  those 
who  may  be  willing  to  open  ways  of  usefulness. 

Prisoners  have  been  often  visited  and  privately  exhorted.  As 
a  whole  their  conduct,  both  in  chapel  and  in  daily  intercourse, 
has  been  reverent,  respectful  and  hopeful. 

The  continued  diminution  of  offences  of  every  degree  is  note- 
worthy. 

■  The  library  books  are  much  valued,  and  hi  my  Sunday  rounds 
during  association,  I  often  hear  grateful  expressions  for  so 
varied  and  up-to-date  a  provision  for  their  instruction  and  relief. 

Secular  instruction  has  been  patiently  pursued  with  encouraging 
results.  The  tact  and  quiet  persistency  of  the  schoolmistresses  are 
potent  influences  far  beyond  the  school  region.  The  governor 
and  staff  have  loyally  furthered  the  work  under  all  circumstances. 

Statistical  tables  would  furnish  no  appreciable  idea  of  the  un- 
ceasing efforts  of  Adeline,  Duchess  of  Bedford,  and  Lady  Battersea, 
as  they  strive  by  frequent  private  interviews  how  best  to  reach 
the  prisoners — especially  those  who  by  good  conduct  will  become 
privileged  for  recommendation,  for  homes  and  refuges— others 
again  at  the  approach  of  liberty  in  order  to  find  situations  or  work 
of  a  suitable  description,  and  to  enlist  the  practical  sympathy  of 
ladies  to  exercise  kindly  oversight  of  those  to  be  restored  to  their 
families — that  the  bond  of  cordiality,  kindled  by  mutual  con- 
fidences, may  more  and  more  contribute  to  the  building  up  of  a 
virtuous,  honest,  industrious  character. 

Instances  are  known  of  not  a  few  genuine  restorations  to  useful 
careers — wives  are  happily  reunited  to  husbands,  daughters 
restored  to  parents  animated  by  a  new  spirit ;  while  others  have 
filled  situations  of  responsibility  for  one,  two,  or  three  years  to 
the  complete  satisfaction  of  their  employers,  who  are  fully 
acquainted  with  their  past  history.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Governor  » 


Daring  the  past  year  the  changes  introduced  by  the  Prison  Act 
of  1898  have  come  into  force,  the  chief  of  which  has  been  the 
handing  over  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  certain  administrative 
duties  hitherto  performed  by  a  Director. 

The  Board  constituted  for  this  prison  has  met  every  month ; 
and,  in  addition,  one  member  at  least  has  visited  and  transacted 
business  once  or  twice  between  the  monthly  Board  Meetings. 
The  principal  business  has  been  to  hear  applications  of  convicts 
for  extra  gratuity,  to  investigate  their  complaints,  and  to 
adjudicate  on  reports  referred  to  them  by  the  Directors. 

Although  I  had  had  no  experience  of  a  convict  prison  before 
the  institution  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
the  transfer  of  the  responsibility  for  deciding  on  complaints 
and  reports  to  an  outside  authority  has  worked  successfully, 
and  whilst  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  the  new 
system  should  give  confidence  to  the  public. 

Excellent  relations  exist  between  the  members  of  the  Board 
and  the  prison  officials.  They  have  interested  themselves  in  the 
well-being  of  the  prisoners  generally,  and  in  such  details  as 
the  standard  of  the  provisions  in  stores,  and  the  diets  when 
ready  for  issue.  Moreover,  the  frequency  of  the  visits  to  the 
prison  is  of  distinct  advantage  in  reducing  the  time  that  most 
elapse  between  the  making  and  the  investigating  of  a  complaint. 

As  regards  reports,  which  may  involve  corporal  punishment, 
that  have  been  brought  before  the  Board,  the  procedure  has 
worked  smoothly,  and  in  my  opinion  no  harm  has  been  done, 
nor  is  any  detriment  to  discipline  likely  to  occur,  owing  to  the 
limiting  of  the  offences  for  which  flogging  may  be  awarded. 
In  fact,  I  believe  that  these  limitations  will  rather  enhance  the 
disciplinary  value  of  corporal  punishment. 

The  new  rale  under  which  talking  at  Sunday  exercise  is 
allowed  to  convicts  in  the  fourth  stage  and  special  class  has  been 
curled  out  without  prejudice  to  discipline.  The  general  order 
restricting  conversation  amongst  convicts  to  matters  that  may 
be  essential  in  connection  with  their  work  is  not  so  severe  in 
its  effects  as  might  be  supposed ;  I  therefore  do  not  consider 
that  its  relaxation  is  necessary.  Moreover,  unrestricted  talk 
between  criminals  shortly  to  be  set  at  liberty,  even  though  it 
be  only  for  a  brief  period,  over  a  week,  is  more  likely  than  not 
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f  Hmor*     *°  wor't  harm  for  themselves,  and  possibly  for  the  community 
Report'    at  large. 

The  value  of  stage  privileges  has  been  increased  by  the 
greater  frequency  of  letters  and  visits  now  allowed. 

Any  augmentation  of  incentives  to  good  conduct  are  welcome 
as  means  of  maintaining  discipline.  The  directions  in  which 
to  find  suitable  rewards  are  limited,  but  I  believe  that  the 
addition  of  newspapers  to  the  library  for  use  of  convicts  in  the 
higher  stages  would  be  of  value,  not  only  as  a  reward,  but 
as  a  means  of  detaching  their  minds  from  the  immediate 
surroundings,  and  possibly  rendering  the  better  men  less 
susceptible  to  the  influence  of  their  neighbours.  For  the  same 
reason  I  would  advocate  the  reading  of  the  news  of  the  day, 
rather  than  lectures,  in  the  ordinary  acceptation  of  the  word, 
to  the  general  body  of  convicts. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  as  has 
been,  with  few  exceptions,  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners. 

On  the  29th  March  two  convicts  made  an  attempt  to  escape ; 
they  were,  however,  recaptured. 

The  piison  buildings  are  in  good  condition 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order,  and  the  supply 
of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quality  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  have  been 
punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  piison  have 
been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  oases  as 
have  been  reported  to  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Director. 

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  : — 

Fort  Borstal. — Underpinning  left  gorge  wall,  hauling  chalk 
debris  out  of  left  Sank  ditch,  and  depositing  same  on  right  gorge 
glacis.     Forming  right  and  left  Sank  parapets  and  parados. 

Cutting  sections  through  and  forming  front  glacis. 

Concreting  escarp  and  counterscarp  walls  in  left  flank  ditch. 

Forming  left  flank  glacis. 

Fort  Bridgetvoids. — Forming  and  soiling  slopes  in  right  flank 
battery  ;  forming  right  flank  glacis. 

Fort  Luton. — Taking  up  and  relaying  drains,  and  making  good 
leaks  in  roof  of  casemates,  and  making  good  parapets  over  same. 

General. — Repairing  wagons  and  tools,  making  fittings  and 
furniture  for  officers'  quarters  and  mess-rooms. 
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The  firm  land  was  tilled  and  planted  by  convict  labour,  as  set     i"«^

The  hay  crop  was  nil,  the  great  drought  in  the  spring  having 
burnt  up  all  the  grass.  Wheat  was  an  excellent  crop,  and  was 
gathered  in  fine  condition.  The  grain  was  transferred  to 
Maidstone  Prison,  and  th«  straw  was  disposed  of  by  tender.  The 
yield  of  mangold  wurtzela  was  first  rata,  and  a  very  satisfactory 
prico  was  obtained  for  the  crop.  Swedes  and  turnips  were 
irregular,  as  owing  to  the  drought  the  seed  did  not  germinate,  and 
poor  plants  followed. 

The  potato  crop  was  well  np  to  the  average  and  generally  the 
tubers  were  Bound,  bat  the  ground  did  not  bring  some  sorts  to 
maturity,  owing  to  the  want  of  rain  in  the  early  summer ;  they 
have,  however,  kept  well.  The  crops  of  other  vegetables  were 
good  all  round,  and  will  probably  meet  the  year's  requirements. 

The  autumn-sown  wheat  Is  a  good  plant,  and  is  of  excellent 
promise. 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  turning  up  and  manuring  the 
ground,  and  sowing  has  commenced. 

The  farm  warder  has  taken  a  keen  Interest  in  the  cultivation  of 
the  land  during  the  year. 

The  alterations  to  w.c.'s  and  sinks  throughout  the  prison  have 
been  completed.  Five  new  lamps  fixed  between  officers'  quarters 
and  Mounts  Road,  and  1,200  feet  of  gas  main  laid.  A  new  hood 
made  and  fixed  over  cooking  copper,  and  five  new  Buohnn's 
ventilators  fixed  over  prison  kitchen. 

A  greenhouse  has  been  built,  with  hot-water  pipes  for  heating. 

A  fire-proof  room  for  records,  4c,  has  been  built  as  an  annexe 
to  Governor's  clerk's  office.  New  latrines  have  been  built  for  the 
officers.  The  entrance  buildings,  chapel,  arid  infirmary  have  been 
painted  externally.  126  cells  have  been  painted  internally, 
A  Hall.  New  Gurney  stovee  have  been  fixed  in  A  Hall. 
Asbestos  and  extraction  pipes  have  been  fixed  to  08  cells  in 
B  Hall. 

New  "Swinton"  ranges  fixed  in  prison  and  officers*  mess 
kitchen. 

Leamington  bars  fixed  in  storekeeper's  and  clerk's  offices. 

The  reconstruction  of  padded  cell  in  infirmary  in  hand. 

The  superior  officers*  quarters  (4)  and  recreation  room  have 
been  painted  exfernaUy. 

A  "  Swinton  "  range,  also  a  sink,  with  hot  and  cold  water,  have 
been  fijed  in  Governor's  quarters. 
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New  sinks,  with  hot  and  cold  water,  fixed  in  Deputy  Governor's 
and  Medical  Officer's  quarters. 

New  rooms  (2),  hall,  staircase,  and  landings  painted,  papered 
and  Tarnished  in  Chaplain's  quarters. 

Officers'  Quarters. — New  sinks  fixed  in  sculleries,  new  Hellyer's 
traps  fixed  in  yards,  cast-iron  covers  fixed  to  fonr  man-holes, 
extensive  repairs  to  roofs,  and  four  sets  of  quarters  painted, 
papered,  and  coloured. 

Extensive  repairs  to  boundary  fence  have  been  carried  out  from 
time  to  time. 

The  whole  of  the  penstocks  have  been  repaired  throughout  the 
sewage  system.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


My  work  has  gone  on  upon  exactly  the  same  lines  as  previously, 
and  as  has  been  shown  in  my  former  reports.  AH  the  services  in 
the  chapel  as  prescribed,  on  Sundays,  Good  Friday,  Christmas 
Day,  and  week  days,  with  occasional  short  addresses,  such  as  in 
consultation  with  the  visiting  chaplain  have  been  thought 
desirable  in  thia  prison,  have  been  held  throughout  the  year. 

On  July  24th  mission  services  were  given  by  Captain  Davey,  of 
the  Church  Army,  who  preached  winuingly  to  the  convicts,  and" 
afterwards  visited  six  who  applied  to  see  him,  and  who  have  all 
from  that  time  maintained  consistently  good  conduct. 

On  another  Sunday,  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Gedge,  the  blind  vicar  of 
St.  Nicholas,  Rochester,  preached  in  the  chapel,  while  the  Hev. 
E.  M.  Blackie,  a  minor  canon  of  the  cathedral,  has  done  us  the 
same  kindness.  And  I  must  again  mention  the  good  work  of  the 
Rev.  H.  A.  Hichin,  vicar  of  St.  Peter's,  Rochester,  who  has 
continued  to  act  as  my  substitute  during  my  leave  of  absence, 
assisted  on  Sundays  by  two  of  his  cnrates.  Mr.  Hichin  has  not 
been  content  to  do  good  to  the  convicts  in  prison,  but  has  greatly 
interested  himself  in  helping,  where  possible,  to  obtain  work  for 
them  on  discharge. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  nine  times  in  the  year. 

There  are  always  a  few  prisoners  preparing  themselves,  under 
my  instructions,  both  for  confirmation  and  for  the  Lord's  Supper 
on  regaining  their  liberty. 

All  the  sick  are  visited  daily  by  mo,  and  in  some  cases  often ur, 
the  opportunity  being  always  a  good  one  for  pressing  home  advice 
which  is  disregarded  in  health.  Prayers  are  read  also  each  day 
in  the  hospital,  usually  accompanied  by  an  address. 

Kvery  prisoner  In  the  special  cells  has  been  seen  daily,  and 
those  under  punishment  frequently  visited. 

Applications  this  year  to  see  the  chaplain  have  been  less 
numerous,  which  indicates  a  general  state  of  contentedness  in  the 
prison,  at  least  with  regard  to  the  work  of  this  department,  the 
books  being  selected  and  distributed  with  due  discrimination. 

My  pastoral  visits  to  the  prisoners,  on  which  I  set  most 
importance  next  to  the  preaching,  have  been  frequent,  amounting, 
I  find,  to  some  1,530  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  men  receive 
them  well,  but  like  to  do  most  of  the  talking  themselves,  and 
there  is  a  sort  of  tacit  understanding  between  us  that  if  I  listen 
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*o  them  daring  the  week  they  will  listen  to  me  on  Sundays. 
They  are  always  respectful,  and  oatwardly  attentive  to  any  advice 
given,  and  were  it  not  for  the  association  one  with  another,  which 
is  the  chief  feature  of  our  convict  prison  system,  one  might  hope 
to  make  very  much  more  impression.  As  it  is,  the  constant 
opportunities  of  talking  go  very  far  to  neutralise  the  effect  of  all 
that  a  chaplain  can  say  or  do.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  and  of  the  officers  and  their  families 
-  during  the  past  year  has  been  good. 

The  food  supplied  to  the  prisoners  has  been  of  satisfactory 
quality,  and  well  prepared.  By  daily  visits  to  the  kitchen,  and 
frequent  inspection  of  supplies,  I  have  co-operated  with  the 
Governor  in  the  effort  to  secure  this  desirable  end. 

During  the  past  year  twenty  prisoners  have  been  removed  on 
my  recommendation  as  ordinary  invalids  to  Parkhnrat  and  Dart- 
moor, and  during  the  same  period  eight  weak-minded  prisoners 
have  been  transferred  to  Parkhnrat. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentage  of  prisoners  requiring 
medical  treatment  Bhows  an  increase  over  the  figures  for  last  year. 
This  and  other  facts  observable  in  medical  work  among  prisoners 
strongly  suggest  that  the  prison  population  is,  in  an  increasing 
degree,  recruited  from  a  section  of  the  general  population,  show- 
ing indications  of  physical  and  mental,  as  well  as  moral, 
degeneracy. 

There  has  been  a  complete  absence  of  infections  disease  other 
than  influenza  and  a  few  cases  of  measles  in  the  quarters  during 
the  period  under  review:

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  of  the  worst  characters,  the  conduct  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  fairly  good. 

Immediately  prior  to  my  joining  on  the  3rd  May,  there  had 
been  an  attempt  at  mutiny  on  the  bogs,  caused  by  one  or  two  of 
the  evil-disposed  prisoners  inciting  others  to  commit  themselves. 
Three  of  the  ringleaders  were  flogged. 

There  were  seven  assaults  on  officers  by  prisoners  daring  the 
year.  One  of  them  might  have  been  very  serious,  bat  the  officer 
made  a  good  recovery,  and  is  none  the  worse. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  suicide  or  attempts  at  suicide 
daring  the  year. 

There  were  three  attempts  to  escape  daring  the  year.  Two  of 
the  men  ran  away  from  their  parties,  one  in  broad  daylight,  and 
the  other  in  a  fog.  They  were  both  recaptured  almost  immediately. 
The  third  man  broke  oat  of  his  cell  at  night,  but  was  detected  at 
once,  and  went  back  to  his  cell. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  the  Rev.  David  Coleman,  Roman 
Catholic  Prieut,  which  took  place  on  the  22nd  May  last.  He  had 
been  very  ill  for  some  time. 

I  may  state  that  the  Benedictine  Monks  of  Buckfast  Abbey 
have  been  unremitting  in  their  ministrations  and  attendance  on 
the  prisoners  dnring  the  late  Father  Coleman's  illness,  and  in  the 
interregnum  before  his  successor  was  appointed.  They  are  a  most 
excellent  body  of  men,  and  did  a  great  deal  of  good  among  the 
prisoners,  by  whom  they  are  venerated. 

I  regret  to  report  the  retirement  on  the  28th  February  of  the 
Rev.  Clifford  Rickards,  the  Chaplain,  owing  to  ill-health.  He 
has  been  in  the  Service  for  the  last  27  years,  21  of  which  he  has 
served  at  this  prison.  He  was  so  well  known  to  the  prisoners, 
and  intimately  connected  with  the  establishment,  that  his  loss  will 
be  much  felt. 

Under  the  Prison  Act  of  1898,  a  Board  of  Visitors  has  been 
appointed  for  every  convict  prison,  and  at  this  prison  eleven 
members  constitute  the  Board.  The  Kules  made  under  this  Act 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1899,  from  which  date  the 
Directors' powers  of  trying  prisoners  for  cases  involving  a  sentence 
of  corporal  punishment  pass  from  them  to  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
or  failing  them  to  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate. 
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^SSSi        There  are  only  two  classes  of  offences  now  for  which  a  prisoner 
iuvtx.      can  be  flogged,  viz. : — 

(1)  Mutiny,  or  incitement  to  mutiny ; 

(2)  GroBS  personal  violence  to  an  officer  of  the  prison ; 

and,  if  a  prisoner  is  sentenced  to  corporal  punishment,  the  sen- 
tence cannot  be  carried  into  effect  until  it  has  been  confirmed  by 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  also  hear  and  adjudicate  upon  other 
prison  offences  referred  to  them  by  the  Directors.  They  also  hear 
all  appeals  against  reports  and  punishments,  and  all  complaints  as 
to  prison  treatment,  and  their  decision  on  any  application  is  final, 
except  by  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  new  rules  work  well,  and  the  prisoners,  on  the  whole, 
appear  to  be  quite  satisfied  with  the  Board  of  Visitors'  decisions. 

It  was  formerly  the  practice  to  inflict  corporal  punishment  for 
lesB  serious  offences,  and  I  consider  a'great  step  has  been  gained 
in  abolishing  such  practice,  and  in  safeguarding  all  sentences  of 
corporal  punishment  in  the  way  provided. 

Under  the  new  rules,  the  privilege  of  talking  on  Sunday,  as  a 
reward  for  good  conduct,  among  the  special  and  fourth  stage  men, 
came  into  force  for  the  first  time  on  the  7th  May  last.  I  have 
watcbed  it  carefully,  and  have  not  noticed  any  abuse  of  it.  The 
prisoners  regard  it  as  a  great  boon.  Only  one  or  two  men  have 
asked  to  be  allowed  to  walk  by  themselves. 

TJnder  the  new  rules  a  prisoner  is  allowed  more  frequent 
opportunities  of  writing  and  receiving  letters,  and  of  being  visited 
by  hi»  friends.  He  also  has  more  frequent  changes  of  library 
books  according  to  his  conduct  and  industry.  These  increased 
privileges  are  much  appreciated. 

Owing  to  the  paucity  of  full-labour  prisoners,  and  the  severe 
form  of  labour  in  reclaiming  land  on  the  far  bogs,  and  the  long 
and  fatiguing  marches  four  times  a  day,  and  constant  exposure  of 
the  prisoners  in  all  weathers,  the  men  arriving  at  their  work  in  a 
semi-exhausted  state,  and  not  being  able  to  do  a  hard  day's  work 
and  considering  the  loss  of  time  involved,  being  about  half  the 
labour  hours,  also  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  convicts 
employed  on  the  land  to  carry  out  the  scheme  of  reclaiming  and 
to  keep  what  is  already  reclaimed,  viz.,  791J  acres,  in  good  condi- 
tion, the  Directors  have  authorized  a  discontinuance  of  reclaiming 
work  on  the  far  bogs  for  the  present.  If  the  work  of  reclaiming 
has  to  be  continued  at  a  future  time,  it  will  be  necessary  to  lay 
down  a  light  railway  along  the  track  of  the  old  tramway  to  convey 
the  prisoners  to  and  from  their  labour.  The  reclaimers  have  been 
distributed  among  the  quarries,  stone  -  cutters,  excavators, 
labourers,  and  builders,  according  to  the  principle  laid  down, 
which  is  being  strictly  carried  out,  viz.,  that  all  full-labour  men 
must  be  employed  on  the  buildings,  in  the  quarries,  and  in  the 
building  shops,  and  that  2nd  class  and  light-labour  men  only  are 
to  be  employed  in  the  industrial  parties. 
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The  yield  of  hay  was  above  the  average,  and  w«  all  caved  la 
good  condition. 

Cereals  cropped  well. 

The  turnip  crap  was  excellent  in  quantity,  and  la  reported  to 
have  been  the  heaviest  on  record.  The  roots  have  sustained  the 
winter  in  good  condition. 

The  returns  of  garden  prodnce  were  np  to  the  average* 

The  horses  have  done  well  throughout  the  past  year,  and  are  all 
in  good  condition.  There  is  a  definite  improvement  already 
noticeable  in  the  younger  horses  owing  to  the  purchase  of  good 
aires  and  mares,  and  the  money  spent  in  the  purchase  of  these 
will  prove  to  have  been  economically  expended. 

The  cattle  have  also  done  well  and  are  in  good  condition, 
although  a  few  have  died  from  scanter. 

The  sheep  have  done  fairly  well.  The  lambing  season  has  been 
favourable,  and  the  yield  of  lambs  is  above  the  average. 

The  pigs  were  in  excellent  condition  up  till  the  beginning  of 
August,  the  herd  numbering  164.  At  that  time  there  was  an 
unfortunate  outbreak  of  swine  fever,  and  132  pigs  had  to  be 
slaughtered  under  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
leaving  only  32  small  store  pigs.  Several  years  must  elapse  before 
this  valuable  herd  can  be  replaced. 

The  numbers  of  live  stock  on  the  farm  are — Horses  and 
ponies,  78 ;  cattle,  132 ;  sheep,  538  ;  pigs,  25  ;  fowls,  46. 

The  amount  realised  for  farm  prodnce  sold  and  transferred  te 
prison  use  was  2,624/.  4s. 

The  annual  sale  of  the  farm  stock  took  place  on  the 
b'th  September.  A  larger  number  of  cattle  than  usual  was 
offered,  and  the  prices  were  in  advance  of  those  obtained  last 
year.  The  amount  realized  by  the  sale  was — Sheep,  312/.  lit. ; 
cattle,  404/.  12s.  6U  ;  wool,  i»4/.  11*.  8rf. ;  and  horses,  369/.  (w.  9d. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  outbreak  of  swine  fever,  the  sale  would 
have  been  larger  and  the  receipts  heavier,  as  it  was  intended  to 
sell  about  100  pigs  at  this  s»'e. 

On  the  J2nd  December  last,  I  received  a  complaint  from  the 
Dart  Fishery  Board,  Totnes,  that  the  sewerage  gas  water  from  the 
prison  was  not  filtered  through  the  land,  but  was  being  carried 
into  the  Blackabrook  stream,  and  that  large  numbers  of  fish  had 
been  destroyed  thereby  within  the  last  few  years.  This  trouble 
has  been  caused  through  the  gas  water  discharging  into  the  open 
water  course,  and  eventually  finding  its  way  into  the  Blackabrooh 
River ;  but  arrangements  have  now  been  made,  with  the  Directors' 
sanction,  for  the  gas  water  to  be  discharged  into  a  tank,  which  is 
being  dug  just  outside  the  gas  works,  and  which  will  be  periodi- 
cally pumped  out,  and  the  contents  mixed  with  ashes  and  earth, 
and  then  carted  to,  and  spread  over,  the  farm  land,  where  it  mV. 
form  useful  manure.

Bcport.      Bishop  of  Plymouth,  held  a  Confirmation  service  in  the  Roman 

-~"         Catholic  chapel  on  Sunday,  the  11th  March,  when  twenty  convicts 

were  confirmed.    His  lordship   had    an    interview  with    three 

convicts  afterwards  in  the  sacristy. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Directors  that  convicts  may  retain  in 
their  cells  photographs  of  their  near  relatives,  and  also  may  see 
Christmas  cards  and  retain  them  for  a  short  period,  is  mnoh 
appreciated. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  dnly  carried  oat,  and 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  awarding  of  marks,  and  the 
work  has  been  tasked  wherever  possible  according  to  scale. 
Prisoners  in  the  special  class  and  other  convicts  within  12  months 
of  release  have  been  employed  at  their  trade  as  far  as  possible,  and 
received  technical  instruction. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief,  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  govern- 
ment of  convict  prisons  have  been  complied  with  in  every 
instance,  except  in  such  casus  as  have  been  reported  to,  or  brought 
under  the  notice  of,  the  Directors. 

I  beg  cordially  to  acknowledge  the  able  and  ready  help  at  all 
times  afforded  to  me  by  the  Deputy  Governor  and  Chief  Warder, 
and  by  the  staff  generally,  during  the  past  year. 

The  following  work  has  been  executed  during  the  year  for  the 
prison  and  other  departments.  The  supplies  from  the  contractors 
have  been  of  good  quality  and  punctually  delivered,  except  in  the 
cases  reported.  The  stock  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been 
found  sufficient,  and  the  dietary  has  been  of  good  quality  : —

Prison  Buildings.— The  buildings  and  fences  have  been  kept  in 
repair,  and  the  following  work  has  been  executed  by  convict 
labour  during  the  year : — 

New  Separate  Cells.— Walla  of  main  building  completed ;  walls 
of  exercise  yards  on  N.  side  built,  and  the  walls  of  S.  side  in 
hand ;  all  the  improved  freeh-air  inlet  boxes  built  in  the  window 
splays;  the  cast-iron  shoes,  rafters,  and  battens  fixed  to  main 
building  and  being  fixed  to  the  annexes  ;  the  wrought-iron  roof 
trusses  all  made  and  fixed ;  facia  board  and  eaves-gutters  fixed  to 
the  main  building  and  one  annexe ;   1,104  ft.  ran  of  prepared 

Smrlins  Bnd  12  squares  of  matched  boarding  fixed ;  one  of  the 
arge  skylights  completed  and  one  Buchan  ventilator  fixed ; 
51  squares  of  36*  x  24*  roofing  slates  secured  to  the  C.I.  battens ; 
evil  doors  all  made. 

Nos.  2c,  4c,  and  5  Prisons. — 320  cast-iron  gratings  built  in  the 
mouths  of  the  cell  extraction  flues  ;  490  cell  locks  secured  to  the 
doors  with  plates  and  bolts ;  new  stays  fixed  to  smoke  pipes  of 
stoves.  ■ 

Filtering  Beds. — An  additional  clarifier  has  been  provided,  and 
the  cast-iron  branches  and  pipes  laid  on  to  the  beds. 

Prison  Officers'  Schsols. — The  gallery  in  the  infants'  school  has 
been  removed,  new  flooring  laid  and  dado  fixed,  eight  kinder- 
garten desks  provided,  and  the  school  buildings  throughout  have 
been  coloured,  painted,  and  varnished. 

New  Quarters  for  the  farm  bailiff,  chief  warder,  and  foreman 
of  works  have  been  built  by  contract,  «nd  the  following  work 
done  by  convict  labour,  viz.,  260  ft,  run  of  6*  drain  pipes  laid  on, 
two  manholes  built,  and  the  backyard  walls  and  forecourts  are 
under  construction. 
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No.  5  Prison.— The  fixing  of  wire  netting  aoroM  the  hall  is 

completed. 

No.  4o  Prison. — The  tabes  to  support  wire  netting  all  fixed,  and 
70  ft.  ran  of  the  latter. 

Prison  Kitchen. — Three  wronght-iron  washing-up  troughs  made 
and  fixed  ;  two  large  new  jacketted  cooking  boilers  provided,  and 
improvements  made  by  removing  the  old  cast-iron  casing  round 
all  the  boilera. 

New  Stabling  for  the  Farm. — About  3,000  cubic  yards  of  earth 
and  rock  have  been  excavated  and  removed  from  the  site,  the 
granite  dressings  for  the  building  are  well  advanced,  and  about 
130  yards  of  a  new  retaining  wall  buiit. 

Special  Cells. — Poor  improved  windows  pat  in  and  the  iron 
shutters  removed. 

No.  6  Prison. — A  shed  with  six  compartments  has  been  built  in 
one  of  the  yards,  for  the  employment  of  the  special  party. 

No.  2  Prison. — Improvements  made  in  the  warming  by  the 
introduction  of  four  Qnrney  stoves. 

Gas  Works. — A  large  tank,  for  the  gas  water,  is  in  coarse  of 
construction,  the  cement  concrete  bottom  is  pat  in,  and  the  walla 
bnilt  5  ft.  high. 

New  Latrines  for  Officers. — The  walls  are  bnilt  10  ft.  from 
ground  line  ;  the  roofing  and  door  frames  prepared. 

New  Boiler-room  for  Baths. — Walls  bnilt  to  eaves  course ; 
dressed  granite  chimney  stack  built  9  ft.  above  Boor  line  ;  a  large 
opening  formed  in  side  wall  of  bath-house  and  steel  joist  fixed  to 
support  roofing,  &e. 

Roman  Catholic  Priest's  Office. — Ventilation  provided,  new 
flooring  laid,  and  the  walls  match  boar  (led. 

Civil  Guards-rooms. — Improvements  made  in  the  ventilation  by 
the  introduction  of  six  Stott's  fresh-air  inlets,  and  three  Bnchan 
ventilators  made  ready  for  fixing  in  the  roof. 

Nos.  2  and  6  Halls. — Ten  large  boxes  made,  and  placed  near  the 
stoves,  for  fuel. 

Infirmary. — Six  wronght-iron  gates  made  and  fixed  to  the 
observation  cells ;  improvements  to  the  warming  in  hand. 

Protestant  Chapel. — South  side  of  roof  reboaxded,  felted,  and 
slated,  and  the  north  side  in  hand  ;  the  side  windows  have  been 
reglazed  with  lighter  coloured  glass. 

Shoemakers'  Shop. — Improvements  made  in  the  gas  lighting  by 
removing  the  overhead  arrangement  and  fining  pillar  lights  to  the 
floor. 

Officers'  Mess  Kitchen. — Guard  bars  made  and  fixed  to  the  three 
windows. 

Prison  Parades. — Four  sentry  boxes  nude. 

Prison  Boundary  Wall. — Eighteen  new  buttresses  built,  and 
372  ft.  run  of  cement  coping  put  on.

Prison  Buildings.— The  back  of  all  the  down  pipes  from  the 
eaves  have  been  stopped  In  with  cement  mortar. 

Princetown  Drainage— =The  dressing  of  granite  for  an  aqueduct 
275  ft.  long,  of  eleven  arches  each,  20  ft.  span  and  ten  piers,  has 
been  completed  anil  built ;  'excavations  of  trenches  for  and 
4,000  ft.  of  12*  and  9"  drain  pipes  laid,  and  trenches  filled  in  over 
pipes ;  eight  manholes  bnilt,  and  seven  lampholes  formed. 

Farm. — Accommodation  for  the  prison  van  has  been  made  by 
reconstr noting  a  portion  of  the  cart  shed ;  14  improved  shelter 
sheds  made  for  the  use  of  prisoners  employed  on  the  bogs ;  four 
iron  and  two  wooden  gates  made  for  the  fields  t  ten  earth  closets 
reconstructed. 

Quarry.— About  1,650  tons  of  granite  have  been  quarried,  and 
about  1,340  tons  split  to  sizes  for  the  buildings. 

Governor's  Quarters. — A  gas  stove  has  been  fixed  in  the  store- 
room, and  additional  shelves  provided. 

Medical  Officer's  Quarters. — A  gas  lamp  and  bracket  have  been 
made  and  fixed  over  the  entrance,  and  service  pipe  laid  on  to 
same. 

Roman  Catholic  Priest's  Quarters.; — A  new  system  of  drainage 
has  been  laid  on  ;  improved  W.C.  and  ventilating  pipes  fixed ; 
new  guttering  fixed  all  round  the  boose ;  and  painting  and 
papering  done  throughout. 

Deputy  Medical  Officer's  Quarters. — Structural  alterations  made 
for  bath  accommodation  ;  hot  and  cold  water  service  rearranged  ; 
and  the  quarter  painted  and  papered  throughout. 

Fire  Engine. — The  fire  engine  and  appliances  have  been  kept 
in  proper  working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  and  the  pressure 
are  sufficient ;  but  the  fire  engine  at  this  prison  is  an  old  pattern 
manual,  and  is  very  inadequate  to  extinguish  fire  at  this  large 
establishment.  A  new  large  manual  fire  engine  is  -about  to  be 
provided.

During  the  time  I  have  been  -on  duty  I  have  seen,  1  believe, 
the  majority  of  the  prisoners,  anil  have  received  a  very  warm 
welcome  from  them.  They  prefer  to  discuss  their  own  particular 
cases  to  any  other  topic,  and  in  most  instances  assume  an  air  of 
innocence.  As  regards  the  future,  though  most  of  them  express 
a  dislike  to  prison  life,  I  can  detect  no  strong  anxiety  to  avoid  it. 
They  will  keep  straight  till  they  get  drink  inside  them,  and  they 
have  not  sufficient  stability  to  resist  (he  temptation  io  dr  nk. 
There  is  an  almost  entire  absence  of  any  sense  of  sin,  nor  can  I 
remember  more  than  a  few  instances  where  li  prisoner  has  evinced 
any  shame  at  being  a  prisoner.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  numerous 
prisoners  are  apparently  anxious  to  partake  of  the  Sacrament,  I 
can  detect  scarcely  any  signs  of  spiritual  life,  and  what  a  man  has 
on  arrival  is  likely  to  deteriorate  through  contact  with  the  utterly 
depraved,  whose  object  seems  to  be  to  reduce  all  to  their  own 
level. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  men  in  chapel,  so  far  as  meets  the 
eye,  is  most  excellent,  and  when  they  can  thoroughly  understand 
the  preacher,  and  he  speaks  from  his  heart,  he  will  have  a  most 
appreciative  congregation  to  preach  to.  Nowhere  outside  will  he 
be  listened  to  with  such  utter  attention.  It  may  be  noted  that  it 
is  by  no  means  everybody  that  the  bulk  of  the  prisoners  can 
understand,  owing  to  thB  weakness  of  their  intellectual  powers, 
and  in  such  a  case  they  will  ahow  signs  of  dissatisfaction. 

The  music  and  singing  are  very  good.  Good  music  is  more 
appreciated  than  anything,  and  there  is  abundant  talent.  Its  use 
could  only  elevate .  the  men.  The  interest  which  the  carols  at 
Christmas,  and  the  Story  or  the  Croei  In  Lent,  arouse  is  very 
striking,  and  the  men  warmly  appreciate  such  efforts. 

The  Bible  class,  conducted  by  the  Scripture  Reader,  has  been 
well  attended,  as  has  been  the  Communicants'  class ;  buth  are 
entirely  voluntary.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered 
on  the  greater  festivals,  and  at  other  times. 

The  Church  Army  has  done  great  good  in  offering  work  to  able- 
bodied  prisoners  not  over  40  on  discharge,  and  the  missioner, 
Captain  Davey,  frequently  corresponds  with  the  men,  and  his 
letters  are  deeply  appreciated. 

The  Rev.  C.  Rickards  departure  has  been  a  real  grief  to  very 
many  prisoners.  He  was  a  really  generous  friend  to  many  a  man 
struggling  under  difficult  circumstances.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  daily  average  number  under  treatment  in  hospital  was  46. 
130  admissions  were  attributable  to  influensa  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year. 

Thirty-seven  prisoners  were  transferred  to  Parkhnrst  on  physical 
or  mental  grounds. 

The  rate  of  mortality  from  all  causes  was  6*7  per  thousand 
prisoners,  and  the  average  age  at  death  50  years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  no  suicide  huB  been  recorded  at  this 
prison  since  1891. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  their  families  has  been  good.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  as  a  body  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  with  a  few  exceptions,  has  been 
very  good,  especially  bo  when  the  large  and  increasing  number 
of  weak-minded  men  is  taken  into  consideration.  The  permission 
granted  to  certain  prisoners  to  talk  at  exercise  haa  been  much 
appreciated,  and  bo  far  results  have  been  good.  There  have  been 
three  cases  of  personal  violence  on  the  part  of  prisoners  against 
officers,  one  being  of  a  somewhat  serious  nature. 

There  have  been  no  attempts  at  escape. 

The  following  works  have  been  executed  during  the  year  : — 

Infirmary  extension  altered  for  use  as  a  lunatic  ward,  a  padded 
cell  fitted  up,  and  grounds  laid  out  for  exercise  yards. 

New  annexe  to  infirmary  containing  two  cells  has  been  fitted 
with  pads  and  mattresses  and  painted  four  coats,  and  hot  water 
pipes  put  in  for  warming  same. 

New  latrines  with  automatic  flashing  arrangements  erected 
on  parades,  drains  laid,  and  water  laid  on. 

A  hall. — Walls  of  corridors  and  cells  scraped  and  limewashed 
and  paintwork  cleaned. 

B  hall. — 11.000  gallon  cast-iron  tank,  with  wood  cover,  fitted 
np  in  roof  and  connections  made.  Walls  of  corridors  and  cells 
scraped  and  lime-whined,  dadoes  and  margins  ronnd  openings 
painted  four  coats,  woodwork  painted  two  coats,  and  underside 
of  corridor  roof  cleaned  and  varnished. 

Prison  halls,  infirmary,  and  lunatic  ward. — Galvanized  iron 
wire  netting  to  corridors  fixed  complete. 

Cook  and  bakehouse. — Galvanized  iron  wire  netting  fixed  to 
windows. 

Two  cells  in  A  hall. — Two  cells  in  B  hall. — Fitted  with  mats 
for  fit  cases. 

Warders'  hall. — Walls  scraped  and  lime-whited,  and  dadoea 
and  margins  round  doors  painted  to  four  coats. 

Visitors'  board  room. — Iron  screen  made  and  fixed. 
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Storekeeper's  offices. — Alterations  made  to  clerk's  office.  SSSk 

New  fire-engine  house  erected.  "JJJJ1 

Artisans'  yard. — Sheds  with  corrugated  iron  roofs  for  storage  of 
plant  and  materials  erected. 

Farm.— Old  cowhouse  pulled  down,  bricks  cleaned  and  stacked, 
rabble  broken  for  concrete,  new  house  with  loft  and  stores  for 
straw  and  roots  erected ;  also  a  new  house  for  yearlings,  new 
drains  laid,  and  roads  formed  round  building. 

Sewage  works. — Filter  beds  cleaned,  alterations  made  to  carry 
effluent  from  press  to  mouth  of  sewer. 

Gas-works. — Seven  new  retorts  set,  brickwork  repaired,  and 
furnace  re-lined. 

Officers'  recreation  ground. — New  seats  made,  fixed,  and  painted 
four  coats. 

Block  quarters  and  avenue  cottages. — External  work  painted 
two  coats. 

Thirty-six  iron  pedestal  pans  and  traps  fixed  in  block  quarters, 
w.c.  and  drains  re-laid. 

Whitewashing,  colouring,  Ac,  painting  and  papering  to  officers' 
quarters  as  required,  drains  and  traps  flushed,  beating  boilers 
re-set,  furnaces  re-lined,  and  roads  and  paths  repaired. 

Owing  to  settlements  in  foundation,  various  repairs  to  brick- 
work, plastering,  &c,  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Governor's, 
Medical  Officer's,  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer's  houses,  infirmary, 
block  quarters,  north  and  west  cottages. 

Owing  to  the  very  dry  season  of  1899  the  crops  on  the  farm 
were  not  up  to  average. 

The  following  were,  however,  good,  viz. :  onions,  carrots, 
parsnips,  potatoes,  and  mangels  ;  corn  and  hay  fair,  as  also  the 
cabbage  crop.  The  swede  and  turnip  crops  were  a  total  failure. 
Thus,  though  not  as  good  as  could  be  wished,  the  season  was  a 
fairly  successful  one. 

Horses, — During  the  year,  two  of  the  three  horses  kept  broke 
down  from  old  age  and  were  replaced  by  two  useful  young 
mares  from  the  prison  farm  at  Dartmoor. 

Cattle. — On  March  21, 1900,  the  total  number  of  cattle  on  the 
farm  was  41,  viz.;  1  bull,  18  dairy  cows,  5  breeding  heifers, 
3  feeding  cattle,  4  feeding  cattle  one  and  two  years  old,  6  calves 
1st  set  and  4  calves  2nd  set.  One  short-horn  stock  bull  died 
end  of  summer  from  heat  apoplexy,  and  another  purchased  to 
take  its  place.  The  cattle  have  done  fairly  well  and  the 
veterinary  surgeon  has  not  been  required  to  attend. 

Pigs.— Total  number  of  pigs  on  farm,  March  31, 1900,  was  62  : 
1  boar,  10  sows,  14  stores,  and  37  suckers.  As  a  rule,  pig 
breeding  has  been  very  unsuccessful,  many  young  pigs  dying 
soon  after  birth.  A  good  deal  of  this  mortality  has  been  caused 
by  imperfect  construction  of  piggery,  making  it  cold  and 
draughty.    It  is  to  be  rebuilt,  and  I   trust  the  result  will   be 
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*"****'»     speedily   seen  in  improrad  numbers  and  condition.    It  should 
hMi      be  s  much  more  profitable  branch  of  the  farm.

In  conclusion  I  would  desire  briefly  to  report  on  the  changes 
brought  in  by  the  Act  of  1898. 

With  regard  to  procedure  for  the  infliction  of  corporal  punish- 
ment. I  am  of  opinion  that  it  has  increased  the  period  of  delay 
between  the  commission  of  the  offence  and  the  punishment, 
and  thus  practically  nullifies  the  chief  benefit  in  view.  The 
indulgence  granted  of  talking  at  exercise  under  certain  conditions 
has  been  much  valued  and  has  certainly  worked  for  good  so 
far,  and  has  put  a  still  higher  value  on  the  fourth  stage.  The 
new  "Board  of  Visitors"  has  rendered  good  service,  and  the 
prisoners  have  availed  themselves  of  their  services  freely.  No 
doubt  their  appointment  has  met  a  need.  We  have  not 
experienced  much  benefit  as  yet  from  operation  of  intermediate 
class,  most  of  those  interested  being  star  class  men.  The 
increased  number  of  letters  and  visits  has  given  much  satis- 
faction, but  has  added  considerably  to  work  already  heavy 
enough.  Speaking  generally,  I  consider  the  outcome  of  the 
changes  has  been  decidedly  for  good.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  Services  in  tho  chapel  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday  have  been  regularly  performed. 

About  once  a  quarter  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  we  have  held  a 
"  service  of  song,"  consisting  of  anthems  and  sacred  solos,  &c. 
This  has  been  much  appreciated,  and  prisoners,  in  letters  to  their 
friends,  frequently  referred  in  grateful  terms  to  the  efforts  made 
in  this  direction. 

Daily  services  have  been  regularly  held  on  Saints'  Days,  and 
during  Advent  and  Lent.  Addresses  were  given  as  usual.  The 
Governor  kindly  continued  his  plain  talk  sermonettes  on 
Thursday  in  each  week. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  administered,  and  notice  given  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Chaplain.  Our 
average  number  of  communicants  was  (50.  On  Christmas  Day 
71  attended,  and  this  number  has  since  increased.  These  men 
have  shown  a  degree  of  devotion  and  consistent  conduct  most 
encouraging. 

Services  in  both  the  hospitals  were  held  on  Sundays  and  week- 
days throughout  the  year,  and  each  patient  has  been  daily  visited 
(by  myself  and  scripture  reader  in  the  hospitals  alternately),  this 
work  has  been  very  heavy,  there  having  been  60  patients,  as 
a  rule,  in  each  of  the  infirmaries.  On  the  great  festivals,  by 
permission  of  the  Governor  and  Medical  Officer,  the  choir  has 
been  taken  over,  and  suitable  hymns  and  anthems  have  been 
sung  to  the  patients,  who  have  often  expressed  their  gratitude 
for  the  relief  from  the  monotony  of  their  situation. 

Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  as  usual,  and  whenever  a 
sick  man  has  specially  desired  it. 

Two  addresses  in  the  week  were  given  in  each  hospital. 

The  opening  of  the  lunatic  wing  necessitated  the  holding  of 
additional  services.  On  the  whole,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
patients  apparently  appreciate  them.  Aitendance  is  of  course 
voluntary. 
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By  your  permission  special  mission  services  were  conducted 
in  this  prison  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  Army.  Captain 
Davey  gave  quiet  and  earnest  addresses  each  day,  admirably 
adapted  to  the '  requirements  of  many  of  the  meu.  I  have 
previously  reported  upon  the  good  result  which  followed,  but 
may  add  that  several  men  still  keep  up  a  correspondence  with 
him  and  value  hi »  letters  and  advice. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  visits  have  been  paid  by  me 
to  the  prisoners  in  the  halls  (1,051  were  special  applications,  and 
about  1,080  cell  to  cell  visits).  I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  very 
different  spirit  now  exists,  it  has 'been  most  encouraging  to  have 
found  so  many  cases  of  appreciation  and  of  thanks  for  what 
was  done.  I  attribute  thin  in  a  great  measure  to  your  kind 
consideration  of  my  repeated  applications  for  special  grants 
of  library  and  educational  works. 

We  have  now  a  good  supply  of  magazine  literature  as  well  as 
the  works  of  the  best  writers.  Our  selection  comprises  some  of 
the  latest  and  best  books  on  biography,  travel,  history,  and  fiction. 
This  recent  improvement  is  highly  valued  ;  prisoners  constantly 
refer  to  it  in  their  letters.  I  have  also  to  thank  you  for  three 
substantial  grants  of  works  in  the  "  Braille "  type  for  the  use 
of  blind  prisoners.  It  will  be  satisfactory  to  jou  to  learn  that 
tho  Scripture  reader  and  myself  have  taught  one  man  to  read 
with  perfect  ease  the  Scriptures,  history,  and  Shakspeare. 

The  school  instruction  has  been  carried  on  in  the  usual 
manner.    The  appended  tables  show  the  progress  made. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  the  members  of  my  staff  have  worked 
thoroughly  and  conscientiously,  and  every  consideration  and 
encouragement  shown  to  me  by  the  Governor,  Medical  Officers, 
and  all  other  superior  and  subordinate  officers  in  the  prison.

SEES?1       EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  was  700,  and  the  daily 
average  number  of  hospital  patients  124.  Prisoners  to  the  number 
of  751  were  admitted  to  the  infirmary  during  the  year,  and  the 
greatest  number  under  treatment  at  one  time  was  162. 

The  number  under  treatment  in  the  lunatic  wing  of  the 
infirmary  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  27.  Congenital  deficiency, 
alcoholism,  and  epilepsy  accounted  for  13  of  the  23  cases,  and  in 
no  instance  conld  the  insanity  be  reasonably  ascribed  to  the  effects 
of  imprisonment.  Weak-minded  and  epileptic  prisoners  continue 
to  be  collected  here  from  other  prisons,  and  from  their  ranks 
come  the  bulk  of  those  who  are  eventually  certified  insane. 
Despite  the  very  modified  form  of  discipline  to  which  they  are 
subjected,  they  are,  from  ingrained  criminal  habits,  an  intractable 
class,  and  they  incur  frequent  reports  for  prison  offences.  Much 
patience  and  discretion  are  needed  in  dealing  with  them,  owing 
to  their  doubtful  or  lessened  responsibility  for  breaches  of  prison 
rules.  ■  Eighty  prisoners  of  this  class  were  in  the  prison  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  establishment  has  been  good,  and 
no  epidemic,  with  the  exception  of  influenza,  has  occurred  during 
the  year.    The  new  water  supply  continues  to  be  excellent. 

The  general  health  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  good,  but 
nine  officers  were  invalided,  most  of  whom  were  at  or  near  their 
age  limit  of  service.

The  changes  effected  by  the  Prison  Act  of  1898,  with  the}rules 
nude  under  it,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May  ;  the  most 
important  of  these  changes  as  affecting  this  prison  are  as  follows : — 

The  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  alteration  in  the  procedure  for  the  infliction  of  corporal 
punishment  and  the  further  restriction  of  this  punishment. 

The  privilege  of    conversation  when  at  exercise  granted  to 
certain  classes  of  prisoners. 

The  substitution  of  the  progressive  stage  system  for  the  former 
system  of  classes. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  the  prison  was 
held  on  the  16th  May  ;  the  Board  has  since  met  each  month,  and 
Individual  members  have  visited  the  prison  at  other  times.  The 
Board  has  tried  all  offences  of  prisoners  referred  for  trial,  has 
heard  all  appeals  against  punishments,  and  all  applications  made 
by  prisoners,  and  has  investigated  all  complaints  against  prison 
treatment,  in  addition  to  seeing  into  the  working  of  the  prison 
generally.  The  system  has  answered  admirably,  without  the 
slightest  friction,  and  I  feel  the  Board  to  be  a  great  support  and 
assistance  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  difficult  duties. 

Corporal  punishment'  has  been  inflicted  on  three  convicts,  In 
pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  confirmed  by 
the  Secretary  of  State ;  the  offence  in  each  instance  being  gross 
personal  violence  towards  an  officer.  The  result  has  been 
satisfactory  both  as  regards  the  individual  and  the  deterrent  effect 
on  the  general  body  of  convicts. 

The  privilege  of  conversation  has  been  given,  at  one  period  of 
exercise  on  each  Sunday,  to  certain  prisoners,  and  so  far  1  have 
not  detected  any  marked  evil  result  from  this  relaxation  of  the 
previous  rule  against  talking.  I  have  noticed  that  prisoners  of  an 
insubordinate  and  complaining  disposition  endeavonr  to  walk- 
together  ;  I  have  had  occasion  in  some  instances  to  stop  the 
association  of  such  men. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  worked  satisfactorily ;  the 
privilege  of  writing  letters  and  receiving  visits,  or  writing  letters 
in  lien,  has  been  largely  increased ;  a  prisoner  in  the  special  class, 
not  desirous  of  being  visited  can  now  write  once  a  fortnight. 

Tasked  labour  is  difficult  to  apply  at  this  prison,  and  can  only 
be  carried  out  in  certain  industries, 
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A  ten  days'  mission  to  convicts  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Bryan-Browne,  in  June,  which  had  excellent  results  in  certain 
individual  cases,  and  a  good  effect  generally. 

The  Bishop  of  Salisbury  held  two  confirmation  services,  the 
first  in  May,  at  which  23  convicts  were  confirmed,  and  the  second 
in  March,  when  20  were  confirmed. 

The  subordinate  officers  have  discharged  their  arduous,  difficult, 
and  thankless  office  in  an  exemplary  manner. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  on  the  whole, 
although  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  punish- 
ments as  compared  with  last  year ;  this  increase  is  in  a  great 
measure  due— 

(a)  to  the  reception  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  convicts 
specially  transferred  from  other  convict  prisons ; 

(ft)  to  the  restriction  of  the  power  tti  award  corporal  punish- 
ment for  offences  of  gross  personal  violence  towards 
officers  and  for  mutiny  only. 

One  convict  was  detected  at  an  early  stage  in  preparations  to 
make  an  attempt  at  escape. 

The  privilege  of  appeal  and  complaint  is  still  much  abused, 
making  my  task  very  difficult  in  maintaining  the  discipline  so 
essential  among  convicts  working  in  association  in  a  pnblio 
works  prison.  With  a  large  class  of  convicts  the  greater  the 
consideration  shown  to  them,  and  the  more  justly  they  are 
treated,  the  more  they  complain  ;  the  reason  of  this  is  that  they 
attribute  consideration  to  weakness,  and  know  that  they  can  trust 
the  just  officer  not  to  retaliate. 

I  recognise  how  important  it  is  that  nothing  should  be  done  to 
baulk  legitimate  and  well-founded  complaints,  but  I  consider  it 
very  advisable  that  convicts  who  word  their  appeals  disrespect- 
fully should  be  invariably  punished,  as  also  those  who  persistently, 
after  due  caution,  make  frivolous  and  unfounded  complaints. 

I  am  hopeful  that  the  Board  of  Visitors,  who  can  personally 
investigate  these  complaints  on  the  snot,  and  who  cannot  be 
considered  prejudiced,  will  succeed  in  stamping  out  this  perni- 
cious class  of  offence,  which  becomes  dangerous  when  committed 
in  combination.  : 

These  complaints  are  usually  made  with  the  sole  object  of 
giving  trouble  to  and  throwing  discredit  on  the  officials  ;  if  the 
convict  can  do  this  with  impunity  he  is  well  satisfied. 

Appeals  against  reports,  made  without  the  slightest  grounds, 
are  very  frequent ;  it  would  be  a  useful  check  were  the  forfeiture 
of  remission  marks  awarded  by  the  Governor  in  appeal  cases  held 
up,  and  the  award  of  loss  of  marks  left  to  the  authority  to  whom 
the  prisoner  appeals. 

Prisoners  have  been  allowed  to  retain  in  their  cells  the  photo- 
graphs of  relatives ;  this  privilege  has  been  freely  availed  of, 
.  with,  I  think,  satisfactory  results. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  and  fences  is  satisfactory,  except  in 
such  cases  as  have  been  reported. 
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Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  new  wing,  which  I  hope     Kxtnwta, 
to  see  occupied  before  my  next  report.  Report 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  In  good  * 

working  order ;  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate.  '-*■-  * . 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c,  has  not  at  all  times        ~~ 
been  adequate  as  regards  clothing,  some  prisons  having  been 
unable  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  them  promptly,  but  by 
management  immediate  requirements  have  been  met. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
■delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

A  large  number  of  prisoners  have  been  instructed  in  various 
trades : — Blacksmi thing,  tinsmithing,  building,  carpentry,  mould- 
ing, painting,  shoemaking,  atonedr  easing,  and  quarrying,  &c. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied 
with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported 
to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,*  a  Director.

Dressed  stone  has  been  prepared  and  supplied  to  Aylesbury  and 
Holloway  Prisons. 

Stone  in  block  has  been  sent  to  Dartmoor  and  Parkhurst 
Prisons.

32,000  cubic  feet  of  dressed  stone  in  connection  with  this  has 
been  prepared  in  the  masons'  yard,  making  a  total  of  80,050  cubic 
feet  prepared. 

The  iron  roof  trusses  are  being  prepared ;  also  girders  and 
staircases,  ventilators,  bearers,  Ac. 

The  concrete  floors  of  the  clear  storey,  4th  and  3rd  floors,  have 
been  completed. 

The  reconstruction  of  "C"  quarters  is  now  completed  and 
occupied. 

The  reservoirs  and  filter  beds  at  Folly  Pier  pumping  station 
nave  been  cleaned  out  and  limewashed. 

The  machinery,  pumps,  and  mains  have  been  kept  in  thorough 
repair,  and  the  Berkefeld  filters. 

The  new  water  main  from  the  high  level  tanks  at  the  prison  to 
the  Verne  Reservoir  has  been  completed. 
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The  service  pipes,  tanks,  Ac,  within  the  prison  and  officers' 
quarters  have  been  cleaned  out  and  repaired  where  necessary. 

The  limekiln  and  cupolas  have  been  kept  in  repair,  and  lime 
supplied  for  building  and  gas  making. 

The  fire  engines,  hoses,  hydrants,  Ac,  have  been  regularly 
tested  and  worked. 

A  new  boiler  has  been  purchased  and  fixed  in  the  boiler-room, 
and  the  fines  reconstructed. 

The  walls  of  one  padded  cell  in  the  infirmary  have  been 
rendered  with  cement  and  sand  and  the  pads  refixed. 

Wire  netting  has  been  fixed  in  the  separate  cells. 

A  new  wing  baa  been  built,  by  contract,  on  the  Medical  Officer's 
house,  comprising  scullery,  pantry,  and  store-room  on  the  ground 
floor,  and  bedroom,  bath-room,  and  w.c.  on  the  first  floor. 

Electric  call  bells  have  been  fixed  from  the  infirmary  to  the 
front  gate,  and  infirmary  to  the  warders'  hall. 

New  ranges,  with  hot  and  cold  supply  to  baths,  have  been  fixed 
in  the  Chaplain's  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer's. quarters,  and  bath 
and  hot  water  supply  to  the  Clerk  of  the  works'  quarters. 

Gas  has  been  laid  on  to  the  clerks'  offices,  in  the  storekeeper's 
offices,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer's  office. 

All  the  masonry  ash  bins  in  officers'  quarters  have  been 
removed  and  galvanized  iron  dost  tubs  substituted. 

The  roofs  and  skylights  of  buildings  have  been  repaired,  and 
A  and  B  halls  razed  to  the  ground. 

The  ladder  shed  in  gas  works  yard  has  been  painted,  also  the 
interior  of  the  storekeeper's  offices.  Governor's  clerks'  offices, 
staircase  and  landing,  adjudication  room,  and  orderly  officers* 
room. 

The  vestry  walls  have  been  distempered,  also  the  billiard-room 
of  officers'  library. 

The  military  guard-room  has  been  painted  and  repaired,  also 
the  cook-house  internally. 

The  Deputy  Governor's  quarters  have  been  painted  externally, 
and  the  greenhouses  in  the  superior  officers'  gardens. 

The  new  rooms  in  the  Governor's  quarters  have  been  painted 
and  papered,  also  the  bedrooms  in  the  Chaplain's  quarters  and 
the  drawing-room. 

The  bath-room  in  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer's  quarter  has  been 
papered  and  painted. 

The  following  quarters  have  been  renovated  daring  the  year  :— 
Faint  and  paper,  13  ;  distemper  and  colour-wash  walls,  53. 

The  ovens  of  the  bakehouse  have  been  repaired,  and  the 
furnaces  of  the  drying-room,  chapel  heating  apparatus,  Ac. 

The  w.c's  in  A  quarters  have  been  converted  into  pedestal 
closets. 

Wrought  iron  guard  bare  have  been  made  and  fixed  tc  the 
infirmary  windows. 
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The  salt  water  pipes  in  E  quarters  have  been  renewed. 

A  new  w.c.  has  been  fitted  in  the  Chaplain's  quarter  on  the 
first  floor,  and  a  shelter  built  in  the  9.W.  corner  of  the  superior 
officers'  gardens. 

Galvanized  iron  extraction  tubes  have  been  fixed  to  the 
galvanizing  shop  of  the  new  foundry. 

Salt  water  has  been  laid  on  to  the  Medical  Officer's  bathroom. 


The  cook-house  has  been  connected  with  fire  engiue  hose 
tank,  and  water  laid  on  to  the  Governor's  and  Chaplain's  gardens. 

The  clerk  of  the  works,  chief  warder,  and  compounder's 
quarters  have  been  connected  to  the  constant  supply  main. 

A  new  kitchen  ran?e  and  hot  water  apparatus  have  been  fixed 
in  the  Governor's  quarters. 

The  cliff  boundary  wall  at  the  new  quarters  has  been  repaired. 

A  new  Keith's  boiler  has  been  fixed  at  the  separate  cells,  and  a 
new  service  pipe  connected  to  supply  tank. 

The  walls  of  the  sand  bin  have  been  raised  and  covered  over 
with  corrugated  iron. 

A  new  salt  water  suction  pipe  has  been  connected  to  a  pit  in 
the  foreshore  at  Folly  Pier. 

Six  new  retorts  have  been  fixed  at  the  gasworks,  and  the 
furnaces  kept  in  good  repair. 

The  kitchen  chimney  stack  of  the  clerk  of  the  works'  quarter 
has  been  taken  down  and  rebuilt ;  new  locks  have  been  fixed  to 
the  cook-house  and  storekeeper's  stores. 

A  pair  of  large  gates  have  been  made  and  fixed  to  the  store- 
keeper's yard. 

A  dial  thermometer  has  been  fixed  in  the  hot  water  tank  of  the 
tank  room. 

The  main  drains  in  the  Weares  have  been  repaired,  and  the 
house  drains,  Ac,  thoroughly  flushed  periodically,  also  the 
flushing  cisterns  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  kept  in  good 
order. 

A  new  door  and  frame  has  been  fixed  to  the  Medical  Officer's 
yard. 

The  4-inch  ventilating  pipes  in  the  compounders  yard  have 
been  raised  four  feet 

A  new  Buchan's  ventilator  has  been  made  and  fixed  to  the 
cook-house  to  remove  the  steam,  and  Tobin'e  tubes  for  the 
admission  of  fresh  air. 

Six  new  sashes  have  been  made  and  hnng  in  the  wash-house. 

New  grates  have  been  set  in  officers'  quarters,  and  at  the  front 
gate  lodge. 

Smoke  preventing  cowls  have  been  fixed  on  several  quarters. 
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btnoti,  Self-closing  taps  hare  been  fixed  on  the  salt  water  pipes  in 

JESlt'     superior  officers'  quarters. 

The  star  class  light  labour  shed  haa  been  glazed  in  front  to 
shelter  the  men. 

Picture  fillets  have  been  fixed  at  the  officers'  schools  and  in 
two  rooms  in  the  Governor's  house. 

A  new  cast  iron  lamp  post  has  been  fixed  in  C  hall  yard. 

The  steamers  in  the  cook-house  have  been  repacked. 

A  new  communion  rail  with  cast  iron  standards  has  been  fixed 
in  the  Protestant  chapel,  and  new  steps  and  flagging  to  the 
communion  table. 

The  pulpit  has  been  taken  down  and  the  font  removed  to 
another  position. 

Six  wrought  iron  gates  have  been  fixed  at  the  top  of  staircases 
in  the  C  quarters,  also  a  new  hydrant  for  fire  purposes  at  the 
east  end. 

Two  matted  cells  in  the  infirmary  have  been  fitted  up  for 
epileptic  cases,  and  a  new  sink  and  lavatory  in  the  operating-room. 

A  pair  of  French  doors  have  been  made  and  fixed  to.  the  dining- 
room  of  the  Medical  Officer's  quarter. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  Cliff  Cottage  have  been  altered, 
and  ventilators  fixed  in  the  bedrooms. 

The  "team  saw  shed  has  been  extended  to  admit  the  star  class 
light  labour  men. 

The  guttering  around  the  officers'  mess  has  been  renewed. 

The  new  drainage  scheme  in  the  Weares  is  progressing  by  con- 
tract labour,  the  ground  having  been  excavated  from  the  foreshore 
to  the  culvert  nnder  the  railway  on  C  quarters  drain. 

The  whole  of  the  tools  and  plant  have  been  maintained  in  good 
order,  also  the  roads  and  footpaths  kept  in  good  repair,  and 
boundary  walls.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  chapel  services  on  week-days  and  Sundays  have  been 
regularly  performed  by  me.  On  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday  there  have  been  two  services,  with  a  sermon  at  each 
service.  I  have  also  held  a  service  and  given  an  address  daily  in 
the  infirmary,  and  visited  the  sick.  I  have  also  visited  the 
prisoners  on  arrival  and  discharge,  those  nnder  punishment,  and 
all  other  prisoners  so  far  as  time  would  permit.  Every  prisoner 
has  been  visited  more  than  once  during  the  year,  some  as  often 
-as  20  or  30  times  on  application. 

The  total  number  of  visits  on  application  was  3,276. 

The  total  number  of  communicants  at  seven  celebrations  was 
467 ;  the  average  number  at  each  celebration  being  66*7,  of 
whom  44-3  belonged  to  the  "star"  class  and  22*4  were  ordinary 
prisoners- 
Two  confirmations  have  been  held  by  the  bishop  of  the 
diocese  since  April  1st,  1899.  The  first  on  May  7th,  1899,  when 
23  candidates  were  confirmed.  These,  with  two  exceptions,  have 
since  been  very  satisfactory.  The  second  annual  confirmation 
being  held  earlier  than  usual,  on  March  18th,  1900,  came  within 
the  same  prison  year.  At  this  20  candidates  were  confirmed. 
All  the  candidates  were  very  earnest  and  attentive  during  their 
preparation  at  the  classes  held  by  me  twice  a  week  for  six  weeks 
previous  to  the  confirmation. 

An  eight  days'  mission,  from  Jane  4th  to  Jane  12th,  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  W.  Bryan-Brown,  which  had  a  marked 
effect  upon  most  of  the  prisoners.  The  addressee  both  on  week- 
days and  Sundays  were  listened  to  with  the  utmost  attention,  and 
his  visits  to  the  cells  were  much  appreciated.  I  am  glad  of  these 
missions,  as  they  afford  the  prisoners  almost  the  only  oppor- 
tunity of  hearing  anyone  except  myself  in  the  chapel,  for  it  is 
exceedingly  difficult  here  to  obtain  help  from  other  sources. 

The  outward  conduct  of  the  prisoners  during  the  services  in 
chapel  has  been  very  good,  and  many  are  really  devotional  in 
their  behaviour. 

With  some  few  exceptions,  I  have  met  with  proper  respect 
from  the  prisoners  during  my  visits  to  the  cells.  By  making 
every  allowance  for  excitability  of  manner  when  complaints  have 
been  made,  and  exercising  a  little  patience,  I  have  generally 
muiuiged  to  bring  unruly  ones  to  reason.  A  quiet  courtesy  is  not 
to  bu  expected  at  the  hands  of  some  of  our  prisoners. 
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Every  prisoner  eligible  for  school  instruction  has  been  taught 
in  class  once  a  week  ;  the  result  is  shown  in  the  form  which  I 
submit. 

I  have  received  during  the  past  year  some  gratifying  and 
grateful  letters  from  prisoners  who  have  obtained  work  and,  so 
far,  are  doing  well.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

For  the  first  time  since  1894  no  case  of  enteric  fever  has  to  be 
recorded  as  occurring  among  prisoners. 

Inflnenaa  was  very  prevalent  daring  the  latter  part  of  December 
and  in  January  ;  no  fatal  result  ensued,  bat  convalescence,  marked 
by  debility  with  nervous  and  rapid  action  of  the  heart,  was  in 
many  cases  most  protracted. 

Daring  the  very  hot  weather  in  the  summer  -we  had  difficulty 
in  producing  a  satisfactory  'wholemeal  loaf,  and  white  bread  was 
iasned  for  a  time. 

Sanitary  improvements  continue  to  be  carried  oat. 

The  general  health  of  the  officers  and  their  families  has 
been  satisfactory,  though  they  also  suffered  considerably  from 
britoansa.

We  have  the  honour,  pursuant  to  statute,  to  present  this, 
our  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  prisons 
and  prisoners  within  oar  jurisdiction,  and  with  respect  to  the 
registration  of  criminals. 

The  number  of  prisons  and  bridewells  remains  the  same  as  at  lforim  of 
the  date  of  onr  last  Report  ^wm*. 

A  list  of  the  several  prisons,  showing  the  number  of  prisoners 
which  can  be  accommodated  in  each,  is  contained  in  Table  XIX. 
of  the  Appendix,  and  a  list  of  the  several  bridewells  in  Table  XX, 

The  Dumber  of  criminal  prisoners  committed  to  the  local  prisons 
during  the  year  1899  was  36,122,  and  the  daily  average  number  in 
custody  was  2,614.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  the  previous 
year  were  38,118  and  2,563.  fhere  has  thus  been  a  reduction 
of  1,991  in  the  number  of  committals,  and  an  increase  of  SI  in  the 
daily  average  in  custody. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  prisoners  com-  Short  mwm. 
mitted  under  sentences  of  one  day's  imprisonment  has  greatly 
diminished  during  the  past  year,  only  146  such  committals 
having  taken  place  in  1899  as  compared  with  594  in  1898.  The 
greatest  decrease  has  taken  place  in  Belfast,  where  the  number 
of  committals  for  one  day  has  fallen  from  529  in  1898  to  8  in 
1899.  Such  sentences  are  not  calculated  to  have  either  a  deter- 
rent or  a  reformatory  effect. 

In  last  year's  Report  we  noticed  that  the  increase  in  the  com-  0 
initials  for  1898  was  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  prisons  of 
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the  three  principal  cities — Dublin,  Belfast,  and  Cork.  The  de- 
crease for  1899,  now  reported,  is  principally  owing  to  a  decrease 
in  the  committals  to  these  prisons. 

We  subjoin  a  table  of  the  number  of  committals  to  and  the 
daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  local  prisons  during  a 
series  of  years,  exclusive  of  prisoners  committed  under  civil 
process.

In  addition  to  the  committals  shown  above  76  prisoners  were 
committed  during  1899  under  civil  process. 

Committals  to  bridewells  are  not  included  in  the  table  above. 
The  numbers  of  such  committals  during  1899  were  847  males  and 
249  females. 

The  decrease  in  committals  to  bridewells  is  remarkable,  as 
shown  by  subjoined  table ; —

This  decrease  is  partly  owing  to  the  policy  of  closing  bride- 
wells, which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  twenty-two 
years,  during  which  the  bridewells  have  been  reduced  from  95  in 
1878  to  14  in  1899,  but  partly  also  to  causes  referred  to  in  our 
last  Annual  Report,  i.e.,  the  increase  in  means  of  communication 
by  rail  and  the  fact  that  it  is  becoming  better  understood 
how  unsuitable  bridewells  are  for  any  but  the  shortest  periods  of 
detention.  For  example,  while  only  two  bridewells  have  been 
closed  since  1895  the  number  of  committals  to  bridewells  has 
fallen  from  1,651  in  that  year  to  1,096  in  1899,  even  though  the 
number  of  committals  to  prisons  generally  has  risen  during  the 
same  period. 
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The  deterrent  effect  of  the  larger  prisons  as  compared  with 
bridewells  is  well  exemplified  in  one  locality  where  the  magis- 
trates have  recently  adopted  the  practice  of  committing  prisoners 
to  a  larger  prison  instead  of  to  the  local  bridewell.  Many  of  the 
persons  committed  from  the  locality  referred  to  for  drunkenness 
in  default  of  paying  fines,  who  have  hitherto  submitted  cheerfully 
to  imprisonment  in  the  bridewell,  now  invariably  pay  the  fine 
sooner  than  undergo  the  discipline  and  hard  work  of  the  larger 


The    proportion    of    prisoners    committed  for    drunkenness  CommituJi  for 
(including  those  committed  for   "drunkenness  and  disorderly   ™  "*""■*• 
conduct,"  &c.),  though  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  amounted  to 
about  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  convicted  prisoners 
committed  during  the  year. 

From  Table  IX.  it  will  be  seen  that  of  713  male  and  female  Edoou™. 
local  prisoners  who  were  classed  on    committal  as  "  wholly 
ignorant,"  139  learned  to   read,  write,  and  calculate,  125  to  read 
and  write,  and  102  to  read. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  a  larger  proportion  of  instruc- 
tive and  useful  books  to  secular  libraries  in  prisons. 

The  Fine  or  Imprisonment  (Scotland  and  Ireland)  Act,  1899,  Pine.or 
came    into    operation   in  this   country   on   24th   March,  1900.  A'^n,onm*n 
Within  three  months  260  prisoners  had  availed  themselves  of  its 
provisions,  and  the  money  paid  by  these  prisoners  amounted  to 
£124  5s.  lid. 

This  Act  provides  that : — 

"  Where  a  person  is  committed  to  prison  for  non-payment  of  a 
sum  adjudged  to  be  paid  by  the  conviction  of  any  court  of  sum- 
mary jurisdiction,  then,  on  payment  to  the  governor  of  the 
prison,  under  conditions  prescribed  by  prison  rules,  of  any  sum 
in  part  satisfaction  of  the  sum  so  adjudged  to  be  paid,  and  of  any 
charges  for  which  the  prisoner  is  liable,  the  term  of  imprisonment 
shall  be  reduced  by  a  number  of  days  bearing  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  same  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  days  for  which  the 
prisoner  is  sentenced  as  the  sum  so  paid  bears  to  the  sum  for  which 
he  is  so  liable." 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good.     In  connection  with  Jjg^"*'  rf 
this  subject  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  amount  of  the  fines 
inflicted  on  prison   officers  has    decreased    75  per  cent,   since 
1881-82.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  steady  decrease  that 
has  been  going  on  for  many  years  in  the  number  of  convicts  still 
continues.  The  decrease  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  case  of 
female  convicts,  who,  twenty  years  ago  numbered  over  200,  while 
at  present  they  number  only  19.

Nineteen  male  and  4  female  juveniles  sentenced  to  1  month 
or  upwards,  were  removed  to  Mountjoy  Prison,  All  these  female 
juveniles  were  employed  at  gardening.  The  males  received 
marked  benefit  in  physique  and  appearance  by  physical  drill, 
and  all  made  satisfactory  progress  in  education.  It,  need  hardly 
be  stated  that  the  juveniles  are  absolutely  isolated  from  the  adult 
prisoners,  with  whom  they  are  in  no  way  brought  into  contact 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  was  good.  There  was  no  case  of 
either  typhus  or  enteric  fever.  Influenza  was  more  prevalent 
than  usual,  and  in  a  few  instances  was  severe. 

In  Kilkenny  two  prisoners  bad  diphtheria ;  one  of  them  had 
contracted  the  disease  before  his  admission,  the  other  developed

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ft  in  prison.  In  that  town  there  dab  been  an  epidemic  of  diph- 
theria extending  over  the  past  eighteen  months.  There  were  a 
few  cases  of  erysipelas,  but  all  were  of  a  sporadic  character. 
There  was  no  other  zymotic  disease  of  importance. 

Among  local  prisoners  there  were,  excluding  executions,  eight 
deaths.  Of  these  two  were  the  result  of  alcoholism ;  one  arose 
from  syncope  following  influenza;  one  from  cardiac  failure;  one 
was  caused  by  chronic  bronchitis;  one  by  prostatic  disease;  one 
by  acute  tuberculosis ;  and  one  by  peritonitis.  Only  in  the  two 
last  cases  did  the  disease  originate  after  reception.  In  the 
convict  prisons  there  was  one  death,  which  was  caused  by 
erysipelas. 

From  local  prisons  89  were  released  on  medical  grounds 
before  expiration  of  their  sentence,  and  5  from  convict  prisons. 
Of  the  total  number  IS  were  women  who  were  very  near  their 
confinement. 

From  local  prisons  86  were  transferred  to  Lunatic  Asylums.  Inanity. 
Out  of  this  number  76  were  insane  on  their' committal,  and  2 
imbecile.  Of  the  remainder  1  is  returned  as  nervous  from  alcoholic 
mania,  2  as  of  doubtful  sanity,  and  5  as  sane.  Of  these  5  one 
had  been  previously  an  inmate  of  an  asylum,  and  another  was 
not  insane  while  in  prison,  but  had  been  insane  at  the  time  of 
committing  the  crime. 

Seven  convict  prisoners  were  removed  to  Dundrum  Criminal 
Asylum.     Of  these  2  had  always  been  weak-minded. 

The  Visiting  Committees  of  local  prisons  have  continued  to 
discbarge  the  important  duties  assigned  to  them  under  the 
Prison  Rules.

The  details  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the  prisons  are  shown  in 
Table  No.  XXIV.  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report  Purely 
mechanical  labour  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  provide  the  prisoners  with  such  employment  as  will 
require  the  exercise  of  thought  and  care  on  their  part,  and  open 
air  work  is  encouraged  as  tending  to  improve  their  physical 
condition.  A  field  of  over  two  acres  has  recently  been  brought 
into  cultivation  at  Sligo  Prison,  and  progress  is  being  made  with 
the  tillage  of  a  piece  of  ground  round  Castlebor  Prison  about  one 
and  a  half  acres  in  extent  Gardening  is  also  largely  carried  on 
at  Maryborough,  Belfast,  and  Tralee,  and  in  the  remaining  prisons 
all  available  land  is  cultivated  for  prison  purposes. 

The  introduction  of  the  scheme  of  special  allowances  to  officers 
for  instructing  and  supervising  prisoners  in  certain  industries 
referred  to  in  our  last  Report  has   been    productive  of  good 

results. 

i       Table  XXII  contains   particulars   of  works  of  reconstruction, 
repair,  &c.,  carried  out  in  the  various  prisons  during  1899. 

All  prisons  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  and  condition ;  also 
such  portions  of  old  county  prisons  as  are  still  used  as  minor 
prisons. 

Though  the  foundations  of  the  new  prison  block  at  Maryborough 
proved  more  difficult  than  was  anticipated  the  contractor  has 
made  such  progress  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the  contract  will 
be  completed  early  next  year.

Amongst  the  many  nsef ul  works  recently  carried  ant  by  prison 
labour  the  following  may  be  specially  mentioned,  namely,  the 
construction  of  baths,  dressing-rooms,  &c,  at  Mountjoy  Prison,

Reports  which  the  Board  have  obtained  as  to  the  operations  of  Uonn'  Aid 
the  certified  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  show  that  these  societies  have  SodotiM. 
been  performing  much  useful  work. 

Another  addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  such 
Societies  by  the  establishment  of  the  Waterford  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  in  1899.

We  still  contrast  unfavourably  with  England  and  Scotland  in 
this  respect.  The  majority  of  our  prisons  have,  so  far,  no  local 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society.  Much  work  is  thus  thrown  on  the 
Board,  which  would  be  better  decentralized  and  dealt  with  by 
local  philanthropic  effort. 

The  number  of  discharged   convicts  and  habitual  criminals  tUgj*mtion  of 
registered  in  the  year  1899  was  140,  as  compared  with  156  in  """i"*1*- 
the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  photographing  of  prisoners,  anthro- 
pometric measurements  with  finger  prints  and  photographs  were 
taken  in  the  cases  of  male  convicts  and  habitual  criminals.  This 
system  has  already  shown  good  results. 
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The  office  of  Superintendent  of  Stores  has  been  abolished  and 
merged  into  that  of  Controller  of  Industries,  to  which  Mr. 
Edward  Metcalfe,  the  former  Superintendent  of  Stores,  was 
appointed  by  your  Excellency  from  the  1st  April,  1899. 

Mr.  Richard  Lewis,  Clerk  in  charge  of  Accounts,  severed  his 
long  connection  with  this  office  from  the  31st  March,  1900,  on 
being  appointed  to  the  important  position  of  Clerk  in  charge  of 
Accounts  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction. 

Though  the  Board  are  gratified  at  Mr.  Lewis'  well-merited 
advancement  in  the  public  service,  they  much  regret  the  loss 
which  this  Office  has  sustained  by  the  transfer  of  nis  valuable 
services. 

The  vacancy  thus  caused  has  been  filled  by  the  promotion  of 
Mr.  J.  J.  Rafter,  Clerk  of  the  Second  Division,  who  has  been  for 
seventeen  years  in  the  Finance  Branch  of  this  Office.

"  Retirement  shall  be  compulsory  for  every  Officer  on  attaining

You  are  requested  to  submit  the  names  of  any  officers  qualified  for 
the  work,  together  with  a  full  report  on  their  experience,  fitness,  <fcc. 

It  must  be  understood  : — 

(1.)  That  these  instructing  allowances  are  granted  to  stimulate  the 
zeal  and  energy  of  the  officers  employed  in  teaching  trades,  and  may  be 
at  once  withdrawn  in  any  case  where  an  officer  fails  to  perform  his  duty 
efficiently.  Governors  must,  therefore,  report  all  such  cases  for  the 
Board's  decision. 

(2.)  Allowances  are  personal  to  the  officers  to  whom  they  are  granted, 
and  will  not  be  forfeited  by  annual  leave  or  illness,  except  where  the 
latter  is  unduly  prolonged.  In  the  case  of  sick  or  ordinary  leave, 
extended  beyond  one  month,  the  allowance  shall  not  be  continued 
without  special  sanction  of  the  Board. 

(3.)  Should  an  industry  lapse  in  a  Prison  the  Instructing  Officer 
shall  cease  to  draw  the  allowance. 

(4.)  An  Instructing  Officer  must  make  himself  generally  useful — that 
is,  he  must  supervise  and  instruct  not  only  in  the  industry  to  which  he 
is  specially  attached,  but,  if  necessary,  in  any  others  in  which  prisoners 
may  be  employed. 

(5.)  The  total  amount  available  for  the  payment  of  Instructing 
Officers  being  limited  to  a  specific  sum,  which  cannot  under  any  circum. 
stances  be  exceeded,  it  may  happen  that  cases  will  arise  in  which  it 
may  be  found  impossible  to  place  deserving  officers  on  the  list  of  those 
to  whom  allowances  are  apportioned.     Such  cases  will  be  considered  as 


(6.)  The  allowances  will  be  paid  monthly,  at  ihe  rate  of  one-twelfth 
of  the  amount  approved  for  the  year,  and  the  annual  amount  of  the 
allowance  should  be  shown  separately  from  ordinary  salary  on  the  pay 
list,  and  noted  in  "Remarks  "  column  as  "  allowance  for  acting  as  Trade 
Instructor." 

(7.)  To  prevent  a  breach  in  the  continuity  of  work,  Governors  should 
always  have  a  second  officer  instructed  in  each  trade. 

(8.)  Where  there  is  no  paid  instructor,  instruction  shall  be  given  by 
competent  members  of  the  staff  selected  by  the  Governor,  and  these 
shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  an  Instructors  elsewhere,  if  qualified.

In  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  payable  on  any  day  of  a  prisoner's 
sentence  to  entitle  him  to  his  release  on  that  day,  the  total  sum  for 
which  he  is  liable  must  be  divided  by  the  number  of  days  to  which  he  is 
sentenced  the  result  being  the  equivalent  of  one  day's  reduction  of 
sentence,  and  this  amount  multiplied  bv  any  given  number  will  show  the 
amount  required  for  the  reduction  of  an  equal  nura'icr  of  days  of  the 
sentence,  giving  the  prisoner  the  benefit  of  any  fraction  of  a  penny.  No 
fraction  of  the  sum  entitling  a  prisoner  to  a  day's  reduction  of  sentence 
will  be  received.  For  example,  where  the  sentence  is,  "  Fine  and  costs, 
8*.,  or  tire  days'  imprisonment  in  default,"  in  order  to  obtain —

Where  the  term  of  imprisonment  is  one  or  more  calendar  months,  the 
number  of  days  in  the  period  must  be  ascertained,  in  order  to  calculate 
the  amount  payable  to  obtain  reduction  of  part  of  the  imprisonment 
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It  must  be  clearly  understood  that — (a)  this  provision  applies  only  to 
convicted  prisoners,  and  not  to  those  committed  after  an  order  for 
maintenance,  &o. ,  or  for  a  civil  debt  under  a  warrant  of  a  County  Court 
Judge  or  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  ;  (6)  where  a  prisoner  pays 
in  full  tho  amount  for  which  he  is  liablp  he  must  be  discharged  at  any 
hour  of  the  day,  as  heretofore. 

£s  a  prisoner  is  not  legally  entitled  to  hia  release  till  midnight  of  the 
day  on  which  hia  sentence  expires,  so  a  prisoner  sentenced  to,  say,  seven 
days  in  default  of  fine,  dec.,  who  pays  the  proportion  representing  fths 
of  the  amount  is  not  entitled  to  discharge  till  midnight  of  the  first  day 
of  his  sentence,  and  it  is  a  question  of  convenience  at  what  time  prior 
to  midnight  he  should  be  released.  Whenever,  therefore,  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  a  prisoner,  who  could  pay  the  full  amount  at  the 
Court,  elects  to  go  to  prison  with  the  object  of  obtaining  remission  of  a 
portion  of  it,  and  at  once  tenders  part  payment,  the  Governor  is 
authorised  to  detain  him  in  custody  till  6  p.m.,  having  regard  to  the 
arrangements  of  the  prison  and  to  the  distance  the  prisoner  may  have  to 
travel  to  his  home.

I.— MALE  PRISON. 


FROM  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 

The  conduct  of  the  great  majority  of  the  subordinate  officers  on  the 
Convict  Staff  him  been  good,  and  they  have  been  attentive  and  pains- 
taking generally  in  the  discliarge  of  their  duties.  Three  warders  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Board  for  serious  disciplinary  offences.  The  chief 
and  principal  warders  performed  their  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

With  some  few  exceptions  the  convicts  have  been  generally  well- 
conducteil,and  have  performed  the  work  allotted  to  them  with  diligence 
and  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  They  have  been  chiefly  employed  at 
indoor  trades  as  reported  in  previous  years,  which  they  have  been 
taught  in  the  prison,  mostly  while  undergoing  their  probationary  period, 
during  the  first  nine  months  of  their  sentences.  It  is  very  rarely  that 
a  capable  tradesman  is  sentenced  to  penal  servitude. 

The  prison  buildings  and  sixty  houses  outside  the  prison  walls,  which 
are  occupied  by  married  officers,  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  hy  prison 
labour. 

None  have  escaped  or  attempted  to  escape  during  the  year. 

The  chaplains,  or  their  approved  substitutes,  have  been  regular  and 
frequent  in  their  attendances,  and  all  have  shown  a  strong  interest  in 
the  temporal  as  well  as  the  spiritual  concerns  of  their  respective  con- 
gregations. The  Very  Rev  Canon  Walsh  who  was  Roman  Catholic 
Chaplain  to  the  Mountjoy  Prisons  for  many  years  was  obliged  to  retire 
owing  to  ill  health  in  October  last,  which  I  exceedingly  regret.  He 
was  the  friend  of  the  prisoner,  an  active  member  of  the  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society,  ever  ready  to  assist  the  well 'disposed,  and  always  fearless  and 
firm  in  discountenancing  and  censuring  misconduct  and  crime. 

The  schooling  of  the  convicts  continues  to  be  conducted  on  the  same 
lines  as  reported  in  previous  years,  and  with  good  results.  The  teachers 
have  been  attentive  and  di'igent. 

The  library  continues  to  be  much  appreciated,  and  is  extensively 
availed  of  by  the  convicts. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Secretaries  of  the  Prisoners'  Aid 
Societies  for  their  ever  ready  willingness  to  assist  prisoners  after 
discharge  whom  I  can  recommend.  [  believe  and  know  that  these 
gentlemen  have  done  much  good  in  looking  after  and  helping  discharged 
prisoners  to  earn  an  iionest  livelihood,  and  have  rendered  valuable 
service  to  society  and  to  the  State  by  preventing  many  from  relapsing 
into  criminal  courses. 

1  certify  that  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison 
have  been  adhered  to,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  General  Prisons  Board. 
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FROM  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPALIAN  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT, 

The  services  in  the  church  have  been  all  regularly  held,  while  the 
conduct  of  the  convicts  during  Divine  Worship,  and  their  taking  tbe 
share  assigned  to  them  in  the  responses,  psalms,  and  prayers,  I  cannot 
speak  too  highly  of. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Oovernor  and  staff  of  the  gaol  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  in  the  discharge  of  my  responsible  duties. 


FROM  ROHAN  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

In  presenting  this  report  it  affords  me  very  sincere  pleasure  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners, 
in  Mountjoy  Male  Prison,  during  the  year  ended  March,  1900. 

Their  demeanour  at  all  times  in  the  church,  and  their  attention  at 
the  various  religious  functions  at  which  they  assisted,  were  all  that 
could  reasonably  be  expected.  Their  general  conduct  too,  was,  on 
the  whole,  very  satisfactory. 

Before  concluding  these  remarks  I  beg,  hereby,  to  pi  see  on  record  my 
feelings  of  deep  regret  at  the  retirement,  during  the  past  year,  because 
of  enfeebled  health,  of  the  Very  Rev.  Canon  Walsh,  from  the  position 
of  Chaplain  to  Mountjoy  Prison.  By  his  retirement  the  prison  has 
sustained  s  very  serious  loss.  His  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  the 
prisouers  committed  to  his  care,  his  untiring  whole-hearted  zeal  for  their 
welfare — spiritual  and  temporal— his  kindness  and  gentleness  of  manner 
in  dealing  with  them,  had  all  endeared  him  to  them,  and  given  him  an 
influence  with  them,  the  beneficial  effects  of  which  it  would  bo  difficult, 
to  over-estimate. 


FROM  PRESBYTERIAN  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 
The  prisoners  under  my  care  have  been  most  attentive  to  the 
instruction  it  has  been  my  duty  to  impart.  Their  general  conduct  has 
been  remarkably  good,  as  their  prison  record  shows.  I  have  found  them 
always  ready  to  listen  to  my  counsel  and  advice  in  cases  of  difficulty. 
It  may  interest  the  Board  to  know  that  I  have  had  several  communi- 
cations from  former  prisoners  tolling  me  how  they  were  recovering 
themselves,  and  were  in  the  way  to  become  useful  citizens. 


FROM  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  REPORT, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December  last  there  were  twenty-seven 
warders  admitted  into  the  prison  hospital,  and  there  were  thirty-nine 
treated  in  their  quarters.  The  chief  ailments  were — catarrh,  influenza, 
bronchitis  and  diarrhcea.  There  was  one  death,  and  one  warder  was 
discharged  the  service  on  medical  grounds. 

There  were  105  convicts  admitted  into  hospital,  and  2,837  prescribed 
for  as  externa  during  the  year.  The  principal  diseases  were— bronchitis, 
constipation,  catarrh,  diarrhoea,  rheumatism,  dyspepsia,  debility,  in- 
fluenza, scrofula  and  wounds. 

There  was  one  death,  and  five  convicts  were  transferred  to  Dundrum 
Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  prisoners  was  generally  good,  and 
nothing  occurred  during  the  year  demanding  any  special  remarks. 
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II.— FEMALE  PRISON. 

FROM  StrPERIHTENDENrS  REPORT. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 
Needlework  and  gardening  are  now  the  principal  occupations  of  the 
convicts,  whose  numbers  have  been  yearly  decreasing,  until  seventeen 
represents  the  total  in  custody.  Their  conduct  has  been  exceptionally 
good. 

Assistance  in  the  religious  training  of  the  convicts  continues  to  be 
given  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  the  Protestant  Lady  Visitor  to  the 
chaplains  of  their  respective  denominations. 

The  secular  instruction  is  conducted  by  the  school-mistress  with 
satisfactory  results. 

I  certify  that  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison 
have  been  complied  with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to 
the  Board. 


FROM  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPALIAN  CHAPLAIN'S 
REPORT. 
In  laying  before  you  my  report  for  the  past  year  on  the  Female 
Department  of  Mountjoy  Convict  Prison,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state 
that,  so  far  as  my  particular  charge  is  concerned,  nothing  requiring 
special  notice  has  taken  place.  The  matrons  discbarge  their  duties  with 
conscientious  assiduity,  and  the  infirmary  is  well  managed. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Lady  Superintendent,  the  principal  Matron,  and 
the  stall  of  the  gaol  for  their  kind  assistance  on    " 


FROM  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

It  affords  me  very  sincere  pleasure,  in  submitting  this  annual  report, 
to  be  in  a  position  to  speak  most  favourably  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
prisoners  in  Mountjoy  Female  Prison.  It  would,  indeed,  be  difficult  to 
speak  too  highly  of  their  pious  demeanour,  and  of  their  attention  and 
edifying  devotion  at  the  various  religious  exercises  in  the  church. 

I  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  bearing  testimony 
to  the  invaluable  services  rendered  to  the  prisoners  by  the  good  Sisters 
of  Charity  who  so  kindly  visit  them.  For  these  services  1  feel  most 
grateful.  Their  words  of  encouragement  and  sympathy  make  a  deed 
and  lasting  impression  on  the  minds  of  very  many. 

To  the  Lady  Superintendent  and  the  other  officers  of  the  prison  I  beg 
to  tender  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  kindness  received  at  their 
hands,  and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  them  to  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  as  chaplain. 


FROM  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  general  health  of  the  staff,  for  the 
year  ending  the  31st  March  last,  has  been  good. 

One  of  the  convicts  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
but  with  this  exception,  the  cases  of  illness  arising  amongst  the 
prisoners  were  not  of  a  nature  requiring  special  mention. 
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MARYBOROUGH  CONVICT  PRISON 


FROM  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
with  three  exceptions. 

There  were  in  custody  on  1st  January,  1899  : — Invalids,  8 ; 
Intermediate  Class,  10  ;  Labour  Class.  86.  Total— 104.  Received 
during  the  year — To  Invalid  Class,  1  ;  Intermediate  Class,  21  ;  and  to 
Labour  Class,  49. 

Removed  during  the  year — From  Invalid  Class,  6  ;  from  Inter- 
mediate Class,  20 ;  and  from  Labour  Class,  45.  Remaining  in  custody 
on  31st  December,  1899 — Invalids,  3;  Intermediate  Class,  11; 
Labour  Class,  90.  Total — 104.  During  the  year  two  prisoners  were 
received  from  Dundram  Central  Asylum,  and  three  were  removed  to 
the  Asylum.  Forty-eight  convicts  were  discharged  on  licence  and  3 
on  commutation  of  sentence. 

The  conduct  and  industry  of  the  convicts  employed  on  the  farm 
and  buildings  continue  to  be  most  satisfactory.  The  work  done  by 
them  is  the  subject  of  astonishment  to  persons  well  qualified  to  form 
a  correct  judgment  of  what  work  should  be.  This  not  only  applies 
to  the  work  done  <on  the  farm,  but  also  to  the  more  skilled  work  done 
on  building  operations.  The  cases  of  misconduct  are  very  few  in 
number,  and  none  of  a  serious  nature  ;  indeed,  I  have  not  found  it 
necessary  to  invoke  the  powers  of  the  Board  in  dealing  with  any  case 
of  misconduct  during  the  year.  This  satisfactory  result  is  not 
attributable  to  any  laxity  of  attention  to  either  work  or  discipline, 
but  is  the  salutary  effect  produced  by  observance  of  both.  The 
advantages  derivable  from  occupation  on  land  become  more  manifest  as 
time  permits  extended  development,  as  educating  men  to  appreciate  the 
various  forms  in  which  land  can  be  made  remunerative,  a*  distinguished 
from  the  mere  production  of  the  ordinary  crops  of  potatoes,  corn,  and  grass. 

The  growth  and  cultivation  of  fruit  have  also  been  ordered  as  a 
further  exemplification  of  the  uses  to  which  land  may  profitably  be 
applied,  so  that  at  least  the  rural  convicts  may  be  educated  therein. 

Our  principal  crops  this  year  were  potatoes  and  the  various  kinds  of 
table  vegetables.  All  the  latter  were  most  productive,  but  the  potato 
crop  in  this  district  was  very  disappointing  in  consequence  of  late  frost 
and  heavy  rains  late  in  June,  the  production  being  one-third  less  than 
last  year. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  the  Intermediate  Class  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  I  continue  to  communicate  with  the  clergymen  of  the  parish 
in  which  they  are  about  to  reside  after  discharge,  requesting  their 
good  offices  on  their  behalf.  From  some  I  have  received  satisfactory 
assurances  of  the  good  behaviour  of  those  discharged  prisoners ;  but  there 
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is  a  manifest  disinclination  on  the  part  of  clergymen  to  communicate 
on  the  subject  of  their  parishioners  even  on  temporal  matters,  yet  the 
replies  which  I  have  re  eived  prove  the  efficacy  of  the  intervention, 
to  which  may  reasonably  be  attributed  the  withdrawal  of  some  from 
criminal  pursuits. 

The  prison  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  state  of  repair,  all 
necessary  work  being  done  by  convicts,  under  the  instruction  of  trade 
warders.  The  contractor  to  whom  the  building  of  the  new  prison  has 
been  intrusted  has  displayed  praiseworthy  energy  in  his  conduct  of 
those  important  works,  which,  so  far  as  they  have  advanced,  appear  to 
be  of  a  very  enduring  and  satisfactory  nature. 

The  chaplains  have  been  zealous  and  attentive,  co-operating  in  every 
effort  for  the  reformation  of  the  prisoners  whilst  in  prison,  and  for  their 
welfare  after  discharge-  They  manifest  a  desire  that  prisoners  should, 
so  far  as  possible,  be  employed  in  such  occupations  as  may  be  considered 
probably  most  advantageous  to  them  in  enabling  them  to  obtain  a  living 
by  honest  industry  after  their  discharge. 

In  my  last  report  I  had  to  record  the  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Jacob  from 
the  office  of  Visiting  Physician  to  this  prison.  The  entire  medical  duties 
have  since  been  discharged  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner,  his  attention  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners  having 
been  unremitting. 

The  schools,  both  morning  and  evening,  have  been  conducted  as  in 
former  years,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  progress  made  by  prisoners 
whilst  attending  school  nnd  during  their  detention  in  their  cells  in  the 
intervals  of  labour,  is  much  greater  than  might  reasonably  have  been 
expected  in  the  limited  space  of  time,  and  the  unpromising  conditions 
of  age  and  opportunities. 

The  library  is  highly  appreciated,  the  books  being  exchanged  when 
required.  The  new  books  annually  provided  are  anxiously  awaited, 
frequently  inquired  for,  and  are  considered  an  intellectual  treat. 

There  were  no  escapes  nor  attempts  to  escape  during  the  year. 

I  certify  that  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison 
have  been  observed  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  except  in 
such  cases  as  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  General  Prisons 
Board. 

The  Visitors  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
visited  the  Prison  on  12th  April,  3rd  May,  10th  May,  14th  June, 
13th  September,  11th  October,  13th  December,  1899,  and  on  1st 
February,  14th  February,  and  14th  March,  1900. 

I  have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  advice  and  assistance  ever 
willingly  afforded  by  them  in  the  interests  of  the  prison. 


FROM  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPALIAN   CHAPLATJTS 
REPORT. 

For  some  time  the  room  used  for  the  services  in  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Ireland  has  been  full.  The  prisoners  still  continue  to  take 
great  interest  in  the  singing,  those  who  are  able  to  take  a  prominent 
part  meeting  every  Saturday  afternoon  in  the  chapel  to  prepare  for 
the  service  of  the  next  day.  A  considerable  number  of  the  prisoners 
has  attended  the  school  which  is  doing  as  much  as  can  reasonably  be 
expected  under  present  circumstances.  It  will  be  a  great  improvement 
when  a  room  is  provided  in  which  all  the  men  under  instruction  can 
assemble.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has,  on  the  whole,  bean 
satisfactory. 
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FROM  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 
There  is  nothing  very  special  to  note  about  our  prison  here  during 
the  past  year ;  everything  seems  to  go  on  satisfactorily.  The  conduct 
of  the  prisoners  in  the  chapel  is  very  edifying.  They  take  a  great 
interest  in  the  school  work.  They  are,  I  think,  much  improved  in  body 
and  mind  by  their  work  on  the  farm.  I  consider  this  department  a 
decided  success  in  connection  with  the  prison  life  of  the  convicts.  Tbe 
chaplains  have  not  received  any  complaints  from  the  prisoners  against 
any  of  the  officers  of  thn  Prison,  and  they  have  been  always  civil  and 
courteous  to  the  chaplains. 


FROM  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 
I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  officers  and  con- 
victs of  this  prison  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1900.  No  death 
or  serious  casualty  occurred  amongst  tbe  staff.  One  warder  was  retired 
on  account  of  failing  health.  Two  convicts  were  found  to  be  insane,  and 
transferred  to  Dundrum  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  three  were 
released  on  "medical  grounds."  No  prisoner  died  during  the  year. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prUon  was  well  maintained.  The  healthy 
outdoor  work  here  provided  for  prisoners  appreciably  diminishes  disease 
of  mind  and  body.  I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  facilities  and 
BB|>port  afforded  me,  at  all  tunes,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  by  the 
Governor  and  the  staff  under  hie  care.
